Reports of Committees. 





The State of the Church. 


During the past year the Church in the area of this Conference was de- 
veloped in spite of many difficulties. 

The missionary staff, already smill, was further reduced by the loss of 
several experienced men. This necessitated the distribution of their ap- 
_ pointments among a small group of already overworked men, thus inevitably 
sacrificing intensive development in order to maintain our extensive occu- 
pancy of fields. “ey ‘ 

“The finances have continued to cause anxiety and zealous superintend- 
ents have been compelled to look upon rapidly passing opportunities for 
placing Gospel messengers in promising work with aching hearts beeause 
they have not had the money to support them. 

The maintainance of the reduction in our appropriations despite the 
addition to our community inthe previous year of many converts needing 
instruction wasa great handicap to the work.  - 

However there were 5,413, baptisms and our Christian community in- 
creased by 6,142, 3.720 of which were added with Virhoot District. 

The work has continued to proceed along social lines and the majority 
of converts have come from the same castes that have yielded conyerts in 
all recent years. s 

The Chamars, whose kindred castes in the North-west India Conference 
area have responded heartily to the Gospel message, have not yet shown an 
indication of a general movement toward Christ, but many baptisms and 
more enquirers from among them are reported in a few districts. 

A large caste that would seem from social reasons to be particularly 
accessible to the Christian workers in North India is the Pasi, but we do 
not yet see an awakening among them and in some places at least the Aryas 
are trying to forestall us by giving them attention and social] recognition. 

The Lal Begis are still first in number among new converts. 

Although a sweeper caste many of them in the rural districts are en- 
gaged in agriculture and in the cities there isa decided tendency among 
them to engage in other forms of dcmestic service. 

They are hard workers and when they become Christians seldom look 
to the missionaries for personal support, but in their poverty are frequently 
ready to contribute to the funds of the Church. : F 

- Asa caste the Lal Begis possess an efficient system of social descipline, 
_ and effort is being made in at least one circuit to adopt this system to that 
part of the Christian community which has been drawn from tbis caste. 

Hithertc much trouble has been experienced in holding new conyerts 
under proper restraint. Their conversion has removed them from connec- 
tion with the only influences that have acted as a restraint upon. them in 
the past, and we have not always been able to keep in touch with them 
through our workers, so we believe this new development to be very encour- 
aging and promising. 

Many converts are reported from other castes, and it has recently been 
shown that in proportion as the Gospel truth has modified the life of the 
depressed classes, men of higher social grade have been converted. 

‘The offerings f our Church for self-support and for beneyolences have 
materially increased this year, following large gains in the two years 
pervious. 

This year’s increase for ministerial support is Rs. 1,276, for benevo- 
lences Rts. 474 and for current expenses Rs. 1,305, i.e. a total gain of 
Rs 38,015. 

The question of self-support is vital in considering the state of the 
Church. No one believes that the Indian Church is giving in proportion to 
its ability. he Church in India fails here as does the Church in America, 
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It is greatly desired that the Indian pastors and their congregations get 
away from+theidea that the demand for self-support is simply a formal . 
requirement urg:d by missionaries. The Indian Church needs a vision in 
this matter. It needs to havea vision of itself floundering ina hopeless 
state with only one means of escaping from dependency—spiritual, temporal 
and administrative dependency.- It-needs to realize that the one and only 
eseape is to become self-supporting. Any gain in the matter of self-support ° 
indicates greater spiritual power, gives temporal freedom and enlarges the 
sphere of self-government ; z 

Where we have one self-supporting Chureh we should have many. It 
cannot be easily done, but it is possible. ; 

This year the Indian membership raised Rs. 6,969. That is As, 2-3 
for each adult. This is something to be encouraged about. It is a marked 
gain over last year. But As. 2-3 per each adult member is nothing that we, 
can be satisfied with. It doesn’t do our people credit. The financial state of, 
the Church cannot be reported as good when we face these facts. Here. is, 
a field in which the Indian brethren can perform. noteworthy service. The: 
missionaries cannot handle the situation. It rests with the Indian leaders 
to lead the Indian forces forward to greater victory in the struggle for 
self-support. ; ; ; 

- The discrepancy between the number of boys and girls receiving educa-’ 
tion through our boarding schools has attracted attention in previous te-, 
views of this character, but your committee feels that so much is at issue in 
the matter that it caJls you to consider again what will be the effect of this 
disproportionate education. ; 

In most districts more girls than boys are in boarding schools and in 
some districts no provision whatever is made for developing indigenous, 
eductated male leadership When the influence of the cultured Christian 
home upon the present generation at the home base is considered we have 
a strong inspiration to work for the equal education of the boys and girls 
who must together determine the character of the most influential of North 
India Christian homes of the next decade. f 

We rejoice to report that the state of the Church is more hopeful now 
in respect to this than it seemed last year, for there are 208 more boys in 
the boarding schools than there were last year, an actual increase aside 
from those brought over with Tirhoot District of 190. ; ; 

Several of these boys’ schools have improved their accommodations and 
made attempts to increase the efficiency of their teaching s‘affs, but unlike 
our schools for girls they have not hada supply of trained teachers from 

hich to choose. 

. General lamentation is heard from the Principals: of these schools that 
no special provision has hitherto been made for training our teachers in our 
own schools or for systematically utilizing Government institutions for this 
purpose. ae : 

Until something in this direction is done we can not seriously hope to 
raise our boys’ schools to the standard of the girls’ schoo:s. ; 

We feel that there is an imperative call for the appointment ofa Select 
Committee to consider what can be done to make recommendations to the

Bee eH classes of our schools we have a total of 6,007 Christian children 
mn oane that about one in four of our baptized children are being 
given some degree of instruction but it also means that the other three are 
not being touched by our present efforts. | FasdetS: ;

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hitherto little in common saye sin and weld them together into a_ mutually 
sympathetic, mutually inspiring Christian brotherhood. Your Committee 
believes that the Christian servant requires special attention. ; 

He is not free to attend the regular congregational services of worship 
and it is a question whether most of them would attract him if he were free. 
Yet he needs the inspiration of worshipin association .with fellow-Christ- 
ians. " 

Much spiritual blessing was experienced last spring during the special 
month of Evangelism. Our boys and girls in schools, our city Churches and 
our groups of Christians here and there through the villages found that as 
they sought to make others acquainted with the Christ they learned to know 
him better and to love him more. 

The Christian community in India must live by its labors. Without 
aggressive work for the conversion of our non-Christian fellow citizens, we 
do not have our most effective external influence for maintaining and 
developing our own spiritual life. We rejoice in the good influences that are 
following our Dasehra Services and our District Conferences in developing 
the religious ,experiences of our workers and through themadding much 
spiritual life to our Work in general. 

We urge that our preachers-in-charge conduct special services of evangel- 
ism for the spiritual conversion of nominal Christians, the reclamation of 
backsliders, the sanctification of believers and the general quickening of the 
spiritual life. 

We would like to call attention to the encouraging state of our English 
Schools and Churches. The former have added much to their equipment 
and their attendance is steadily growing. ‘Tijeir financial state is distinctly 
pleasing although they both need to increase their income for proper 
development, The Churches havea larger membership than they have ever 
had and their activities are manifold. Yet these schools and Churches have 
need to wait much on God that they may not fail to render unto Him the 
service for which He has raised them up,

Domestic (Desi) Missionary Society. 


We are glad to report that the work of this society hasbeen successfully 
carried on another year. Brother Dharam Singh, Preacher-in-Charge of 
Sirauli in the Pilibhit District, has worked very satisfactorily and his Dis- 
trict Superintendent reports very favorably of his work. There were 108 
baptisms in his circuit. We should remember that Brother Dharam Singh 
is aman of a large and growing family and the entire burden of their support 
ison us. Weshould see toit that this society receives all due encourage- 
ment and support from us all, for through it we are laying the foundation of 
self-support which will be of much value in our work. We thevefore strong- 
ly recommend that a Sunday be set apart when a sermon /on ‘the subject of 
self-support be preached and collection in aid of this society be taken. 

During the past year Rs. 215-8-0 were collected which with Rs. 22-15-6 
balance of last year makes a total of Rs. 238-7-G. We wish to correct a 
slight error made in the report of Jast year which is that Brother Dharam 
Singh received Rs. 216 (or Rs. 18 per month) and not Rs. 168 (or Rs 14 
per month) as reported so that the balance in hand last year was Rs. 22-15-6 
and not Rs. 70-15-6 as reported. This error was due to the fact that the 
Finance Committee decided to increase Brother Dharam Singh’s salary after 
the report had been presented and adopted.

The work of the Ministerial Volunteer Band has been carried on with 
fairy success another year. Although the number of the members of this 
band has fallen by about 40, more young men have entered the Theologica! 
Seminary at Bareilly and taken up mission service during the past year than 
in any previous year. However this falling off about 15 per cent. in the mem- 
bership of these bands gives occasion for'sericus thought. The reduction is 
not altogether due to young men entering mission service or Theological 
Seminaries, but to their abandoning the plan to consecrate their lives to 
Christian service. Vhis may be due in part toa feeling that the terms 
under which mission service,must be taken up are not sufficiently attractive, 
and it may be due also in part to insufficient encouragement in some of the 
centres where such bands are in existence, but it is also to be accounted 
for by inroads made by a spirit of worldliness. 

The Seeretary was able to visit once all the places, some of them twice, 
where the branches of this band are found with the exception of Budaon, 
Kasganj and Sitapur. Bishop Warne, whom the Lord has used as an instru- 
ment in organising this band al! over NorthiIndia and the Central Provinces, 
was also able to organise a small band in Baroda, but the Secretary_could not 
visit it this year. Asa result of this organisation we are gettinga better 
elass of students for the Theological Seminary at Bareilly and better work- 
ers for our mission field. The Secretary has receiveda pressing invitation 
from Aligarh to go and organise a band therealso and as soon as time per- 
mits he will doso. Possibly one or two bands can be organised in the Tirhoot 
Distriet also. The visits of our beloved Bishop Warne and of Mr. Badley, 
General Secretary of the !pworth League, in addition to those of the Secre- 
tary himself, have proved a real inspiration and encouragement to our young 
men. 
The Secretary again earnestly requcsts all under whose supervision 
these young men are studying to carefully lIcok after them and afford every 
facility and encouragement to enable them to maintain their spirit 0° Zeal 
and devotion. In some places these yeung men have organised themselves 
into ready workers’ bandsand they help their Pastors and Preachers in 
charge in their Church work, in mchalla and bazar preaching, and in con- 
ducting Sunday schoo!s, The missionary spirit seems to bein evidence in 
our schools and this to my mind isa very hopeful sign for the future of our 
work. 

Bishep Warne has with his usual generosity paid the travelling expenses 
of the Secretary. A careful account of the money received from him is 
kept by the Secretary and audited annually by his Distriet Superintendent.

THE STATE OF OUR SUNDAY ScCuoocts. 


Your eccmmittee has the pleasure to report that the work has been carried 
on systematically allthrough the year. There has been an increase of 18 
schools and 42 office:s and teachers. The collection is about the sameas it 
was last year. ‘here is little decrease in scholars, but thisfvery likely owes‘to 
the close and careful inspection made hy the Sunday school Secretary. 1,674 
candidates appeared for the Annual Sunday school examination of whom 


. 
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1,516 passed. But the work actually accomplished through our Sunday 
‘ schools cannot possibly be estimated by mere figures. Thousands upon 

thousands of homes are being reached with the Gospel of salvation by our 
male and female workers through the non-Christian children of our Sunday 
schovls all over the field. Indeed it may be safely affirmed, that the best of 
the people among the Hindus and Mohammedans are the men and women 
who had the privilege of attending a Sunday school in their early days of 
life aad Sunday itself is becoming a religious day, even among the non- 
Christian peoples of this land. ‘The conference desires to express its heart- 
felt gratitude to Rev. R. Burges, General Secretary of the India Sunday 
School Union, for the deep interest taken in our Sunday schools and special- 
ly for the help in giving us the Rey. G. D. Presgrave for our Secretary. 

Rev. Mr. Presgrave, who is keenly interested in this work, has been a 
great help. He visited 12 District Conferences and some 80 circuits and has 
given 150 addresses during the year and the progress in this line is largely 
due tohis faithful and earnest effort. The conference again expresses its 
thanks to the General Secretary for his offer of a shield to be given to the 
meee as the Sunday schools. This plan is sure to!create anew zeal in our 
schools. 

The thanks of the conference are due to Rey. Dr. Rockey. for the great 
and efficient help given to the Sunday schools (in the vast Urdu speaking 
area), by preparing the Sunday school lessons and‘ Children's Friend.’ 
The committee greatly appreciates Dr. Rockey’s efforts and assures him that 
he is really doing a grand work, 


OurR NEEDS, 


At the present stage of development in’our work our need is two-fold, 
-namely, vernacular literature and trained teachers. 

The Sunday. school literature which is available at present isnot only 
insufficient but is unsuitable for our village and mohalla schools. Or, ! 
should say, that our village and mohalJa Sunday schools are not yet fit for it. 
The committee suggests that those who possess the necessary experience and 
ability for it, may apply themselves to producing the much needed litera- 
ture. 

The teachers in our vernacular schools are generally untrained in the 
art of teaching in Sunday school. The Theological Seminary would do well 
to s eif this subject could not find a place in the course of instruction. 


THE POSSIBILITIES OF SUNDAY SCHOOL WoRK. 


The possibilities of this noble work are simply immeasureable. Through 
this the facts and principles of our glorious religion are made known to 
people far beyond our reach and secondly youngand tender minds are mould- 
ed and hearts trained to obey God and toslive and work for His glory, so that 
when the future history of India comes to be written as that of a vast 
Christian empire, its foremost leaders will be found to have been members 
of our present Sunday schools. 


SUGGESTIONS, 


A few suggestions occur to the comm’ttee which it wishes to pss on, 
namely: : : 
-  Wmphasis should be laid on the practical! side of our Sunday school teach- 
ing, with this end in view it may be greatly helpful to hold model classes by 
those who are able to do so in the various conferences and summer 
schools. é : 

Sunday school melas may be held occasionally in connection with cen- 
tral Sunday schools to which all the smaller schools around may be invited. 

The committee records its approval of the ten conditions that have been 
sugges ed by the last year’s committee tO win the shield offered by the 
General Secretary, the Rev. R. Burges. §

This isa very brief report of the work done: : yt 

In the very beginning of the year I yisited the Punjab I. S. S. U. 
Auxiliary. I visited the following places in the Punjab in connection with 
the Punjab I. S 8. U. Auxiliary: Lahore, Jhelum, Gujranwalla, Rawal- 
pindi, Sialkot, Gurdaspur, Amritsar, Jullunder, Ludhiana, Amballa. 

Rey. W. Dalgetty, the President of the PunjabI.S. S. U.. thus reported 
my work: ‘ Your visit to Sialkot was much appreciated by those who had 
the privilege of hearing you speak. Your addresses were well prepared, ex- 
cellently illustrated, interestingly delivered, and calculated to help all your 
hearers.”’ 

The following places were visited in the North India Conference: 
Thuucknow, Sitapur, Lakhimpur, Shahabad, <Aonla, Bhojeepura, Baheri, 
Nawabganj, Pilibhit, Naini Tal, Moradabad, Rae Bareli and their suburbs 
beside work done in my own city, Shahjahanpur. 

The following places were visited in the North-west India Conference: 
Roorkee, Bhagwanpur, Manglaur, Landhaura, Lhaksar, Dehra Dun, Qazika- 
pur. Saharanpur, several other small places were visited in this Cenfer- 
ence besides these. 

The following District Conferences of the following named districts 
were visited: Oudh, Budaon, Moradabad, Bijnor, Pilibhit, Bareilly, Har- 
doi, Roorkee, Allahabad, Delhi, Rajputana, Cawnpur. Gonda was unfortu- 
nately missed on account of derailment of train. 

The Sunday schools of the following missions were visited: Church 
Missionary Society, United Presbyterian Mission, Industrial Evangelical 
Mission, Reformed Presbyterian Mission, Union Mission, Methodist [Epis- 
copal Mission, Scotch Mission, A. P. Mission. 

In 1912 I had 250 interviews: travelled 8,186 miles, held 150 meetings, 
addressed 15,880 persons. 

Teacher Training classes were started inalmost all the large places of 
the two Conferences.

There has been greater enthusiasm aroused in the Sunday schools of the 
two Conferences in the last two years, than in any previous year. 

In spite of what has been said, there are weaknesses in many places.

Temperance. 


Your Committee on Temperance in Order to get a fairly good idea of pres- 
ent conditions sent out a number of questions to all the District Superin- 
tendents. The replies received give us cause for rejoicing and gratitude be- 
cause they indicate that there is remarkable growth and development in 
Temperance work. Efforts are being made everywhere to promote this 
noble cause and the response of non-Christians as well as Christians 
are very encouraging indeed. In all the districts situated within the terri- 
tory of the North India Conference besides the observances of the ‘emper- 
ance Sunday, regular temperance meetings are held, and our preachers boldly 
preach total abstinence from all intoxicants from their pulpits. In Lauck- 
now and Bareilly several medal contests have been held during the year and 
the Divisional W. ©. ‘Tl. U. convention held last month in Bareilly and Mr. 
Hallowes’ lectures in Budaon were no small contribution towards the fur- 
therance of this cause AU District Superintendents say that there is very 
little drinking among their people and wherever it is found efforts are made 
at the time of public lectures or meetings to persuade those given to this 
evil habit to sign the Temperance pledge. The circulation of temperance 
literature both in Wnglish and Vernacular, and house tO house visits in the 
cause of temperance are in evidence chiefly in the Virhoot District where 
there is also a District Temperance Society Wecommend these methods 
particularly the organisation of a District Temperance Society to all who 
are anxious to save our people from the clutches of the Goliath of intem- 
perance. The women and girls are especially interested and active in this 
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great work, thanks to the efforts of the W.G. T. U. and we believe that 
they will be able to doa very effective work in this line. There isa little 
trouble experienced in pushin® the total abstinence campaign among our 
converts, whose religion taught them to drink and smoke and who find it 
very difficult, therefore, to give upa long established habit. ‘he District 
Superintendents however report that drink is not on the increase among 
their people,but that there is steady progress in total abstinence in their cir- 
cuits and sub-circuits. In some places enquirers are not baptised until they 
promise faithfully to abstain from all intoxicants and narcotics Special 
Stress seems to have been laid this year in our schools particularly in sav- 
ing our young men not only from drink but also from cigarette smoking, 
by impressing upon their minds the baneful effects upon one’s body and 
soul of these evil habits. It is believed that cigarette smoking is not 
increasing, at least so far as our young men are concerned. In all our schools 
boys found guilty of smoking are punished, rasticated or expelled accord- 
ing to the seriousness of their offence. Weare glad that the Director 
of Publie Instruction of these provinces is rendering valuable assistance 
to us in this matter by prohibiting smoking in the schools. 

We also wish to record our gratitude to the General Secretary of the 
Epworth League, Mr. Badley, for the thorough and systematic way in which 
he has taken hold of Temperance work in the Epworth League. Weare also 
indebted to Dr. Rockey who sent cut 8 special Temperance numbers of the 
India’s Children’s Friend during the past year for the benefit of our Sunday 
school scholars, We trust that both the Epworth League and Sunday 
school will continue to prepare special temperance literature for our young 
people. Weurge that all our preachers do their best in saying the young 
people from these injurious habits and use every opportunity to promote 
the Temperance cause by means of personal work, by public lectures and 
meetings, by the use of pledge cards and tracts, ete.. now available. 

The Committee respectfully invites the attention of all pastors and 
preachers in charge to the Temperance Sunday and also to the Temperance 
Rally on the first Sunday of December under the auspices of the Npworth 
League and urges that-it be observed in a suitable manner,

Visitors to the Theological Seminary. 


The Theological Seminary at Bareilly enjoyed a year of solid work, not 
interrupted by any epidemic of disease or other untoward event. The at- 
tendance continued good and justified the step previously taken in eliminat- 
ing men at the end of the year who had not shown themselves capable of 
sustaining the effort necessary to become proficient students. The time 
has come in ovr Indian Church when we can not afford to accept every 
candidate for the ministry who presents himself. as often the general 
educational qualifications are very low and the candidate has no real con- 
ception of what it means to bea messenger of Christ. The Board of 
Trustees decided at their last meeting that with July of the present year 
the school year shall take its beginning soasto put the Seminary ina 
position to take men who have appeared in the High School examinations 
without compelling them to wait forsix months as they formerly had to 
do, and which meant that a large number of such men sought other places 
for work and were lost to us. We commend the Board of Trustees for 
their wisdom in thus bringing the Seminary into barmony with our other 
educational work, and affording an opportunity for men who are better 
educated to enter for training, Our Church will be heard in the councils 
of the nation, and in the churches within its borders in proportion as its 
ministers become leaders of thought and action, which cannot be ex- 
pected from men whose educational qualifications are only of the most 
elementary kind. Weneed mei with College training for the Seminary, 
and may we not hope that an ever-increasing number of such may be 
pressing towards its doors in the hear future. 

Fifteen men graduated from the Seminary the past year. The class 
was one of the strongest and most promising that hasever gone out, lf 
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they bear in mind the things they have learned, and continue in the Spirit 
of Grace they should be heard from later, to the credit of the school. 

It has been observed that the healthofan Institution bears a close 
relation to the interest taken in games and exercises of various kinds, and 
it would be well if even greater attention could be given to this matter. 
The Seminary has a good field, and the only thing needed to make conditions 
ideal is that both faculty and students should interest themselves more 
even than they do in this side of their work, which has sucha close con- 
nection with the physical health and intellectual attainments of the 
students. 

The Dormitory built a yearago was doubled the past year and the 
original plans thus brought to a happy coneciusion. This dormitory is one 
of the finest buildings of its kind our mission owns in India, and should be 
sufficient for several years. Ifa comfortable home has anything to do with 
making a student do his best work those being fortunate enough to secure 
rooms in the new dormitory ought to do very well indeed. 

Itis worthy of note that Prof. James Devadasan, one of the mest 
respected and efficient instructors of the St. John’s College, Agra, resigned 
his post at a great personal sacrifice and came to the Seminary. We 
congratulate the Seminary in securing such a leader, and we commend tbe 
spirit which prompted Mr Devadasan to come. When our young men 
learn to serve God, the Church, and humanity, not for the reward that a 
salary may bring but for the love of the service, we shall have come a_ long 
way on the road to bring India to the feet of Jesus. Sickness prevented our 
brother from doing his full work during the year, but we now rejoice in 
his complete recovery, andtrust that he will givemany years of service 
to the work so near his heart. 

The Principal, Dr. W. A. Mansell, has been a sufferer from a chronic 
disease during the whole year, which often has confined him to his bed 
and seriously inferfered with his work. Atthis time his condition is 
very serious, and we do not know what our Heavenly Father’s plans may 
be. We can only pray and trust that his life may be spared to us, and that 
God may again raise him uptolife and health. His cheer and optimism 
has never failed, and his life has blessed all those whom it has touched. 

The Vice-Principal, Rev. O. M. Buck, was compelled to leave for 
America at the end of the year owing tothe sickness of his family. We 
greatly regret thisas he had plans for using the students in a prolonged 
evangelistic campaign through several districts. We trust that he may 
soon be able to returnto the work. He is one of India’s children and 
knows its peop'e, its needs, and its problems. 

The Seminary has a splendid library of books thoroughly up to date, 
but thie students do not use it:s much as they should. This of course is 
mainly due to their low educational qualifications, as very few of them can 
read Wnglish with any profit. We hope that greater emphasis will be placed 
on the students’s reading and such encouragement given, in the form of 
rewards for books read or in some other way, as wi'l tend to broaden the 
intellectual life of the students, and makethem more familiar With the 
thoughts and doings of the age in which they live. 

The various student organizations were maintained during the year, and 
much good was accomplished through them. Quite a good deal of voluntary 
work was done in Sunday school, mohulla, and bazar work and this kind of 
practical training should be encouraged to the utmost, as should also the at- 
tendance on all theappointed means of Grace, the services, and the meet- 
ings especially designed to belp the students and to give them a conception 
of the manner and the spirit belonging to various forms of service. The 
practice of having students preach every week under the close supervision of 
the Professors and before their fellow-students‘is highly to be commended, 
and if it could be even more extended would do no harm. 

We are convinced that the Theological Seminary at Bareilly is the key 
that will unlock the door of Heathenism in all. this vast region comprising 
the Urdu speaking language area. As the graduates go out from year to 
year to enlighten by word and life the people among whom they are sent 
a leavening process will take place that Will ultimately transform this 
land and scatter the darkness. Let us remember to pray for this institu- 
tion and the faithful band of workers who are carrying the work.

Report of the General Secretary of the Epworth 
League. 


The growth of the Epworth League within the borders of our Conference 
during the year just closed, judged by the organisation of new chapters, 
ishighly satisfactory. At the last Conference your Secretary suggested in 
his report that nineteen new Junior League chapters be organised, in places 
which he named. A chapter was not opened up in each of the places he 
mentioned, but instead of nineteen new Junior chaoters, twenty-eight were 
organised. This is most significant, and shows such a remarkable growth 
as may afford encouragement enough for usall. To see its significance, one 
ought to know that in 1910 we had all told just twenty-nine Junior 
Leagues in the Conference. To add in one yearas many chapters as were 
in existence orly so recently as two years ago, is noteworthy. 

There was an almost equally large number of Senior Leagues opened 
up during the year, twenty-three having come into existence. This number, 
added to that for the Junior League, makes a total of fifty-one new chapters 
organised during 1912. At theend of 1911, the total number of chapters 
was only one hundred and fifty-two. 

This very large proportionate increase in new chapters does not repre- 
sent amuch increased membership. Our body of young people cannot grow 
by leaps and bounds. There we expect a slow, steady growth, in keeping 
with the numerical] increase of our Christian community. As a matter of 
fact, a weeding-out process has been encouraged by your Necretary in mak- 
ing out statistics of the membership cf the Epworth League, and this is 
apparent bya slight decrease in Junior members reported. Our total num- 
ber ef Junior League members now stands at 1,696 and of Senior members 
at 4,510. ‘This represents an increase of 775 members over 1910, while the 
increase in the number of chapters over thesame year is 65. Probably no 
other Conference in our India field will make sucha good showing this 
year with regard to growth. - . 


Charters in the Vernaculars. 


As amatter of general interest, your Secretary reports the beginning of 
a plan to issue charters in all the vernaculars in which League literature 
is issued. ‘This means that we shall be able to have charters in Urdu, Hin- 
di, Roman Urdu, Bengali, Tamil, Telugu, Kanarese, Mahrathi and Guijerati. 
The designs for these have been prepared under the direction of your Sec- 
retary, and for all'‘but Mahrathi and Guijerati have been sent to America, 
where they are to be executed in the best possible style cn good quality of 
paper. This is large undertaking, and it will be months before the charters 
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ean be issued in India, but when they are available they will add a new in- 
terest to those who up to the present have had to hang up au unintelligible 
charter, which called forth no enthusiasm of any kind. If the Central 
Office accepts the suggestions of your Secretary for India, the charters will 
be fifteen by twelve inches df size, a little smaller than the regular charter 
issued in America, so as to be framed Jess expensively. They will also be 
stocked in the Lucknow Office, so as to avoid delay in filling orders. At pre- 
Sent it takes from two to three months to get out each charter from America 
as it may be needed. 


The Manual and the Local Preachers’ Course. 


A p'an is on foot to have the Epworth League Manual, the one prepared 
for India by your Genera] Secretary, introduced into-the fourth year of 
studies for Local Preachers. This idea originated with Mr. Bancroft of 
our Mission in Bombay. Ife introduced such a plan before the members of 
his Bombay District Conference. and it was unanimously approved Since 
then your Secretary has seen Bishop Warne about the matter of introducing 
it into the course of studies for all Local Preachers in our Church in India. 
He has given it his approval, and will consult our other Bishops with regard 
to it. The Manual is published in ten Janguages, and sells for only four 
annas a copy. The move to introduce it into the course of studies will insure 
an acquaintance on the part of all our preachers with the work, methods 
and ideals of the Epworth League. This will mean much to our young 
people’s work in the course of a few years, and it is sincerely to be hoped 
that nothing may prevent the introduction of the plan. The chapters on 
Bible Study, Chr stian Stewardship, Personal Work, Temperance, ete., will 
be of great value to our workers. . 


Village Leagues. 


‘here isa commendable increase of interest in the matter of village 
Epworth Leagues. During the year your General Secretary has issued a 
special booklet entit'ed *‘ The Epworth League in the Village,’’ and the sug- 
gestions made therein have helped to shape the policy of the rural Epworth 
League. Emphasis is laid on giving the young people themselves a greater 
part in all the work, and on furnishing practical outlets for effort on their 
part. If our work were better manned in our rural communities, if the young 
preachers whe are stationed there were more numerous and not so heavily 
loaded, we might look for a rapid extension of the League organisation in 
those areas. Ze i 


Rally Days 


. 


Daring the past year there was some progress in the observance of the 
League Rally Days, but much effort must be expended before we can hope 
to have the desired uniformity in this matter. District Superintendents and 
Mastors.are particularly asked to give this some special attention. Whe 
“Christian Families’ Day’’ instituted last year was very widely observed 
and from many quarters came testimony to the great spiritual help it had 
been. Bishop Warne’s booklet on “‘ Family Religion’’ made the basis of 
many a Sermon and appeal, and therduties alike of parents to children and 
children to parents received a much needed emphasis among our people. 
Temperance Day was also widely observed, and this cause is gaining impetus 
among our young people year by year. In fact the Hpworth League is one 
of the great ‘Temperance organisation in India, and the amount of instruc- 
tion and exhortation regarding Temperance (which with us is always and 
only total abstinence), which our 25,000 members receive annually is, in 
the agregate, very large. The cause of Christian Stewardship and Tithing 
made great strides during 1912 in our Christian community in India, and in 
this work the League is not only providing the literature, butis leading the 
way. Bishop Warne’s tract on * Tithes and Offerings” was, through your 
League Secretary’ made ayailable in six vernaculars, and editions in three 
others were beguu. The tract has had a very wide circulation, and it should, 
during 1913, continue to wield a growing influence. 
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Banner District. 


The “ Conference Banner,” which last year was awarded to the Budaon 
District, is this year handed over to Bareilly District. The work in the Mo- 
radabad and Budaon Districts was also very’ commendable, but Bareilly 
seems to deserve the Banner. i 


Conclusion. 


It has been a genuine pleasure and great encouragement to your Secre- 
tary to have the privilege of labouring for the young people anotber year. 
The growing interest in all this work has been a great satisfaction to both 
the Secretary and the Assistant Secretary of the League. Mr. Peters has 


ap cape vear of faithful work, and we look forward to still greaterthings 
in 1913.

Examination Rules. 


Adopted by the Annual Conference at 
Shahjahanpur, 1913 


I. No candidate will be accepted for examination for Admission 
on Trial who bas not either passed the Middle School examination or 
graduated from the Theological Seminary with a first cli ss diploma. 


Il. Examinations in all four years of the regular Conference Course 
shall be beld before the time of meeting for the annua! Conference, and 
only the examinations for Admission on Trial, Loca{ Deacon's and Local 
Slder’s Orders shall be held at the time of the Annua! Conference». ‘The 
examinations for the regular Conference Course shall be held within a 
month of thetime set for the opening of theannual Conference, the exact 
date to be specified by the Registrar in due time. These examinations shall 
be held only in centres where District Superintendents and foreign mission- 
aries of our Church are stationed, who shall themselves act as supervisors of 
the examinations, receiving the papers in the various subjects from the 
Registrar, and forwarding to him, by registered post, the answer papers 
of the candidates, 


Ill. Whena candidate in ary of the four years’ ccurseof studies fail, 
in only one book of the course, he may, at the judgement of the Conference 
be conditioned in that cne tcok end prcmoted to the studies of the next 
year, except where Admissicn cn Trial cr into Full Mcmtership is involved. 


In case a candidate should failin two books of his ccurse, he cannot 
be promoted to the next class, but the following year he nced appear for 
examination in only those two books in which he failed the year previous. 

Ifa candidate shculd fail in three or more tools of his cecurse, he 


cannot be promoted, and must appearin all the bechs of the sawe ccurse 
the next year. 


IV. In the cases where books in the course of study are not available. 
and in cases where certain books are in languages with which workers from

Memoirs. 
Joseph H, Gill. 


Joseph Hamilton Gill was born March 27th, 1844, near Londondery, 
Treland, of Scotch-Irish parentage. Jlismoth r died when he was quite 
young. [Tis father was a cloth m rehant. Te chief formative influence 
during his boyhood came from his grand-mother. She was a woman of 
sturdy Seotea qualities, strong religious convictions, and of deep spiritual 
life “Ihe grand-mother and the lad went to Church regularly. It was a 
picture thit ia his manhood he lovingly cherished: going to Church with 
her: now, he isso small her hand just reaches his head; then, soon, her 
hand rests upon his shoulder; thea finally, proud occasion for him! she 
takes him by thearm. ‘Those thit knew him will be quick to. note that in 
his devotion to hs grand-mother Brother Gill, the perfect gentleman, took 
his first lessons in chivalry. 

While stilla very young man he left his native land and went to New 
York to assist an elder brother, who was a cloth merchant. Here be felt 
himself called to the minis ry and went to Evanston, Illinois, for study in 
the Garret Biblical Institute. H+worked his way through the Seminary 
by sweeping out the buildings and making fires. 

He was married to Mary Husiga, September 6th, 1871, and sailed soon 
after for India, arriving here in December 1871. His first appointment 
was Moradabad. After two years service he was sent to Bareilly and thence 
to Pauri, Garbwal, wuere he remained till his first furlough. On his return 
from America, where he had spent some two or three yeirs on account of 
his children, h: was appointed to Moradabad in 1884, and in 1885 to Bareil- 
ly.. Again on furlough in 1887-88, he was sent back to Pauri in 1891, where 
he continued until his next home going. In 19U3 he was appointed to 
Budaon District, and in 1904 to Bijnor. In 1908, his wife after thirty-seven 
years of active service crowded full of work for others, passed away August 
29th Returning to America after his wife's death he was recalled to In- 
dia and took the Moradabad District in 1910. He was married to Miss 
May Wilson in July 1910, and was sent again to Bi,nor in 1911. The Con- 
ference of 1912 fulfilled the wishes he had cherished for years and appointed 
him to Garhwal, where he had spent nineteen busy, successful years. Happy 
in the thought of devoting themselves again to the mountains they loved 
so much. he ané Mrs. Gill were p!anning to take up the work to wh ch they 
had just been re-appointed, but God had other plaus and Brother Gill was 
summoned toa higher ministry. He passed away January 17th, 1912. 

He was pre-eminently an evangelist and pushed his campaign for souls 
with the zeal of an apostle. 

He will long be remembered in Garhwal for his translation of the Gospel 
of Matthew into Garhwali, a district dialect, while several of bis transla- 
tions of hymns will long be sung throughout our Hindustani Churches. 

Brother Gill was an ardent lover. He loved India, and few among us 
are loved as he was loved by the people we are hee to serve. He was un- 
usually cosmopolitan in his friendships. The high and the low.+the rich 
and the poor were numbered among his own personal friends. One of the 
most earnest tributes paid to his memory that the writer has heard, was 
given by the most influential man in Garhwal, the Hindu muni, who was 
one of the twelve at the last Darbar, invited to pronounce a blessing upon 
His Majesty the King. The most obscure alike gratefully revere his 
memory. 

Brother Gillwasaman who was maguanimous toa degree. No one 
among us could maintiin his positon and pu h the claims of his work more 
vigorously than he. Wesometimes feared that the opposition stirred up in 
maintaining them would result on his part in the esirangement of regard 
for his brethren. Not so, no sooner had the strife ceased and the smoke 
of battle cleared aw:ly than he would greet his opponents with an open-heart- 
edness that was most beautiful and commendable. ; 

Again Brother Gill was a man who delighted in being hospitable. No 
one ever stopped with him but cam> away feeling that he was an ideal host. 
There was a generous thoughtfulness in all he did for you that put his guest 
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at perfect ease. And he would be all this in his uniquely hearty and joyous 
way. 
Again Brother Gill belongs to that class of people —all too small who are 
willing to be kind though they know that it will cost heavily to be so. One 
acquainted with him an‘ his work among the Iodian people would say that 
he was sympathetic and generous toa fault. But Brother Gill’s great Irish 
—better still wis great Christian —nature could notdo otherwise than be 
deeply touched with the sufferings and infirmities of the people among Whom 
he lived and labored. [He woald even take up the durries from the floors of 
his bungalow, and wrap the p2ople up in them to keep warm It costs to be 
kind, but what a legacy to be enshrined ia the memory of hosts of grateful 
eople. ; ag 
; a few months bofore Brother Gill's deith, when he was qiite ill in the 
Sanitarium at Naini Tal an! when he thought his end was near, he called 
Brother West into the room, and after giving a very affecting testimony to 
the fidelity, and affection of his wife, he said, ‘*‘Now it looks as if my 
time had come. I want you to kaow and to tell the brethren that when I 
was a boy I consecrated myself to Gol and I have never taken back the 
offering. Iam now happy in Him andIam ready to go.” Although he 
tarried with us a little longer, this was the testimony that he maintained 
unto the end, 


Mrs. Mary Scott Badley. 


It is with a sense of great loss anl bereavement that w: record the 
death of Mrs. Mary Scott Badley. Personally we have lost a very dear friend 
and the Lucknow Christian College a sympa hetic and intell.gent advocate 
of its needs. Mrs. Badley had been connected with the institution directly 
and indirectly from its founding. She had seen the Collegiate School take 
oo new strength under the wise management of her devoted husband, Dr. B. 
H. Badley, and finally grow intoa well-established and prosperous College. 
At the same time she becime deeply interested in the subject of female 
education; and op3ned anl supervise] a number of schools for girls in 
Lucknow 

Mrs. Badley brought rar2 gifts toher work. She took a sympathetic 
and intelligent interest in all forms of mission work. Few excelled her in 
powers of description of Indian life, manners, customs, needs, ete. She was 
a very popular speaker, and it needed only a simple announcement that she 
was to speak at a certain place to draw large audiences. But there was one 
gift, all too rare in these modern times, that of making and holding a friend. 
T am thinking ofa friendship formed now more than a third of a century ago 
that deepened with the flight of years. Oliver Wendell Holmes says, ** that 
there is no friend like the old friend who has shared our morning days.” 
More than thirty years ago we were heartily welcomed to Dr and Mrs. 
Badley’s home in Lucknow. The warmth ofa friendship there awakened 
casts a hallowed afterglow upon our lengthening days, 


“ There are a thousand nameless ties. 
‘ Which only such as feel them know; 
Of kindred thoughts, deep sympathies, 
And untold faney spells, which throw 
O’er ardent minds and faithful hearts 
, A chain whose charmed links so blend 
That the light circlet but imparts 
Its force in these fond words—my friend.” 


The maiden name of Mrs Badley was Margaret Mary Anne Scott, her 
father being the Hon. J. H. L. Seott of Ohio, who was a member of the 
Ohio State Legislature and an edueationalist of note in his state. Mrs. 
Badley was the fourth daughter in this family, and was boru in Marlboro, 

uo, January 27th, 1852. She gave her heart to Godin childhood and at 
the age of 13 made public confession of her fuith and joined the Church, 
thus beginning a life of practical Christianity which prepared her for gladly 
accepting the opportunity of serving her Master in far off India. Sbe was 
educated first in Ohio schools and afterwards in the institution now known 
as Simpson College, at Indianola, Iowa. It was here she met the man who 
was later to be her husband. After her educ ition she taught for two or three 
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years and was then married to the Rey. Brenton Hamline Badley, August 
Sth, 1872. Mr. Badley had just been appointed a missionary of our Church 
to India, for which field the young couple sailed in October of that year. 


On arrival in India, Mr and Mrs. Badley were appointed to Lucknow 
where they remained during the year 1873, and where Hraest Vernon, the 
eldest son, was born. ‘The next year they were transferred to Gonda, where 
Mr. Badley was in charge of a large part of what is now the onda District. 
Four happy years were spent there, waere Mes. Badley opened up the 
zenana work, going throuzyh many experiences along with Mrs. William 
Peters in those early days of such efort. Here another son, Brenton 
Thoburn, was born. 


In 1878 Mr. and Mrs Badley were re-appointed to Lucknow, where 
Mr. Badley was put in charge of the city scbools and the circuit work. 
Mrs. Badley 3joined heartily in all the missionary work of the station, 
giving her time especially to city schools, zenana work, to visiting among 
the Indian Christian families and to literary labours. It was here that 
in 1879 a third son, Theodore Charles, was born in the house now known 
= ‘ Dilaram”’ in Inayat Bags, which Mr. Badley had completed the year 

efore. 

In 1888, after ten years of faithful work, their furlough fell due, and 
the happy family, as they had come to be called in the North India Con- 
ference, siiled for America. The following year Mr. Badley returned, 
while Mrs. Badley remained behind in California and came at the end ot 
1885, bringing with her an infant daughter, Mary Coleste Hlizabeth, known 
among us out here as Bessie. Meantime Mr. Badley had built the new 
house on “ Residency Hill,” and into this the family moved in 1886. 


Trhe six years that followed were all spent in Lucknow where, while 
her husband was giving his life to the founding of the Lucknow Christian 
College, she was devoting much time to her growing literary work. Fora 
number of years she edited the “‘ Rafiq i Niswan,’’ or Women’s Friend, 

which work she greatly enjoyed. Her most ambitious work was a Life 
of Queen Victoria in Urdu. This was well illustrated, and a copy of it 
was sent to Her Majesty, which brought from the Queen a letter ac- 
knowledging its receipt and exp-essing her appreciation. 

In 1888 Rex Rutherford was born. In November 1891, Mrs. Badley 
was left a widow. The last three years of herstayin India were largely 
devoted to tender heroic’ nursing of her husband in his long illness. She 
greatly desired to stayon in this land and do such work as might be 
possible, but it seemed best to make other plans and accordingly, early 

in 1892, she returned with her five children to the United States. There 
she set to work at once to livefor the cause to which she had devoted the 
past nineteen years of her life. She continued her work for [ndia by 
advocating its needs on the platform and in the Churches of the land. 
This she did chiefly under the auspices of the Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, accepting in return a small allowance for herself. For the 
next twenty years this was to be her work. 


Fruitful-as had been her nineteen years of work for India as a mis- 
sionary to this land, it is question whether the last twenty years of life, 
spent in pleading the cause of India in her native land, were not even 
more yaluable to the missionary enterprise. Her record of work in this 
respect, either for the length of the term of service or for the high quality 
of the work, has not been surpassed. She was one of the ablest advocates 
of India’s needs, and there are many who date the beginning of their 
interest in ourforeiga work from the time they first heard or met her. 
Her success in raising money was great'y appreciated by the W. EF, M. S. 
and wherever She went the collections for their work were doubled and 
trebled. In addition to this, she raised up for India a host of friends, 
who through her eloguence and clear insight had India placed in a new 
light for them. During the years when she was at her best she was able 
to fill the larg+st Churches of our denomination in any of the States 
Where her. work had chiefly lain. She covered a wide field in this work, 
but perhaps her best efforts were given to Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Michigan, [llinios, “Indiana, Towa, Nebraska, and Kansas. 
Her memorial may be found in many Churches and homes in each of these 
States, where she won friends for India and brought missionary enthusiasm 
to many who had been untouched before. 
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In this zeal for India Mrs. Badley sacrificed all the comforts and adyan- 
tages of home life, and to the day of her death did not have in America any- 
thing more permanent than headquarters, She put all her children through 
School and College, and had the joy and satisfaction of seeing two of her 
sons return to Indi. to live for the cause to which both her husband and her- 
self gave their lives. And it was in her daughters’s home at Okmulgee, Okla; 
that she peacefully passed away on the 11th of January of this year. 


Those who knew Mrs Bidley best were probably most deeply impressed 
by her ability to make and keep friends. Tihis in her was due to her unself- 
ishness, her genuine interest in others and her sympathy. Her home was a 
synonym for hospitality and good cheer, where music and flowers, smiles and 
kindness, goo] comradeship and mivith were never lacking Year after year, 
in the Lucknow Flower Show, her knowledge and love of flowers and her 
taste in arranging them mad? it possible for her to carry off the first prize 
for the best arrange dinner table. Having an artist’s appreciation of the 
beautiful, she was quick to identify the intrinsically beautiful in her environ: 
ment, and one of the charms of her personality consisted in her power to 
inspire in others a love for everything beautiful both in character and in 
nature. She had a voice of mirked sweetness and was always ready to do 
her full share in entertaining others. Her abilities were of the highest order, 
and in nothing showed more clearly than in conyersation. Independence, 
cheerfulness and courage were outstanding characterstics, and if any bump- 
tious “‘ globe-trotter ’’ swelling with newly acquired knowledge of the country 
and desirous to air a familiarity with the mistakes and weakness of mission- 
ary work needed to be taken down, nothing could be more entertaining and 
satisfactory. or give a better illustration of tactand judgment in such a thing. 
than to let Mrs. Badley tike care of him. 


Tt was a definite plan of Mrs. Badley’s to retura to India and spend her 
Jast years with her sons. This would have be-n carried out had she lived a 
few years longer. Noth'ng could have been more appropriate than for her to 
end her days here and let her body be put to rest beside that of her husband 
in the Lucknow cemetry, buta Heavenly Father's wisdom has ordered other- 
wise, and her body lies in the beautiful cemetry of Delaware, Ohio, in the 
classic little town now so dear to so many missionary hearts and homes. Her 
grave there will inspire coming generations of students and turn the 
thoughts of many to India. 


For many reasons Delaware had become a very dear place to the Badleys. 
Here the children had been educated in the schools and University. Here 
some of them had been married, and from here they had gone out to the ends 
of the earth on their several life missions, It was natural that the family 
should decide to bring the remains of the dear mother to Delaware. Here 
they rest in one of the most beautiful cemeteries in this world. It was most 
fitting as well beautiful that three of the six pall-bearers should be sons of 
India missionaries, students at the time in the University. 


During her last illness she said she had always wished that Longfellow’s 
lines from ‘‘ Evangeline ’’ might be said of her. *‘ And when she had passed 
it seemed like the ceasing of exquisite music.’’ Those who knew her bes 
feel that this-ideal was realised, and that no other words so well describe he - 
beautiful life. 


Miss Martha A, Sheldon, M. D. 


Miss Martha A. Sheldon, M. D., was born in Excelsior, Minn., U. S: 
A., May 22nd, 1860. Her father was a clergyman in the Congregation- 
alist church, so her childhood was surrounded by religious influences, and she 
early became a devoted Christian, and in all the course of her education her 
one great object was to fit herself for Christian service. She received the 
degree B. A. from the Minnesota State University, after which she attended 
the Homeopathic School of Medicine in connection with the Boston Univer- 
sity. where she graduated with the degree of M. D. She fe t' called to mission 
work, and offering herself to the New Hngland Branch of the Woman’s For- 
eign Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Chureh, she was accepted 
and was sent to India, where she arrived January Ist, 1889. Her first ap- 
pointment was to Moradabad, which included zenana, mohulla and village 
work, as well as medical work. In this first year she threw her whole life into 
any work where she saw that heJp was needed. Asa leader of the Bands of 
Ready Workers she was an inspiration to them all, giving them the motto; 


oa ve Lye ys . 
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“The world for Jesus.’ After a hard day's work she was ready to go to a 
night mohulla meeting where she knew that she could help in the singing and 
in other ways. With regard to zenana and metlical work she wrote. “I try 
to be on the watch for opportunities to drop a word in season, for much more 
than phys! ical treitment, India’s women are in need of mental and spiritual 


awakening ” This same spirit of helpfulness went with her in all her sub- 
sequent life. 


After two years in Moradatad she was calle] to have charge of the Dea- 
coness Home which had been opened in Muttra. She also had charge of the 
Girls’ Boarding School there, and a part of the time the medical work also, 
and with the aid ofan efficient staff of helpers did much to establish the work 
in Muttra and Brindaban. Aftertwo years service here, on account of ill 
health, she was transferred to Pithoragarh, where she was associated. with 
Miss Budden in the work among the mountains. They made several trips 
together to Bhot. and selected a place for the headquarters of the work there. 
But before opening work Dr. Sheldon was obliged to take furlough to Amer- 
ica. On her retura she was appointed there and at the close of her first year 
she worte “It has beena year full of new experiences, but the unfailing 
goodness and grace of God have made it a very happy and blessed year in 
spite of the apparent isolation.”’ Again in 1905 she went on furlough and 
during her visit in the home land she made many friends, who on her return 
aided the work for which they knew she was doing so much. She gave up her 
salary that she m ght bean example to the other workers, living on what she 
received for her medical services and free will gifts from the people for whom 
she labored She hoped that the work there would be established on a foun- 
dition which would ensure self-sup; orf. She lived among the Indian people 
and gaye her life’s best gifts to them. She suffered much but never spoke of 
this. She spent much time in prayer and found comfort and strength i in doing 
so. She often said “ The Lord is good to me, I must be good to others.” She 
acquired a knowledge of the language of the people among whom she lived, 
and also some knowledge of the languages of the peuple in Nepal and Tibet. 
She transiated hymns into different dialects and was act ve in distributing 
portions of Seriptures to all who could read. Her trips across the border to 
Tibet were full of interest and hope toher. The last visit was made at the 
urgent request of the official over the border. She bas been called an “ Un- 
conscious Heroine,’ and those that knew her best feel that She was indeed a 
heroine. She lived and worked until physical strength was exhausted, and 
then the Master said *‘ It is enough, come up higher. * So in the morning of 
October 10th, 1912, at Darchula, “Bhot, farup in the mountains. along with 
her people whom she lived, she ascended the Heayenly heigths to join the 
great assembly of the Saints. Her lonely grave on the mountain side will 
have a message formanya passer by as they are told the story of her life. 


John Talbot Gracey. 


J.T. Gracey and his wife, Annie Ryder Gracey, were strong missionaries 
of the first generation. hey arrived in India in October, 1861, and were 
immediately sent to Sitapur to open the mission in that important and 
heautiful station. ‘They afterwards served at Bareilly 65-66 and Naini 
JTal1867. They werec ompellea to retire for health reasons in 1868 but Dr. 
Gracey became one of the greatest mission factors of the home land. He 
was the Missionary Mditor of several of the advocates and was founder of 
the International Missionary Union at Clifion Spring, of which he was the 
President, until in age and feebleness extreme he gave way to others. 
He was a man of cheery, loving disposition that made friends everywhere, 
inspiriug confi lence in his mission. 

Tn 1868 he was our representative at General Conference. Up to that 
time the right of foreign conferences to have delegates had not been conced-. 
ed, He won his way and thus became the first delegate of a Foreign Confer-— 
ence to the General Conference. He passed to his reward in January 
1912. His estimable wife, one of the main moyers in beginning the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society, preceded him several years ago.

Mrs. Caroline Richards. 


Mrs. Caroline Richards, popularly known as ‘*‘ Caroline Mama” or ‘‘ Ma 
maji,’’ was born in Delhi in the ycar 1£84, and spent her early life in that 
great city until the year 1866 where after a brief stay »t Almora she went 
to Bareilly to work with Dr.and Mrs J. W. Waugh. For some years she 
was matron of the Girls’ Orphanage in Bareilly and thence she went to work 
with Mr. and Mrs Knowles in Sitapur where she and her eldest daughter 
Ellen did evan .elistic work in and around Silapur. She cime with her 
family to Lucknow at the time when the Lalbagh Girls’ School was founded 
and worked in Lucknow with Miss Thoburn fora number of years After- 
ward she was associat’ d with Miss Rowe and later on with Miss Mary Means 
and travelled far and wide preaching the glad tidings of salvation through 
Jesus Christ in Moradabad, Meerut, Ajmere, Cawnpore and Allahabad and 
the villages round about these places. ‘*Caroline Mama’’ was one of the 
few Christians who managed to save their lives in t.e sepoy mutiny of 1857. 
She was one of the oldest workers and through her life and teachings hund- 
reds and thousands of Chiistians and non-Christians were led to accept 
Christ as their perscnal Saviour. The fragrance of her simple yet holy and 
consecrated life is stillin evidence in India and her work will live throngh 
eternity. ‘“‘ Caroline Mama’ was a living witness of the fact that a Christ- 
ian can be vatient under tribulatian, and cheerful even at the time of sore 
trials and severe bodily sufferings. It was my privilege to meet her and also 
to visit her in her home quite frequently and I never heard her fret, or grum- 
ble or even Speak an unkind word about any one, but whenever 1 talked to 
her I could not but feel I was near one who lived very close to her Master. 

Her last years were spent in Lucknow, and her chief work was to visit 
the homes of our Christians with a view to bettering and deepening their 
religious life. In this work she was assisted by her daughter, Mrs. Betsey 
Paul, who left herin the year 1911 Through these ministering angels many 
were blessed, many were relieved from trouble and misery and many gave up 
their objectionable habits or practices. Till the time she was called Home 
she loved to cme regularly to Church where she will now be missed. 

She brought up her children as a Christian mother should and the worthy 
daughter of a worthy mother followed in the footsteps of their mother. Miss 
Richards and Mrs. Dempster are still with us and we praise God for them. 

About a week before her death she knew herend had come and she ex- 
pressed a longing to be Soon with Jesus, She-did not like to take medicine 
or nourishment because she said she wanted to be at rest and to be in the 
company of her blessed Master. A few years before her death she almost 
lost her eyesight but she was happy that she could see her way clearly 
enough to go to her sons and daughters in Christ, and also to the house of 
God. She hadastroke of paralysis on the 27th of April and peacefully 
passed away on the 4th of May 1912. Her coffin was brought into the 
Church which it was her delight to attend, and after a brief service the 
people formed a procession and saw hcrface one by one for the last time 
on earth. The Rey. C. lL. Bare, D.D., conducted the funeral service. Truly 
she was a Mother in Israel and many in India rise up and call her blessed. 
Her’s was a noble and sacrificing life which made all who saw her think of 
the Master whom she lived and served and with whcm she is new happy. 
At the last day many will say that Mamaji led them to Christ and there will 
be many stars in hercrown. India needs consecrated women like Caroline 
Mama and may her mantle fall upon many a young women of cur country 
so that the evangelisation of India may be hastened.

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District Superintendents’ Reports. 


BAREILLY DISTRICT. 


Rev. J. N. West, District Superintendent. 


The work of the Bareilly District during the year 1912 may be 
characterized by steady progress. While there have been no very 
remarkable manifestations there has been maintained throughout the 
year a high level of effort upon which ‘Gol has set His seal of approv- 
al. There have been 595 baptisms, several of which have been 
notworthy. The Revival month was observed with great energy 
throughout the district and was fruitful in the spiritual conversion 
of hundreds of our nominal Chri-tians and brought new life to the 
Church as a whole. 

Mrs. West and I were able to attend all our Quarterlies, which 
usually included a more or less extended itinerary among the sur- 
rounding villages. We had a week of successful itinerating in Farid- 
pur Circui: in which 60 were baptized. Then we made a special tour 
of e’even days along the banks of the Ran Ganga, in a part of-our 
district far removed from railways, covering parts of four circuits, 
and we held thirty-five public services at as many different places 
among our Christians. We met hundreds of our Christians in these 
distant villages who were greatly encouraged by our visit. We had 
with us Rey. W. M. Scott, Rev. Lakhan Singh, and Bro. Debi Din, than 
whom there are no better preachers for this kind of work. The home 
of the Christian family usually formed the pulpit from which we 
addressed a large crowd of Hindus and Mohammedans who are eager 
to hear the Word. 

Our Summer School in Lodhipur in June and our District Confer- 
ence at Bareilly in November were times of especial blessing and the 
two days at the close of District Conference when our whole staff of 
workers tarried in prayer for special! preparation for work will never 
be forgotten. 

Several Mission buildings have been erected in the district. The 
new Church and the new bungalow and servants’ quarters at Shahja- 
hanpur, the New Industrial Workshop at Lodhipur, the completion of 
the Theological Seminary Hostel in Bareilly, and the complete renova- 
tion including re-roofing of our property at Tilhar are worthy of 
mention. 

_ The institutions of the District reported separately are all ina 
prosperous condition. The Theological Seminary has had a good 
year. Notwithstanding the prolonged illness of the Principal, Dr. 
W. A. Mansell, by his wise guidance. and the energetic efforts of his 
co-worker,éRey.'O. M. Buck, and the fidelity of the faculty, he was able 
to make this a year of conspicuous success. The homegoing of Bro. 
Buck, on account of the illness of Mrs. Buck, was a regrettable necessi- 
ty. The Woman’s School under Mrs. Mansell has had a good year. Miss 
Dr. Gimson, assisted by Miss Dr. Laybourne, has been abundant in 
labours, healing the sick. Dr. Laybourne was called to help in 
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medical work at Pakur for about two months where she rendered 
valuable service. She was then ealled to Baroda to an important service 
there.. Mrs, Blackstock in the City Work and Miss ©. Easton in the 
Orphanage Girls’ School have been greatly blessed spiritually, and 
the schools in their charge have had good results. We feel fortunate 
in havin Rey. H. H. Weak at the head « f our industrial work at Lodhi- 
pur as he is peculiarly: fitted to earry on that work. The City High 
S‘hool also under his care is flourishing in numbers and in results. 
The Inspector of Schools told me that in most respects it was one of 
the most satisfactory schools in his Circle. 


The Bidwell Memorial School, Shahjahanpur. 


Miss F. M. English is in charge and writes as follows :— 

As I look back over the year 1912 I realize that much hard work 
has been done. . There have been some victories for which we thank 
God who is the source of all our strength, and there have been some 
failures for which we crave forgiyeness, 

: We sent a class of six for the Government Middle examination of 
which four passed and two failed. 

We hid a week of revival services which seemed to be of much 
help. to the girls and to many who came from the outside. 

One of our girls died of consumption late in the year, but the 
general health of the school has been very good. 

We have been somewhat unfortunate’in losing our two best assist- 
ants, one from illness and the other took her home and remained to 
help her. : 

_ Four of our girls are studying in Lucknow, and three in the Nor- 
ma] at Moradalad. 

Including eleven day scholars we have enrolled 157 scholars. 


The Bareilly Girls’ Orphanage and Boarding School. 


Miss C. Easton is in charge and writes as follows : — 

_ Although several new puplis have been admitted the numbers con- 
tinue about the same, an average of 210 besides day pupils. There has 
been no famine to swell the numbers nor does Govenment send us any 
girls. 

Twenty-seven of our girls have been taken on probation and six- 
teen received as full members. 

The Chief Inspectress gave our school a good report. On discipline 
she said: “ The tone of the school seems to be very good; the girls 
are orderly and obedient in school and well cared for in appearance.” 

Besides our faithful two assistants, who have been here for a num- 
ber of years taking a personal interest in the school, Mrs. Blackstock, 
one of our old Missionaries, has been to help lighten burdens, while 
one of her daughters too has helped in teaching and other ways. 

There are ten of ‘ur own trained girls as teachers. Mrs. Black- 
stock has spoken of their refinement. 

All who took the Gcvernment examination passed. 

. God has blessed and helped us, 


The Shahjahanpur Circuit. 


During the year 66 baptisms were administered, special meetings 
were held in the Bidwell Memorial Girls’ School, in the Orphanage, and 
in Delawarganj. Great blessing was experienced in all these services; 
decisions for Christ included practically every one who were present, 
Out in the extensive circuit the Evangelistic work was faithfully push- 
ed; the workers and the Missionary going from village to village pro- 
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claiming the Word, while every Bazar and Mela within reach were 
taken advantage of to preach, sell, and distribute the Message. Both 
in the City of Shahjahanpur.and out in the nearby villages, work was 
faithfully carried on for the women; in well cared for girls’ schools 
and in Zenana and Bible readers’ work wherever possible. Sunday 
schools and Epworth Leagues were not neglected, and these agencies 
were used as far as possible in the advancement of the Redeemer’s 
Kingdom, That much more can be done along these lines needs hard- 
ly to be mentioned, but we are doing what we can. 


The Shahjahanpur Industrial School and Orphanage.

(@) The Industrial Department shows the best results last y<ar 
as compared with the last six years. A new workshop costing about 
Rs. 4,500 was opened in May last without debt, a great deal of new 
equipment and tools were secured and put into use, more boys were 
assigned to Industrial work and showed sigus of beginning to learn 
something, while the sales of furoiture and other produce more than 
trebled in value over the previous year. Efforts have been made to 
secure the help of Government for further improvements and extension 
of building which is very urgently required, but this seems hopeless of 
attainment until the Mission takes some step to put the Industrial De- 
partment on the basis of a Schoo. with properly qualified Instri ctors 
to teach the boys the various trades, instead of depending on the in- 
struetion given by the ordinary country artisan, We need a Mission- 
ary w.th a Mannual Training to care for this most important work as 
should be done. x 

(0) The Orphanage proper including the Anglovernacular’ 
Middle School, had a fairly good year. The number of boys remained 
about the same, namely about one hundred. ‘There was little sickness 
during the year and only one d ath, one of the older boys whd was 
bitten by a Cobra one night while asleep, and as a result passed away 
the next day after he was supposed to be out of danger. The Dispens- 
ary ministered to nearly 8,009 patients, and seemed to be increasingly 
popular. One of the old barracks was torn down and replaced with a 
handsome brick, building which has been taken into use and on which 
there is no indebtedness. There were practically no desertions during 
the year and a better spirit seemed to prevail. Rigid discipline coupl- 
ed with common comforts, decent food, and a reasonable amount of 
time for play and recreation seem t solve the problem of discontent- 
ment very largely. The bungalow isin a very bad condition owing to 
its defective roof, and the Mission will have to face the need of a new 
roof in the immediate future if the building is to be considered habit- 
able. The need of renewing all the buildings is also imperative, and 
this is being done as fast as funds can be secured. 


The Mission High School. 


The schoolenjoyed a year of solid progress. The attendance in- 
c:eased by 10%, one B. A. and one F, A. graduate were added to the 
Staff, also an additional Pandit and one Mautlvi, thus bringing the teach- 
ing force up to the requirement vf the Inspector of schools. A special 
grant of Rs. 116 per month was also secured with which to meet the 
inereased expenditure, and special grants have also been sanctioned 
for the improvement of apparatus and furniture. The Collector pre- 
sided at the Annual Vrize distribution, and the school seems to be in 
favor with the better class of residents in the city, The Sunday 
schol held for the benefit of the non-Christian boys was well attend- 
ed throughout the year and did much good, A strong Christian pro- 
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grimme was rendered at Christmas time in which these boys gladly 
took part. ‘Lhat this teaching is bearing rich fruit in many direct and 
indirect ways we see almost constantly, aud it is ce.tain that the 
moral tone of the whole city is being constantly leavened by these 
students who daily are exposed to the teachings, of the Christian 
religion. 


Bareilly Theological Seminary- 


It is with heartfelt gratitude that we write the report for the 
year 1912. After two years spent in America on furlough we returned 
to our field to take up the work of the Seminary, with the opening of 
the new year. At the direction of the trustees a class of 32 was ad- 
mitted. Webad received over fifty applications for adimission, many 
of whom were in every way qualified for a mission, but who could not 
be received because the funds available would not justify it. During 
the year three students had to leave on account of failure of health, 
one of whom, a devoted young man of unusual promise,:has since died, 
and two left on account of family and other reasons. 


The health of the school has been good during the year. There 
has been no outbreak of plague or other epidemic. In spite of many 
drawbacks occasioned by the i]] health of the Principal and one of the 
professors the scholastic work of the Seminary has been very good, 
some of the classes having attained a higher standard of results than 
ever before. 

The spiritual life of the school has also been a cause of gratitude. 
Two series of special meetings have been held which were productive 
of blessed results, and through the liberality of a friend in America 
we were able to send the entire senior class to the Dasehra meetings 
at Lucknow, from which they came back full of newzeal and_ spirit- 
ual life. We have much h:pe for the out-going class this year that 
they will be greatly blessed of God for the enlargement and upbuild- 
ing of the Church; while smaller than usual, being only fifteen in num- 
ber, it is a class of unusual promise both meutally and spiritually. 


The outstanding events of the year have been the changes in the 
faculty. Prof. Jwala Singh was at tue last Annual Conference trans- 
ferred from Bareilly to Muzaffarpur in the Tirhoot Distriet. He will 
have an opportunity of using his unusual gifts as a controversial 
and apologetic lecturer in a wide field and wil retain his connection 
with the Seminary as special lecturer on these topics, spending, a 
month in Bareilly in class work and lecture on comparative religion 
and apologetics, : 

The problem of getting a successor for Prof. Jwala Singh wasa 
difficuit one and the solution of the problem was made possible only as 
the Lord in a remarkable series of leadings of providence pre- 
paring aman to hear a sudden and unexpected call, and afterwards 
preparing both him and his wife, even at the cost of great personal 
sacrifice, to accept the call with all that it meant. The man was 
Prof. James Devadasan, GB. A. of St. John’s College, Agra, a former 
student of our Methodist Colle re in Lueknow. Prof. Deyadasan is an 
enthusiastic Metho list, an enthusiastic believer in the possibilities of 
developing the depressed classes, and the voluntary Secretary of the 


Brotherhood Movem2at in our Chureh. His zeal and spiritual earn- 


estness will be a grent help to our institution, in order to fit himself 
for the highest usefulness. He is planning to take a course for the 
B. D, degree in the Serampore College, and is starting in his work 
with great enthusiasm. 

Financially we have not had as good a year as we would have 
wished, While the returns give a creditable showing as compared with 


| 
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previous years, it is partly owing to a°considerable balance from last 
year being reported this year instead of last because of Dr. Neeld’s 
giving over charge of the Seminary before the end of the year. ; 


As a matter of fact theré is a noticeable falling off in the receipts 
from patrons during the year. This is no doubt to be partly accounted 
for by the uncertainty prevailing in the Church regarding our right 
to appeal for special gifts. We need very urgently an official state- 
ment that the recognized educational institutions of our conferences 
in foreign field may receive contributions both for endowment and 
eurrent expenses with the full approval of the missionary authorities 
at home. ‘The Board passed:a resolution to that effect about three 
years ago and the resolution should be reaffirmed. Our home educa- 
tional institutions with their special agents in every section of the 
field are making it more and more difficult to get money for mission-~- 
ary institutions and every possible handicap should ke removed that 
our officials can see their way to take away. If our Seminary could 
receive one-tenth or one-twentieth of the amount that is being raised 
nearly every year in a speciil call for our Church in nearly every sec- 
tion of the country, it would be placed upon its feetin such a way 
that would at once open a new erain the training and development 
of an adequate pastoral force for our rapidly growing Christian Church 
now so wofully undermanned and poorly shepherded. When will the 
wealthy and liberal giver arise who will give as one gift $50,000 for 
the education of preachers in the most rapidly growing Christian 
Church in the bounds of our Church. 

The Erie Conference Hostel and Warren Memorial Hall which 
were completed last year have been occupied during the year. A 
new line of rooms in the same and doubling its capacity for accom- 
modation is nearing completion. This will give us sufficient room 
for our present required needs for unmarried men. The buildings 
were wel! constructed and sanitary. We must take in hand the 
remodelling and renovating of the married men’s quarters to make 
them equally sanitary as soon us funds are available and contribution 
for this object are urgently solicited. 


“Impending Changes, New Plans. 


As the result of correspondence and consideration extending over 
three years the Trustees have decided that from rext year the school 
year for the Seminary shall begin in July instead of January. 

This isto bring the time of the opening and closing of the year 
into harmony with the prevailing custom in the other schcols of the 
Conference. It bas been found that in recent years many of our 
young men who graduate from our Digh Schools in May and who have 
had leanings towards a missionary call find the time from May to the 
following January a time of special temptation. Some occupation 
or position must be sought for the long interval and in many cases 
when the young has found a place the call of the world is too strong 
for him and when January comes he no Icnger hears the call to the 
ministry. If our students could after a short vacation enter at once 
into the Seminary in July many promsing men who have had leaning 
towards the ministry would be saved for the work of the Chureh. It 
is largely in an effort to save tl ese men as well as to unify our educa- 
tional system that the change has been adopted. Let us hope it will 
eceomplish all’ that is expected. 
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BIJNOR DISTRICT. 


Rev. L. A. Core, District Superintendent. 


The Bijnor District ig co-extensive with the civil district of the 
same name. It has a poPulation of a little less than a million, with 
the exception of two small missions which do almost no work outside 
of their respective headquarters, ours is the only mission in the Dis- 
trict. The two referred to are in the towns of Vajpur and Najibabad. 

The working force of the District, in addition to the Superinten- 
dent and his wife, consists of the principal of the girls’ school with 
her staff; 8 members of Conference; 29 Local Preachers; 34 other 
workers and 62 Bible women, zenana workers, etc. Over 500 persons 
were baptized, the adults being entirely from the sweepeg class. The 
Christian community now numbers 7,808 and is distributed through 
some five hundred villages and towns. 

The work was opened in Bijnor in 1859. Soon out stations began 
to be occupied and the work gradually extended to the villages 
around these stations until now we carry on work in 800 different 
villages and towns. In the fifty-three years since the work was open- 
ed, it has passed through many vicissitudes. Eighteen different 
missionaries have lived in Bijnor. This will make an average stay of 
ab: ut three years but if the years when there was no resident mission- 
ary be deducted it will be still less. 

These frequent changes have not been without harmful results to 
the work. One man comes with certain ideas, looks at tte work from 
a particular angleand lays stress on certain phases, and hocks out 
certain lines of work and instructs his helpers accordingly. No sooner 
has the work begun in this line, than he is taken away to fill some 
other important station and a new man with a new view point and new 
angle of vision, comes and a new policy is blocked out and new in- 
structions issued and other features of the work emphasized. The 
results of this lack of continuity of leadership and frequent change 
of policy and method has been to dissipate energy and to dampen the 
zeal of the working force, and many schemes, in themselves eminent- 
ly worthy, have been initiated only to come to nought Lecause there 
was no one to see them through. 

This is the writer’s third term in charge of the District, each 
period having been of one year, with a decade between. ‘Twenty years 
ago when I was first in charge, the Christian community was only 
2,500 less than at present. At the end of another decade I found that 
it had advancea 650. But in this interval it became apparent that the 
Church records of the different circuits contained many names of 
persons who could not be found and a thorough revision of all records 
became necessary. This revision resulted in the reduction of the 
Christian community by some 2,000. As the reasons for this were 
made clear at the time it needs no further notice here. In Janu- 
ary of this year when for the third time I took over the work I found 
that in the decade since last connected with the District has resulted 
in an addition of 1,300 to the totalof the community. This with the 
additions made during the current year makes a net gain ‘in twenty 
years of abont twenty-five hundred souls. 

At the beginning of the great mass movement in Northern India 
a quarter of a century ago, there was no m»re promising field than 
Bijnor. For afew years it returned annually. from i, 500 to 1,900 
baptisms and great religious enthusiasm prevailed through the Dis- 
trict. Had the work been carefully conserved and the changes less 
frequent there is no reason from a human point of view why the 
community might not have easily been double its present number. 
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Our converts are largely from the lowest caste, though there are 
quite a number of Christians from a tribe known as Nats. In addi- 
tion to these are anumber of converts from the Chamar class. For 
years there has been a promise of a great break from among this 
large class, which numbers 118,000 people, or more than double the 
number of any two of the largest castes from among the Hindus. 
Some three years ago the longed for day seemed to have come and 
two hundred and fifty of them were baptized® But just at this junc- 
ture the Government Census occured and confusion resulted. Hindus 
and Mohammedans, jealous of the remarkable increase of Christians 
throughout India noted in the previous census, brought all sorts of 
pressure to bearon these new timid ignorant converts. They were 
told that they would lose their homes and lands and that police cases 
would be brought against them and that the courts would send them 
to jail or perhaps deport them, and in a land where a lie, especially 
amone the ignorant, finds such ready acceptance, this was supposed 
to be final and mo t of the converts lost no time in re-enrolling them- 
sel es amon? their own castes. The news of this defection spread 
from village to village and those who were, halting between two 
Opinions, becam> disheartened and the enquirers discouraged and 
there have been no converts from this class since. But we are glad 
to note that there are indications that better things are to come. 
This class is already so familiar with the fundamental teachings of 
Christianity and so favourably inclined toward it, and in a measure 
has adopted and is practising may of its truths, su that the day can- 
not be long delayed when they will come out by the hundreds and 
thousanis and enroll themselves among the followers of the Christ. 

Our Christians are generally servants. Many find employment 
in the different municipalities, others in the service of Hindus and 
Mohammedans, while about one-third of the male population find ser- 
vice in the various hill stations for eight months of the year. But 
unlike the case in surrounding Districts none of the sweeper class 
are cultivators. This fact is significant to our work. They are poor- 
er than their more fortunate neighbors in other Districts and are 
brought. into closer touch with idolatrous practices and other-ohjec- 
tional custoims and influences, Often their daily bread is conditioned 
ontheir participating in these rites. These facts contribute to the 
some what unsatisfactory spiritual condition of our people. 

The Ariya Samajists are strong and aggressive. In point of 
numbers and influence Bijnor District is third in the United Provinces. 
They make themselves felt even in our work. Itisno new thing for 
them to be found copying our methods and working among the Cha- 
mars. Lately they have begun to manifest a strong interest in the 
sweeper class also. Until haJf a century ago there was no helping 
hand held out to the class lowest in the social scate. Christianity 
came and saw and helped. The people were quick to appreciate this 
sympathy and to respond. Hinduism and especially the Ariyas are 
beginning to discover a hitherto unsuspected concern for the better- 
- ment of those whose very existence they have ignored for ages and 
whom they have consistently denied every religious privilege. God 
has in a marvelous manner opened the doors of access to these people 
to us, and we need to labour for their evangelization with renewed 
zealand with greater fidelity lest the heritage given us pass to 
another. ‘ : 

In closing I wish to take up and emphasize the ery of along line 
of predecessors, sett:ng forth one of the needs vital to the progress of 
the work in this district—a boys’ boarding school. We have a splendid, 
well organised, well conducted girls’ school with some ninety boarders. 
As yet there is the merest beginning of a boys’ boarding schoo]. Our 
Sunday congregation, composed of more than three-fourths women 
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and girls, presents an anomaly difficult to duplicate in India. This 
unbalanced situation is pathetically abnormal and cries loudly for a 
remedy. Such provisions for the education of the boys of the districts 
as are enjoyed by their more fortunate{sisters is imperatively needed 
before such lasting injury be done to the work that a generation of 
patient hard work will not efface. y 

Among the other agtivities of the year, an English service has 
been kept up on Sunday evenings during the hot season and at such 
other times as the missionary was in the station. These have been 
attended by all the civilians present in the station, 

The year under review has shown signs of progress in almost 
every department of the work. There has been a substantial growth 
jn the Christian community, the contributions from the common 
people have increased slightly, and an improved spiritual condition 
generally is manifested. The workers went back to their places of 
labour, from an unusually helpful and inspiring District Conference, 
with a renewed consecration and with a definite purpose to give them- 
selves as never before to the work of turning men from sin unto 
righteousness. 


BUDAON DISTRICT. 


Rev. Wm. Peters, Superintendent. 


To the glory of our Lord Jesus Christ we record that by His 
power and grace our work has been successful during the past year. 
We are thankful that His servant has received from Him spiritual 
grace and strength to work so that the results have been greater than 
our hope and expectation. The showers of God’s grace which began 
during the last revival are still falling. Our workers and our boys 
and girls have received great blessing and are still full of zeal and 
fervour in His work. It is not too much to say that such a fire has 
been lighted in the district that the people are astonished and are 
saying that if Cnristians continue as zealous as this, it will not be 
long until we all become Christians, and I can say with a thankful 
heart that it will not be long before Christ will be recognized as the 
Prince of Peace and all the people will become witnesses for Him if 
the Christian congregation will continue earnest and faithful as it is 
now. There is a new zeal in the village Christians for spreading the 
Gospel of the Kingdom and they are ready to help in many ways in 
carrying on the work. The Preacher in charge of Ujhani Circuit 
writes that there is an old man, 70 years old, who was a great idolator 
and who did all he could to prevent the people from bécoming Christ- 
jan. He had a great heathen altar in front of his home and over it a 
large banner flying. During the revival meetings were held in such 
power that he pulled down his flag, broke down the altar and with all 
his heart accepted Jesus Christ as his Saviour, The Preacher in charge 
of Aonla Circuit writes that 7 Chamars have accepted Christ and we 
have work among this class in 11 villages and have hope that very 
soon many from among them will embrace Christianity. In some 
places more and jn others less and many have already received Him. 
During this year to the end of October we have had 370 baptisms 
and during the revival month from the 25th of November to the 25th 
of December 160 were baptized and many testified that they had re- 
ceived a new heart, . 

The spiritual condition of the Christians in this district is im- 
provivg and we have eyery hope that it will continue to do go. 
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Special preaching services were held in the villages and mohallas and 
bazars and the people eagerly heard the Gospel and even more than 
was the case last year they willingly accepted the teachings that 
were given. The result of this,upon the non-Christians was that they 
were greatly impressed with the manner in which Christian observe 
their special feasts and services and marked the contrast between this 
and the way their own feasts are observed. On such occasion we have 
an excellent opportunity to give instruction. Nevertheless truth re- 
quires us to say that there are still weaknesses among our Christians 
and we must be constantly on the alert that our Christians do not 
fall into evil practices and heath«n customs, : 

The work of the Epworth League is very successfully carried on 
in this dis rict and the members are of great help in the work of the 
the mission. Sunday school work is also encouraging and Sunday 
schools are established in all villages and are making progress. The 
number of village day schools is small, hut every preacher and pastor 
is also a teacher and gives two or three hours a day to the instruction 
of the children and youths. There is a great need of primary schools 
in our districts without which our children cannot receive proper de- 
velopment, and we hope that. arrangement will soon be made whereby 
such schools may be established. We haye a Middle school for bovs 
which is self-supporting and is making great progress. Through the 
interest of the Inspector of schools, the teaching staff has been great- 
ly improved and he has approved a special grant-in-aid for this pur- 
pose. This has largely increased our own expenses but they must be 
provided for in some way because about 70 Christian boys are receiv- 
ing instruction in this school. We are hoping to make still further 
progress in this direction. 

A new school building and boarding house has been erected for 
the girls’ school which are beautiful and appropriate buildings. The 
Director of Public Instruction has inspected these buildings and is 
greatly pleased with the way in which the grant-in-aid for the purpose 
has been expended. The school has moved to its new quarters and 
now has 106 girls on the roll. Vhe spiritual and temporal arrange- 
ments for the school are satisfactory. During the revival meetings 
the girls received great blessings and are very zealous in their reli- 
gious life. Five girls passed the Lower Middle examination during 
the year. Miss A. Means, the Superintendent of the school has done 
excellent work and under her superintendence the school has made 
great progress. In October Miss Yeager was also appointed to tke 
school and with her help still greater progress is expected in the 
work of the school. 


The zenana work and district evangelistic work of the W. F. M. 
S. has been under the superintendence of Miss F. A. Scott, who with 
her experience and love for the people is able to do most effective ser- 
vice not only in her itinereting but also in her teaching and directing 
the Woman’s meeting in the District Conference and Workers’ meet- 
ing. 
The District Conference 2nd workers’ meeting was a great success. 
Bishop Eveland was present and by his spiritual counsel and instruc- 
ton was the means of bringing our people very near to the Lord 
Jesus. We are very gratefulto him for thus helping us. Dr. West 
and Rey, H. L. Mukerjee and Mr. Jordon also were present and gave 
us excellent help. 

In conclusion we would state that in all this work we have found 
Christ to be with us and it is His Name and Word which has brought 
us the victory. “And I saw and beheld a white horse and he that sat 
on him had a bow and a crown was given unto him and he went forth 
conquering and to conquer.” Rey. 6: 2 
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GARHWAL DISTRICT. 


It is due those thit hear or read this report to be ieminded that 
the writer has been in actuil charge of the district for only three 
anda half inonths. It is a big district, larger than the state of Con- 
necticut, and consisting of range after range, stretchins from the 
plains to the unscaled snow peaks that border Thibet. While the 
Superintendent has, at this writing, visited all but three points on 
the district where we have paid workers, he feels himself far from 
having a satisfactory graspof all the peculiarly difficult problems 
which that district presents. Yet there are some things he has learn- 
ed and these he offers for the priyerful consideration of the Church. 

At the last conference the late Rey. J. If. Gill was appointed Sn- 

. perintendent of this district. But before tuking over charge he was 
prom ted to a higher ministry. Hiving devoted about 20 years of his 
earlier missionary career to Garhwal, he was well known and greatly 
beloved throughout the district Everywhere, from non-Christian and 
Christian alike, one hears grateful references to his life and work. 
He wrought mightly and well for Garhwal. 

Upon the death of Brother Gill, Dr. L. A. Core was appointed Su- 
perintendent unt'l the writey’s return from furlough in America. 
The larger prrt of the year’s work was under his able administration, 
which though all to brief resulted in permanent benefit to the work. 
The district rejoices in the providence that placed it under his leader- 
ship even for so short atime and though it had to share his strength 
and time with two other districts. 

Pauii is the hub of the district. Here the Superintendent has his 
family and his headquarters. Here isa charming little Chureh built 
by the former Superintendent, the late Rey. J. H. Messmore. It is 
redolent of his sacrificial life. Here is the pride of the district, our 
large boys’ high school, which attracts students from all over the 
district. In connection with this institution is the hostel for non- 
Christian boys. built on mission land by the Government. It now 
houses over 100 Hindu boys and makes it possible for us to keep 
them, even outside of school hours, under Christian influence. Here 
also is our Christiam boys’ boarding house, which for want of money, 
not of boys!—has at present only 25 boys in residence. Here also 
is a little dispensiry, which ministers not only to our Christian 
settlement, but tosurrounding villages. Two miles away on the same 
great mountain side, are the headquarters of the W. F. M.S. Here is 
the Mary Ensign Gill Girls’ School, which has just closed a very 
successful year under the able and conscientious management of 
Miss Ruddick. The district evangelist lives here, but her influence 
and her work permeate the entire district. The Superintendent has 
visited many places isolated and difficult of access, but always to find 
that Mrs. Gill has been there before him. By faith we see here in the 
center of the women’s settlement a large hospital under the manage- 
ment of vur new missionary, Miss Huffman, M. D. Garhwal has long 
been crying for a lady doctor and. the welcome that is accorded Dr. 
Huffman must certainly give joy tothose that have made her coming 
possible. She has entered upon her beneficient mini-try with great 
devotion. In company with Mrs. Gill she has already made a tour of 
a large section of the district. She his rendered professional services 
to some of the leading Ilindu families of the distriet and there is 
every encouragement for this new enterprise. It is to be hoped that 
a hospital will be soon provided. 

Most of the other centers of work are in strategic positions. 
Kotdwara on the Lansdowne Circuit is the gateway of Garhwal. It 
affords one of the very best opportunities for seed sowing that we 
have. During the cold season the village and surrounding country 
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teem with people come for traffic with the plains frou distant upper 
countries where no mission work at all is being done. . 

We have three stations on the Pilgrim Line,—at Srinazar, Nand- 
prayag and Lobha. ‘Thousands of people pass these places during the 
summer, coming from all parts of India to visit sacred places high up 
in the mountains. Here Garhwal ministers to all India. What per- 
manent results follow this work among the pilgrims we never know 
in Garhwal. Results there must be, known to Lord of the harvest. 
‘the work is important and must be maintained. 

Our chief 0 ligation, however, is toward the Garhwal people them- 

elves. A fine mountain folk they are, frank, open, lovable, They 
offer to the Church material capable of development into strong leader- 
ship. They have a dialect of their own and are greatly attached to 
their nvtive land. Conditious of life are very primitive and strenuous 
too, for these old hills make poor grain fields, at best yielding not 
nearly enough to feed the people. There are practically no exports 
from Garhwal, excepting men, wao go seeking their fortunes in other 
parts of India, Our workers are, as his been frequently remarked by 
my predecessors, undJerpaid, considering the high cost of living in 
these high places. The Superintendent finds living here more expen- 
sive than in Boston. f * 

Our high school constitutes our most strategic position. It is 
easily the center and head of the educational interests of the district. 
The Government has a high schoolat Srinagar, only ten miles away, | 
but the enrolment of that school is only 148 while oursis 303. The 
success of the school is due very largely to the fact that’ Mr. Messmore 
devoted most of histime and strength to the institution. Tne high 
school urgently require; the missioniry’s presence. At the same time 
there is equal urgency of demand for his presence on the district. 
Adequate attention cannot be paid to both by one man. Neglect of 
either phase is perilous to the work. It is a common and easy 
emphasis to ery crisis! crisis! but the writer is certain that the pres- 
eat situation in Garbwal is indeed a crisis. ihe time has come 
when more must be done for Girhwal in order to save what has been 
done. Of the 600,000 in Garhwal only 887 are on our Church rolls and 
there are fewif any native Christians in the district not connected 
with our Chureh. A strict enumeration based upon a higher test of 
discipleship would reduce even these low figures deplorably. Are we 
supposed to count only those of genuine piety with moral character 
$9 mateh? In a Christian land conformity to environment is account- 
ed worldliness. In Garhwal for these poor, ignorant, isolated folk, 
once baptized but long neglected, lapse into confor.nity with environ- 
ment means something distressingly like that ugly thing, heathenism. 
My predecessor, the late J. H. Messmore, revered as a saint in Garh- 
wal, was wont to offend the sense of expediency.on the part of some 
by bald statements of facts apparently of a discouraging nature. I am 
constrained to follow his example at this point and to make the 
grievous declaration that of the 887 enrolled on our Chureh re- 
eords nearly hiif are living more like their un-Christian neighbours 
than is consistent with the name they bear. They are hardly them- 
gelves to be blamed. WHarlier missionaries with genuine apostolic 
fervor and poiver rode over the crests and through the troughs of 
these mighty mountvin billows and attracted many souls to the new 
lif’. They were baptized, taking on themselves the distinction and 
the stigm. of being Christians. Then came large reductions is appro- 
priations. The missionary stalf was reduced. And these people were 
left unshepherded. And now among these isolated village folk, still 
clinging to the name of Christian, marriages are almost universally 
Hindu and not Christian, while worship is mixed with heathen super- 
stitions and forms. Their children are commonly unbaptized and 
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wear the long tuft of hair, the badge of Hinduism. Asa rule these 
lapsed Christians are in the employ of Hindu masters. In their ex- 
treme proverty they are practically what they once were, actually slaves 
of their employers. 

Our centers of work are seattered, our Christians isolated. A. 
family or two on this mountain side, one or two on yon hill top— 
hours of cli nbing between. Thus it goes through most of the distr.ct. 
The Superintendent in a recent tour, the special object of which was 
to vi-it Christians, spent three weeks in, visiting three circuits, and 
covered over 200 miles. He was actually travelling 13 days, averag- 
ing 9 hours a day ino saddle or on foot. In all that time he saw 19 
Christian families. Itinerating in these hills is costly in time, as 
well asin money. ‘To care for these lapsed Christians and to lead in a 
campaign for the extension of the kingdom among non-Uhristians, the 
Superintendent should not be tied down for the larger part of his 
time to any one institution. 

Our village schools hive suffered for lack of the Superintendent’s 
personal supervision, At one time we had 22 of these schools. Now 
we have only eight. They areas they always have been an indis- 
pensable factor of our work. In the cireuit characterized by Mr. 
MeSsmore as the most important on the district, our mission workers 
were received indifferently, even with some show of hustility, until 
very recently when a school wa: started. Now the general attitude of 

.the community is of great friendliness toward us. Many more schools 
should be estatblished at once, expecially in communities where our 
Christian boys are growing up without any education. It is urgently 
incumbent upon us to make proper provisions for these boys. Bro. 
Gill, writiag in 1899, remarked: ‘“ The problem of teaching our youth 
some self-supporting trade is yet to be solved.” ‘That problem is still 
unsolved in 1912. We must have an industrial departmeit for our 
high sehoo}]. To teach carpentry, tailoring and shoemaking would put 
some of our boys in the way of a comfortable livlihood. As it is 
their prospects are gloomy. In 1890 we had CO boys in the Christian 
boarding schoo’. Now, as note above, we have only 25. Oh, how 1 
eovét for myself vhe pleasure of putting 35 m re boys into this school 
next year! No one thing that [ could do would have so beneficial an 
effect upon our entire Christian community, an effect that would be 
manifest at once in a new hope and anew cheer. “ Take my Loys ” 
is the ery all over the distr ct. 

Our Christian community has bee. discouraged. Our workers. 
have been quite a bit disheartened. Cholera scourges! Famine con- 
ditions for years. A policy of retrenchment ou the part of the mis- 
sion,—to these-people a heartless policy.it seemed— workers dismissed, 
schools closed, boys thrown out from the boarding school. hey have 
missed the missionary’s personal presence in their own fields of life 
and Lubour,—have lt made it clear that it was a physieal impossibility 
for him to make the toilsome and difficult journey to these distant 
places? And besides he was doing a work equally important. Dr. 
Core in his few weeks on the district greatly encouraged the people 
by a tour of an important section and by holding a summer scho., 
the first ever assembled in the district, which brought the workers in 
from their isolated posts and gave them a new inspiration and anew 
preparation for their work. 

And now for the brighter side. On, there is an exceedingly 
bright side! No one could come into this district and get acquainted 
with our poeple without feeling ecoivineced that the work of our mis- 
sion here has heen abundantly worth while. We have some excellent 
Christians and asplendid l) dy of workers,—a few drones, no doubt, 
and some with poor mental and spiritual equipment for their work. 
But all in all our workers are wideawake, intelligent, well informed, 
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keeping themselves in touch w’th the great world that lies below their 
glorious hills, a24, best of all, m2a of spiritual vigor, of insight into 
the word, of powe> in prtyer. Dr, Corz, who knows our Indian 
people better than the writer dos, writes in most cordial praise of 
these people. Many of our women workers are worthy of like praise. 
Fellowship w.th these men an1 women in Christ is exceedingly delight- 
ful and helpful. 

Evrlier missionaries,—it is a delight to see the faces of the village 
folk light up as tiey talk of these heroes,—Bishop Thoburn, J. T. M. 
Mahon, J. H. Gilland others, laid wise foundations throughout tie 
district, instructed by their great faith. The last missionary, J. LU. 
Messmore, did an equally important work in our high school and 
greatly improved and strengthened our property interests, Now give 
the district two men, just'two—one for the general work and one for 
the school, and see if the prayers and tears-and toil of a half century’s 
sowing will not now bring forth an abundant harvest. 

In these huge mountain furrows the seed has been sown. Already 
a healthy plant is in evidence. Let the Church give it now the chance 
it deserves. 


GONDA DISTRICT. 
N. L. Rockey, Superintendent. 


The territory assigned to my care consists of three political dis- 
tricts; Gonda, Bahraich and Basti. Their population according to the 
last census is 4,290,300 of whom 3,554,807 are enrolled as Hindus, 
733,043 as Mohammedans and only 918 as Christians. This leaves 1,532 
enrolled under the title, ‘“ others.” Probably 500 Christians failed to 
be enrolledas such. These people inhabit 8,231 square miles of terri- 
tory all of which except the Government Forest Reserve is classed as 
agricultural. There are no real cities, only three towns being over 
20,000 inhabitants. Historically it is a country of great interest. 
Here great heroes of Hinduism and Buddism were born, and buried 
cities attest its former importance. Here too the mutineers took 
their last stand and upon their defeat escaped into the jungles and 
mountain fastnesses of Nepal. About 20) miles of our Northern 
boundary coincides with Nepal and thus we have access to peoples of 
that closed land who freely come and go but do not permitus to 
cross their border. 

I have reason to believe that Nepil is not adverse to the entrance 
of Christiavity as a religion, but as what it fears and considers to be 
a foreign factor with which or on account of which political complica- 
tions may arise. It isas a "Government rigidly Hindu, but Moslems 
abound and have their masjids aud perform their worship unhindered. 
I believe that country tobe rife for the benign influence of Gospel 
teachers and that they would be welcome to the people and not ob- 
noxious tothe Government if they would continue dhotiwalas and 
eschew western ideas and fashions. Here is a chance for earnest 
Indians to do foreign missionary service at their own door. 

We are not greatly encouraged by the outcome of our last year so 
far as visible results are concerned. Our baptisms have been only 158. 
How many of these have been from among non-Christians I cannot 
say. It is a great misfortune tothe mission every where that the 
Central Conference at Baroda struck out the column relating to bap- 
tism from among Christians, and several other itemsof more than 
passing interest that make for exact information. I hope this Con- 
ference will repudiate such action. 

As for baptisms, we have had more than any year of our six, but 
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our converts for the most part are timid. Nowhere do they live in 
commuuities large enough to hold services and be mutually helpful 
one to another. It takes the enthusiasm of numbers and opportunity 
for mutual co-operation to make work grow apace. Zimindars will 
cruelly persecute their people who numter but one or two families, but 
they hesitate to disturb groups of many families Who cap unite to 
boycott and cripple the enterprise of such intolerant petty lords. Our 
people fear to make themselves targets fcr persecution by declaring 
themselves openly and one can not blame them. As yet in this great 
territory we are scattered like drops of leavyen here and there, 
miles and miles apart, and the chill of fear, intolerance and dormant 
spirituality, keeps the leaven from manifesting itself and spreading. 
But as sure as Jehovah is God and right is might the manifestation will 
come,—the hidden leaven will come into working conditions and Gonda 
will shout in joyful surprise at its power, yet so little comprehended. 

Numbers cannot tell the story. Our schoolsare centers of morals 
and light. The words of our God through the the schools find access 
to hearts and temper the spirit of the people towards Christ. Every 
Sunday in every circuit and sub-cireuit a goodly number of Khair 
Khwah Ahfal and Bal Hitkaraks, (The India Children’s Friend in 
Urdu and Hindi) are judiciously distributed and are appreciated. 
We subscribe for 959 copies and fully pay for them by the collections 
taken in our own Sunday Schools. is there another district that can 
show such activity and such self-support on Sunday school lines? If 
there be we bid them God-speed and pray for their increase. 

Our day schools have been successful and our numbers keep up. 
We continue to retain the confidence of the Government and most 
of the schools have had increased grants. 

The girls’ school keeps up in numbers. The new buildings that 
should have been completed last March are still incomplete. I have 
had great diffieultly securing contractors, laborers and bricks and 
had to go into court to prevent bad work. The buildings will be excel- 
lent as to material and construction and ought to stand for a genera- 
tion with almost no repairs. 

These operations hive engrossed my attention and taken my 
strength almost ‘o the breaking strain. They have hindered me in 
every way and especially kept me from doing all the itinerating I de- 
sired to do. I have been able to spend only 79 daysin my district 
itinerating, but have visited all centers several times and most of the 
sub-centers at least once. 46 days I spent away from home in confer- 
ences and committees. Our District Conference held 11 days, I took 
2) days vacation in the hills and the remaining 210 days including 
Sundays I spent in Gonda, in station and editional work, building 
operations, correspondence and other numerous duties that fall to one 
who is manager of several large schools, has the full charge of a boys’ 
boarding school, is pastor to an KE glish congregation, gives some 
thought to, in cases almost unaided, for several periodicals, and 
tract work. These efforts have resutled in the printing of almost 70 
lakhs (seven million) of pages in Urdu and Hindi this year. Gonda 
needs more missionaries and more workers of every grade. They are 
now coming oa and there is hope ahead. If I could only have a young 
missionary to write his life upon the hearts and lives of our young 
people Gonda would have a far better chance. We have some fine 
material for such a missionary to work upen. I cannot do for them 
as my heart wishes. 

We have been hindered by bubonic plague as an epidemic for 
five months of the time since last conference, but even these calamities 
have their bright side and are providential means of impressing truth 
on some lives. We love Gonda and haye a loyal people. The trans- 
Gogra land to us is not banishment but home and precious, 
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HARDOI DISTRICL. 


.S. B. Finth, Superintendent. 
Mrs. L. S. Parker, Missionary. 


This district includes two e vil districts, Hardoiand Unao. Our 
evangelistic force is divided into nine circuit, which are supervised 
by six effective elders and three local elders. Vhere are 144 workers 
of both sexes, who are responsible for the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of about 2,500 Christians. Most of these Christians live in 
villages and are so distant from one another that th: workers can 
hardly finish their weekly visits. To guard ourselves against neg- 
ligence we have appointed for such places unpaid honorary workers who 
minister to the spiritual needs of the little communities of which they 
are members, by visiting them once or twice a week. However, the 
pastors and their assistants arrange to visit the Christians in their 
charge and give them religious teaching. Because these workers are 
thus helped by the unpaid honorary workers they get enough time to 
hold services tor the Christians who Jive round about them more than 
twice a week and to proclaim th: Gospel to the heathen brethren of 
their respective places which are from four to eight miles distant from 
their places of residence. 

There are 29 places in this district where Sunday services, Sunday 
schools, WeeklyPrayer Meetings and Epworth League, etc. are regularly 
held. In nine places out of these 29 we have preachers’ houses. with 
small chapels where religious services are held without any interfer- 
ence. Our Christians are not very well-to-do but they know the value 
and honor of labor. We get from our poor Christian community $33 a 
year, but this year we have planned to take from each member at 
least 3 cents a year and this we hope will promote and further self-sup- 
port. We paid workers, besides the other collections such as Mis- 
sionary, Bible Sunday, Mission Pension and Children’s day collection, 
give every year $168 towards the Pastors’ Fund which wholly supports 
10 low grade workers. Our Christians are very fond of attending the 
religious services whenever they get time and opportunity. 

In last Febrvary and March which were desigaat>d as the Revival 
months, we held services at about 77 places for our village Christians. 
And we were glad to notice that many were converted and many grew 
in grace. DLhough they have not such a profound knowledge of 
Christianity as those who live in cities and towns, where pastors hold 
services regularly and visit them, yet according to their status they 
are true and faithful. 

Besides working among our Christians we preached the Gospel to 
8,000 heathens and sold 1,000 Gospel portions and distributed 5,000 
in several places we found that the door was open for new work 
but on account of straitened circumstances we could not do it. 
Special services were held during the Faster week for the school 
boys and girls and other Christians of Hardoi. Some received forgive- 
ness of sins and were converted and some were abundantly blessed. 

In general our Christians are free from idolatry, heathen customs 
and from intemperance. We have baptised up to date this year 200 
men and women from different castes and communities. At Beniganj 
which is in the Sandila Circuit there has been an opening of work 
among Chamars. We have baptised two head men with their families 
of that sect. They are somewhat educated and it is our prayer and 
hope that others of the same sect would soon come into the fold of 
Christ through them. At Unao Circuit which is a civil district and is 
a part of the Hardoi District we have baptised a couple of high caste 
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men. They are educated and need only Christian teaching, when this 
is done we hope to send them out to work and thus we would be able 
to further the work among the Kayasth community of that circuit. 

But in general our work is among the low caste people, who are 
despised and ignorant and are waiting for the freedom and the light 
of the Morning Star. 

There seems to be no country in the civilised world save India 
where the power of caste distinction has been used as a force to 
divide man from his kith and kin and that is noticeable even among 
the low people of the country. But itis a matter of rejoicing that 
when they become Christians they get freedom from sucha vanity 
of mind. 

The work in the remaining seven cireuits is going on chiefly 
ameng Chamars and Sweepers. Several succes ful workers in this 
district are from the people and are truly anxious to bring others to 
Christ for their salvation. . 

Even Christians who are not paid anything are concerned, 
and whenever they get any body who is a seeker after the truth they 
bring him or her to their respective pastors for baptism. Their 
Christian life and influence also, attract their neighbours towards 
Christianity. 

We had our summer school for six weeks during the months of 
May and June. Besides the regular religious and secular training we 
had two devotional meetings every day. Almost all our workers derived 
a great benefit from it and wholly consecrated themselves for the 
work of their Master and Lord. 

We perceive it is very necessary to have all the workers of our 
district gathered together in summer-school every year for train- 
ing and growth in Christian life as some of our workers are not strong 
enough in either. It is a great obstacle to our work that in four cir- 
cuits of this district the pastors and their assistants live in rented 
houses and therefore they cannot freely work among the low people 
nor can they receive at convenient time converts for teaching, or 
candidates for baptism for certain reasons. 

It is not out of place to mention here that the work in the other 
five circuits is done freely and openly because the houses occupied 
by the pastors are Mission property and:are at such locations where 
there can be no obstacle from any source. 

There are two boarding schools in our district, one for the boys 
and the other for the girls, where the spiritual and mental training 
are given to them daily. Three girls passed last year Lower Middle 
exumination. Mrs. Parker is always very anxious for the good of 
the girls. 

Two boys also passed from our school in the examination by the 
Deputy Inspector of Schools, and after working in the district for a 
year and a half the proposal is to send them to Bareilly Seminary, 
There is one boy who is preparing himself for V. M. examination. 
The new dormitary for the boys is ready in which we could be able 
to keep forty boys. 

We held our Distriet Conference in last November which was a 
source of great blessings and new visions. 

Soon after the Conference the Revival Campaign was to begin, so 
we all stayed two days more after it for higher consecration. We are 
very grateful indeed that we were blessed with new faith and vision, 

We held during this Revival Campaign 257 meetings for 7.079 souls, 
and preached in markets 152 times, sold 652 Bible portions,distributed 
8,332 tracts, baptized 66 persons, and 371 Christians were converted 
and raised as thanks offerings Rs. 6-14. 

We ask you to pray that we may all be led as we go to our work 
to greater consecration and suceess. We pray that your means may be 
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enlarged so that you may be able to help us more in Orr work which 
we are trying to do with an eye single to the Glory of God so that 
through your sympythetic prayer and support and the faithful dis- 
charge of our duties India mvy be brourht to the feet of our Master 
and Redeemer. 3 


KUMAON DISTRICT. 


R. I. Faucett, District Superintendent. 


At the mid-year Finance Committ:e the charge of this work was 
hand:d over to me after a very successful haif year’s work. Since 
the division of the Kunin District at the first of the year this 
has been a district composed of three circuits and in all of these 
it has been my privilege: to work during the year. Though our 
centers are few yet the possibilities of the work are great. Scat- 
tered over these mountains ind in the valleys within the bounds of 
this work there are said to be 60),000 people and most of these are 
the high caste pahari who as yet have paid little heed to the Message 
ofthe Gospel. It may be that we have not been trying to push this 
work because of the difficulties that the problem of their evangeliza- 
tion presents. Nevertheless these are a sturdy people of character 
that it is worth our best efforts to evangelize. 

I wish to briefly mention the special features of the three 
centers and what is being done in them at present. Naini Tal Station 
and Circuit represents the most important work of the’ district. 
Here we have the Welleslev Girls’ School and the Philander Smith 
College, both of them maintaining very high standard of learning and 
On amore satisfactory basis than at any previous time. The new 
building for class rooms in the College is up to date in all respects 
and the first of the plan for a group of buildings which when com- 
plete will make this institution second to none in India as regards its 
buildings. The hopes for the future of both of these institutions is 
yery bright, though the consummation of the end in view is difficult, 
Our Haoglish work this year has been doing well, though of necessity 
it has had to be supplied from time to time. The desire of this church 
is to have its own man and if single will be able to fully support him. 
We have sent'a petition to Government which if accepted will put 
Our work in this church ona permanent and sure basis as regards 
the support of a missionary and family, 

The Hindustani work of the station has had several from the out- 
side to assi-t in special services which have been a blessing to many. To 
eare for the office employed and those that are of the servant class pres- 
ents difficult problems needing wise direction and prayerful service. 
The financial as well as the spiritual work of this church has been 
good, Our Boys’ High School has had a much needed addition made 
at the cost of Rs. 9,000 which makes it able to handle the large num- 
ber of Hindu boys that enter, to the satisfaction of Government. 1 he 
small girls’ schools have had a good year, though we are now having 
considerable opposition from rival schools. 

Tue next place of importance is Dwarahat. Mere we have large 
opportunities for village work and evangelistic service Our school 
for boys is in a most flourishing state and highly appreciated by all 
the people. Such interest his been taken in this school that we have 
had mide and presented to us a hostel for Hindu boys to be used for 
those coming from distant places to attenl this scho 1. A sm 11 
boys’ boarding for Christians is also k pt going. A girls’ school ave 
boardin> is doing effecient and much neslel w Ie. Our dispensary 
is doing great service to the commnnity in ministering to the thou- 
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sands that come for treatment. Very interesting too are the small 
schools among the v llages for little girls which cre doing good work. 

The third center of this district is the Bhabar and Yarai work 
that is worked from Haldwani asa center. This field is great, but for 
lack of workers we have had little progress this year save in Ram- 
nagar where work } as been open among low caste people and a numker 
of baptisms have resulted. Properly worked this field would yield a 
good harvest, but it has problems that make it a very difficult place to 
make progress. . 2 

Our District Conference was a time of blessing ; we were fortunate 
jn having Bishop J. W. Robinson with us as weil as other helpful 
speakers. Weare not discouragedas to the future of our work in 
this district since our Lord is able to sul due all things unto Himself. 
The condition does call for the entire consecration and prayerful 
service of all who are called to be the bea on lights of the coming 
Glory of God in the fastnesses of the great mountains. 





EASTERN KUMAON DISTRICT. 
G. C. Hewes, Superintendent. E 


Eastern Kumaon is the youngest district in the North India Con- 
ference family, and isa strip of territory of uncertain breadth lying 
along the western bank of the Kali Ganga River from ‘Tibet for about 
175 miles to the plains. ‘Ihe two “ Forbidden Lands” of Tiket and 
Nepal bound it on the north and east. At Pithoragarh, which is the 
head of the district, the occupied territory is about forty miles wide, 
Until this past year Eastern Kumaon has been a part of the Kumaon 
District, but as Pithoragarh is seven or eight marches from W:< stern 
Kumaon, the Superintendent could not visit this side more than twice 
in the year. This was at first one large circuit about lL'ithoragarh, 
Later Gangolihat was separated and again united. Bhot also was 
made a separate circuit. We kegan the past year as a new district 
with only four circuits. There are as many other good centres for 
work, if the financial support were provided. One enters this district 
by railway from Pilibhit, and during the winter months our workers 
and M ss Budden’s Bible readers work in the Rhatar at Katima, 
Bhamam Bagh, and Tanakpur among the hill people who come down 
for the winter to the warmer climate. 

From there our centres form a chain of stations and stretch up to 
Bhot. Miss Budden and her workers work about Champawat, their 
summer home, during the warmer months, and are much encouraged 
by the kindly reception they receive. Next comes Lohaghat where we 
have a good boys’ school,and two ladies are conducting, an independent 
Medical Mission, but as perfect sympathy exists ketween them and 
our workers, they are able to help our work very much. Lohaghat is 
the home of several] European families and is an important | oint. 
Still moving northward we have a good boys’ school at Gurna with a 
Christian teacher, and next is Pithoragarh with a good Chureh which 
was put in good repair last year. Here we have also toth men’s and 
women’s hospitals and a boys’ Upper Primary School. We have been 
keeping up English classes for a year or more, lut a great need of the 
place is a good English school for boys. Without this the education 
of the boys will slip from our hands and then it may be too late ‘to 
regain the lost opportunity. With proper support a good English 
school can be maintained. 

To the east, with Badari as a centre, the Gospel message is carried 
to the gate of Nepal, and scmetimes preachers and colporteurs cross 
over to help those in darkness, 
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The girls’ school and women’s home have a very fine and valuable 
property. The girls here are given a good Nnglish education. Miss 
Sullivan expresses great satisfaction with the spiritual condition of 
both women and girls. ahe standard of previous years has been 
maintained. 

Jagtar is a little Christian community of farmers west of Chandag. 
They are buying their land and building their houses and in time 
should be very prosperous. ‘They have a resident ‘pastor. Still west 
lies the Gangolihat Circuit. Two teachers and the preacher in charge 
work in this neighbourhood, and an ordained preacher -lives seven or 
eight miles farther west in the river valley. 

To the north of Pithoragarh are three separate Christian com-« 
munities settled on the land. Askote is another link in the chain,.and 
this winter the preacher there moved down to the valley of the Kali 
River to work among the Bhotias camping there. Up this river, Dhar- 
chula is another Christian settlement where the late Miss Sheldon, 
M. D., labored to the end of her life to give the message of salvation 
to dying sinners. Beyond are one or two places once occupied, and 
which if salaries were supplied might again be occupied. Chaudas 
and Jyuntiare another settlement of Christians and Dr. Sheldon’s 
summer home. There are other places from there to Tibet which 
ought to be occupied to complete the chain of stations which it was 
Dr. Neeld’s desire to see established. 

Our working force for the district, were one missionary and his 
wife, four W. F. M.S. missionaries, and their four assistants, one 
Hindustani member and one protationer in Annual Conference, one 
local elder and three local deacons. We have five unordained preach- 
ers and seventeen exhorters, besides others, making a total of 102. 

The death of Miss Sheldon, M. D., has left a gap we can not fill, 
for she had learned the Tibetan, Bhotiya, Nepali and Hindi languages, 
and delighted in evangelistic tours to give the Master’s message to 
the people. ; 

Either two ladies or a missionary and his wife are needed to care 
for the Bhot work, and consrrve the work of many years. 

Miss Reed is greatly helping to increase interest in the Sunday 
school work. We baye good Sunday schools in Pithoragarh. 

_ There are flourishing Epworth Leagues in Bhot, Pithoragarh and 
Champawat, and a Junior League at Pithoragarh. 

Severe trials have come to each of the circuits, but we hope that 
greater good will result and that progress retarded for a time will 
from this time be unhindered. 

The people of Kali Kumaon leave their homes and live in the 
Bhabar through the winter, and Miss Budden with her bands of men 
and women follow them and work among the same people the year 
round. ‘They tell of interesting cases of some “almost persuaded ” 
to become Chri-tians. Some of the men after listening to their words 
in Kumaon villages have said that they will not hinder their women 
being taught by the Christians, for what they tell them is good and 
not bad. There is more of a desire for Mission schools too than 
formerly. : 

A hotable victory over superstition occurred in Askote. After 
much intercession for the help of a !lindu god in the recovery of a 
sick child in the family of the Rajbar of Askote, who is the landlord of 
Askote and Bhot, the child died. One of the young men of the family 
acting for the others ask Ranjit Singh, our preacher in that place if 
he would help them tear down the idol, and he helped. ‘Yes, in the 
name of Christ he would.” He then kicked the idol over with his shoe 
and the others demolished the shrine, after which the young man 
showed his contempt*for the idol by firing his gun at it several times 
and then they threw it into a filthy place to defile it. The order went 
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out that the worship of this god was to cease and all his shrines ia 
that region be destroyed. As this god was one for whom the Hindis 
stood in great awe, we see that it was a severe blow given to all idolu- 
ry. The former Rajbar once attended the Miss:on school. in Almora, 
and one or two of his grandsons have become Christians, so we see 
that the leaven is still working. 

This district might be called the ‘‘ Double Doored District,” for 
it has one door open into Tibet and another into Nepal, the two chief 
‘«¢ Forbidden Lands’ to-day. The great ‘Tibetan road runs the full 
length of the district, while the Almora and Nepal road intersects it 
at Pithoragarh, but fourteen miles from the Nepal boundary. 

Ovr colporteur has made a few trips into Nepal, for selling scrip- 
tures, in company with one or more Christian workers. ‘hey attend =d 
a large mela and were able to do some preaching. Had we the mon>y 
to open a dispensary in Nepal we could the good work. Ma 1y 
persons come from a distance in Nepal to be treated at the Ii i- 
thoragarh Dispensary, which is doing great good and has had a sue- 
cessful year. Dy. H. K. Wilson is the Medical Assistant. This dispen- 
sary needs more money than it receives. As there is no Governmeit 
Dispensary in Vithoragarh, we receive a grant of Rs. 250 a year for 
medicines, which is not enough, for the entire Mission allowance goes 
to the doctor’s salary, leaving the Compounder to be paid from fees, 
which are quite insufficient for that purpose. The Civil Surgeon gave 
a very good reportat his last visit. There had been more patients 
treated than for several years. 

The W. F. M.S. Dispensary performs a useful service, although 
not so lirgely patronized by the non-Christians as the men’s dispen- 
sary is. 

The boys’ school at Pithoragarh, which is an Upper Vernacular 
Primary, has had a good year. It is acknowledged to be the best . oys’ 
schools in Eastern Kumaon. The rsults have been good. One of 
our difficulties is that English has never been established in this 
school and as a result our best boys go to Almora, Dwarahat, or other 
distant places to finish their education, and we lose many of them. 
Eastern Kumaon is to-day suffering from the lack of English eduea- 
tion for its boys. The girls are well provided for. The boys need a 
chance. Last year we had English classes taught in our Boys’ School 
by a Hindu pandit, but since June, a Christian teacher has taught 
English to a few boys. We hope to keep up the English classes until 
we have an Anglo-Vernacular school. If we educate our own boys we 
will have in time as many workers as weneed. One of our boys has 
gone to Almora for normal training and several others for English. 
We have employed four of our own boys as teachers and one we sent 
to the Theological Seminary. 

Miss Reed continues to care for the Souls and bodies of the lepers 
at Chandag. She succeeds in winning nearly everyone to Christ Our 
preachers in turn give them Sunday. services, and the Sacrament has 
been administered to them. hey use their own individual cups. 
Miss Reed maintains an excellent'school for boys and teaches them 
English too. This school and her Sunday school for boy smight yell 
serve as models for others. She also helps our work in any way she 
can. 

Two places, Gangolihat and Debidhura, very sacred in the eyes of 
the Hindus, lie within tis district, and offer opportunities for preach- 
ing Christ. 

This year shows a gain in full members and baptized children, 
but the total Christian community is but a slight advance on last 
year, numbering 662. There have been 32 baptisnts. Sunday schools 
show a gain all round, haying 854 scholars. The Senior Leagues too 
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have gained, now showing 132 members, Our four hospitals report 
1,964 in-patients and 13,563 out-patients. ~The support of pastors from 
Hindustani members has increased from Rs. 164 to Rs. 285, Small 
gains are seen in the missionary and claimants collections. Our 
schools have gained in almost every particular. 

Our District Conference was proceeded by three days of special 
services to promote a revival in ourmidst. They were very helpful 
and all who took part seemed to work for the one end. During the 
Conference Mr.and Mrs Grundy, of the Champawat Mission, visited us 
with a band of musicians and joined in heartily to help the revival. 
Their words were very helpful and the Conference closed with all 
drawn closer to Christ-and one another than in the beginning. We 
believe that a majority of the members of the church were uplifted 
and we expect to see good results in the days to come. : 

There is little of ease or comfort in travelling over this district. 
Since last conference about 900 miles have been travelled in the 
saddle or on foot. Sometimes the heat is oppressive, at others the 
cold is bitter. Sudden storms of rain, hail, or snow, at times keep 
one shut in a Dak Bungalow regardless of opportunities to be met. 
Once during the last rainy season, the rise of a river made it neces- 
sary to sleep on the river bank under a tree, without a tent. The 
southern half of this district is so infested with tigers that it is not 
safe to be out at night. Perils of every sort beset those who try to do 
the work of God.

MORADABAD DISTRICT. 
R. I. Faucett, District Superintendent. 


Insomnuch as my interests have been divided between two districts 
for the year it has been impossible to give the attention to this 
district that I feel it needed, but by waiting until the middle of April 
before going tg the work in Naini Tal and by coming down from time 
to time during the hot weather the work has not been allowed to 
suffer. The month following our Annual Conference we made all haste 
to get out into our-itinerating work which we were able to continue 
for a few weeks. Our plans for a longer tour were cut short as two 
cases of small-pox developed in the family. This of course causeda 
suspense of work, a rush in from the place where we were, and then 
days of anxious waiting foliow the strict days of quarantine. On the 
happy conclusion of this illness we went to Naini Tal for the work 
there. 

The great mass of our Christian community are slow in attaining 
to the high standard of Christian character which the Lord earnestly 
desires us to reach. Lack of progress in this causes much that is not 
desirable in the standing and practice of our Church. In the year that 
is past we have made special efforts to work with the large community 
that we haye that move so slowly from Probationership to Full- 
membershi). In the beginning of the year we gave blank forms to 
each of those in charge of circuits requested them to report such men 
and women from this class whom they thought would be eligible for 
membership in the church if special attention and instruction were 
given them. From time to time during the year these lists were call- 
ed for and inquiry concerning the people was made. It has resulted 
in bringing into the Church a much larger member than usual and of 
a more satisfactory kind. 
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The appointment of aman as the Inspector of our small schools 
in the district has resulted in a. better grade of work in these schools. 
Many of these boys will not have theopportunity of entering our 
higher grade schools so we hope thus to be able to give them the 
rudiments of learning in their own village homes. We are able to 
give some of the brightest of these a chance to go forward in. our 
Moradabad Boarding school, This is only the beginning of plans for 
these young people who are to be the mass of our Indian Chureh in 
the near future. 

We have brought our Training School from Sambhal to Moradabad 
and placed it inthe old Boarding for the boys which has now been 
vacated by the boys. This school o-cupies a very important place in the 
work of the district. It is for workers of the lowest grade and with 
the two years’ course given we have been able to get some of our best 
village workers. The results in the present year have been very 
satisfactory. We have a large number of promising young men and 
their wives on our waiting list anxious to get into this school. The 
addition of othér teachers to the staff will make this a center .for 
fundamental teaching for the this grade of men and women. 

We have a large number of setkers and while we are getting new 
converts constantly from the lower castes yet at the same time we 
have practically all castes as our open field for evangeliste effort. For 
the higher castes the social and family conditions make progress very 
slow. To lose property and family are the general conditions of an 
acceptance of the faith of Jesus. Convictions must of course be most 
profound if one is prepared to make all of this sacrifice to follow the 
One that we know is able to do for us much more than all the wealth 
and ties of family can ever give. Mass movements in some measure 
are the saving method that create social conditions which in a part at 
least make easy these hard conditions. We are getting more and 
more strict in the requirements of the ones that we take into the fold 
of the Church. This has a salutary effect on those that we have as well 
as On the seekers. 

In some of the village work that we have been able to do we have 
been surprised at how much the people know of the essentials of the 
faith. To be able to lead in prayer and to understand much of the 
life of Christ and his teachings as well as to know the many other 
things that they ought to know as Christians, | found to be often the 
rule rather than the exception. We are trying to bring all our people 
up to this standard of knowledge but it is yet far from being true of 
all, that they are so far along. There is among all our Chrstians a 
great desire to hecome a people. ‘This is shown in the more or less 
well organized efforts among them to have a brotherhood. As yet we 
have not found any satisfactory solution of the many problems that 
this movement envolves. Still some of our leaders among the Indian 
Church are giving this much time and thought and the time may be 
near when we will be able to present such an organization as will 
serve the time and purpose of the Church on these much vexed pro- 
blems. 

Our District Conference was a time of refreshing to all who seek 
after a greater and more useful equipment for the services that we 
are called upon to perform. The Spirit was present in power to 
perform his holy office of fitting the workers with the invincible 
power of.a holy testimony tothe full salvation from sin. Many were 
blessed. We trust that the work of the coming year will show the 
true fruits of such blessings. 

An encouraging feature of the resolutions adopted was one which 
in addition to the collections now givento the work also added the 
entire expense of the Sunday school to the circuits. This means that 
all our small Sunday schools will be self-supporting. Each step that 
puts the responsibility of the church on tothe membership is a sure 
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step in direction of a self-sustaining Indian Church. The problem of 
self-support is not one of finance alone but onethat affects the 
manhood and womanhood of our community, and even the spiritual 
live of the Church is bound tp in the proper solution of this difficult 
problem. 

Our needs are many and if I should be permitted to speak of some of 
thm I would say first, that we are in need of not less than thirty new 
workers which can be had for $25 a year, each. The needs of 
scholarships for the Training School which cost from $20 to $30 each. 
Lhe former for the single man and the latter for the married man. 
We are in great need of at least ten of each. In three places we need 
money for small Churches costing not less than $1 0 each. In three 
circuits we are in need of all the buildings for such a center. The 
cost of such work in one center is not less than $175. These are some 
of our needs. : 

I append a report of the work in the Moradabad Circuit which 
has been in the charge of Bro. Simpson. He goes home on leave this 
year to bring before the Church some of the very urgent needs of the 
work in this place. : f 


Report, Moradabad Circuit, for 1912. 


“In all things give thanks unto GOD” is our motto, and we wish 
to give praise unto Him for His presence with us during the past 
year. In fact we have at times had a realization of the nearness of 
GOD in a most wonderfui way. ‘the work during the year has been 
good. In some places it has been rather weak, while in other places 
there has been a deep and blessed work of grace. One new sub-cir- 
euit has been added to Moradabad Circuit this year, which makes 13 
smali circuits outside of Moradabad City in the circuit. In numbers 
we have begun on the fifth thousand, having about 150 over 4,000. We 
have also extended the work into Rampur State within three miles of 
the city of Rampur. This is new territory and has not been worked 
to any great extent before. 

One word about the English work, Though the number of KEng- 
lish speaking people is not very large here, and though there are two 
other English ¢ongregations beside our own, yet we have had a 
good average attend our meetings, and for some the Lord has done 
much. About Rs. 500 have Leen received in collections in connection 
wita this work during the year, which I feel sure could be doubled in 
the next year or so if a man was specially appointed for the English ; 
work. A Sunday school of 40 children has also been organized and is 
doing well. ai 

In regard to our High School I am glad to say that it is on the 
upward grade. The coming of Mr: Kumlien to take up work in the 
school and later on to take over charge has been a great help in this 
direction. Mr. Kumlien comes well prepared for the school work and 
what is more he is in love with it, which augurs well for the school. 

Another new feature of the school is that the Christian boys have 
now moved into the new boarding building. The whole building is 
not finished as yet, but enough is completed to accommodate from 125 
to 140 boys. When our plans are completed Moradabad will have one 
of the best, most substantial, and most commodious boarding schools 
in all India, and I may also add for the least amount of money. Up 
to the end of 1912 a little less than Rs. 53,000 have been expended, but 
this includes the Principal’s bungalow and compound, quarters for 
four Christian teachers and their families as well asa number of 
outhouses. Of this money that has been expended Is. 30,000 have 
been borrowed. On this we are paying interest, which is provin : 
itself a very heavy burden for the school. So at our last Finance 
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Committee meeting, which was at Bareilly in July, 1912, the Finance 
Committee granted me furlough that | might go home and endeavor 
to seeure $20, 000 in order to pay off the debt and complete some other 
buildings in connection with the school, which are absolutely necessary 
to the work, 

. We pray, work and hope that this might be accomplished, and we 
believe it will through Him that, giveth us the power. With this bur- 
dep off L do not think anything will hinder our school here from at- 
taining, first rank among the schools of India, 
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Rev. L. A. Core, Superintendent. 


‘Rey. J. W. Robinson has been for a good many years in charge 
of this District; and on account of faithful and efficient .service was 
adjudged by the Church to be worthy of a yet miie responsible post, 
and accordingly was made a Bishop of Southern Asia. The writer's 
connection with the work of the district Cutes 1 ominally from the 
last of July but actually from the middle of September when he made 
his first visit. 

‘This report must of necessity be made up largeiy from the reports 
of the various persons in charge of different forns of work, as it has 
beeu impossible owing to other duties and to to great distance between 
his place of residence and the District for the Superintendent to do 
more than hold the Quarterly and the district Conferences and to 
attend to such other work as opportunity made possible. 

‘The district is composed of nine separate charges including the 
Lucknow English Chureb. ‘The baptisms of the year have been. 303. 
‘ihe total Christian community numbers 3,31!. The working force 
is madeup of ten missionaries including Jay werkers, with their 
wives; nine ladies of the W. F.. M. Society; thirteen Indian Confer- 
ence memLers, fifty-seven Lecal Preachers, fifty-nine other workers, 
eighty-two zenana workers, Bible women aud teachers. Of this force 
a large number is teaching in the two Colleges and affiliated :chools, 
and engaged in the work of the Publishing House, Of the 1,736 pupils . 
both boys and girls in schools of every grade, 1,061 are non-Christians. . 
Ip the Sunday schools 7,899 pupils are enrolled. ‘The Indian Chureh™ 
contributed nearly 1,100 rupees for the support of pastors, while ‘the 
entire amount collected in the distriet-for all purposes was some 
thing over 8,000 rupees. 


W ork in Lucknow. 


The “nglish Church has enjoyed a year of blessing. In Mareh a 
departure from the usual order was made and the acunagnl evangel- 
istic services were conducted in a tent pitched in the railway quarters 
at.Char Dagh.. ‘The meetings were conducted for a week by the 
pastor, after which the Rey. EK. Stanley Jones, of Sitapur, conducted 
them for another week, There were 50 conyersions anda resultant 
addition of about a dozen to the membership of the Church. 

Regular bi- monthly services have been conducted in this section of 
the ec ity with encouraging results and so rapidly has our membership 
grown that the railway authorities have promised to erecta nice 
medern Church, the services in which are to be conducted. by us and 
Church of England in turn, 
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This year the Church has had some heavy financial burdens to 
bear. Repairs and improvements to the Church have cost about 
Rs. 700, while new hymn books for the Church and Sunday school havé 
cost Rs. 600 more. Valuable service has ean rendered to the vernacu- 
lar work in the city. | 

The Agent of the Methodist Publishing House reports a. success- * 
ful year. “Business to the amount of Rs. 70,000 has been done and the 
balance, sheets at the close of the fiscal year, show a substantial pro- 
fit. The usual number of Sunday school papers, lesson-leaves, Chureh.: 
periodicals, books, tracts, were printed, but the amount of commercial 
printing, owing to keen competitioa of Ludian presses, was considers _ 
ably reduced. The Look room has also had a prosperous year, the: 
sales in this department amounting to over Rs. £0,000. mags. 

‘he Principal of Reid Christian College reports jthat in .many: 
respects this has a record year. The new college school building : 
which was needed for so many years, has been taken ‘ii hand and is > 
in the process of erection. When finishel it will be one of the most! 
commodious anil beautiful school buildings in the Provinces. ee 

The new school buildin occupies a considerable portion of what 
was formerly the boys’ play ground. In order to provide a new play’ 
ground, application was made to Government for land lying to the: 
north of the boarding premises. This application was granted and 
now a splendid cricket and hockey field is being prepared. This | 
addition provides ample ground for the extension of the {lind and 
Mohammedan. hoste'. This land adds mater ially to. the value of our” 
Co.lege. pr: perty. ; y 

As the present non-Christian Hostel can.accommodate only twenty 
students, steps have been taken to enlarge it so as to more: than | 
double its capacity. This extension was’ made necessa1! y by the ap7 
plicativn of a Jarge numer of students for quarters but who had to 
be turned away for lack of room. ‘The best place for a student in 
College is in a Hostel where under wise and sympathetic supervision, 
the interests of his moral and religious life can be properly cared 
for. 

We are indebted to the Government for a handsome gift of: 
Ns. 6,000 whieh has enabledjus to add very materially to the equipment. 
of Loth school and college. The department of Commercial Mduea- 
tion and Normal Training and Urdu short hand, have maintained. 
their usual good records for attendance and efficiency. The demands. 
for graduates from these deparments continues, — 

“lhe resul.s. f the University examinations, while not what we. 
had hoped for, were fairly good. Those of th department of Bachelor 
of Arts were among the best in the whole University. Increased 
income fio n fees and Government Grant-in-aid has enabled ts to’ in- 
crease the teaching staff of both school and college. Mr. John Hol~ 
lister, a graduate of the Ohio Wesleyan University and Mr. Victor V:. 
Phillips of our own College have joined the staff. - Mrs. Titus has hee n, 
rendering most valuable service in teaching. 

Te Co lege is having the largest attendance in its history. The. 
enrolment exceeds that of last year by nearly 45 per cent. Every 
room is crowded. She attendance on the chapel exercises and Bible’ 
classes his never-been better while the moral and religious interests” 
of the students have never received more attention. . = 

Miss Robinson, Principal of Isabella Thoburn College writes: 
« There are 38 students in the € ollege, 7ion the Normal and 216 in the 
High School departments. Of these, 6 are Hindus, for whom separate 
dormitories and cooking arrangements, have teen provided We hope _ 
that this may be the beginning of our much dreamed of Hindu hostel.” 

Our High School boarders have been comfortably housed this year. 
in the new Lilavati Singh Hostel. With its pleasant, airy dormitor- 
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ies, its lawn and gar.Jei, its play grounds fitted up with swings and 
sand pile and badminton courts, it is an ideal home for our girls. 

A number of interesting lectures, concerts and socials have been 
given in the College this year. Dasehra, the week that mcans more to 
us than any other in the year, brought to us an unusual measure of 
spiritual help and inspiration. An aggressive campaign of Christian 
work is being entered on with enthusiasm by almost the entire staff, 
a number of the Co Jege girls and Normal students and all our Christ- 
ian servants. Each has pledged himself to give a half an hour each 
day to work in the city where Chrixtian work is not now being done. 

Tt is interesting and gratifying to find that in the new awkening 
of interest in girls’ education among Hindus and Mohammedans 
these communities are Jooking to us more and more for advice and 
help, and draw to a large extent on our graduates for their teachers. 
While it is true that a Christian girl in a non-Christian school has an 
unusual opportunity for witnessing to Christ by her life even if she 
cannot by her lips, yet it is a question to what extent a girl is jus- 
tified in giving the whole or even a part of her life to a work which 
is so distinctly anti-Christian. 

This has been a year of unusual harmony and unity of feeling 
among our teachers and pupils. It has been easy to work in an at- 
mosphere of mutual helpfulness and thoughtful consideration which 
has prevailed among us. But in planning for the future and in respond- 
ing to the demands of the new India for greater responsibility, and 
fuller recognition, there is need, especially on the part of those who 
have in their hands the shaping of the lives of the future l.aders of 
the land, of a yet deeper spirituality. ‘The Indian Church is perhaps 
too young to have reached the conception of * the price of leadership” 
but our consecration to the Master's service should be so deep and 
whole hearted that our Christian students may be inspired by us with 
areal passion for self-sacrificing scrvice.” 


Work in the District. 


In the Barabanki Civil District with over a million of souls we 
have two circuits with a total of some 34 workers, or an average of 
nearly 33,000 persons to each worker. In the Rae Bareilly District 
with about the same fopulation we have aJl told 29 workers, averaging 
one worker to every 34,000 people, while in the Kheri District in which 
is the Lakhimpur Circuit, there are 40,000 people to every worker. As 
we survey these great harvest fields in which the Methodist Church 
alone sends reapers, we have great need to send up to the Lord of the 
harvest earnest petitions that yet more reapers may te sent into this 
whitening fields. 

One of the preachers relates the instance of a head man in a 
village who had been for years a bitter enemy of Christianity. He 
had delighed in driving every preacher who came to his village, with 
ignominy out of the village. Itso hapyened that one night his house 
burned up and he and his wife were both badly buried. He sent for 
the preacher and asked him to pray with them. After the prayer Te 
asked to be baptized with his whole family. This was done in the 
presence of the entire village. The man was very happy and asked 
that the preacher come every day and pray wth him. His burt was 
so sevire that after a few weeks he died, but died happily in the lord 
testifying to God's love and merey which had saved him et the last 
hour. 

At one of the melas (religious fairs) our preachers saw thov- 
sands of people worshipping a snake. In the hands of each of the 
worshippers was a small black earthen ware vessel which he placed on 
the earth before the snakeas if it contained milk forit. An aged 
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worshipper explained to the Christians that in the ages gone by there 
was in that place a great serpent which was famous throughout the 
country for its piety and had the power to grant to its 
freedom from the results of sin, and that even to the present day 
those who come here to worship are granted salvation. This fur- 
nished a text for our preachers and these seekers after salvation heard 


the story of Him who was lifted up like as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness. 


The preacher in charge of Sitapur Circuit writes of his work as 
follows: “I have spent about six months of the year in evangelism in 
the English Churches in India. This has been a fruitful work and 
hundreds have found the way of life, and believers have been led into 
their inheritance in the life more abundant. Many centers have been 
visited but many invitations have remained unaccepted for want of 
time. In my absence Mrs. Jones has been in charge of the Sitapur 
work and heavy indeed has been her burden. 


There have been a goodly number of baptisms and we have tried 
hard to enlist every one baptized in the Master’s service. All our 
preachers have made it a special point to sell Bibles and portions, 
with the result that in the Sitapur Circuit more Gospe's were sold 
than in any other circuit in North India. Each preacher is also a 


teacher, giving from two to three hoursa day to this work in addition 
to his other work. 


worshippers 


‘There has been much interest manifested among the educated 
classes of the city in Christianity. I have been repeatedly invited by 
the lawyers and other educated men to lecture before them on 
Chr.stianity.and kindred topics. At the close of one of these lectures 
I was cross examined by about thirty lawyers on the evidences of 
Christianity, and the testimony was urshalken. On cre cceasion a 
debate was arranged for between a European representative of the 
Arya Samaj and the writer. The place was crowded. The debate 
Jasted three hours. The Civil Surgeon who was one of the hearers 
said he did not know but that his services might be required as the 
Somajist trembled like a leaf. They themselves confessed defeat and 
a new interest has sprung up in the religion of the Christ. 

As never before I have come to see what being a Christian means, 
We are the Bible to the non-Christian world. ‘Ihe other day in the 
market place we were preaching and a base fellow tried in every way 
and by every device to worry and vex us. We kept sweet and went on 
preaching. Afterwards an educated man came to us and said “ We 
brought that man to the meeting to test you people. We heard the 
missionary say that Christ taught his ~feople to love their enemies 
and we wanted to see if it was true and you have stood the test, and 
now we know it is true.” 


About a year ago Mrs. Jones took the small boys from the city 
school and put them entirely under the care of trained women. The 
experiment has been more than justified. Great improvement is to be 
seen in their manners, morals, respect for women and in their love 
for work. Progress on studies has been more than twice as rapid as 
before. One class which had taken two years to learn the alpha’ et in 
the city school, completed three years’ work in one year. 


Through the help of friendsand from savings here and there a 
part of a much needed dormitory has been built, also a room for the 
matron. A recent grant from Government of Rs. 5,000 has made it 
possible to add store room, cook house, and veranda for the dining 
room. God has answered our prayers more abundantly than we could 
ask or think,”

We rejoice that the Lord Jesus Christ bas greatly blessed us this 
year f.om the very beginning. When we were ready to go out visiting 
the district. the plague also atthe same time broke out and many 
Hindus and Mohammedans died of it. We are glad that God has 
shown great kindness to us in that our feople did not die, though 
many of them more or less suffered | y its threats. Wherc ver we went 
we found the plague, One of our Bible readers died of the disease. For 
first. four months our wo1k was not disturbed. A preacher of one of 
our circuits was visited by the deadly disease and in one and a.half 
days so weakened him that he at last passed away to eternal rest. 
Brother | ysell’s departure caused a great loss in the work of the 
circuit and we could not do satisfactory work in that circuit. In an- 
other circuit another preacher in charge was ill nearly throughout 
the year and is still suffering from the disease. Jn other circuits the 
work was kept on without any serious break. In Ostona a Jat land- 
lord punisbed one of our teacliers simply because he -was teaching 
Christianity to the new converts of that village. The teacher was 
called by the man at his house and was asked to show his Bible. The 
land lord took it and threw it away with great contempt. He also 
took Sunday school papers from the man and tore them to pieces. 
After this the land lord got so wildthat he caned the teacher. By 
the help of Rev. Dr. Mansell this case was brought to the notice of 
the Government officials of the district. They have made a good 
arrangement and we hoye that there shall be no similar case in 
future. The high caste people have been struck with surprize and since 
the census they are watching us with great care and desire to bring 
the Christians back to the same state of sin and darkness as they 
had been Lefore. The Arya Samaj people invite our Christ ans to 
accept their religion with a promise to let the Christians who accey.t 
their religion sitin their company and also to those who “can read and 
write in your midst we will not treat them so badly as they are treat- 
ed by their fellow Christians.” Our workers replied: * We know you 
well, we shall never change our religion. Pray do never come to us 
again for we know well all your promises are false and infernaj.” 
Some non-Christians of Kicha which is a notified area and is very 
close to the Saheri Circuit, wrote a letter to Rev. Dr. Bare, statine 
that there are many persons who would like to learn something of 
Christ Jesus but there is no preacher living at this place or coming to 
work here from the neighbouring village. Since then our workers go 
there. We were also told that there is really no worker onthe new 
line running from the railway station, Lalkoa to Kashipur. We haye 
appointed a teacher for that part and we hope to haye a good work 
next year. Such is the case at Thanakpur Mandi. They work there 
only in winter, but we are trying to appoint a man who shall live there 
allthrough the year. ‘The Gospel is always preached at the melas and 
the village markets, so the people who come here, get a chance to 
hear the Word of God. The Bibles, and the Gospels are also sold 
there and the tracts are <listributed gratis. During the revival month 
30 New Testaments, 15 Bibles and 500 Gospel portions were sold and 
1,400 tracts were distributed. During this time we also gave to the 
Hindus and Mohammedans lectures and essays on Christianity. 

We advise our Christ’ans to kecome full members of the Chureh 
for they are careless atout this matter. This carelessness is one. of 
the causes that they are not giving up their old customs. ? 
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One of the drawbacks for our new conyerts is that they are in a 
debt of their brethren from ten or 25 years caused by taking part in 
the feast given in honour of the death of some one ora marriage. 
They must pay it up whenever they can by giving similar feasts. 

We are sorry we could not have as much success as expected. 894 
persons have been baptized this year and 200 died; last year 300 died. 
The total Church membership is 10,804 an increase of 300. 2 or 3 
inarriages have been solomnized in each circuit according to the 
Christian rites. We expected more but we could not have; the reason 
is that th> new converts do not want to have their marriages per- 
formed acc.rding (o the Christian rites. They say ‘“ that we shall 
lose our liberty and shall not be able to turn outthe woman when we 
like.” 

The number of workers in our district is very small. We hope 
something may be done in future to increase it. Some of the Christ- 
ians have put their services at the disposal of the Church, so they 
help us in our work as well as do other work to earn their bread. 
Another fact on the improvement of the work is that the parents 
and guardians of those boys and girls who are in our school come 
to see their children or the children go to them; by this means 
they are able to learn the Christian principles from their children. 
We are very sorry we have not got room enough to take all the boys 
of our villaze Christians who like to come. We only advise them to 
study at home with the preacher in their village. : 

Only those who are good boys are admitted to our boarding house. 

There is also a training class for the married young men. ‘heir 
number is five. We have sent ot three this year to work in the vil- 
lages. The wives of these people shall preach to the women in the 
zenana and teach the girls. There is a great demand for such teach- 
ers. In every village where there were five or more people special meet- 
ings were held in their midst during the revival month. Many of 
them testified bravely for Christ Jesus and confessed that He has for- 
given all their sins and has saved them. Many a young men promised 
to tell this message of love to their relatives. Since 25th November, 
1912, we are again busy in the same work. On the last day of our Dis- 
trict Conference all the workers were busy in praying for a special help 
from God for the werk of the coming year. Now they are doing the 
holy work of bringing peeple to Christ Jesus. As the people were 
engaged in the beginning and are busy at the close of the year in the 
revival we hope that there shall sure'y be a good result. 

All the workers have now understood the league work as their 
helper and a part of their duty. ; 

The villagers speak freely in the meetings and the fear and shame 
have been thrown away. 

The women’s work is supervised by Dr. Miss Gimson and Mrs. 
Frey. There is no girls’ boarding schoo]. All the grown up girls are 
sent to the Bareilly Girls’ School. The Mohammedans of a village tried 
their best to stop a girl from going to school but they failed. The 
girl was sent to school and her parents were instructed not to bring 
her back again from the school. May God hasten the day when all 
the people accept Christ Jesus as their Redeemer and enter into His 
fold.

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TIRHOOT DISTRICT. 
J. O. Denning, District Superintendent. 


After twenty-two years of service in India I take pleasure in 
presenting my first report to the North India Conference. In the 
year 1890 I was transferred from the Illinois Conference to the North 
India Conference, and my thoughts and affections were turned at 
once to this field. But owing to the mutations of time and to the 
mutations of the minds of Bishops I have labored elswhere -until the 
present, when Bishops and Conferences and Providence seemed to have 
united in placing me in this honorable body. I esteem it a great priy- 
ilege to be a member of this Conference in which our Methodism 
began its work in India. 

Tirhoot District embraces a huge territory on both sides the 
Ganges, a fertile soil and a dense population. ‘lirhoot is not a politic- 
al division. It means the place of the three rivers and has indefinite 
outlines, though our ecclesiastical district has very clearly defined 
boundaries. Thiee of the civil districts embraced in our territory 
have no connection with the three rivers, and one of them is in the 
United Provinces; the others in Bihar. 

We share this territory with the English Baptists, the Evangelical 
Lutherens, the Church Missionary Society and the “ Regions Beyond” 
mission. But there are large tracts containing one to two- million 
population each, without a Christian preacher of any kind. I know of 
no more inviting field in all the mission world. 

Work was begun in Muzaffarpur by the Rev. Henry Jackson in the 
year 1888. He labored under great difficuiltes, not having property 
nor any means to get it, and having no supply of workers except the 
few that he could draw from other conferences. After fourteen years 
he retired having gathered a small community of Christians from the 
Kallar class, and they were widely scattered in different villages. 
These people are ajats, and though there is a considerable number of 
them in the Muzaffarpur-and Darbhanga Zillas they have little or no 
connectional bond. 

-We were sent to Muzaffarpur in 1903. One of our first cares was 
to get property, for without a proper plant work can not be carried on 
successfully. We now have four excellent bungalows, two boarding 
and orphan schools with first class dormitories, five parsonages for 
Indian workers, two small Churches. One of the bungalows and one 
of the dormitories belong to the Wowan’s Foreign Missionary Society. 
We are also building a dispensary at Rasra onthe Ballia WVireuit for 
the Woman’s Society. Some money has been collected for a boys’ 
school building at Arrah. 

Our greatest opening at present is among the Chamars, or Shoe- 
maker caste, though only a small per cent. make shoes, the vast majori- 
ty being cultivators. There are 900,000 of this caste within our terri- 
tory, and it seems that the Lord is specially preparing this caste to 
receive the Gospel at the present time. 

Some years ago an “ independent mission ” from Canada began 
work in the Ballia Civil District and baptized about five hundred 
Chamars. But,-as usual with so called “independent missions ” their 
money failed, they could not supply workers for these very poorly 
instructed people, and finally they asked usto take over their work. 
We received no property from them. In February 1906, the sainted 
Tlahi Baksh was sent here with his wife, Dr. Esther Baksh, M.D. 
After careful and persistent effort they found two hundred and fifty 
people that would acknowledge that they had been baptized. Py ear- 
ing for the sick and proclaiming in clear tones the Gospel of the 
Great Physician of souls they won the affections of the people. 
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After two and a half years of untiring service Brothe; Baksh 
was: called to his reward in Heaven; and since 1908 Brother and 
Sister Schutz have had charge. 

The Arrah Circuit where Brother and Sister Perrill are in charge 
is just across the Ganges south, aad the conditions here are very simi- 
lar to those of Ballia. A’“faith mission” was started in Arrah by the 
Rev. A. L. Grey i in 1904. Money failing, he asked us to take his work, 
which we did in October 1907.. As he and his wife were Methodists 
we took them, also. They had one convert, but he was good material, 
aadis now preparing for the ministry. 

We at.once began work among tie Chamars, among which caste 
in the Ballia Circuit the work had already assumed the character of 
a “Mass Movement.” A preacher was sent to Dumraun,. the second 
station east of Buxar, and I sent Brother Baksh anda few of his 
Chanar converts there for a few days as sort of bell sheep to lead 

he people into the Kingdom. Inside of four months we baptized 
sixty people in Dumraun itself; and from that date the work has 
spread. We now have one thoasand th~ee hundred converts on Atrrah 
Circuit and over two thousan1 on the Ballia Circuit. 

“The Bullia Circuit, with a population of one and a quarter million 
has ohe hundred thousind Chamars: while the Arrah Circuit with a 
population of two millions has one hundred ani twenty-one thousand 
Chamars. In the past year we have had 762 baptisms in the entire 
district, of which number over six hundred and fifty|have been in these 
two circuits. We might have had many times this number if we had 
sufficient workers to carry,the Gospel to those who want it, aad to care 
for the converts. 
~ Our converts visit friends and relatives in other villages. They 
sing their Christian songs and tell them of this “ New and Living 
Way.” The -people in these new villages talk the matter over and 
appoint: delegations to visit the missionary and his helpers and beg 
them ‘to send them preachers to tell them of this Savior. 

~ An extract from a private letter from Brother Schutz to me dated 
13th January, 1913, tells much in little compass about the situation. 
Hehad been urging me to send him more preachers and teachers, but 
Tam unable to do so for lack of money to support more men. Br.ither 
Schutz writes: “I stand astounded at the largeness of our oppor- 
tunity ; doors open everywhere; calls from all over the district and even 
from Ghazipur and Azamgrah districts. They come to the bungalow 
and meet me wherever [ go. It is heartbreaking that we can’t re- 
spond to one-half of these calls. But I feel that we must heed as 
many of 8 as we can w. se neglecting our Christian commu- 
nity.” 

What am I to rep) tc such a letter as that? i 

As already noted, the work of. our district is of recent develop- 
ment. ‘It began with a very limited working force and very limited 
means of support. We had’ great difficulties in supplying workers, 
being, as we are, some distance from the schools of the north; and, 
on account of difference of language, the schools of Caleutta could be 
of no assistance. We are making strenuous efforts to develop an 
indigenous ministry. We now have four young men in the seminary 
at Bareilly, and two more are to enter in July. One younz man is 
in the high Sschobl!l of Reid Christian College, and three more are ready 
to’ enter as soon as accommodations are ready for them. These all 
expect to enterthe ministry. One young girl is in the High School of 
Thoburn - Collége. 

‘Again, our: work’ has to depend wholly on special gifts for the 
support of all the Indian preachers, teachers, schools, and orphans. 
To develop a constituency in tai home land ten thousand miles away 
is no easy task.

JI we had; sufficient workers; I have no doubt that we could have 
from two, thousand to. five thousand converts on these two circuits 
every year. Our present force have now.all the converts that they can 
possibly,care for with any dégree of efficiency. What are we to say 
to the delegations that come from .new villages begging us to come 
and teach them of this Saviour. who is table to save a village shoe- 
makers from his sins? rae SESE gi He Bs. peor ae 

This is the problem that is pressing. us. 

The Chapra Circuit borders Ballia.on the Hast and Avra on the 
North-east. ‘This circuit has 121,000 Chamars.. Brother Charles Dow- 
ring and wife-have had charge of this circuit for three years. For the 
past two years they haye had one. local -_preacher and his: wife -to 
assist them., This circuit is beginning to yield fruit. ;-Last year 
there were forty baptisms. from-among Chamars,and Doms. I.:see no 
reason way the movement here; should not-take on momentum as in 
Ballia and. Arrih Circuits. ‘The only hindrance is lack of men ‘to 
distribute the bread of life to the hungry. 


Over. at: the other end of the district on the S: tamarhi Circuit a 


movement-of somewhat different. character seems. just now in the 
starting but bids fair to be of no small moment. In the south west 
part of this circuit we have a Christian community of 150 largely 
from among the Kallars. But in the,qposite direction we have been 
working for some years where the Koiri caste is very numerous. 
Some of them professed to believe in Christ but none were baptized. 
We were anxious to get them to take a definite stand for Christ. 

Soa year ago last summer we started a Bible Training school with 
fifteen: young men, giving them the same amount for support that we 
give our Christian young men. They left their field work and for six 
hours a day for four months they were drilled in the Bible, Catechism 
Dharmtula, Sat Mat ka Marg, and Barth's Bible Itihas.. Last sum- 
mer we had sixteen others in a similar school for three months. These 
were Koiris, Kalwar, Baniyas, Telis, one Brahman, one Sunar, and. two 
Barbers. None of these is as yet baptized. .At.the close of each 
term each man bought a Bible and we gaye him a hymn book. They 
returned to their field work and have spread the Gospel ey erywhere. 
They all .profess to ke Christians, giye clear testimony, and several 
will lead im prayer in meetings. At night they gather groups of 
people about them, sing their hymns and talk akoutthe Bible and 
what they learned in the school. Two of them are now. teaching 
schools, and each has certain villages assigned to him as his field of 
labor. These receive Rs. 6 each. A third, who receives nothing asked 
for. a circuit, and he too has certain villages assigned to him w rhich he 
visits and teaches the people of Christ. Others are doing more or less 
of the same_kind of work. 

Brother Jwala Singh and Brother K. Silas came to-usa year ago. 
Jwala Singh has been preacher in charge at Muzaffarpur. He has 
worked a good deal. among the higher classes and has lectured in 

various places. Brother Silas has been on the Arrah Circuit and has 
had both eity and village work. 

We have an English congregation in Samastipur which I serve 
every fortnight. 

At Muzaffarpur we have the Cotumbia Boys’ School and the 
Indiana Girls’ School, both of the Middle grade, and both well provided 
with dormitories.- Each has an industrial depai tment, the girls doing 
their own sewing and also producing an-excellent quality of pillow 
lace and other fancy work. The boys use their surplus energy learning 
tailoring, carpentering, and, cabinet making. We turn out a high 
grade of furniture. 

We have great difficulty in getting our Christian parents to send 
their children to school. ‘here is a belief prevalent that if. a Chamar

learns to read he will die. It is to the interest of the zimindars to 
foster this Lelief in order that they may keep these people in bondage 
as much as possible. But we are instituting a new plan now from 
which we hope for good results. 

In the matter of self-support we are making progress; but our 
peop’e are poor and it is difficult for them to support their families. 
However, we are pressing this matter upon them. 

Our woman’s work is in good hands. Mrs. Denning has district 
zenana and day schools, besides labors abundant in the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union of India. Miss Perrill has the Indiana 
Girls’ School at Muzaffarpur and city day schools. Miss Moyer came 
to us a year ago from the Bengali work, and took charge of the Girls’ 
School until Miss Perrill recovered from her serious illness. She now 
has the city zenana work. Mrs. Perrill, Mrs. Schutz and Mrs. Dowring 
have the village work of their several circuits. Mrs. Schutz has a 
European assistant on her circuit who spends her time instructing the 
village women. Such a worker is needed in every circuit. 

At Rasra, on the sallia Circuit we are building a dispensary for 
the woman’s work. ‘This is where Dr. Esther Baksh did such efficient 
service for three years healing the sick. We hope to have her services 
again, or of some one else equally successful. 

The spiritual condition of the district is growing better as the 
years pass. The District Conference is a sort of spiritual thermometer 
and indicates the condition of the district. Last October was the 
lest we ever had. ‘lhe brethren came up expecting a feast, and when 
Brothers |. 17. Badley, O. M. Buck,and G. E. Hicks opened up the 
riches of Gospel truth we were all ready to receive it. Great blessings 


_were carried back to the various stations. Our workers are becoming 


more zealous for souls as their experience in Christ becomes richer. 
They inspire their people in the same proportion. We have not yet 
apprehended the high degree for which we are apprehended of Christ, 
but I think we are all pressing forward. ‘The conviction grows more 
clear that not ly our little might but by the Spirit of God will India 
ke saved from sin; and we are endeavoring to get into closer connec- 
tion with the Holy Spirit.

818 Bibles have been sold or distributed during the year, 10 fewer than 
last year. 615 New Testaments put in the hands of the people shows a 
decrease of 117. There has been a gratifying increase in the number of por- 
tions sold or distributed. Last year’s record is 46,406 representing an 
increase of 3,039. 


Medical Work. 


Three more hospitals or dispensaries are reported making a total of 11. 
The number of in-patients reported, 1,037, means a decrease of 1,519. The 
fees received also sbow a slight decrease, but the number of out-patients, in- 
cluding those who come to the dispensary, and those to whom the doctor is 
ealled has shown a remarkable increase. This-year this column has reached 
the remarkable total of 111,447.

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The State of the Church. 


The year under review has been a year full of manifold blessing 
and grace to the Church in North India Conference. For this we are 
profoundly grateful t» our Heavenly Father. The total Christian 
community now stands at 81,615, an increase of 4,338 over last year. 
Though there was a decrease of 193 in the number of ‘baptisms, ' the 
total being 7,418. 

From the reports received from the District Superintendents it is 
clear that the new converts are being well instructed and trained in 
the truth and teachings of the gospel- Many of them, besides a general 
knowledge of Christian truth know the Ten Commands, the Lord’s 
prayer, and the Apostles’ creed. 

The Mass Movement is in great power among the chamars in Tir- 
hoot District of whom there are about 900,000 and we are grateful to 
God that over 1,500 of them were baptised this year. In other districts 
a great effort is being made to start a Mass Movement, but the people 
are not well prepared as yet for it. i 

The cause of temperance and purity is a chief part of the gospel 
programme and good attention is paid in presenting it to the new 
converts as well as old ones. Still there is much room for improve- 
ment among the new converts where the Mass Movement is going on 
among the chamars. 

The Sabbath is observed as a rule and often fully. The new con- 
verts are impressed that it is their duty to do this. Our people are 
trying their best to provide Sabbath services for all the Christians un- 
der them, but there are many people in the villages who hardly ever get 
the chance to hear a Sermon or have the privilege of attending a class 
meeting to give their testimony to the saving grace of the Gospel. 

_ _A great deal of progress is made year by year by. the people in 
giving up their old customs and practices, and where there are com- 
munities under strong pastors, heathen customs have been largely given 
up. In some districts there is hardly a than left. 

_ The young people and the children in our schools receive good 
attention from the pastor and the school authorities. They are well 
looked after in spiritual matters in the religious meetings of the 
church and in the Epworth League, 

In the revival month our people received a great blessing, many 
were quickened from their slumbers, some were awakened to.a sense 
of their responsibility towards others. 

In some districts our laymen did good service during this month, 
some helped in distributing tracts, selling gospel portions, and in 
preaching as well. ta 

In the matter of self-support the people have been trying to do 
their best. ‘Some of the Churches have undertaken the entire support 
of their pastors. The indications are thata new day has come and we 
expect marked advancement through the conference. The new con. 
verts are receiving what attention can be given them. The Chaudhri 
is a factor here. These headmen of the communities are being train- 
ed inthe elementary rudiments of the Church and they are expected 
to instruct and teach the people in their mohallas and villages. 
About 465 of such men are under instruction and training in the 
North India Conference. 

_ Some of our city churches, both Hindustani and English, are 
greatly exerting themselves in developing the indigenous leadership 
required for the organization andthe government of the churches. 
The Zenana workers are doing good service among Christian as well 
as among non-Christian women and girls. In some districts they have 
been successful in winning souls for Christ, while everywhere influ- 
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ence tends to make the people favourably disposed towards Christian- 
ity. 

The general spiritual condition of the Church is on the up-grade, 
but itis far from being satisfactory. We would urge our members to. 
prepare themselves for leadership in spiritual work, because the people 
are generally ready to follow a wise spiritual leader, Above all we 
should remember that our path to victory is not by the way of “might. 
or power” but “ by my spirit saith the Lord of Hosts.” _ :

Report of the Secretary of the Board of 
Education. — 


-In a review of the Conference Educational year the following 
things among others of importance should be noted: : 
The Vernacular Schools, or village day schools, as the term 
generally implies, show practically no change either for better or 
worse. These schools, held for the most part under trees and amid 
most distracting surroundings, number all told for boys 336 and 145 
for girls. Showing a net increase of 13 schools of both kinds over the- 
figures of last year. In these schools 3,749 Christian boys and girls 
are being given only the most rudimentary knowledge, and those who” 
are being thus poorly favoured represent, rough!y speaking, not more’ 
than 25 per cent. of the total number of our children of Christian 
parents that should be in school; so the hope of the Church—-the boys’ 
and girls—when viewed from both the standpoint of the teacher, the 
school-room, the attendance, and present results of education, is a 
forlorn hope indeed. But when we take a forward look and see the’ 
changes that are in progress, we may take courage; and the main 
reason for our courage is the Training School in Moradabad where 
teachers. arc be ng trained especially for village school work, which 
they wjl' be expected to take up with undivided attention on comple- 
tion of their course. 

It was the privilege of tha Seoreviry to visit nearly all the Anglo- 
Vernacular Schools of the North India Co fere ce during the past 
year, and to talk with the managers and principals about their work, 
The impression gained from this tour was that there is indeed a new 
spirit at work among us. No longer can it be said that the Board of 
Education Rules are a dead letter, and that no one knows of their: 
existence. The contents are known to all, and what is better they 
are being tested inthe laboratory of experience. No longer can it 
be said that fees are not being collected regularly from Christians; 
while on the other hand we can say that-nearly all the schools are: 
now depending quite largely on the collection of fees from Christians 
for running expenses. 
- - As to numbers we find that there are 19 Anglo- Vernacular boys* 
schools and 14 for girls. In the former we find 805 Christians or an 
average of only 43 Christian boys to each of these, while there are 2,311 
non-Christians enrolled or an average of nearly 122 to each school. 
Among the girls’ schools we find that there are 1,538 Christians or an 
average of nearly 110 Christian girls in each school as compared with 
only 43 Christian boys in similar schools, or nearly three times as 
many girls as boys. Here is a significant fact which has an important 
bearing on our whole life as a Christian community. The number of 
non-Christians found in our girls acne is peg 68 — Penh are: to: 
be found mostly in Lucknow. 2 42 { 
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The scholarship in our Anglo-Vernacular schools maintains its 
usual high standard, and signs are not wanting that our educational 
efficiency is increasing. This is due to a well defined conception that 
for teachers of our youth none but the best will do, and. that among 
students it pays to edueate only the brightest. 

When we come to the material equipment for four educational 
work we find some very inspiring facts mingled with the usual crying 
needs. In our Lucknow schools and colleges we have equipment in 
the shape of buildings and grounds that rank with the best in all 
India. In Arrah we find that a new boys’ school and boarding have 
been opened. In Bijnor a complete girls’ school plant, named in 
honour of one of the earliest pioneers of female education in our Mis-. 
sion, and costing well on to half a lakh of rupees is under construc- 
tion; while a boarding house for boys, long a crying need, is soon to 
be erected i in the same station. Among the places where new and 
modern equipment is badly needed for boys’ schools we would point 
to Pauri, Shahjahanpur, Moradabad, Pithoragarh and Budaon. While 
Moradabad and Shahjahanpur probably stand in the same class among 
the girls’ schools. 

It is a sad fact that more of our boys and girlsdo not go into 
the service of Christ when they give up their studies. For this fact 
there must be a reason, which I shall not attempt to discover now, 
but it is one which we must all be on the alert to find, and to remove 
at the earliest possible moment, if we are to look to our schools for 
the future leaders of the Christian Church in India. It is strongly 
recommended that special religious services suited to the needs of 
school boys and girls be held in every boarding school once each year. 

The School Policy of a mission can never be fixed once for all 
without serious injury to the free and natural development of the 
people it serves. As to whether our present Anglo- Vernacular School 
policy is the correct one is a difficult question, but is nevertheless one 
that is worthy of our reconsideration. The questions that we should 
ask ourselves are: 


1. Should every Christian boy and girl now in our schools be 
taught English? Or 

2. Would it be better for the general welfare of our ; Church 
masses if we had a limited number of Anglo-Vernacular Schools for 
only the best qualified and deserving ; while converting our remaining 
Feng into purely Vernacular Schools? 

Do we want all of our boysand girls to know their mother- 
eke first and best, and the few who are capable to acquire English 
‘also? Or 

4. Dowe prefer to continue to turn out boys and girls from our 
schools who do not know the vernacular as they should, and know 
‘only enough English to give them unnatural aspirations? 

: l now leave: the report and suggestions to your consideration 
with the request that in this new year we shall as never before pray 
*Yand work for a deepening of the spiritual tone of our schools, without 


which they surely fail of the high purpose for which they have been 
_-planted among us.

= In view of this provision, the Board of Bishops in India has 
passed the following rules to govern the examination of all mission- 
ary candidates: — 

(1) All examinations shall be arranged by the Conference Board 
of Examiners. Advancement in Conference classes shall be condi- 
tioned on the candidate passing a satisfactory examination in the 
combined vernacular and Muaoglish courses. .

_ Examination Rules. 


For Indian Members of Conference. 


I. No candidate will be accepted for examination for Addmission 
on Trail who has not either passed the Middle School examination 
or graduated from the Theological Seminary with a first class 
diploma. 

II. Examinations in all four years of the Regular Conference 
Course shall be held before the time of meeting for the Annual 
Conference, and only the examinations for Admission on Trial, Local 
Deacon’s and Local Elder's Orders shall be held at the time of the 
Annual Conference. The examinations forthe Regular Conference 
Course shall be held within a month of the time set for the opening 
of the Annual Conference, the exact date to be specified by the Regis- 
trarin due time. These examinations shall be held only in centres 
where District Superintendents or foreign missionaries of our Church 
are stationed, who shall themselves act as supervisors of the exa- 
minations, receiving the papers in the various subjects from the 
Registrar, and forwarding to him, by registered post, the answer- 
papers of the candidates. 

The President and Registrar with one other member of the 
Board of Examiners, one of whom must bea missionary, shall com- 
prise an Editing Committee who shall receive all question paperg 
at least six weeks before the time fixed for the examinations and 
shall carefully consider each paper to make sure that it is a fitting 
paper for examination. 

III. When a candidate in any of the four years’ course of studies 
fails ia only one book of the course, he may atthe judgment of the 
Conference be conditioned in that one book and promoted to the 
studies of the next year, except where Admmission on Trial or into 
Full Membership is involved, 

In case a candidate should fail in two books of his course, he 
can not be promoted to the next class, 

In case a candidate should pass in three or more books he 
shall he given credit for these books and be required to give a second 
examination in only those books in which he failed. 

IV. Inthe cases- where books in the course of study are not 
available, and in cases where certain books are in languages with 
which workers from certain quarters are unacquainted and for which 
they will have no use, the Board of Bishops has authorized the Board 
of Examiners to allow sucha substitution of subjects as it may 
deem best, provided the examiner gives notice of a desire for the 
change at least six months previous to the session of the Annual 
Conference. 

Vv. In view of the fact that missionary candidates are excused 
from appearing for examination in such books of the course of Eng- 
lish studies as have already been coyered by them in their Theologi- 
cal Seminary course in America, the same rule will apply to 
graduates of our Bareilly Theological Seminary who come up for 
admission to our Conference, but only to such candidates as may 
have received at least 70 per cent, in the Seminary in any book in 
question. 
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VI. No candidate in an examination shall write his name on 
his answer-papers, but instead, he shall write only a register number 
given to him previously by the Registrar, by which number his PSEEES 
shall afterwards be identified by the Registrar. 

All answers to examination questions shall be woritten only in 
special answer-books to be provided by the Registrar of the Board 
of Examiners.

Memorial Service. 3 
Mrs. Jane Wells Craven. 


Beloved, in her day, in India, and beloved to the last, in her 
homeland, Mrs. Jane Wells Craven, missionary, passed into Life 
from her home in Evanston, Illinois, at five o’clock in the evening 
of March 11th, 1914. 

Jane Maria \Vells was born in Chittenango, New York, on Febru- 
ary 9th, 1836. She was educated in Chittenango, and at the age 
of 16 began to teach. -Continuing her education, later she became 
a teacher in the schools of Evanston, Illinois, where she taught 
for. several years—perhaps five. Here she met Mr, Thomas Craven, 
a student in Northwestern University, to whom she was married 
at the home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Lee Wells, in Chittenango, 
New York, on July 20th,1870, and within a few days sailed with 
her husband for missionary work in India. 

Mr. and Mrs. Craven were commissioned to India by the Foreign 
Missionary Board of the Methodist IMpiscopal Church, and had, as 
travelling companions to that land, among others, Mr. and Mrs, Edwin 
W. Parker (the late Bishop Parker of India) and Miss Frances 
Sparkes. Mr. and Mrs. Craven were appointed to work in the City of 
Lueknow, where, upon their arrival, Miss Isabella Thoburn was 
among the first to give them welcome. 

The little school for girls, which Miss Thoburn had founded 
soon after her arrival in India, and which has since developed into 
the “Lal Bag Girls ’High School and the Isabella Thoburn College 
for Women,” was the place of first opportunity for Mrs. Craven. 
Here she laboured with Miss Thoburn, teaching and substituting, and 
studying the language—the two friends associating in this school 
work for several years. 

Early in the year 1881, Mrs. Craven, who had taken 

her four children from the heat of the plains where Lucknow 
is situated, to Naini Tal, the nearest station in the Himalaya 
Mountains, at the request of the: mission authorities, openeda 
school for European children. The school grew and prospered, demone 
strating the need and the feasibility of such an institution. After 
afew months, because of an epidemic of measles, the school was 
closed, and before it could be re-opened, the missionary herself was 
stricken with typhoid fever, and later her little son contracted the 
disease, and the school, for that year had to remain closed. This 
‘was the first effort made by the Methodist Episcopal Mission in 
India toward establishing a school for English children in Naini 
Tal. Out of it has grown Wellesley, the joy and pride of English- 
‘speaking Methodism in North India. : 
; In 1882, Mr. and Mrs. Craven, with their four children re- 
turned to America. on their first furlough, aftera term of service 
of twelve years. Mr. Craven returned to India early the fol- 
lowing year, and Mrs. Craven remained alone with their children 
for another year, when she, too, with their family, returned to 
Lucknow. é 
: Home cares made it necessary for Mrs. Craven to refrain from 
accepting heavy missionary responsibility, upon her return to the 
field; but, instead, her ministries took the form of helpfulness to 
other missionaries, and to people who came, unheralded, within the 
reach of her outstretched hand, fe 
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For the most part, Mrs. Craven’s missionary life in India consist- 
edin making greater things possible to those whose lives it was her 
privilege to touch, or to aid ; and she felt and manifested the sweet- 
est loyalty to her friends there. The Mudges, the Cunninghams, the John- 
sons, the Badleys, the Waughs, the Messmores, Miss Thoburn, Miss 
Gibson, Miss Blackmar,. Miss Phoebe Rowe—all these, and others, were 
at sometime contemporary with Mrs. Craven in Lucknow ; and for 
them all her tender regard was constant. Their names and their 
deeds were always of interest, and precious to her. 

Upon her final return to America, in 1888,, when she came 
with her children, again alone, leaving her husband in India, 
she established her home in Evanston, Illinois, that her children 
might be educated there; and there the later years of her life have 
been spent, quietly doing “ what she could ”—«again in the sphere of 
helper to others—in her home, in her church, in missions, in prayer— 
wherever her loving sympathy found opportunity for expression and 
usefulness. 

Forbearance and patience under trial was, in Mrs, Craven, 2 
marked characteristic. In her, in its beauty, was found the fruit of 
the Spirit—peace, long-suffering, gentleness, goodness, faith. She 
lived in the Spirit. She walked in the Spirit. As she had opportunity 
she did good unto all men, especially unto them who are of the 
household of faith. She wearied not—she fainted not. Showing to 
the Spirit, she has of the Spirit reaped life everlasting.

Mrs Julia M. Reeve Henry. 


Julia Mary Reeve was born January 27th, 1870 at Ligonier, 
Indiana. She fell asleep January 17th, 1914 at Lucknow. At the age 
of fourteen she gave her heart to Christ and united with the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church at Ligonier of which her father was Superin- 
tendent of the Sunday-school. She completed the Ligonier High 
School course when she was seventeen and later attended the Terra 
Haute State Norm2l School for two years. She taught school for 
one yearin Ligonier, On the advice of Mrs. Adams, teacher and 
composer of music, she specialized in music and attended the Thomas 
Normal School of Music, Detroit, in 1896. From January 1897 to 
June 1899, she was Supervisor of the teaching of Music and Drawing 
in. the Seymour schools. In 1900, she studied under frank Beard of 
Chicago and was elected Supervisor of Music and Drawing in the 
public schools of Pullman, Washington. She served two years here 
and then returned east to become Supervisor of the Teaching of 
Musie and Drawing in the Ludington Public Schools. She resigned 
this position in 1903, Through all these years asa student and 
teacher she found time for service for the Master, in the Sunday- 
School as a teacher, in the Epworth League as a worker, in the Spiritu- 
al, Social and. Missionary Departments and in the Church as stew- 
andy singer “and insotoy, of the choir, and a member of the 

. F. M. S. Only those who were very ne 
her love for the Master. TAREE Sehr SRO GER Won 
_ October 30th, 1903 she was united in marriage to G. F. 
at Pullman, Washington. After a residence of trbeeeacs % ead 
Idaho, her husband felt that the opportunity to come to Reid Chris- 
tian College was his call to the Mission Field. When he asked her 
what she thought of going to the Mission Field, she replied that she 
was willing to go anywhere he thought the Lord called him to work 

She had always been an active worker in the cause of Missions 

and had assisted in the Missionary exhibit at the International Ep: 
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worth League Convention at San Francisco. Mrs, Shellabear of 
Malaysia had urged upon her the claims of the Mission field. She was 
already engaged to her future husband and felt that she could not 
break her plighted troth. Her volunteering to go with her husband 
to the Mission Field was prompted by her interest in the work itself 
as wellas her unselfish devotion tohim and his work, With hes 
husband and little daughter, Dorothy, she reached Lucknow in 
December, 1906. 

While she was not as active as the wives of many other mission- 
aries yet she had a deep and abiding interest in the advance of the 
Master’s Kingdom. She felt that the two dear children which the 
Lord had given her were a sacred charge, and that her duties of a 
mother should have the pre-eminence, The key to her life in India is 
ene in her devotion to her home and the sacred duties of mother- 

ood. 

All who came into contact with her were impressed by a per- 
sonality of wonderful serenity and poise, which spoke of a reserve 
power and peace which the world cannot give. The brightness of her 
smile and the sweetness of her voice, and the modesty which charac- 
terized her, have made for her a cherished place in the affections of 
those who have been associated with her. 

Though ofa retiring and undemonstrative disposition she has 
wielded a blessed influence in this land and in her life is illustrated the 
truth, ‘that there is no stronger moral force in the world than quiet 
consistency.”’ 

The soul that so deeply appreciated, beauty and harmony in His 
world, and so willingly sacrificed the prospects of satisfying her 
desires, that she might represent her Master in this needy land has 
been rewarded by being ushered into the presence of the author of 
everything beautiful, and by being given a place in that choir invisible 
which delights in singing the praises of our Redeemer.

Mrs Hettie Mansell Monroe. 


Mrs. Hettie Mansell Monroe was born in Altoona, Pa., U. 8. A. 
in May 1862, but her parents coming to India when she was but 
seven months old she counted herself of India. 

Ever ready to help others, quick to learn the language of the 
people about her, sympathetic and keenly alert for service her mis- 
sionary work began in her early childhood. At the age of nine, her 
mothers. Ill-health necessitated the family’s return to America. 
about two years later the saintly mother passed to her reward. 

The motherless girl became the “ big sister ” for her brother 
and little sister, feeling the responsibility was upon her, to make up 
the loss of a mother’s love and care to them. Thus her girlhood 
years were an index of her life years after; for the dominant trait 
of her character was service whenever opportunity made duty clear. 

In college her sunny disposition together with her simple child- 
like trust, won for her many friends. 

Christ-like service seemed natitral to her and many had a new and 
broader conception of the joyousness of a life with Christ, from 
knowing her. 

She graduated from the Ohio Wesleyan University in. 1884 and in 
the antumn of the same year, returned to India under the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. ; 
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Her first appointment was Wellesley, Naini Tal: After one year7 
of faithful and efficient service as a teacher she was sent to Morada- 
bad to work with Mrs. Parker in the Girls’ Boarding School, : 

In mid year, the call to open a college class in Lucknow, which 
for years had been the desire and prayer of Miss Thoburn, became ai 
possibility and t> meet this need, or perhaps better, this opportunity, : 
Miss Mansell was transferred to Lucknow. ; 3 

She was not only teacher, of the first college class but. she had. 
to work for equipment and Government re-cognition and affiliation — 
of this first college for Indian young women. Towards the close of 
that year of strenuous labours, she had enteric, which rendered a 
furlough to America imperative. ; i 

She was on the ill-fated Tasmania which was wrecked off the 
coast of Corsica, and suffered much from the exposure, and hard- 
ships which followed. In 1888 she returned to India and was ap- 
pointed to teach in the Calcutta Girls’ School. After one year’s 
service she was again appointed to work with Mrs. Parker in the: 
Girls’ School, Moradabad. 

Early the following year she was married to the Rev. D. C. 
Monroe, and they were appointed to Sitapur where she had charge of 
the Girls’ School, till they were sent to Agra. 

In 1898 they went to the homeland on furlough, After a few years 
they returned to India but under another Mission Board. be 

Mrs. Monroe’s health failed so that in 1909 she and her family 
were compelled to return to America. This was her very saddest 
home-going, for she knew her health would never permit their return 
to India and the people she had loved from her early chiidhood. 
Those privileged to know her were impressed by her gentleness, win- 
ning personality and simple Christian faith. 

For her, duty meant service for her Master, so she gave her best 
with unstinted measure, wherever sent. Loving tributes have said 
“ she had a simple trustful heart,” that she was courageous because 
her faith in God gave her courage. She was one of God’s choice 
spirits. “ Her gracious fersonality and faithfulness were the 
secret of her success as a teacher and of her loyalty as a friend she 
was a great sufferer for several years, but her letters were always 
cheerfuland full of joy and thanksgiving for her many blessings. 
March 19, 1914, God called her for higher service, she had only to step 
over and she was at home.’’

BAREILLY DISTRICT, - 


Rev. H. H. Weak, District Superintendent. 


If largeness of opportunity could inspire one to great efforts the 
Bareilly District since its reconstruction in January 1914 certainly 
ought to furnish a powerful incentive. The District comprises the 
larger portion of three Civil Districts; has fifteen circuits ; contains 
a population of about 214 millions mostly cultivators and artisans; 
covers a territory roughly 40 by 80 miles in extent; has located with- 
in its bounds the three large cities Bareilly, Shahjahanpur and Pili- 
bhit; and with its splendid system of roads is easily accessible 
throughout. 

To tell the story of a year’s work in this large field is no easy 
task, for if the hardships due to floods, storms, famine, and illness 
were to be brought to mind; the defeats and victories of individuals 
in the struggle against heathenism and the lower elements of human 
nature recounted; and the record of heroic faith and patience truly 
made it would be a lengthy but not an uninteresting story. 

1. Material and property conditions :— 

There are in the district no less than 57 separate pieces of land 
ranging in size from our large properties at Bareilly and Shahjahan- 
pur to the many small plots just sufficient for a worker’s house and a 
small enclosure. On these various pieces of land we have buildings 
valued at about Rs. 3,20,000. At Neoriya in the Pilibhit Circuit a suit- 
able plot of land with houses was obtained for the worker at a small 
cost. Another bit of land was recently given by the Raja of Powayan 
at the village Mauha, and the sites for buildings and playground for 
the Mission High School at Shahjahanpur have now come into our 
possession. The last two consist of about seven acres of land and fill 
a long and keenly felt want. 

The buildings range in sizé from the splendid and subs- 
tantial ones of the Theological Seminary at Bareilly to the simplest 
and most elementary kind of mud hut with thatched roof. The large 
number of infeior buildings formerly acquired may have been a neces- 
sity at the time for economic reasons, but they have proved very 
unsatisfactory, and a constant cause for heavy expense and annoyance, 
In the month of May severe windstorms played havoc with roofs in 
the three north-west circuits of Pilibhit District as well as in other 
placef and the terrific rains in September put fitting finishing 
touches to the destruction. At Bahari in Bhojipura Circuit a 
section of the upper wall fell on the back of the worker’s 
wife as she was trying to save the only chair the little church con- 
tained and caused severe injuries. At -Powayan the rain poured 
through the leaky roof during the dark night and drenched the 
worker with his family ; the result was a little grave three days 
later. The circuit properties asarule are in a wretched condition 
and unless there be a very large expenditure for repairs in the near 
future some of them will be untenable. At Nawabganj the Pastor’s 
house has been without roof for three years. Efforts are now being 
made to get one on that will be permanent. At Kherabajhera one 
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caved-in roof was repaired in a permanent manner and the memorial 
building there was also extensively repaired. For this a grant of 
Its. 50 was given by the Shahjahanpur District Board while Rs. 100 
was also given for furniture. The Mission Bungalow at Lodipur is 
the worst large building we have and with its leaky roof is about 
unfit for habitation durfag the rains and a constant object of useless 
repairs. 1 ; 

2. Hducational work in the District :— 

This is of several kinds and fairly comprehensive. The Theologi- 
cal Seminary at Bareilly under the efficient leadership of Dr. Core 
continues its useful career and sent out a strong class in May (o enter 
the needy fields. The preaching band of the school reaches thotsands 
every month and the students supervise a number of promising Sun- 
day Schools. .The High School for boys at Shahjahanpur has had the 
best year in its history. Inthe Matriculation NMxaminations 57 per 
cent. of the students sent up passed; the fees and grant from Govern. 
ment are sufficient not only to pay all running expenses but also 
to provide all the improvements possible in our present building; 
the attendance this year is 292, 14 of whom are in the Business De- 
partment. This isarecord attendance. A Sunilay-school is main- 
tained regularly in connection with the High School and the attend. 
ance ayerazes about 70. Collections are received from the non- 
Christian students who also furnish a regular Christmas programme 
each year. The acquisition of the new building site and playground has 
already been referred to and it is hoped that before another year has 
passed the new building for which Government has given Its. 40,000 
will be a reality. ‘Che Industrial School and Orphanage _at—Lodhipur 
is passing through avery trying period. In July the in-rush of boys 
from the District was so great that even after a total of 140 had been 
reached a large number had to be denied admission. We had no sup- 
port for the large number admitted but trusted God to provide for our 
needs as He has always done. We did not kno v that the great nations 
of the earth were soon to enter into this terrible war, and that as’ a 
result exchange would be disorganized, the cost of living raised, and 
friends become fearful of sending help lest it should fail to reach its 
destination. Nor did we know that the necessity of strict economy 
would compel peop!e to cease purchasing articles otherwise ordered, 
and asa result the Industrial Department which had been almost 
self-supporting is now almost at a standstill and practically all of the 
workmen have been sent away. Lodbipur has the only Christian 
Anglo-Vernacular Middle School with hostel in the District which now 
has nearly 14,000 Christians ~ According to the reports from the 
Circuits we have 20 per cent. more Christian girls than boys in. our 
schools and one of the urgent needs of the near future is a Christian 
Hostel for boys which might be located at Bareilly. 54 

The Middle School at Bareilly continues to do good work but the 
time has come when, if its usefulness and growth are to be maintained, 
it must be moved to a new location. The building was outgrown years 
ago, is located in one of the most crowded bazars of the city, and its 
continued use means a constant loss to the mission of about one-third of 
the income from fees,because no room will admit a full class of students 
The two large schools for girls at Bareilly and Shabjahanpur are well 
maintained and the girls who come to these schools have the best 
cary and traiving, which money and love can provide. There is a 
Nurses’ Training Class in connection with the Woman s Hospital at 
Bareilly and from this class nurses are Sent out’ to nearly all the 
schools and institutions for women within the bounds of North and 
Central India, ‘he schools for boys at Powayan, Tilhar, and Khera- 
bajhera are among the best of the village type of school, and ‘the 
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latter has now an attendance of over sixty, is rezularly organized as 
an Upper Primary School, with a regular Government grant, fee scale 
and complete equipment. This is probably the best village school 
within the bounds of this Conference. There are in all 19 schools for 
boys in the District and 21 for girls witha total enrollment of 1,585 
nearly half of whom are Christians. A great deel remains to be done 
out in the villages and in the mohallas of the cities before it can’ be 
said that our Christian community is properly provided with schools. 
The fee scale worked out by the Board of Education is enforced 
throughout the District. 

3. Condition of the Church, Evangelistic work *:— ~~ 

The District has a total Christian community of 13,685, and there 
were 1,333 baptisms during the year which is 188 more than last 
year. There were 305 deaths and 236 of these were buried according 
to Christian rites; There are 195 paid workers not including the 
assistants and teachers of our schools. 14 resigne! or otherwise left 
inission service while 7 new ones were added leaving the District with 
seven less workers at the end of the year than it had at the begin- 
ning. There are 207 Sunday-schools with a membership of 7,179, 
29 Epworth Leagues with 1,147 members, and 18 Junior Leagues with 
543 members. ‘There are about 60 voluntary workers who give part of 
their time to mission work. Nearly all classes of people within the 
District are reached with the Gospel message and in the three large 
cities mentioned previously there is an extensive zenana work and 
several primary schools for non-Christian girls. 

About 6,000 women are reached in this way. The Christian com. 
munity is far from having attained even an elementary conception of 
Christian life and couduct. ‘The year passed has witnessed the break- 
ing of many idols, and a movement out of the slavery of the old life 
but tue progress into the new is very slow and far from satisfying, 
Our people give very little of their means for the maintenance of the 
Church and just a little over Ks. 3,000 was collected during the year 
for all benevolences which includes the offerings of the missionaries 
as wel]. Nevertheless progress is noticeable as our Church at Shah- 
jahapur has aow assumed the entire responsibility for its mainte- 
nance. The Church at Bareilly has done this for some t.me, and our 
District Conference spent much time and thought on the question of 
Self-support. The result of this is that the workers have a fuller 
understanding of the need for economy and Self-help and a real 
effort will next year be made to follow the Disciplinary method of col- 
lecting from the whole Church, It is ‘hoped that out of this closer 
attention to details and a more intense application of pastoral care 
and supervision the Church will witness real progress not Only in 
giving, but in spirituality. The past year was a year of widespread 
famine and distress, and the Government began relief works in eer 
places in order to keep the people from actual starvation, It should 

always be borne in mind that the Christian community in this District 
is made up almost entirely from the sweeper caste which in the three 
Civil Districts constituting this District is not a cultivating or land 
holding ¢lass, hence the people as a rule are wretchedly poor and no 
immediate economic progress is to be expected. The sweeper com- 
panity with the exception of Bareilly and Pilibhit Civil Districts, has 
argely become Christian and unless we can reach new classes soo 
our growth will indeed be very slow. Nearly 1,200 inquirers are re tt 
ed and among these are many from the Upper castes, and the ean 
year should witness the baptism of nearly 2,000 in this District. Sj 4 
are nof atall wanting that the Gospel is making itself felt ia woos 
class among the people and there are many who have ahananied 
idolatry and only wait for an opportunity ‘to declare their faith in 
Christ in whom they already believe. “In ‘this connection the work of 
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our Colporteurs and preachers in spreading the Word of God and 
Christian truth is most commendable. During the year 46 Bibles, 110 
New Testaments, 12,192 Gospel portions,and not less than 20,000 tracts 
of various kinds were distributed. Gospel portions are never given 
away but always sold, and the large sale shows that there are thou- 
sands of the more intelligent among the people who are reading. the 
Word of God. That this will bear fruit is as certain as the disappear- 
ance of night at sunrise. 

«. Future outlook. , 

Judging by the achievements of the past and the many signs of the 
present one cannot but feel thai a greater day is soon coming. Thou- 
sands are loosing their faith in the traditions of the past and look 
with eager eyes for something better. The entension of Primary. edu- 
cation means the awakening of a great people from centuries of sleep. 
Customs are rapidly changing, the sentiment is strongly in favour of 
Christianity, and there are thousands of secret disciples everywhere, 
It does not require a seer to anticipate the day when this large Dis- 
trict may become twe or threeDistricts and when instead of counting 
our Christians by the hundreds, we shall count them in thousands. 
With the coming into the Church of the higher and educated 
elasses our Church willtake on greater independence and - achieve 
greater victories forthe Kingdom. Its intellectual life will reach 
much higher levels, education will be more generally prized, and the 
sins and weaknesses which now so beset us will belong to a past stage 
of growth. My main thought is that we of to-day are largely making 
the Church of to-morrow whatit will be. That the structure may. not 
be hay nor stubble but one that shall stand the test of time, stress 
and storms, and prove worthy of the great price paid for it, we need 
divine guidance and the spirit of the saints and prophets. 


BIJNOR DISTRICT. 


Rev. L. A. Core, District Superintendent. 


The visible results of the year’s work may ke summed up ina 
few words. Over 700 persons have been received into the church 
through baptism, of whom about two-thirds .have come from 
heathenism, the remaining one-third being children of. Christian 
parents. Our community has been reduced by 233 deaths. Several 
of these have been from among our workers. One case in particular 
deserves mention. Benjamin McGregor who died toward the close 
of the year had been for more than forty years a faithfui witness 
for Christ in the city of Najibabad. For a large portion of that 
time he was in charge of the work, in that station and surrounding 
villages. He was one of the best Known and most highly respected 
citizens of the city. Every body knew and loved ‘“ master sahib” 
as he was familiarly known to all. : 

The Christian community of the District now numbers 8,652. 
There has been a slight falling off in the numlers which is difficult 
to account for. Taking last year’s record as a basis and deducting 
the deaths and adding for baptisms we should have had over 
nine thousand. |The difference can in part be accounted for by the 
fact that over half the male population are in the various bill 
stations nine months in the year, some serving in the hotels and 
others in the municipalities or in private homes. In some of these 
stations we have no mission and consequently no. way of keeping” 
in touch with our people. Deatbs are not always reported and 
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besides some of them get permanent service and do not return to 
their homes on the plains. ; ; b 

Successful war has been carried on against idolatry in all its 
numerous forms. In some of the mixed communities where a]l the 
members are not yet Christians, there still remain the old shrines. 
The owners of these generally offer stubborn resistance to the idol 
breaker but many of them have been destroyed including some very 
ancient and much venerated shrines. Much however remains yet 
to be done in this direction but all are determined to fight it out to 
a finish. Idolatry and customs which are the outgrowth of idolatry, 
permeate every department of life, religious, social and industrial 
so fully that it will linger long ere it finally takes its leave. 

An opening has been made among the chamars (leather workers) 
which we hope will be the beginning of larger things in the near 
future. This class numbers 130,000 or nearly one-seventh of the 
‘entire population of the District. Much workhas been done among 
them and here and there some results have followed but in limited 
measure. We do not think the long looked for and much prayed for 
break has yet come but we do feel that progress has been made 
toward that end. Nearly 50 members of this large community have 
this year enrolled themselves as Christians. No sooner had 
they taken the stand for Christ than fierce persecution broke out 
with the result that several of them after trial were sent to jail. 
Knowing the:weakness cf so many new converts we greatly feared 
that they might be frightened into recanting but our fears were 
groundless. ‘hey were men of better stuff, than we had dared hope. 
Others from this community are ready and once the break comes 
hundreds and thousa'.ds will be ready to fall into line. 

One of the phases of the work that has received special emphasis 
this year has been the sale of Bibles and portions. Every worker 
has become a colporteur and goes forth on his daily work with a 
small packet of Bible portions to sell as he goes about preaching 
aud looking after his converts. In this way over three thousand 
portions have been sold. Special stress has been laid on the 
importance of getting a Bible ora portion at least into the home 
of every Christian. Although the great majority of the heads of 
families are not able to read yet they take great care of the book and 
when the pastor comes or some other visitor who is able t» read. 
He is invited to read from the “ family Bible.” We are glad to report 
that hundreds of families have provided themselves with this “ family 
Bible” and we hope during the comming year to get it into the hands 
of the remaining heads of families. ; 

As the District Superintendent lives in Bareilly and finds the work 
of the Theological Seminary very absorbing he gets little time to go 
about the District and visit the remoter points. However in this 
respect the work has not su‘fered as the resident missionary and his 
wife have made full proof of their ministry in their zeal for the work 
and in their energy and devotion to it, They have spent nearly all 
the season when it was possible to be out, visiting the villages and 
helping the workers and encouraging. the village communities, thus 
coming into close touch with places 1emote as well as near and gaining 
a first hand knowledge of the condition and’ needs of our extensive 
village communities. 

_ Of the work of the year Mr. Titus writes: “ Besides visiting all 
the more than fifty workers and hundreds of villages, during the year 
and helping as best we could, we held summer schools for one week 
in August in each of three centres, to which all the men and women 
workers were called. Here they studied the Bible, Sunday-school 
methods, prepared for their Conference examinations and each even- 
ing met together for special religious service. Such occasions are 
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long remembered by the workers and are of great service in brighten- 
ing up the experiences of those who for the rest of the year live in 
remote places, in uncongenial surroundings and have few opportunities 
for mental or spiritual improvement. 

The quality of village Christians produced will depend largely on 
the quality of their pastors. Hence every step taken to improve and 
develop the pastor must ultimately mean spiritual growth and 
development in the flocks which they shepherd. This is our. hope 
and we believe we can see some signs of its being realized. The 
people know more about Christianity than they did a year ago. Our 
pastors are using specially prepared monthly Bible lessons with their 
people. Where this course has been followed intelligently and 
consistently even the lowest and dullest among the villagers are 
beginning to get a grip on the lessons taught. The capacity of the 
average villager for dullness is astounding but we have been delighted 
to find villages where they have not only learned to sing with real 
enjoyment and fervour some of our simpler sougs but where men, 
women and children can tell with remarkable accuracy and understand- 
ing several Gospel stories. The number of those who have this year 
learned toread the Bibleis very gratifying indeed. 

Every indication points to the fact that real and definite 
progress has been made in the spiritual life of the people. The 
number of enquirers grows from year to year. The people listen 
better to the Gospel story. There are unmistakable signs of the 
growth of Christian character among our people. One of our men, a 
servant in a Kuropean club in the hills had in the course of his duties 
to handle wines and other intoxicants. He was urged by his fellow- 
servants to joinin with them in indulging in such intoxicants as fell 
to their share. This he steadfastly and consistently refused to do. 
Word reached the ears of the secretary of the club that one of the 
servants was preaching total abstinence and he was summoned, The 
sahib appeared to be very angry and demanded to know his reason for 
such conduct. He replied that he did it because he was a Christian. 
The man then demanded some proof of his faith. The servant 
triumphantly produced a Bible seeing which the secretary said: 
“It is all right. You have proved your case. Be true to your 
principles.” Inone of our village communities the people have of 
their own initiative organized evening services and appointed a man 
to read a short portion of the word after which permission is given to 
any one who wishes, to speak on the subject of the lesson. In 

_another place they have a village League in which the Mercy and 
Help Department work is carried out with considerable spirit and 
zeal. 

Miss Means writes of the work of the Lois Lee Parker Girls’ 
School as follows: 

“ The work has been going on as usual and the school has been 
as full as finances and accommodations would allow. Twelve girls of 
the two upper classes have been sent to Bareilly for the year because 
of lack of room in the hostel and for lack of room for a staff large 
enough for the whole school. This:is only for this year, however, as 
the new buildings are in course of erection and will doubtless be ready 
for occupation by the next school year when we will be able totake in 
all the girls of the district wanting to come. A portion of land has 
been purchased from the General Board and a new hostel, school 
house, and manager’s house are being built, which will make this 
school, which has long been known as having very poor quarters, one 
of the best plants in the Conference. 

There are 67 girls here besides the 12 -in Bareilly, six Indian 
teachers and one Anglo-Indian Assistant. The girls are mostly the. 
daughters of Mission workers, and generally mar1y workers when 
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they leave school so that it is the purpose of the managing body to 
prepare them for active Christian work.” : 

Two things more deserve mention. A new home for the girls of 
the Bijnor school is now under construction. Itis to be known as 
the Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School in honour of Mrs. Parker who with 
her husband the late Bishop Parker opened the work there more than 
fifty years ago. A generous contribution was made for this much- 
needed school from the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society which 
was supplemented by a substantial Building Grant from Government 
and soon we shallseea home for the girls a schco]-house and a home 
for the lady in charge of the school. ’ f ; x 

The second thing that we take great delight in mentioning is 
that a beginning has been made toward a home for the Christian 
boys of the District while they are attending school. Their sisters 
have been well provided for in this respect for years but similar 
provisions have never been made for the boys. A generation or two 
of missionaries have longed and prayed and laboured to this end and 
now in the providence of God it is given to us to enter into the fruit 
of their labour. Owing to the generosity of two warm friends of 
missions in the homeland we have been enabled to make a modest 
beginning toward the equalizing of the opportunites of the young 
people in the District. Soon we hope to have a home sufficiently 
large to accommodate forty boys and capable of expansion as the 
need arises. 

The foundation stone of these two buildings were laid by Bishop 
Warne, November the 11th., in the presence of a large number of 
missionaries many of whom had worked in Bijnor, and of Indian 
Christians and others. It is with deep gratitude that we thank 
God that he has made it possible for these two much-needed institu- 
tions to be added to the working plant of the District. We also take 
this opportunity of recording our gratitude to the donors of these 
gifts, whose generosity. has brought in sight the realization of a vital 
need of the District. 


BUDAON DISTRICT, 


William Petters,—District Superintendent. 


The year has been full of noteworthy incidents. The most impors 
tant was that the revival month from February 15 to March 15th., was 
spent by the Christians of the District in holding meetings at various 
places, Iam glad to say that all were richly blest. As far as possible 
I too spent my time in different Circuits where nearly 400 new converts 
testified to having received new hearts. Every preacher in charge 
has similar success to report. 

In these meetings most of those euquirers who have not accepted 
Christ as their Saviour because of their hard heartedness were soften- 
ed and their hearts melted and they gladly accepted Him. They 
forthwith destroyed idol altars and other idolatrous marks and dedi- 
cated those very places to God. When we find such persons accepting 
Christ, we are filled with high hopes for the future believing that the 
Lord Jesus will surely be glorified. 

During the year an attempt was made to open work among the 
Chamars on an entirely new basis similar to the method now in use in 
the North-West India Conference and in the Tirhoot District of the 
North India Conference. These are the people among whom they 
have such a successful mass movement. A few chamars were ready 
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for baptism but they were detained from baptism uutil such time as 
all should be ready to come into the fold of Christ. When only a few 
become Christians there is considerable trouble and much strife over 
such questious as'the right to use the public well. It is therefore 
expedient to baptize them in large groups. We are confident that we 
can thus get them for<they seem to be much nearer to becoming 
Christians than ever before. 

The social status of the Christians is far better than that of the 
class of people from whom they come. Their moral standard is also’ 
higher than that of their former brethren. This change is in itself: 
a miracle. For example, (1) They formerly had no conception of. 
the sanctity of the marriage relation. Now they have, (2) Form- 
erly they were slack in observing Christian burial rites ; but now 
they think it their right and duty to observe these rites. In this 
there hasbeen much progress. (3) Formerly they mingled freely 
with their idolatrous friends even to the extent of joining in with 
them in their idolatrous rites. They have now so far progressed that 
they not only themselves abstain from such intercourse but also 
they encourage those who are weaker in the faith to abstain. 

Evangelistic work has greatly heiped the cause but there is asad 
lack of educational work. Had the latter been on the same scale as 
the former there would have been more of an uplift in both moral 
and social conditions. Still what little we have has benefitted the 
Christians and there has been so great a change for the better that 
even non-Christians have been favourably impressed. The Christians 
have been continually exhorted to prove themselves worthy of bearing 
the name of Christ before the heathen and to strictly observe the 
rites and custom of the church. We have been very much encouraged 
by the success in this line of work. 

It is evident that there are hundreds of true enquirers from every 
easte and creed ready to accept Christ but small things keep them 
from openly confessing Him. They have real religious zeal and an 
eager desire to find the true Saviour. ‘his is a new development. 
When they have so much light and have come sonear we are positive 
that some day they will openly confess Him. 

This year the temporal condition of the Christians has been very 
poor. We have had famine conditions for several years and the Chris- 
tians have not had an opportunity to better their condition. The pres- 
ent war and other difficulties have fully impressed and convinced 
them that they must stand on their own legs and face the troubles to 
come. ‘They have individually and unitedly decided and agreed to 
maintain the finances of their own church, to an extent hitherto not 
attained and to attempt to make their own church as nearly self-sup- 
porting as possible. We have strong hopes that we shnll succeed in 
this. 

The statistical report for the years is as follows : Total Christian 
community, 13,992; Baptisms during the year, 633 ; Sunday-school scho- 
lars, 10,182; Members of the Senior League, 746: Junior League, 335; 
paid workers 158; unpaid, 69; raised for ministrial support, Rs. 1,078; 
Vernacular schools for boys, 34; pupils, 623; boys in the Anglo-Verna- 
cular School 215 (this school is self-supporting) girls in the Anglo. 
yernacular girls’ school, 102. 

Although the work in this district is very old and people have been 
Christians for yearsso much so that hundreds of workers have gone 
out from here to other conferences and are doing good work, yet there 
are many things which require our careful and prayerful attention 
in order to build up astrong church. Twenty-three have been married 
and 174 buried according to the Christian rites, There are 86 voluns: 
tary workers. Eight shrines have been destroyed. In addition to this 
there has been a sure and steady advance in the spiritual life of the 
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people. The non-Christians of this District are coming to know the 
Lord Jesus Christ and althourh some time ago the high caste people 
were against us, thinking that all the Christians were from the low 
caste now they are accessible. 

We have sincere enquirers among the high castes also, that is 
among the Brahmans and Thakurs, ete.; but they are not yet ready to. 
endure suffering for the sake of (hrist. Theyare afraid that if they 
become Christians they will be turned out of their homes and depriyed 
of all that they have and disowned by their relatives. And this is 
true, for in this country it is not an easy thing to accept Christianity. 
I wish you could see with your own eyes some of the hardships our 
conyerts have to endure for the sake of the Master. 

In a village a Thakur was under our instruction and mixed freely 
with our Christians although he was not baptised. His friends treat 
ed him very unokindly, turned him out of his house and kept on per- 
secuting him until he had proved that he hid never eaten with the- 
Christians nor had ever been baptised. They received him back but 
after much persecution. ; 

The work among the low castes is not so difficult and our work 
among them is most promising. 

The sweepers are almost all brought to the fold of Christ in this 
District. There are only a few left who have not received baptism 
openly: Most of our people are poor agriculturists. 

This year their crops suffered terribly from floods! and locusts, 

and they have not got along in other things as well, so this has been 
a hard year.to them in every way. 
-. We had regular preaching workin our melas. ‘Tracts, Bibles, 
and Scripture portions were sold and distributed. ‘The Sunday-school 
and Epworth League have had a good year and their members have 
tried to render some service for the Master. 

Our great need is systematic teaching of our Christians and their 
children. 

Hundreds of enquirersand their children are knocking at our 
doors to receive instruction but owing to financial difficulties we 
have to shut the doors against them. 

We hope to lay the burden of the support of one or two pastors 
on each circuit this year. 

The Lord Jesus is with us, and helps us every year, and every 
month and quarter of the year. 

The District Conference was held in October. At first there were 
a good number of revival meetings in which the workers as well as 
the boys and girls received spiritual blessings and it was a very 
happy time. Bishop Warne and others addressed the meetings, and 
it is hoped the work will benefit greatly by their instructions. 

Miss F. A. Scott and her teachers and Bible readers did their ~ 
work very well. Sometimes Satan, as usual, tried to check the pro- 
gress of the work with his machinations but by the grace of God 
the devil was repulsed ip every direction. 

From the beginning of the year Miss A. Means carried on the 
Girls’ Boarding School work wisely and lovingly, 

Six girls were sent up for the middle and all passed, two of them 
gaining Government Scholarship. From July Miss C. Easton has’ 
peen working as Superintendent of the Sigler Girls’ Boardiug School 
because Miss Means was transferred to Bijnor, In spite of the 
transfers of the Superintendents and assistants the work has been 
going on well, special efforts are now made for the spiritual 
advancement of the girls. 

_ The Boys’ A. V. Middle School also shows improvement in manage. 
ment as well as education. _ 

It has 215 boys and its monthly expenditure amounts to over 
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Rs. 400, we get nothing from the mission for this school because it is 
self-supported. E Peseta 

'__ Two 6oys were sent up for the High School scholarship: competi- 
‘tion and both passed. One of these boys was a Christian and he stood 
‘higher inthe District Board Scholarship list. 

‘ The Boys Boarding is getting on well and the parents of boys are 
beginning to pay their fees in accordance with the rule of the Board

EASTERN KUMAON DISTRICT, 


- Rev. Geo OC. Hewes, Superintendent. 


- While the month appointed for Revival effort in February and 
-March is a most delightful time on the plains, it is far otherwise in 
the{mountains, for thereit is a month of cold weather, with rain and 
Sometimessnow. Notwithstanding the inclement weather, our Pas- 
tor in Pithoragarh, tried faithfully to observe the month, but 
the’ people took little interest and but little result was observed. 
In the month of June advantage was taken of Brother J. R. Chitambar 
being in Pithoragarh to hold special services for a week. The wea- 
ther being fine, workers came from surrounding circuits and all 
seemed to get an uplift. Much confession of faults took place,and 
forgiveness was asked one of another. One young man,a student 
in Almora attended the meetings and although the son of Christian 
parents, at the close of an after-meeting he professed conversion. 
Another young man, the sonof Hindu parents desired and received 
Christian baptism. Many went back to their homes rejoicing in the 
blessings God had given them. 

An interesting incident occurred at Bhateri in the Jhula 

ghat Circuit. Our teacher there, who is an Exhorter, desired a 
few bamboos from the clump in the village, to make a barrier or 
fence. The village men refused, saying that the deota or spirit who 
lived in the bamboo clump would bring some misfortune upon any 
one whocut down any bamboo poles without sacrificing a goat, and 
they did not want tospare any goats. He then asked if he might 
eut down for himself and if there was any harm, it would not be 
their’s but his, and they agreed. They thought he should offer a goat, 
but-he told them that he would not for he was a Christian and the 
spirits could not harm him, for they were nothing. While he was 
cutting the bamboos, the men watched to see what would happen to 
him and for days afterward they kept inquiring after him and his 
family, until they were convinced tha nothing would happen. Now 
he says that they will not offer any more goats for that 
spirit. 
: ‘Another incident happened in Bhc: Wild beasts had been kill- 
ing the cattle of the villagers, and the priest told them to sacrifice 
a goat and give two rupees to the priest and the spirit would not kill 
any more of their cattle. They didso and the first night the finest 
animal in the herd was killed. They resolved not to offer any more 
sa2rifices to:that deota. In this way people are slowly losing their 
faith in their idols, but are so superstitious that they goon wor- 
shipping other idols, for India has: more gods than it has - popula- 
tion. 

The women of India are not asking for suffrage, -but in 
Pithoragarh they are better treated. by husbands and .mother-in-laws 
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because of the Mission being there. For many years there. has been 
a Home for Homeless Women, and hundreds of ill-treated wives and 
widows have gone there for refuge. Many Hindu women now deman 
better treatment than they once received, by threatening :to go to 
the Home and become Christians, and they succeed. ‘The result is 
that year by year fewer women runaway to the Home. Quite a num- 
ber of our younz preachers and school boys were brought by their 
‘mothers in this way to the Home where they have grown up under 
Christian instruction and have become preachers and teachers. One 
of the chief causes of wives leaving their homes is that the husband 
takes a second wife. : me 

Education is backward in Eastern Kumaon, but the Mission 
schools have stimulated the Hindus to give more attention to educa- 
tion and the Government Inspectors too keep pushing ‘education to 
the front. Pithoragarh has had a Vernacular Lower Middle 
School almost from the beginning of the Mission and time 
after time Englishhas been introduced and dropped from lack 
of support. English classes have been kept up now for ‘three and 
a half years but thereis fear that it will have to be again drop~- 
ped because of financial stringency. An English Boys’ School of 
equal rank with the Girls’ School in Pithoragarh is one of our great- 
‘est needs. 

Our _Pithoragarh Mission Vernacular School has for years held 
first place in the whole Kumaon District. But I now hear that our 
Lohaghat Mission Boys’ School has won first place this year. This 
is the school which is aided by the Educational Society of our Con- 
ference. Last year oneof our Pithoragarh Mission School boys stood 
highest in the Vernacular Middle of all the schools in the Almora 
District. 

‘Mission schools in Eastern Kumaon have been a great aidto 
education in the District, but unless we maintain a good English 
school the Arayas will supplant us in the education of the masses. 
A Hindu pandit whoon two and three rupees a month fees gets more 
boys. than we can for six annas a month, and his teaching is not 
of avery high order either. If we could afford to keep a Chris- 
tian Head Master who had passed his B, A. degree, we could get many 
boys. - 
v Miss Budden and her band of men and women spend a few weeks 
each winter in the Bhabar and find the Tharus very accessible, but 
we lack the funds for maintaining work there the year round, and 
so building up a church. This is our most promising field fora Mass 
Movement. 

Bhot is still without a missionary, and the Bhotias are still 
holding off. Every one of the band of Christians there wants a 
Mission salary, and those who are not employed think themselves 
unfairly:treated, but the income for Bhot, since Dr. Sheldon’s death, 
which she received from special contributors has almost disappeared. 
We shall regret very much if the Bhot work has to be closed, and 
valuable property lost to our Mission. : 

‘There are three Christian settlements in different directions 
from Pithoragarh, in which we feel that real progress is being made, 
although not as much as we desired and hoped for. ‘These Chris- 
tians as wellas another little groupin vithoragarh itself, support 
themselves by farming andafew by buying and selling goods, and 
are becoming independent. Ithink many of them are growing in 
grace as well. Several support themselves by tailoring. It is very 
difficult for a Chrsitian to get a start in Eastern Kumaon, where 
caste prejudice is so very strong and the population is Brahman or 
other high caste, but gradually the Christians will find places, es- 
pecially if helped a little at first. ; 
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We do not deceive ourselves by thinking that the lowest caste 
of hillconyerts had any very high spiritual motives in becoming’ 
Christians in the years gone by. Even now after twelve or fifteen 
years, some say that, “the mission made me a Christian and now it 
should provide for my Support.” In Almora where ‘our own Mis- 
sion has no work, and where the London Mission is the evangelical 
agency, aman cameto me begging for money, saying that he was 
in the way of becoming a Christian. This shows not that one mis- 
sion any more than another desire converts to come in this way, but 
that the feeling prevailing throughout the hills is, if any one be- 
comes a Christian and cuts himself off from caste and family, that 
the mission is under obligation to provide him as good or better 
livelihood than the one he lost. It seems almost impossible to get 
new converts from dependent classes to think any differently, and 
our chief hope is in the children. These converts do not like much 
work, and if by chance they get more money than usual in hand, 
they have no thought of putting aside, but get more luxurious food, 
and eat all up in a day or two, and thenask for more saying there 
isno food inthe house. Such are great trials to the missionary. 

For each Christian community a Pastor is provided who holds 
Sunday services and instructs also during the week and by precept 
and example tries to lead the people up from material to spiritual 
ideas. These are cared for as tender plants with the hope that in 
time they wi 1 grow strong and fruitful. 

_. While we have but little of gain or progress to report, we are. 
thankful that we have not lost ground. Up to the present, Pastoral 
support has come almost entirely from paid mission employés, and. 
has not advanced this past year. Mission. employment has been. the’ 
goal to which most of our young people have aspired, but it will not 
be possible to employ all in future. Pastoral Support cannot improve 
very much until some profitable employment may be found by those 
not on mission salaries. At present the opportunities aside from land 
and tailoring are very few. Although not yet in sight, we hope for a 
time of ingathering when the church will be ready to care for large 
numbers of converts. 





 GARHWAL DISTRICT. 


Rey. P. S. Hyde, District Superintendent. 


A Hindu pilgrim, toiling up the Himalayas toward the shrine of 
Badri Nath emhosomed in the snow-mantled Himalayas, was met by a 
Christian preacher who began to speak of the true way to find salva- 


* tion. The pilgrim exclaimed, “ What! even here in these distant moun- 


tains, the abode of our gods, these pesky Christians at work !” His 
surprise, if not his annoyance, might be shared by any traveller along 
the tortuous paths into these broad mountain regions on coming sud- 
denly upon our Mission station snuggled in the lap of a great smil- 
‘ing, hospitable mountain. 

How did these Americans happen to get away up here is a ques- 


~ tion not at all infrequent. The answer is of particular interest now 


as the decision to enter Garhwal was made in December, 1864, just 50 
years ago. It was a British official that called the attention of our 


, Mission to this vast region, the largest civil district in these Provinces, 
then without a missionary. Genl. Sir Henry Ramsay, Commissioner 


of this Division, while dining in Naini Tal with Bishop Thomson, who 
had come to India to organize the India Mission Conference, urged 
that the mission enter this region beyond and substantiated his advice 
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by subscribing Rs. 4,500 for the work together with a monthly con- 
tribution of Rs. 75. 3 

At the first session of the India Mission Conference the Bishop 
made this appointment in the Moradabad District; Garhwal, J. M. 
Thoburn. The future Missionary Bishop was then on his first fur- 
lough. Upon his return to [i.dia he came to Garhwal and gave two 
splendid years to this backward district, laying the foundations of our 
educational and evangelistic work. 

_ Now after 50 years what do we have in Garhwal? I hesitate to 
present statistics because they will be disappointing to those not 
familiar with the peculiar conditions of the hills. The occasion calls 
for facts as they are. These facts, if appraised at their true value, are 
no cause for discouragement but they carry the promise of great 
movements in days to come. 

At the present time our Christian community numbers 764, men, 
women and children. ‘hese are found in about 44 villages, scattered 
over the big district, but the majority live within comparatively easy 
reach,— as mountaineers count ease,—of Pauri, the centre of the dis-. 
trict. We have 37 men, and asmany women workers. A considerable 
number of our Garhwali Christians have left the district and so our 
statistics do not show all now living that are fruit of our mission 
work in Garhwal. There was an apparent falling off in numbers from 
852 in 1913 to 764 in this year, but there have been no actual losses, 
the decrease being due to revision of records and a weeding out of 
those that have left the district or have lapsed entirely into hea- 
thenism, if indeed they ever really left it. There have been fewer 
than 1,000 baptisms of non-Christians during the half century and 
fewer than 100 during the past ten years. This year six adults were 
baptized. | 

Why we have not had more results sufficiently tangible to. bulk in 
statistics is a question some of our workers have been asking on their 
knees with tears. 

We cannot complain that we are not well supplied with workers 
True, the workers are woefully few. But in proportion to our Christian 
community and to the population of the district the mission gives us 
comparatively a good number. ; 

Missionaries, too, whose zealand commanding faith are the en- 
during heritage of the church, have in days gone by served Garhwal 
devotedly. Thoburn,; Mansell, Wilson, McMahon, Hill, Messmore, such 
names as these show what sort of faith and fervour and sense have 
been brought to bear upon the peculiar problems. of the hill work. 

Conservatism is packed and weighted down in the hills, the accumu- 
lation of centuries, like their glaciers in the snowy range. Hill folk- 
are not quick to make changes. The classesof people among whom. 
mass movements are taking place on the plains, are few and far bet- 
ween in the hills,—especially, far between, a fact that hinders that com=- 
munity consciousness that makes mass movements possible. They are 
under the thumbof their Hindu masters, who can deprive them of 
their scanty livelihood. If they think of becoming Christians, they 
want assurance that we will undertake to find them means of support. 

Then, our Christians are scattered and this fact has hindered 
growth, Fully a fourth of our membership are without the blessings 
of Christian community life. Theycan be only rarely visited by a 
pastor. Asingle Christian family in alarge Hindu community, am- 
enable to Hindu landlords, without pastoral supervision, is not likely. 
to develop a true type of Christian life, with sufficient vitality to lead 
others to be Christians. There are only 5 or6 places in the district 
with congregations of as many as ten people outside those on mission. 
support.. At the same time there are 7 of our 18 stations where there 
are. no Christians outside of the families of the workers stationed there, 
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_)| Moreover methods employed in early days fostered notions now 
difficult to dislodge and make present methods less popular. Touched 
with great pity for the people in their ignorance and poverty, we used 
money freely in those days. Scholarships were given to non-Christian 
boys, Girls were hired to attend school, to use the words of an early 
eae of our work pecuniary help was given to inquirers and con- 
verts. 
Furthermore, the cost of touring the district both in time and 
money, bulks very large. To visit every centre where paid workers. 
are stationed requires 34 days for actual travelling. Those used to 
travelling in the Himalayas will understand that by the time one has 
bound up his luggage, has gone through the storm and stress of des- 
patching it by unwilling coolies, has ridden from 10 to 25 miles over 
mountain bridle paths, has on arrival at his destination unpacked 
again, pitched his tent and prepared for the night, after all this, one 
has not very much time or strength left for other things on that day. 
If the Superintendent should travel only theordinary day’s March it 
would take him at least 50 days in the saddle to visit every centre. 
This does not include the time necessary for inspection of the work or 
for evangelistic ours. Couple this with the fact that for the past 12 
or 13 years at least, the Superintendent has carried heavy work as a 
teacher in the High School. My predecessor, the late Mr. Messmore, 
taught 30 periods a week while the present Superintendent teaches 19 
periods, subjects that require much time outside of teaching hours, 
Thus it can be easily understood how sorely the district has suffered 
from lack of supervision and of the personal presence of the Superin- 
tendent on the spot. 

It takes money tooto get about in the hills. One round of the 
entire district costs Rs. 221 if the Superintendent limits himself to five 
coolie loads of baggage and thatis not luxurious travelling, as one 
must carry a tent, a bed and commissariat, besides personal effects... 

This difficulty concerns the lady evangelist as well. And as our 
circuits are large in territory, touring involves no little difficulty for 
our preachers in charge. 

‘Then there is a considerable phase of our work that is not likely 
in the present state of work in India to yield known results. ; 

Garhwal is the holy land of the Hindus. These majestic moun- 
tains, the birthplace of rivers that spread fertility through the vast 
plains below, are regarded as the abode of gods. There are two 
famous shrines set high on mountain sides beneath eternal snows. 
These are visited annually by not fewer than 50,000 people from all: 
parts of India. Some of these pilgrims are sightseers and adventurers 
but not a few, I think, take the difficult and costly journey with a 
vague hope of some sort of gain for the soul. It is an impressively 
sad sight to see them trooping along, most of them old people, bear: 
ing without complaint the rigours of the six weeks’ journey in the 
mountains. At three stations on the route our preachers proclaim 
the true way of salvation. The pilgrim as a rule on the way to the 
shrines is impatient of interruption and resents the implication that 
he is not on the right way. His heart is firm witha great resolution. 
and he pushes on with the zest of an eager hope. But he returns a dis- 
appointed man. “I have not found peace” is a very common testimony. 
And he takes a new interest in the gospel message. eorat 

Thus while working in an obscure corner of India, we scatter seed 
over the whole empire. ‘ 

I know of but one instance of results from this work. ase 

A number of years ago a tract was handed a passing ‘pilgrim, 
‘That man, then a fakir is now a professor in a Presbyterian Schoo] of 

Theology and he speaks of the influence of that tract given him. jin 
Garhwal in leading him to become a Christian. vast 
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Has our work been worth while? Yes, emphatically yes. ‘The 
help we have been able to render this little mountain kingdom is’ well 
worth the time and treasure’spent. A prominent Hindu citizen recent~ 
ly wrote an appeal for funds for our High School and said, 
“At a time when there were no Government English schools in 
this district, when people had to send their children down to the 
burning plains to get a mere elementary English education, and that 
at prohibitive cost and great risk to health, this noble Mission came 
to our help and lifted us from ignorance to enlightenment. The 
educational history of the Chopra Mission is truly worthy of the great 
American nation which has been supporting jit. Think of a people 
thousands of miles away, generously devoting their money to the 
education of our children. We are glad to acknowledge the success 
with which the noble efforts of these philanthropic people have been 
crowned. Most of our men of light and leading, distinguished title 
holders, patriots and scholars, are products of the Chopra Mission 
School.” 

Our Mission is appreciated by our hill people. Our Indian work- 
ers are respected. 

Surely the leaven of truth is at work in some of the hundreds of 
those that have passed through our schools. I was recently visited 
by a high caste Hindu of very respectable family, who lives in a place 
far from any Christian workers. He was a pupil in the little school 
in Pauri when Bishop Thoburn was there. Those that know say he 
reads our Scriptures regularly. He declares that his full trust ig in 
Jesus Christ. He told one of our preachers of having spent a night in 
prayer to Jesus Christ. He regularly subscribes for and reads the 
Kaukab. Doubtless there are many others in the district of the Nico- 
demus type. = ts 

- If the late ex-president Harrison could declare after seeing the 
now sainted Miss Singh that, if he had invested a million dollars in 
missions and she was the only product, he would have considered the 
money well spent, then [am sure that the Master of the Aarvest, 
looking upon not one but a few score of His redeemed in Garhwal, 
choice, fine spirited, loyal and true, does feel that they are worth 
what they have cost and that His work in Garhwal has been worth 
while. The small company of Christian workers now in. the district 
are pledge of a great and glorious work, whichI believe is not far 
‘distant. ' | : 

«4. Rarly in the year Miss Huffman, M.D., was transferred from 
“Ppauri to take charge of a tuberculosis sanitoriumin Rajputana. Thus 

“the work so auspeciously begun by her has been closed. That it 
should not remain closed permanently is the earnest conviction of the 
missionary company in Garhwal as well as that of our entire Church. 
Woman’s work is peculiarly difficult in the hills. Our hill women are 
not shut up in Zenanas aud are therefore less easily accessible. They 
work the fields, gather wood and cut grass. Their work is never done 
and they have little leisure to listen to our Bible women. Very few 
non-Christian girls are in our schools. Our woman’s work isin a 
backward state. The most encouraging developments in this line 
came in connection with Dr, Huffman’s work and I voice the needs of 
our district ‘is earnestly urging that Medical work be. re-opened in 
Garhwal as soon as possible. : 

Our girls’ school under Miss Yeager’s efficient care has had a good 
year. Ithas been maintained at its usual high level of efficiency in 
spite of exceptionally difficult conditions. Our district evangelist has 
toured almost the entire district and her presence and teaching have 
been of great spiritual benefit to our workers. Pee 

Be patient with us in the hills. Our work is slow. But we see signs

In the eight years of our experience’ on Gonda ‘District, [£ have 
had no such an uplift as came to me in the gathering darkness 
of an evening in October at a humble village in the Bahraich 
district. I dare not give its location for to do go, even in out 
conference report, might result in making an earnest people target's 
of persecutions stronger than their simple faith can yet bear. 
Friends, are you awate that our enemies ‘often read our reports 
more eagerly than do Our own people? They read that they may 
learn our plans and locate our little flocks to destroy them. 

Mission work is not now what it was a decade or two ago. 
Then almost every where the mission preacher could draw a crowd 
that respected him,even though hesitating to accept his message. 
All India long since would have accepted Christ, if Christianity ‘were 
less exclusive and would only permit itself to be engrafted on 
idolatry ; if our Christ would only consent to become an additional 
avatar (incarnation) in the Hindoo pantheon. Our fathers in this 
gospel work faced no such organized forces of opposition to their 
message and methods as oppose us to-day. They were treated 
generally with indifference or silent contempt but we go no where 
now that enemies do not watch us. We visit no village or homes 
that their emmissaries do not follow us to calumniate us before 
the villagers and to steal away the seed before it can germinate. 

The sad thing about this is, that timid villagers, only slightly 
indoctrinated cannot face these false prophets in argument, cannot 
stand in the storm that is raised about them, and fall before the 
onslaught of persecution and its nameless terrors. : 


ConpDITIONS IN GONDA ‘DIstTRICT. 


Perhaps no part of North India has suffered more in this respect 
than has Gonda District. I have taken the trouble to go through 
all the reports from the beginning of our work here. AsI write, 
itis just fifty years since Dr. Butler taking Bishop Thompson visited 
this Trans-Gogra region and resolved to open work in Gonda. Samuel 
Knowles was appointed here in January 1865 and this conference 
brings you the fiftieth report from Gonda. At first there were no 
converts, then one, then more until, first and last, the baptisms -in 
fifty years amount to the respectable number of 6,36i1—an average 
of 126a year! But our church records show to-day a: Christian 
community of only1,327! Where are the remaining 5,034? 

The law of averages can account for only about two thousand 
by death and removals, which still leaves three thousand unaccounted 
for. Where are they? I answer, “ They are for the most part in the 
villages oppressed by fear, the victims of a system of persecutions 
and terrors and consequent doubts that they were too weak to 
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face, Possibly the old hunger that led them to accept baptism has not 
been entirely quenched, is only suppressed, and under favourable con- 
ditions it will again burst forth. © 

So hard has it been to hold converts against this opposition and 
so much do these people suffer from it, that I have wonderei1 whether 
we ought not change our tactics and meet these changed conditions 
with methods modernized and suited to present day crises. .Personal- 
‘ly, I have come to feel that we are culpable when we take these child- 
like villagers from the security of their old faiths by baptising them, 
and thus render them targets of opposition before they can be suffi- 
ciently indoctrinated and protected. Wedothem a soul injury when 
_we baptize them as isolated individuals or as little groups here and 
‘there that can have no cohesion, and have only more or -less 
remote touch with the general Christian community that to them is 
seemingly far from real or sympathetic, — 


> Reflections.. 


If these three thousand Gonda converts of the past could know 
each other, could only be made to feel the enthusiasm of numbers, 
could discover that they are a part of a conquering host, would it not 
make to them every difference in the world? If only individuals here 
-and there are baptized, (and this is and must be still the condition 
almost all over Oudh,) they are almost certain to be overcome by the 
cruelty and power of the enemies of our Christ. But if we can 
Manage to win people in their corporate groups, such as families and 
whole caste organizations, we must succeed to their lasting joy as 
well as to our own. . To me this is the strongest reason for our con- 
serving the “ mass movement ” idea where it exists, even though: it 
bring in many weaklings, and by wise, carefully directed methods, to 
start a mass movement where it has not yet appeared, masses can 
forge ahead where individuals cannot advance a pace. +; ; 


Action. 


For two years I have been exhorting our workers not to baptize 
individuals from any caste, have insisted that the man who is worthy 
of being received into our community by baptism, will be all the 
stronger if he first be set to work tactfully to win some body 
else. Thus we may hold individuals off until communities are 

athered and instructed prior to baptism. But I could not get my 
workers to see this. They said, “ Sahib, if we hold people off in this 
way we will have no baptisms to report.’ I assured them that I 
would not blame them. In spite of my requests and assurances, they 
went ahead in the old ruts, had about a hundred weak and scattered 
converts, a few from each circuit, only some of whom are making 
good, while all might have been saved: by the method suggested.’ P 
: A year ago I changed my request and made it acommand to ‘my 
helpers to apply to the district over except in Basti, where the condi- 
tions,are different and where Padri John Net Ram, is a cautious and 
successful soul-winner. 1 ordered that there should be ne baptism 
without-my permission from among non-Christians, except in families 
where-one or more members are already Christians. I signified my 
intention of visiting the workers and of testing all their candidates, 
I,made several transfers with the purpose of enforcing this com- 
mand. BY i

bhi The plan has worked. ._My uplift in that little village of mud 
huts is one of the results, It came about in this way. Ina goodly, 
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town, where we could record hitherto seemingly little except defeat, 
I exhorted my men to hunt out and interest only such men among 
simple villagers as seemed especially intelligent above their caste- 
fellows, were well spoken of, and listened most earnestly and were 
courteous to them, These leaders they .were 10 invite to meet me 
secretly somewhere by day or by night far away from the maddening 
crowd,—from the braying donkeys, the barking dogs, the hourly 
bickerings, the squalling children and the screeching Jezebels of the 
villages. I did this because at their homes we can seldom get into 
serious conversation even for a moment; but away in the quiet, such 
as they have at their village panchayat (clan trials) we hoped to be 
able to give several hours to earnest consideration of their conditions, 
let the desire of Christ come into their lives and effect changes in 
these conditions. The workers were not to desist from their general 
preaching and visiting, but they were to give their especial thought to 
get seekers to attend these secret meetings, where only eight or at 
most ten, of the more earnest and influential villagers were to be 
present, 


The Story Continued. 


One such meeting in May, wisely followed up bythe Indian preach- 
er and his staff, who entered heartily into the plan, resulted in the 
baptism of a group of entire families twenty-nine persons in all; 
these had been trying to introduce other groups through us to our 
Christ. In our eight years on Gonda District, we have never had 
anything like this before. Two other circuits have such groups in- 
terested and are carefully instructing them. To my mind a delay of 
months is beneficial to inquirers and will result in muore intelligent 
and better prepared converts. | feel certain that these October con- 
verts understand fairly well that their turning to Christ will bring to 
them bitter opposition and I assured myself that they have had no 
improper motives placed before them. They ouglt ito be able under 
‘wise care to adhere together and hold on to Christ. I myself talked 
to them of the trials in store but I pointed out the glory of overcom- 
ing and what it would mean in changed possibilities for themselves in 
the near future and for their children after them. 

Bahraich, Basti, Nanpara, and in a measure Balrampur Circuits 
have already profited by this method. Gonda, Kaisarganj, Colonelganj, 
Mankapur and Bhinga are still very backward, but the workers there 
too must wheel in to line or get out of the business. 


Encouraging Features. 


All our schools are full to overflowing, our boys boarding has had 
a successful year. We have now one normal trained graduate, one of 
our own boys who is teaching in our school and there is another in 
training. Every school prospect grows brighter. The girls’ school 
under Miss E. Rexroth is earning more and more the confidence and 
approval of the Government Inspector. The Government has helped 
introduce improved methods, and now a lot of bright little ones 
taught in these methods arecoming to the fore. We must secure 
like conditions for small boys. Several of the girls have married 
boys from our school and are settling down among us as workers and 
home-builders. This too is an especially encouraging feature of this 
year and has in it much hope for the future. Gonda has had to de« 
pend in the past for its workers on other districts. I believe that this 
necessity is fast removing. 


Farewell to the District. 


At this conference we expect to give the district. over to others 
and go home on furlough. While we regret that we have had no real 
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mass movements, there is this consolation that we have done our best 
and are leaving better hopes for a staff of indigenous workers to 
train the masses when they do come, and we have reasons to rejoice 
that coming seems now to have drawn very nigh. 


The Simpsons. 


We must not fail to record our appreciation of the coming of 
Rev. C. F. Simpson and Mrs. Simpson to work with us. We had count- 
ed on their staying. As it was, they lightened our labours at a very’ 
crucial time, but for which we probably could not have pulled through 
the year. It has been a matter of great regret to us that the unusual 
situation in Lucknow took them from us just when their interest had 
become personal in both boys and people. Gonda was nuch benefitted 
by its association with this earnest couple. 

Brethren, Gonda is still in the fizht for victory. - 


HARDOI DISTRICT. 


Ganga Nath Shukul, District Superintendent. 


Hardoi, the headquarters of the district, lies on the Oudh and 
Rohilkhund Railway 64 miles from Lucknow and 39 from Shahjahan- 
pur. Unlike the other towns of the district, there is very little 
of ancient or modern interest about the place. Tradition traces the 
name to Hardeo Baba, a devotee reputed to have lived more than a 
thousand years ago. An ancient tree is pointed out as marking the 
spot where he lived, and in October and March a small mela is held 
at it in his honour. Another tale it derives from a Thathera Chief- 
tain named Raja Harnakas. The fact that the debris of a Thathera 
fort are still to be seen, in the shape of a high irregular Khera cover- 
ing about 16 acres to the south-west of the present town, lends prob- 
ality to the latter derivation. The town, itself is largely built of 
bricks dug out of the old Thathera remains, and traces of their oc- 
cupation are continually cropping up here as elsewhere throughout 
this interesting district. : 

‘ihe present town appears to have been founded some seven hun- 
dred yearsago by a body of Chamar gawn from Markanjari near 
Indore, who under their leader Sale Singh, drove out the Thatheras 
Sede es fortress and settled down close to it. : 
p orty-two years ago the total population of the district w 
845, 293 Hindus, 85,824 Mohammedan and 9 Eurasians, not cota 
Indian Christian was to be found in the whole of the district. 

: Many battles have been fought on the plains of the Hardoi Dis- 
trict, for years Hardoi was the borderland between the Wazir of Oudh 
and the Afghans of Rohilkhand. With the exception of Bilgram 
which is said to have been founded in 1217 A. D. the towns in the dis- 
trict of Hardoi were of very little importance before the British took 
charge of the district. In Shahabad, Pihani and Sandila siens of 
Mohammedan pre-ponderance and occupation are still to be found in 
the anes of rk and mansoleums. 

ince Hardoi was made a civil station, its importance i - 
‘ed. Besides the spacious Government Court petite there tole 
eek esl arn a Sore pie at School for boys, and the Calvin 
ibrary buildings. few pakka bungalows an i 
oe recently been put ts = ee 
n 1871 Hardoi was occupied as a Mission Station. i 
was only a circuit of the Bareilly and the Oudh Districte Tt ale: 
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separated from the Oudh District in 1902, and Hardoi District was 
formed comprising of Hardoi, Bilgram, Sandi, Sandila, Mallwan, 
Shahabad, Unao arfd Safipore. In the beginning of this year Unao and 
Safipore were cut off from the district and put in with the new dis- 
trict of Rae Bareli. The’ writer of this report took charge of the 
district in the last week of January. All the circuits in the district 
have been visited and more than half the sub-circuits and villages 
where workers are stationed. The Gospel tidings have been preached 
from village to village aud many hearts have been touched. Though 
the number of converts has not been very great, still we have reason to 
be thankful for what has been accomplished. Credit is due to the 
pioneers, who have done faithful work and the fruit of their labours 
and prayers is apparent in the existing Christian community. Con- 
verts have come out of all castes and classes. The majority are from the 
sweeper and Chamar classes, but a sprinkling from the other castes 
and classes is also to be found. 

Christian Community: Full members 536. Probationers 765, bap- 
tised children 630. Total 1,931. 

Baptisms during the year: Children 80, Adults 77. Total 157. 

Sunday-schools, 73; with scholars 2,714. 

Epworth Leagues, 9; Members 283. 

Christian Workers: Mrs. Parker, Superintendent of the Girls’ 
School and W. F. M. S. work, Miss Hadden, W. F. M.S. Missionary, 
Miss Fredrick, W. F. M. S. Assistant, Indian members of the Confer- 
ence 6, ordained Local Preachers 6, unordained Local Preachers 14, {4 
of them are unpaid) Exhorters 8, other male workers 18, other female 

workers 43, Christian teachers 13. Total workers 111. 
‘Girls’ Boarding School: Mrs. Parker writes, “ There are 81 on 
the roll, 79 Christians and two non-Christians. Seventy-six girls are 
boarders and three are day scholars. Five girls went up for the Gov- 
ernment Anglo-Vernacular Middle examination, four passed. The 
School is fortunate in having had Miss Hadden in charge of the Educa- 
tional department since July. The “ Carrie George Banei Home meets 
a long felt need of the School.” The dormitories, school building and 
the ladies bungalow stand on an open and spacious plot of land. 

Boys’ School: In the Boys School we have 57- on the roll, 42 
Christians and 15 non-Christians. Of the Christians students 28 are 
boarders. There being no School building, classes are held in the 
back rooms inthe Church. A separate School building is urgently 
needed, as well as a new hostel for Christian Boys.. While there are 
only 28 boys in the hostel, in the girls hostel there are 76, the reason 
is, we have no means to support more boys and no room to keep them. 
It is very sad to see, that the education of the boys is being neglected 
in nearly all the districts of our North India and North-West India 
Conferences. Besides these two schools in Hardoi, we have several 
schools in the district, in which a few boys and girls are being educat- 
ed. 

Oolportage: Thréecolporteurs are working in the district. One 
at Balamau Junction in the' Sandila Circuit, one at the Hardoi Rail- 
way Station. Both are being supported by the National Bible Socie- 
ty of Scotland. Another is stationed at Shahabad and is supported 
by the North India Bible Society of Allahabad. The sales have been 
‘satisfactory, Bibles 47, New Testaments 91, and Gospel portions 
3,878. Besides the above many Christian tracts have been sold, while 
a good number have been distributed free. ; 

Spiritual Condition: During the month of revival, meetings were 
held in all the mohallas, villages and towns, where Uhristians are 
living. Many that had become careless about their faith and duty 
were awakened, but there are many more, who need the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost to become better men and women. Plans have been 
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made @ra better campaign next February. We hope tobe able to 
call workers from the places where Mass Movement is in swing. For 
all purposes Rs. 741-12-0 have been collected in the.district. 

To fully understand how the above amount has been raised, an 
explanation is necessary. The major portion of the amount has been 
contributed by the Mission Workers of all grades. In Hardoi we have 
four families, who have given Rs. 55 towards all the collections, Rs. 5 
were given by a Zamindar (land owner) family in the Bilgram 
Circuit. Rs. 62 was collected from the Government officials of Hare 
doi. The year 1914 being a year of scarcity, apparently no amount 
has been collected from the village Christians. As far as could be 
ascertained from the reports made at the District Conference, the 
workers do not feel the responsibility and the urgent necessity of 
taking small collection from the village Christians. Here and there 
a few annas were received. Every effort is being made to inculcate the 
habit of giving help for the support of their workers. 

Baptisms: This year are nearly the same as last year. The num- 
ber of enquirers reported under instruction was 189, it is hoped that 
many of these will be baptised next year. So far there are no in- 
dications of a Mass Moyement in the district. The work amongst 
the sweepers in Shahabad has been going on for years, the communi- 
ty numbers now 597, but the majority of the people are still weaklings, 
and have not yet learned that to give is better than to receive. The 
same may be said of other stations, instead of giving, they expect 
the Superintendent, when even he visits their. mohallas or villages 
to help them. Financially the year 1914 has beena hard year, this 
made it easy for the Superintendent to say that he had no money to 
give away. Some of the workers in the. district have spent 20 and 25 
years, in the work, and it is so difficult to make them understand, that 
a child to become a man must grow, so that he may be able to stand 
on his own legs. Wearenot disheartened, but feel that the Lord is 
going to help us to raise these dispondent Christians, and make them 
better men and women, men and women who will bring others to 
Christ. 

There is no reason to be depressed about the work in the 
Hardoi District. A community of 2,000 Indian Christians is found 
in the district. Many workers have been raised up, trained and 
sent to the Bareilly Theological Seminary there they have creditably 
graduated, a few of them are working in our own district, while 
many are to bé found in other district within the bounds of our 
own Church, Some have gone into and jo:ned other Missions, because 
our funds were limited and we could not engage them. At present 
two of our young men are studying in the Seminary at Bareilly, one 
has been sent to the Teacher’s Training School at Moradabad, several 
of our young men and women are students in the Reid Christian 
Collegiate School and Isabella Thoburn High School at Lucknow. 
Two young men have been recommended for the Seminary this year. 

The work of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society is under the 
Superintendence of Mrs. L. S. Parker, who passed her 80th birthday 
this year. Mrs. Parker’s vast experience and motherly care are every 
where in «vidence. 

Hardoi District is advancing slowly, but steadily.. We are pray- 
iog for such a rivival as will result in a great movement amongst the 
hamars and Pasees toward Christ. Pray for the work and workers 
of Hardoi. 
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KUMAON DISTRICT. 


S. S. Dease, District Superintendent. 

Kumaon has three large circuits: Tarai and Bhabar, Naini Tal, 
Dwarahat. Taking the first in order, the Tarai and Bhabar, we have 
here our most fruitful field. We planned to have workers at all im- 
portant centres and we have succeeded beyond our expectations. 
There have been a large number of accessions this year, in this circuit. 
We find many emigrants from other parts of India, some of them have 
heard the gospel message in their homes and seem hungry to hear it 
‘again. There are two tribes of aborigines on this circuit, the Tharoos 
and the Bhokshas, both may be called demon worshippers and both 

_like all non-Hindu tribes, are easily reached and quick to respond to 
our teaching. Inthe Bhabar or Tarai jungle section, our Christian vil- 
lage of Isainagar continues to be fairly prosperous. The former Chris- 
tians are independent and all they ask of us is spiritual supervision. 
We have had to close our school in Haldwani by reason of the opening 
of a Government School that took away our pupils. This was one of 

‘the oldest schools in the mission but was not a very successful enter- 
prise. In the Dwarahat Circuit we have a prosperous school that has 
many friends among the non-Christians. Money has been liberally 
subscribed toward its support. The people are good givers as shown 

by their gift of Rs. 300 to the War Relief fund, which amount exceeds 
that given by a neighbouring large station. The Hindu hostel built by 
the non-Christians is full and another is needed, and I believe money 
for this also will be forthcoming. The Inspector of schools urges us 
to make our school 4 high school but we have not the funds to accede 
to hisrequest. The Government has given us a grant to enlarge the 
school building, which has been done, now another grant is offered if 
we will still further enlarge it. A fine site for a playground has 
been marked out by the authorities and we hope ere long to have it 
in our possession. Within the bounds of this circuit are stations 
where we carry on work among the pilgrims returning from the 
shrines, This we consider a promising part of our work. The visit 
and Jabours of Miss Hill, a lady evangelist, resulted in many conver- 
sions among the boys and girls. In the Naini Tal Circuit we have 
received a grant from Government that enables us to add eight more 
elass rooms to the Humphry High School. When the building is com- 
pleted this school will have all the accommodation it needs. Ht has 
been necessary to remove the Hindustani parsonage and rebuild it on 
another site. Mr. Phillips the Headmaster of the High School is popu- 
Jar and efficient and the school is prospering. The inspector takes 
especial interest in this school and is always ready to help. Regard. 
ing the Hindustani Church, Brother Prabhu Dayal has ministered with 
his usual diligence to a very scattered congregation. We have been 
privileged to have had the assistance of Mr. Sirkar of Bareilly for 
nearly two months and the congregation eujoyed and were helped by 
his services. We have some very able Indian Christians in our congre- 
gation who are always ready to help the pastor. We haye had a good 
year and the church has prospered. In respect to the English Church, 
the attendance has been good, but the war has enterfered with the 
military side of our work as but few soldiers remain in the station. 

‘This has also had its effect on our collections. The attendance at the 
Philander Smith College and Wellesley High School has been good 
and in spite of long continued sickness in both schools, the results have 
given satisfaction to the Inspector of schools. Mr. Busher felt it his 
duty to offer his services as an officer, and was accepted, but we trust 
at the close of the war, he will be with us again. Regarding the gener- 
al condition of Kumaon the spiritual atmosphere of the district is 
changing and it is very encouraging to find what a large number both 
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know about Christianity and admire its teachings. We are Ied to 
believe that some day there will bea movement that will add large 
numbers to the Church. 





LUCKNOW DISTRICT. 


Rev. E. Stanley Jones, Superintendent. 

This report was written in a hospital andif it is dull and sleep- 
producing please remember that the atmosphere in which it was 
written was filled with anesthetics. The thing that impresses one in 
reviewing the year’s work in the Lucknow District is that the year 
opened with great promise and ended with indifferent results. Dr. 
Core in his usual sympathetic manner wrote to me in May: ‘‘ It 
looks as though the movement that a long line of faithful District 
Superintendents have looked for in the Lucknow District is about to 
come.” And truly it did. Enquirers seemed to be ready by the hun- 
dreds and a great break seemed imminent. I hastened to get through 
with putting up buildings in Sitapur to get to the front of the battle. 
Our objective was the beginning of July for a great advance movement, 
The buildings were completed but the battle front was not the objec- 
tive. Perhaps we needed to learn more of passive bearing rather 
than active doing. At any rate the movement now seems to have 
waned. It isin that dangerous stationary stage. If their hearts 
become cold we may never reach them but the battle will be pressed 
as never before. Frankly our greatest difficulty has been to get the 
workers to work whole-heartedly among the low castes. Some have 
responded nobly but many have yet to arrive at full consecration to 
Him who made himself of no reputation and counted it not a thing to 
be grasped at to be on an equality with God. 

; There have been numerous changes this year in the District. The 
name of the District was changed from “ Oudh” to “ Lucknow.” The 
Rae-Bareili end was cut off and two new circuits were added, Mohamm- 
diand Puranpur, while a third, Daliganj, was formed. Sitapur has 
been made the headquarters of the District thus saying a missionary 
and placing the superintendent in a more central position in the Dis- 
trict. Practically every department of the work hasa new head. The 
Bishop and the Agent of the Methodist Publishing House seem to be 
the only fixtures. Rev. C. L. Bare, after many years of faithful, eft- 
cient, Christ-like service as principal of the Reid Christian College, 

_resigned and the principalship of the College was placed in the capable 
hands of Rey. T. C. Badley; Miss Ruth Robinson after a term of 
tireless. work went on furlough and Miss Davis has been the acting 
principal of the Isabella Thobnrn Coilege; Mrs. Thoburn has b:en ap- 
pointed Financial Agent of the institution, a new position, but one 
that has fully justified itself; the illness and home-going of Rey. J. 

_ Waskom Pickett made necessary the mid-year transfer of Rey. C. E. 
Simpson from Gonda to the English Church; Miss Hoge of the Dea- 
coness Home was appointed to the charge of the District Zanana work 
thus relieving Mrs. Jones of a very heavy burden. Miss Gantzer came 
to us in July and has been doing splendid service in Lucknow and out- 
stations. Mr. and Mrs. M. Wells Branch have gone on furlough and 
Mr. J. N. Hollister has taken the place of Mr. Branch in the College 
Hostel. One member of the District, Mrs. Henry has been transfered 
after a beautiful life among us to the Church Triumphant. This 
necessitated the home-going of Professor Henry and the children. The 
Isabella Thoburn College has been reinforced by two new teachers 
Miss Bacon and Miss Crouse. And last but not least of the changes 
has been the loss of Dr. Core from the District as Superintendent. 
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So the changes in’ personnel have been great and we hope for the 
most part have been for the better at least like the telegrams in re- 
gard to the Allies “the positions have been maintained all along the 
front and we have made some progress.” 


There have been ubout-a hundred more baptisms than last year 

while self-support, in spite of it being a famine year, has increased 
about 1,500 rupees. The increase in ‘self-support has come niostly 
from the two Lucknow churches, the Hindustani Church in particu- 
lar. 
: This church under the pastorate of Rev. J. R. Chitambar has had 
a good year although the serious and prolonged illness of Mrs, Chi- 
tambar has made the year a pecularily trying one for Bro. Chitambar. 
During a financial crisis in the church when it seemed that on account 
of the removal of a good many paying members the church could not 
support its pastor without outside help a few of the memters got 
under the burden and after a most thorough canvass all the expenses 
are being met with a safe margin besides. 

We regret the home going of Rev. J. W. Pickett and especially 
under the circumstances. We pray he may soon be restored to per- 
fect health. His work has been good particularly in gathering adher- 
ents into the church as members and strengthening the financial con. 
dition. The Duncan White Institute has put in a new tennis court, a 
number of socials have been held and a good work among the young 
people maintained, The church has continued the support of the 
worker in the Tirhoot District. Rev. and-Mrs, C. E. Simpson .have 
come into their work with faith and expectancy. Some conversions 
have taken place and congregations are fairly good. 

The appointment of Miss Hoge to the District work leaves the 
Deaconess Home vacant. We hope some one will be appointed at this 
Conference. - 

Mr. Meek besides his work at the Publishing House has found 
time to use his magic lantern in the bazaars of Lucknow and the 
surrounding cities. Large crowds are attracted and many gospel por- 
tions sold. 

‘The work in Char Bagh has been carried on by Rey, O. D. Wood in 
addition to his duties at the College. A Sunday morning service, a 
Sunday-school and a cottage meeting in the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
James have been kept up. During the Revival Month tent meetings 
were held in the compound of Mr. James and there were some bright 
conversions. We must hold on to Char Bagh. The Railway people 
are as important to our English work as the railways are to the coun- 
try. They form the bulk of our Anglo-Indian community. The Rail- 
way Board, despite the efforts of the Church of England, has decided 
that the new church about to be built is to be a union church. 

; In the evangelistic work of Lucknow city Rev. Yakub Shah and’ 

_Rey. Jawala Singh have both done effective service, each ministering to 
distinct classes. For the educated classes Bro. Jawala Singh holds two 
meetings a week each in the Ganeshganj and Nakhas schools. These 
are always crowded to their capacity and sometimes to more than 
their capacity. The open air preaching in Aminabad Park have creat- 
ed such a stir that the Magistrate requested that the meetings be dis- 
continued during the war. Bro. Yakub Shah’s work among the low 
caste people is less spectacular but none the less effective. Given a 
dozen men who would work as indefatigably among the sweepers and 
in a very short time all the thousands of the Lucknow sweepers woul 
be Christians. 

The principal of the Isabella Thoburn College writes: “This has 
been a good year for us, a year of many changes in our staff, but the 
work goes on in the same spirit of faithful service. The College and 
Normal School have shown a decided increase in enrolment, and we 
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have opened a training class for girls who have passed _ the eighth 
standard, though the number enrolled is small, so far. We are glad 
to see each increase in the Training Department as one is almost op- 
pressed with the oft-repeated request for teachers when so few are 
available. 

“Tam frequently asked why our girls do not go into Mission 
service, so have been looking up the history of our Normal School 
graduates, and have found that of the twenty-five that have passed 
out in the last five years sixteen are at present teaching in our 
schools, four others have taught for one year at least, two are teach- 
ing in the schools of their own Mission and only three have given no 
Mission service. Of this year’s class of six, four have previously 
taught in our schools and all will teach in Mission schools next year. 

“The girls are at work but we need more girls for our Training 
Department. This year seven Rs. 20 Government scholarships are 
unused because no one has applied for them. 

‘“ We are pleased to see that the ideals and ambitions of our 
College girls are getting beyond examinations and reaching out after 
whatever will enrich their own lives and better prepare them to be of 
‘help to others. This is shown by the use they are making of the Col- 
lege library, by their interest in Mission Study Classes, First Aid and 
Home Nursing Classes, Sunday-school Training and city Sunday- 
school work and in the study of India’s problems in their weekly 
Social Service Class, 

‘“ Among the school girls the Motto of their Messenger Service is 
‘becoming more of an unconscious ideal, 

“ Fully settled in our new High School building we feel that we 
are really beyond the days of camping and make shift and the work is 
thoroughly organized and systematized. ee 

“ Daily we are learning that our Christianity is not athing apart 
from our work, but that even the regular routine, the small tasks 
that make up each day’s work, if honestly and faithfully done may be — 
“an offering unto Him.” 

The principal of the Reid Christian College writes: : ' 

“ The enrolment in the College for 1913-14 was 285; Department 
of Commercial Education, 140; Collegiate School,1,313; Nakhas School, 
223, making a grand total of 961. The enrolment in the college 
classes represents an increase over the previous year of 45 per cent. 
This unprecedented growth, though very welcome, severely taxed the 
resources of the college building and staff. All emergencies were 
adequately met however and good work was accomplished in spite of 

the unusual demands made on the professors. 

“The institution is under a deep debt of gratitude to Dr. Bare for 
14 years of devoted, self-sacrificing service as Principal. During his 
administration remarkable progress has been registered in every de- 

‘ partment of the institution. He has seen the enrolment of the col- 
“lege grow from 60 to 290; under his supervision the commodious 
’ Osman Caldwell Hostel, and the magnificent Sam Fairfield Memorial 
High School buildings have been erected and he left approved plans 
’ for a splendid new Hindu and Mohammedan hostel. More than this he 
has left the invaluable legacy of a Christ-like life lived among us, 

“The deeply lamented death of Mrs. G. F. Henry in February 
made it necessary for Prof. Henry to go on furlough in the interest of 
his children. His absence is keenly felt, but provision has been made 
for his work and it is hoped he will return before long. 

_ “ In February, the Board of Trustees authorized the strengthen- 
ing of the College staff by the addition of two American Professors 
one for the Artsand one for Science classes. : 

“ The College was affiliated for the University Commerical Certi- 
ficate Course during the year, Prof, M.’ Wells Branch was ‘granted . 
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furlough for a year in order to take the special course of studies in 
higher commercial subjects, preparatory to the opening of the Uni- 
versity classes in commerce, 

“ Notwithstanding the handicap of working with insufficient 
equipment, Mr. Langdon has the satisfaction of seeing the Collegiate 
School well organized and ready for successful work. With the mag- 
nificient new building, the splendid American desks and seats, and the 
thoroughly equipped Science Laboratories, there is not much to be 
desired in the line of physical equipment and the time for intensive 
development is recognized as being at hand. 

“ The plans for ‘the new Hindu and Mohammedan hostel which is 
to accommodate more than 100 students have been approved and it is 
hoped that the Government Grant will be sanctioned in time to begin 
the érection of the new building before the beginning of the next 
school year. - 

‘“ A St. John’s. Ambulance Brigade Corps has been organized by 
eh S. S. Day of the Y.M. C. A. beside his spiritual work in the Col- 

ege. 

‘“ The moral and spiritual:tone of the College and School has been 
good but.it is felt that the professors have been too heavily burdened 
with class room duties to enable them to utilize, to a satisfactory. 
degree, the. precious opportunities for more definite Christian service 

“ The needs of the institution are, 1. Endowment to provide for 
additional professors. 2. Scholarships for the support of worthy Chris- 
tian students. 3. The hostel for Hindu and Mohammedan students. 
4, Anew college building to meet present needs and to provide for 
future growth.” 

Throughout the District the usual lines of missionary . activity 
have been carried on. Mela work is becoming increasingly difficult. 
Others are preaching besides the Christians, We need not fear this. 
Opening up the non-Christian religions can have only one ultimate 
effect—the reaching out after something better and that something 
can only be Christianity. 

There has been one death among the workers Bro. Prem Dass. 

‘This year we have tried to fulfil our motto: “Every worker a 
colporteur.” This has resulted in a greatly increased sale of the 
Scriptures. ; 

Miss Ekey writes of the Girls’ School at Sitapur: 

‘¢ We have had a good year in the Girls’ School. During the year 
there have been enrolled 132 girls and we have had a full staff of 
teachers. Two of the girls passed the Government Examination and 
are continuing their studies in the Isabella Thoburn High School and 
the Normal School, Moradabaa. 

“ Early in the year we had an epidemic of measles and a number 
of cases of pneumonia. Fora while the school looked very much like 
a hospital. Dr. Gimson kindly sent, a nurse who wasa great help. 
Otherwise the general health has been good. 

* Our girls are enthusiastic Epworth Leaguers. They delight to 
take part in the League services. Many have asked for work that they 
may earn money for the Pastor’s Fund.” 

‘The new Primary Boys’ School building has been completed at an 
actual cost of Rs. 11,000, estimated cost Rs. 15,000. Besides this about 
150 feet. of new pukka’ servants’ quarters have been put up. These 
have all been finished without debt and without asking anyxhing from 
the Missionary Society. 

The Boys’ Primary School under Mrs. Jones with her corps of 
women teachers is now in about perfect. working order. At present 
there are 84 boys in the school, practically all of whom.are under: 12 

years of age. The object this year has not been to push the boys on 
but when the regular prescribed course is completed to introduce extra 
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reading and extra subjects not found in the curriculum. Notwith- 
standing this taking bright and dull boys together they have aver- 
aged a year and a half’s work in one year. Of course some have done 
better than this. But the thing that pleases us most is in the distinct 
change in morals among the boys. The boy who does not live up to 
the standard of moral purity soon finds himself in trouble with the 
other boys. They do a)l their own work very happily. One father in 
putting in four boys said there was only one thing that would break 
his heart and that would be to have his boys do any manual work. 
But the boys themselves were so unhappy in not being allowed to 
work that the father gave his consent before the year was out, 

The church at Sitapur since October last has undertaken to 
support its own pastor. This has aroused a good deal of enthusiasm. 
Classes have been formed among the women and girls in which they 
make things to sell for the support of their pastor. 

One feature of the work which I have enjoyed most has been 
among the educated classes of Sitapur. Among the lawyers and 
judges a class has been kept up at the Indian Club. The class was 
started as a class on Comparative Religions but gradually turned into 
a Bible class. The discussions which were allowed were keen but 
friendly. The Hindus are more inclined to sift things than the . 
Mohammedans. For instance the discussion was getting close, dig- 
ging at the very foundation of the Mohammedan faith, only in an 
incidental way. A keen Mohammedan saw this, so to divert matters 
arose and said: ‘“ Well your religion is theoretical. You sit and talk 
about your’s. Mine is practical. See!” And he deliberately walked 
a little aside, spread his prayer mat and began to say his prayers. 
That was his practical religion! Our definitions of practical religion 
would differ somewhat. 

‘In a series of addresses I was asked if they might ask questions 
on the last night. Iagreed. -They got the finest lawyer of Sitapur to 
prepare a case on what I had been saying. And he prepared thoroughly 
too, with great piles of papers he came. The burden of his objections 
was the failure of Christianity in Western nations. Of course this 
was beside the point. But I was struck with the complete turn things 
took when I stressed Christ without the background of Western civil- 
ization. In painting His beauty I stopped and said “Oh, I wish I were 
like Him!” My cross-examiner interrupting me called out “I-do too, 
I do too.” And he meant it. India wants Christ but hesitates about 
our.Christianity for I fear they see there is a difference. 

Another incident illustrates the intense religious nature of the 
Indian. There is an Agricultural Fair held under Government: aus- 
pices five miles from Sitapur. The chief idea is to promote improve- 
ments in Agriculture but there are horse races, gymkhanas, wrest- 
ling matches and sports. No touch of religion in it. The Indians 
were not satisfied with this so some of the leading men came to me and 
asked if I would not give an address on Christianity in the Durbar 
tent. Permission was granted by the officials. Two Hindus a lawyer 
and a judge signed and sent out the notices. At the last moment the 
officials thinking over the matter felt (and perhaps rightly so) that 


| the having of a Christian lecture inthe Durbar tent might be inter- 
_ preted by the people as meaning that the British Government was 


behind the propagation of Christianity. They suggested that the 


_ lecture be given in the wresting dunjal with its rising rows of ti 
| allround. Ileft it with the Hindus. They were fuclwaie tie ierats 


ling dunjal for a religious lecture! they said. How could Government 


| feel this way, they argued, when Hindus sent out the notices and a 


Hindu was to be chairman. They would not agree. The lecture was 
cancelled. The incident points out two things. One is that India 
wants something more from us than race horses and shows—she wants 
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Christ. The other is that when India does accept Christ she will put 
Him in the first place and will not be ashamed of Him. He will go to 
the Durbar tent not the dunjal. 





MORADABAD DISTRICT 
Rey. R. I. Faucett, District Superintendent. 


With the addition of the five circuits of the old Pilibhit District 
the Moradabad District becomes the largest in point of members of all 
the work in India. In point of area however we have a very compact 
district. The number of baptisms for the year is just over 2,200 which 
brings our total church membership to 29,666. This shows a good nor- 
mal increase for so large a work. We are not satisfied though wejare 
encouraged with what we have done during the year. We are living in 
the midst of such great possibilities that ordinary success looks almost 
like failure. Of course it is essential to the proper growth of this 
vast number that we keep a large number of preachers and teachers 
moving among them all the time, doing the work of ministration. 
admonishing, instructing and all the other duties that fall to the lot of 
the pastor, It is but fair to say that these workers are the ones upon 
whom we depend to do the work; the missionary may be the inspira- 
tion and guide for them but they are the ones that come into touch 
constantly with the multitude and through whom God will speak, if at 
all, to the people. 

The greatest success of the year has been the inspiration that has 
come with the adoption of a new system of self-support. It bids fair 
to revolutionize our whole work, placing it upon a natural foundation 
which will be a blessing to the minstry and laity alike. The financial 
phase is to get the support of our evangelistic workers from those 
among whom they labour but this is the least of the benefits that will 
come since this question is fundamental to the moral and spiritual 
progress of the church andits workers. At our District Conference 
we gave a call for men that would thus go out among the church with 
dependance upon God and the people for support. The response was 
more than we could have expected, 21 men came forward and the num- 
ber increased to near 30 before the conference closed. Aside from 
this in all the other places we have estimated to get double what/we 
have ever taken before. This is the beginning of what we hope to see 
in the course of a few years, the entire support of our village work in 
such places as we have gained a community. May God prosper this 
work! This plan will open for the men and women of the church a 
chance to live and give with sacrifice for India that the old system did 
not afford. 

There are many interesting things that appear as the result of the 
impact of Christian teaching upon the masses of the people and ‘the 
ancient faiths and customs of the land. For instance, we were the 
pioneers in working for female education. Marriage of widows, mar- 
riage at maturity only, abolition of idols and idolworship; now there 
is a great body of reformed Hindu people pushing all these reforms. 
Another instance is that we were the first to pay the slightest atten- 
tion to the depressed classes but now the Hindus and the Mohamme- 
dans are showing a great zeal for work among them with concessions 
in matters of social standing and religion that have never before been 
known. Missions are being established for them in several places as 
well as scattered efforts all over the land. 

In many instances our workers are called upon to read the word 
and pray with the sick of the non-Christians. Several very striking 
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instances of this occurred this year and there seems to be a.growing 
desire of the people that willeventually bind our community like a 
healing balm to the Christless masses. This certainly speaks well for 
the standing that has been established. There is another custom 
that has been taken over by some, for the use of Christ. The custom 
of having an all-night reading of the sacred book at which many of 
the people from far and near would be present. In several places this 
year one of our ministers held such readings of the entire Bible and 
the meetings were centres of great interest and excitement. Many 
Mohammedans and Hindus aside from the Christians were there and 
stayed through the entire service. The after-effects of the meetings 
were most satisfactory. From other villages and centers there is a 
demand for just such work which we hope to encourage. __ , 

The zeal for destroying thans or places of worship among lapsed 
Christians and among our new converts has been very marked in-‘many 
places, accompanied with scenes of remarkable power and blessing. In 


. one place the idoland temple were destroyed by the people owning 


them and all: the flags and bells, etc.,etc., were given up.. This is often 
done with such evident joy that it is very impressive, One hard place 
fell in a most remarkable manner after a week of prayer that God 
would save that particular. village from idolatry. Thusis the ground 
being fought over and gained as we advance on our knees before God 
in the land that has been given unto us. i 

I am more and more impressed with the large number of seekers 
from any and all castes who come up in most unexpected places, .Many 
are not willing to take baptism but follow Christ in His teachings and 
love the Bible. One in Moradabad of this kind gives his whole time 
to speaking on Christianity. and its superiority, himself evidently 
living a true example of his teachings. He goes over India with the 
true spirit of a missionary doing all he sees possible for the. Master. 
He has many followers. Work has opened in several places .among 
the Marao people. There are many among them that are willing to 
accept Christ and some have been baptized. They are high caste and 


_, as arule welltodo.. In several uf the circuits there are large num- 
bers that are ready for baptism. In Rampur there are not less than 


500 among the sweepers that are ready and in Kandarki there is an 
equal if not larger number that are ready among the Chamars. In all 
the places there are many seekers from many classes and castes. It is 
a long list of victories that we have had in the work this year and it 
would be along list if we told of all the open doors that we find on 
all sides. There is a steady growth in the observance of the rites of 
the church, as at marriage anddeath. We have not reached a satisfac. 
forty state of the church, but we are truly making progress. We look 
foward to the new year with thankfulness for the past and a full hope 
that the Day of the Lord is coming for India and her millions. — 

The Report of the work of W. F. Kumlien as a part of our educa- 
tons efforts will have tosuffice for the present for the whole. He 
writes: 

‘The chief aim that has dominated our policy for the Bishop Parker 
Memorial High School during the year, has been to make it a -more 
distinctly Christian institution than it has ever been before. The 
Ma nager feels that the time is now ripe, owing to the great increase 
of the Christian community, to concentrate our efforts largely on Chris- 
tian boys. There are several hundreds besides those now enrolled, 
who ought to be attending the High School but because they are not 
able to pay fees we are compelled to turn them away, and admit non- 
Christian boys who are able to pay, in order to have a large enough 
income to meet our expenses. The only way that we can see to meet 
this difficulty for the present at least is to get not less than two hun- 
dred new scholarships for boys and an increased endowment for paying 
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the salaries of more Christian teachers. Through the kindness of two 
American patrons we have been able to employ two additional Chris- 
tian teachers this year so that now we have eight on the staff as over 
against ten non-Christians. Common sense dictates that to attempt 
to spread the: Kingdom of Christ in heathen India through the agency 
of Mohammedan and Hindu teachers is like trying to fight a battle 
against a formidable foe by employing spies and hirelings to be our 
soldiers. May the time speedily come when money will be forthcom- 
ing so that we may be able to present a united Christian teaching body 
to win our students for righteousness and truth. A new venture ‘has 
been started by the North India Aunual Conference Board of Educa- 
tion this year in the way of opening a low grade Normal School in 
this pluce. It proposes to prepare teachers for the village sehools and 
has the unanimous support of the Board. It is hoped that the great 
need for trained teachers will thus be met and that institution may 
expand as the need is great. The school is affiliated with the High 
School and uses the primary classes for practice teaching. Our 


Boarding is in better shape than ever and the moral and spiritual tone 


is good,” 
The girls’ school began the school year with 140 boarders as large 


' an enrolment as is possible with the present accommodations ever so 


tk 


many little girls had to be turned away for lack of room. We are 
hoping that before many years we will have the new buildings we 
have been wanting for so long so we will be able to accommodate a 


_ larger proportion of the girls who ought to be in school. 


In the middle examination seven out of nine passed and the school 
examinations also showed good results. ~ 
~ The Normal School has had the largest enrolment of its’ history 


‘and many applicants were refused. In the examination all of the 


senior class passed, twoin the first division. All of these girls are 


“teaching in our various wission schools of this and the North-west 


India Conference. : : 


The school girls especially enjoy their Sunday evening prayer 
meetings. Most of the older girls keep the morning watch and we are 


' hoping that the school may furnish many loyal Christian girls to help 


bring India to Christ. 


RAE BARELI DISTRICT. 
S.B. Finch, District Superintendent. 


During the Annual Conference held at Moradabad last January 
(7th to 13th) Bishop Warne, D. D., decided to place’ Rae Bareli and 
Unao under a district-conference. In this district we have three 
Annual Conference colleagues, a local elder, three deacons and 53 


- other workers, or a total strength of 60, who, besides working among 


the heathens, are responsible for the spiritual welfare of - about 800 


- Christians. These Christians are scattered in the two districts of Rae 
' Bareli and Unao. For the present these are subdivided into five 
- circuits, though we should really have six; but owing to a paucity of 


workers Achalganj has been placed in the Unao Circuit. = 
» The Condition—Spiritual and Temporal of these Christians. 


At least once a week some worker or another has divine service 
in the scattered homes of these Christians, but service every Sunday 
is held wherever four or five families live together. Some of them 


-are very poor and ignorant, but their faith in Christ makes them rich 


and they feel happy and satisfied. We are trying our best to get even 
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one Christian to learn the chief tenets of the faith by heart, but 
“ some are too old to learn as quickly as the young, nevertheless they 
are told what every Christian should know. An old woman called 
Didi (grandmother) by Christians and non-Christians, is not cap- 
able of learning anything; but she understands the principles of 
the Faith and is always helping us to bring her children and grand- 
children nearer Christ. She belongs to the Banmanush (wild man 
of the forest) tribe, who generally are shy of civilisation. On 
my acrival at Rae Bareli this same old woman brought a few of 
her tribe, who were Christians, to.welcome me. But when I went 
last March to Sataon, a sub-circuit of Rae Bareli where these people 
live, none except her son and daughter-in-law came near me. On catch- 
ing sight of my person they ran away, and some children between 
10 and 12 years of age climbed up a tamarind tree. At the close of 
our service of prayer, when leaving for another village, I had to pass 
by that tree, and the children on my approach clung fast to the branches, 
just as monkeys do when human beings pass closeto them. By 
the kindness of Bishop F. W. Warne, D. D., I have opened a school 
where these very children may receive religious as well as secular 
education. They think as little of religion as pigs do of pearls. 
Some stone-cutters also belong tothis tribe and by the kindness of 
. the Bishop a like school has been opened for them too. We offer 
our heart-felt thanks to him. 
In this district besides these Banmanush and stone-cutters there 
are a few people who earn their livelihood by tattooing. Most of 
them have their homes round about Salon, and being of a nomadic 
race, it is very difficult to get at them, Some live in the villages be- 
tween Salon and Fursat Ganj; these I have visited, but the rest have 
no settled homes. These people also helong to the stone-cutter tribe. 
By Bishop Warne’s kindness one of their young men is being trained 
and it is my intention to take him and go in search of the rest of his 
class. 
In a village near Lalganj we had about 50 Chamar converts, but 
for reasons unknown there is no trace of them. Perhaps most of 
them are dead, and some may have migrated to other villages. Two 
or three are still there, but are so ignorant and careless that they 
look with contempt and scorn on the Faith of Christ and his priceless 
Salvation. For a whole year I have been trying to approach at least 
one of them, but thus far they have treated my love with contempt. 
Their non-Christian neighbours know that they were Christians at 
one time, but they have not acknowledged the King of Love owing to 
the fear and ridicule of some of the influential villagers. Our daily 
prayer is that Jesus Christ and His Spirit may leaven them and make 
them His; because by these weak vessels becoming His, the work of 
the whole district will be blest and uplifted. 
We have opened work amongst. others also and are happy at the 
thought that there are such men in this district whose lives are, an 
example to others and a source of pride to us. Of these there are not 
more than two or three at one place, nor are they wealthy and influ- 
ential enough to draw others to Christ for the world looks only to 
outward show, but. their lives and characters are a light to every one 
around them. . Such.are the lives of the Christians in the villages, but 
those who live in towns and cities are always ready with all humility 
__ to stand up for their Master when questioned. Up to this time we 

have, by the blessing of God, had 105 baptisms from among different 
classes of people. 
’ Sunday-schools. 


Very great stress is laid on this movement in every circuit because 
Sunday-schools are the chief means of learning the Holy Word.: In 
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these schools Christians and non-Christians every Snnday morning are 
taught the word of God. As there are no separate arrangements for 
those living in villages so we narrate the Sunday-sechool lessons to 
them in the form of stories. It would be an excellent plan to give 
Sunday-school lessons in'villages to meet requirements and to teach 
town congregations the generally prescribed lessons. Y 

Pesides these the ten commandments, the Apostles’ Creed, and 
the Lord’s prayer are also taught them. They are also taught to 
recite and sing hymns, although they can with difficulty learn a 
hymn in three or four Sundays. These Sunday-schools have given me 
an opportunity for good work in many places. This work is dear to 
my heart and my prayer day and night to the Almighty is that those 
who have had the Word of God sown in their hearts in weakness 
might in God’s good time bear a hundred-fold. Inthe town of Rae 
Bareli several Civil Officers have Christian servants, who, during their 
childhood, must have been taught the Bible in the Sunday-schools of 
North India; they are more hardworking, honest and faithful than 
other servants. When these officers found that these Christian sere 
vants at some time or,anodther were taught in the Sunday-schools of 
the Methodist Church, they requested me to arrange for a religious 
meeting at their homes for all the servants at least twice a week. We, 
therefore, have our preacher holding these meetings on Wednesdays 
and Saturdays. 

Up to this time no Zenana work was opened in the Civil Lines 
perhaps due to the fact that no arrangements could be made for con- 
veyance, but thank God, those ladies said they would pay half the 
cost and requested me to send Bible Readers to teach the wives of 
their servants. Thus we have got two more opportunities in the 
week for work in the Civil Lines. A lady and her husband have been 
giving regular religious instruction to one of their servents and _ his 
wife. A few days ago they sent. for me and in their presence got me 
to baptise them. In the district also people get friendly with me, ask 
me to sit near them and listen tothe Word of God. 


Day Schoolse - 


There are very few day schools in this district. In Rae Bareli 
and Unao there are two Upper Primary schools that are getting on 
and need more attention. Most of those who have read in these 
schools and passing out have received good appointments receive us 
kindly and sympathetically. Those who have received religious in- 
struction in school never forget them, and I firmly believe that the 
word will so work in them that they will be the chosen of the Lord. 
There are scattered schools in the different places, where converts 
and their children, who can go nowhere else, receive secular as well 
as religious instruction. I hope in the coming year to place these 
schools on a better footing so that by their means the doors for use- 
fulness might grow wider. 


Epworth League. 


The Sunday-school and the Epworth League are brother and sis. 
ter for each has the same end in view, the only difference being that 
the league is more or less for Christians only. The general aims of 
the Epworth League are the teaching of the Word of God and the 
arts of speaking and acting; thus this branch of Christian activities 
has prepared many successful and fruitful leaders of Sunday-schools 
and Prayer Meetings. Besides moral training, the Epworth League 
teaches its members to love one another, and for this reason I am 
bending all my energies to form such leagues in each circuit, and even 
where a few Christians can get together, 
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Self-support. 


T have mentioned befere that most of the Christians in this dis- 
trict are very poor, but it is not my intention to bury the self-support 
problem under this plea of poverty, because in every community 
the poor are by far the largest in number. My reason for mentioning 
it is that owing to their ignorance they think the Mission and its work- 
ers are the only body that should find money for all its concerns. 
Certainly it is a matter of joy and pride that the financial burden 
has been thrown on us, that we have been set apart for this duty and 
are expected to work it. We have, therefore tried to collect a little 
from each Christian and hope in the future to make every Christian 
do his utmost to help. 


Opportunities and Prospects of Work 


Owing to the opening of new railway communications there is a 
grand opportunity for extending our work. Along the banks of the 
river Ganges from Cawnpore to Allahabad there is a vast field open 
to us, for no other evangelistic body has as yet started work here; but 
for this more workers are needed. Since it is not likely that we can 
afford more labourers in the near future I am transferring workers 
from places where there is little or no work to others more promising, 
for it seems to me that there are countless numbers who have not as 
yet heard the glad tidings of the Gospel. Into this field, therefore, we 
intend with God’s help to enter and we beseech your prayers and | 
sympathy. Shall we hold our hands when the harvest is ready. No 
a thousand times no! 

I can do no better than close my report with the beautiful and 
inspiring lines of that great Bishop Heber; 


In vain with lavish kindness 
The gifts of God are strewn, 
The heathen in his blindness 
Bows down to wood and stone. 


Can we whose souls are lighted 
With wisdom from on high, 
Can we to men benighted 
The lamp of life deny? 


Salvation! Oh Salvation! 
The joyful sound proclaim, 

Till each remotest nation

TIRHOOT DISTRICT. 


C. L. Bare, District Superintendent. 


The rallying of the Chaudhris, or head-men, to Christ in this 
great mass movement, and the baptism of over 1,700 of the people 
mostly from the Chamar caste, are the two great outstanding facts on 
this District, this year. 

The wisdom of first gripping the chaudhri is apparent. He is 
the social and religious head of the village community. Win him 
and you win his people. He becomes at once the biggest unpaid yol- 
untary worker in the whole “ movement.” A tour through some of 
their villages was accordingly arranged last February, ending with a 
big meeting with them at Madhupur. Seventy Chaudhris came. 
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' Bishop Warne was present. In this meeting, as in the villages, one 
theme was presented and one song sung, John 3; 16,and “ Raja Yisu 
-aya,” “ King Jesus has come.” They repeated this verse and sang this 
‘hymn until both were fixed in memory. Then the Bishop preached on 
the love of God in Christ Jesus. Many short sentence prayers 
followed. Then the problem of evangelizing all their non-Christian 
brethren of the Chamar caste was clearly presented. A brief discus- 
’ sion followed when they resolved that they would not cease to labour 
until all the Chamars of the Ballia civil district, numbering all told 
57,596, had become Christians. 

The next question proposed to them was that of giving to the 

support of the Gospel. Village Christians had been accustomed to 
give in a haphazard way, chiefly at the time of harvest. It was now 
‘proposed that they pledge their respective villages to give one anna 
(2 cents). a month per family, they themselves acting as stewards. 
With great enthusiasm they adopted this way of giving. 
' This first Chaudhri meeting was so successful that another was 
planned to take place in October. Over 10) chaudhris came. Bishop 
Warne was again present, and spoke with power. This meeting had 
originated in a report that certain bitter persecutions of the Chamar 
Christians had culminated in an organized effort to circulate a 
letter that purported to have been written by three leading chaudhris. 
One of those was a certain Baldeo who had professed to be a sincere 
inquirer and friend of our religion. This letter commanded all 
Christians of the Chamar caste, under penalty of being ostracised, 
to renounce Christianity and return to Hinduism. It also bade all 
inquirers to stand fast in the religion of their fathers and have 
nothing whatsoever to do with this Jesus religion. Special emissaries 
carried this letter and read it to every Chamar and Christian villiage 
in this and adjoining districts. Having been signed by three such 
leaders it struck terror to every Christian heart and inquirer. : 

It was brought up in our third Quarterly Conference, and made 
a subject of serious thought and prayer. One of our Christian chaudh- 
ris was present and heard the complaint against chaudhri Baldeo. 
He could not keep his seat. He jumped to his feet, and with much 
feeling cried out, ‘“ This man Baldeo wants to fight Jesus Christ; 
I want to fight for Jesus Christ; and I want all the chaudhris of 
Ballia district to join their forces against Baldeo, and help the Lord 
Jesus to win this battle.” This was received with great enthusiasm, 
and a committee was appointed to see Baldeo and find out why he 
had changed his attitude towards Christianity. This Committee 
was present and gave its report. It transpired that Baldeo had 
been falsely reported. He was as friendly as ever, and there before 
his fellow chaudhris reiterated his faith in Jesus Christ, and declared 
he would do all he could to counteract the evil influences of this 
letter. The presence of Baldeo in the midst and his express declara- 
tion of loyalty to Christ caused that body of men to spring to 
their feet, and cry out, “ No, no never will we forsake Jesus.” 

Then followed an hour of prayer and testimony. Bro. Schutz 
gays, it was a wonderful sight to see over 100 chaudhris for an hour 
on their knees, in confession, humiliation and consecration. 

We have taken steps to recognize the social and religious 
stand of these chaudhris in their communities; and will place 
in their hands a paper duly signed by the District Superintendent 
and Missionary in charge. This willfrom our side appoint them 
to be leaders and stewards over their people. This is the first step 
in the effort to put this whole work on as largely a self-supporting 
basis as possible. They are men of commanding influence. On one 
tour they brought in all the Chamars of six villages, and 360 were 
baptized. One chaudhri wields the scepter over 307 villages. 
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..., This mass-movement changes statistics as well as some other 

things. A Hindu paper in Benares, the Nawajiwan, has been studying 

the Government census; and here is his lament, ‘*‘ According to the 

"census Of 1901 there were only two native Christians in the Ballia 
District, but in the census of 1911 their number was 4,000. This 
means that so many Hindus bid goodbye to their ancestral religion 
....The need for work on the part of Hindus is appalling.” 

The “ movement ’ commends itself to thinking- men. Not long 
ago one of the missionaries of this District was talking with the 
District Magistrate and the District Judge, the two highest English 
officials in that part of India. The Magistrate said, “There is much 
promise ina movement that will give a nucleus for a Christian com- 
munity from the start. Where some fifty or hundred people stand 
together they strengthen one another.” ‘ Yes,’ said the Judge, and 
“having the church start among farming people, who are more 

‘or less jndependent, is the very best thing. It will give a good 
foundation upon which to build the Christian Church in India.” 

The “ movement ” is among the depressed classes, and this phase 
of our work is looked upon with favour by high-caste Hindus all over 
India. They are compelled, oftentimes reluctantly, to acknowledge 
this superior trait in our religion. One of our missionary ladies was 
calling on the wives of the local zamindars, or landlords, at Banke 
Tola. They volintarily gave the missionary this testimony respect- 
ing the good character of the Christians, ‘“‘ Mem Sahiba, formerly 
our husbands had to watchtheir fields at night, lest the Chamars 
steal our grain. Since. they have become Christians, there is no 
longer any need of watching, for your coverts have been taught not 
to steal.” From this same place comes this interesting story, “ For 
years the zamindars had given the Chamars the privilege to cultivate 
a certain field free of rent on condition that the Chamars sacrifice 
every year a pig to the god, Maha Deo, it being understood that the 
merit of the sacrifice was to go to the zamindars. When the Chamars 

“became Christians they of course ceased to make this sacrifice 
saying that as they were now worshippers of the one true and living 
God, they could not sacrifice to Maha Deo. The zamindars grew very 
angry and took away the land from them.’ 

This increasing interest in the depressed classes on the part of the 
high castes is the direct outcome of the work of a Christian Govern- 
ment and Christian Missions in this land. I had a call from a wealthy 
citizen of Muzaffarpur the other day who, I think represents a 
growing class of educated and enlightened Hindus. He has opened 
and with Government aid maintains an industrial school for the poor 
boys of the city. He says he learned to think of others from Chris= 
tian Missionaries. He urged me to open a number of primary schools 
and hold Sunday-schools in them. Me wanted to make them centres of 
.Christian education and propagation. He further said that if I could 
not do this, he wished I would open a Middle School; and he offered 
me land on which to build it. These schools were to be primarily 
for the poor, neglected classes.. Though I could not hold out any 
encouragement to him in the way of financial help, still his spirit 
and aim’were intensely interesting to me. But what followed was 
even ‘more interesting. _He declared he had renounced all. caste 
and caste distinctions and, obligations, He never goes tothe 
Hindu temples; never worships idols; and absolutely contributes 
nothing to their support, He owes all this, he says, to the teaching 
of Christian missionaries. He further declared that he had lost all 
faith in his own religion and co-religionists ever to reform Hinduism 
that it can never be reformed from within, it must be reformed from 
without. He .sees no hope for the moral and religious: uplift of 
India except in the religion of Christ, qj k oD Spesiisd 
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This man, © believe, is representative of a growing class of 
educated Hindus who accept Christ and His teaching and admire His 
Spirit, but because of family, or social, or property interests, or all 
of these combined, they have not the courage to break away from 
‘Hinduism and publicly-accept Christ. 

I met an intelligent young man on the train the other day, a B. A., 
of the Calcutta University, for which he had preparedin St. Joseph’s 
(Roman Catholic) College Calcutta. He belonged to the populous 
and influential Kayastha community, one of the “ twice-born ” castes. 
In answer to my inquiry he frankly told me that his community had 
given up all idolatry, that they never go to the temples and make 
offerings, I specially asked him ifthey did not have small temples 
or shrines in their private dwellings where they worshipped. He 
replied they had not. He further stated that with an exception here 
and there among the aged they had renounced all idolatrous practices 
at marriages, funerals, ete. I thought I saw in all this the direct in- 
fluence of Christian schools and Christian thought on this community, 
and so intimated to him. Headmitted that he covld not account for 
it in any other way. I said to him that his people struck me as one 
who had no religion, that they had given up the religion of their 
ae ee! but had taken no other in its place. I urged him to accept 

rist. 
' . We have on this District whole villages whose people ‘are said to 
have given up all idolatry and caste. They are most attentive to the 
preaching of the Word, readily accept it, confess that Jesus is the 
Nish Kalank Autar, pure Incarnation, and unite with Christians in 
prayer to God in his Name. ‘ 

“ There is something in Christianity which Hinduism has _ not.” 
This is what a Brahman Pandit said to our missionary at Arrah when 
he saw the missionary receive kindly a Chamar, speak sympathetically 
to him, take hold of his leg from which a foot had been amputated to 
see if the stump of a leg was stiff at the knee-joint. This wonderfully 
impressed the Brahman. He saw the missionary touch an unclean 
outcast, and make sympathetic inquiry. He felt that“ there was 
something in, Christianity that Hinduism has not,” and he added, “I 
want that in my life which will make me love every one.” 

The Columbia Boys’ School, Muzaffarpur, still continues to pre- 
pare boys for Industrial work and Christian service. One has com- 
pleted a course in cane work in the Railway shops at Samastipur and 
returns to our own shops to ply his trade, another is learning Fitter’s 
work. Three students sent to Bareilly graduated this last year from 
the Theological Seminary and were appointed to the Tirhoot I)istrict. 
Two others have gone direct from the school into work in the mass 
movement. Another received service in the Baptist Mission. The 
school is doing well under the experienced leadership of the head 
master, Rev. K. Silas. 

The Indiana Girls’ Boarding School, Malighat, Muzaffarpur. 
under Miss Berril, has had another very successful year. Girls find 
here a good school, a safe and pleasant home, and a rearing and edu- 
cation for mind, heart and hand that fits them to go’out and found 
Christian homes, to rear Christian families, and give Christian teach- 
ing in the villages where they live. ' : 

Miss Moyer has had charge of the Zanana work in and about 
Muzaffarpur. Sheand her Bible Readers have found open doors on 
all sides, and the message has been quickly received. We believe this 
Zanana work, while‘not able to show visible results, yet performs a 
great Mission in this Jand in preparing the people ultimately to. 
accept Christ as their Saviour. y 

There are two very important centres for medical work, one at 
Rasra in the Ballia Circuit, and the other at Raghunathpur in the 
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Arrah Circuit. Land was acquired and a Dispensary built at’ Rasra, 
by Dr. Denning, under the management of Bro. Schutz. We rejoice 
over the transfer to this work, by Bishop Warne, of Mrs. Dr. Hahi 
‘Bakhsh, who now takes up the Medical Missionary work she and her 
sainted husband had so efficiently opened some time azo. We have 
just received also the good news that the Executive Committee of 
the W. F. M. S. at their recent meeting in Buffalo sanctioned the rais- 
ing of $1,500, for the house of the Medical missionary at Rasra. 
This will be taken in hand as soon as the money comes. 

Our other Medical centre is Raghunathpur. Mrs. Dr. Sukh was 
appointed with her husband to this place a year ago, andlast Feb- 
ruary opened a small dispensary in a corner of her verandah. The 
first day she had two attendants. From this small beginning the 
work grew to its present great proportions. Bro. Perrill, the Mis- 
sionary in charge writes : 

We are greatly encouraged with the things accomplished at our 
Raghunathpur station. And the prospects for better things are even 
more encouraging. We are in very cramped quarters there, and Mrs. 
Dr. Sukh has to conduct her dispensary on the front verandah, but 
even so she has treated as many as 260 patients in one day. The 
daily average for September was 108. The English officials in the 
Gistrict are greatly pleased with our work there and have offered to 
put up for us a building for the dispensary and to give us a money 
grant of Rs. 800 a year to run it with, stipulating as the only condi- 
tion that we build a suitable house for our workers tolive in. This 
they ask as a guarantee that we intend to stay there and continue 
our work. So long as we are in rented quarters they do not consider 
that we are very firmly established and do not feel warranted in 
building a dispensary for us. 

Of course we propose to stay in Raghunathpur. Our work de- 
mands it. And we need both the house for our workers and the 
building a for the dispensary. 

Government is asking us to invest about Rs. 2,300, and in return 
proposes to donate to us for our use a building for the dispensary, 
costing over Rs, 3,500 and also to give us annually Rs. 800 in cash as 
aid towards running the dispensary. And besides this Government 
offers to do all the work of building and to keep the entire plant in 
repair, This shows how favourably our work is looked upon by 
Government. Here is a splendid offer. 

In less than three years we would be getting back all we expend- 
ed and would have the buildings for our use permanently and the 
annual grant. 

Government is greatly interested in the medical work Mrs. Dr. 
Sukh is doing. The 11,809 patients treated from February to October 
makes a splendid showing. We too realize that this means that our 
efforts have brought relief to a host of sufferers. It was Phillips 
Brooks who said, ‘“‘ The medical missions, with their hospitals where 
tke poor bring their sick bodies to be healed, are as true and legiti- 
mate a part of our missionary power as are the churches where the 
missionaries preach.” 

But we have no intention of confining our efforts to medical 
work. Mrs. Sukh conducts the dispensary, while Mr. Sukh is preach- 
ing in all the villages inthe neighbourhood. We have Christians 
already in several villages, and we expect to have many more. Our 
faith is strong. We ask prayers for this great work. Since writing 
the above Dr, Denning has cabled Bro. Perrill to proceed with the 
Raghunathpur enterprise. We take this to mean that he has secured: 
the money for it.

Christian College. 


Inasmuch as this conference session marks the Jubilee of the in- 
ception of the Lucknow Christian College, our thoughts have been 
centured upon this institution in its relationship to the general mis- 
sionary cause, and with heartfelt gratitude we as a conference wish 
to record our deep appreciation of the services it has rendered, in the 
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Providence of God, to the up-building of His Kingdom in India. We 
thank God for the devoted and spirit-filled men who have so freely 
given their lives and strength for this institution, and we praise Him 
for the consecrated and able young men who have gone forth from 
this institution to glorify our Saviour and to carry His banner to 
victory. 

While recognizing the value of the College in the past, and real- 
izing its present worth to the work of our Church, we are fully con- 
vinced that it is capable of making larger and more important contri- 
butions to the missionary cause, and with a view to securing from this 
institution more adequate results, we adopt the following resolu- 
tions :— 

1, That we recognize the fundamental importance of securing 
American Professors of the highest specialized qualifications for the 
work of the College, and of making every practical provisioa for the 
continuity of their services to the College. : 

2. That we view with vrave concern the present shortage of 
American Professors for the College, and that we make a special 
appeal to the Board of Foreign Missions to fill the vacancies as soon 
as possible, and to supplement the number of missionary professors 
as rapidly as financial conditions may permit. 

3. That without an adequate endowment the administrative work 
of the college cannot be placed on a satisfactory basis, and we there- 
fore recommend that an endowment campaign be launched as soon as 
practicable with a view to securing a productive endowment of at 
least $100,0,0. 

4, That in order to enable the College to maintain a place among 
the first grade colleges of North India, and in order to meet the re- 
quirements of the University of Allahabad with respect to the size 
and equinment of class rooms, it is imperative that an additional 
college building be erected at the earliest possible date and that we 
as a conference recommend the erection of a suitable building, ade- 
quately equipped, to meet the requirements of the work ‘undertaken 
by the College. 

5. That as a conference we pledge our hearty support to a gener- 
al Forward Movement in the interests of the College, looking to the 
full realization of the foregoing projects, and that through our 
sympathy, counsel, practical co-operation, and prayers, we will con- 
stantly strive for the achievement of these objects. 

6. That inasmuch as the college is an inter-conference institu. 
tion and serves the interests of the Methodist community in India, we 
urge the other Conferences in India to join in this Forward Movement 
Campaign and to do all in their power to bring it to a successful issue. 


7%. That the Board of Foreign Missions be asked to allow Rev. E. 
Stanley Jones to present the needs of the college during his furlough 
with a view to securing funds for the college, 


8 We record our sincere appreciation of the hearty co-operation 
of the Corresponding Secretaries of the Board of Foreign Missions in 
all matters pertaining to the interests of the college, and we recog- 
nize that without their interest and support we cannot hopeto bring 
the foregoing plans to successful issues. We therefore appeal to them 
at this important juncture, to adopt this Forward Movement as a 
special enterprize, as ministering to the highest interests of the 
entire India wission field, and to take such action as in their judg- 
ment will secure its complete success. In this connection we would 
refer to the great educational campaign being projected in America 
by the Church Board of Education, of which Dr. Nicholson is chair- 
man, and would greatly appréciate any effort that might secure the 
inclusion of our college in this enterprize, 
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Self-support, 


In view of the increasing importance of the problems connected 
with Self-support, and because of the impossibility of devoting suffi- 
cient time to their consideration at the time of the Annual Conference, 
resolved that we hold a special conference on self-support sometime 
during the summer, devoting to it as much time as may seem advisable, 
this conference to be called by the President of the Finance Committee, 
at such time and place as may be decided upon by that Committee, 
preferably in connection with the mid-year meeting of the Finance 


Committee.

We the members of the North India Conference in joint session 
deeply realizing the very urgent need of giving Christian instruction 
to the women of our village Christian community, urge the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society to send out ten new missionaries during 
ec that evangelists may be provided for this most necessary 
work.

Reports of Officers and 
Committees. 


Statistical Report. 


The statistics for the year are not altogether encouraging. There 
has been a net decrease of 39 in the Christian Community, and this in 
spite of the fact that there were over 5,000 baptisms and but 2,283 
deaths. Our Christians, including baptized children, probationers and 
members, number 81,576. 


Baptism. 


The Baptisms show a decided drop, a decrease of almost 30 per cent. 
from last year. This year there were 5,095 in all, which is 2,383 fewer 
than were reported last year. 


Sunday Schools. 


The Sunday Schools have remained almost stationary, showing 
an increase of 26 schools, a decrease of 48 teachers, and-a decrease 
of 25% scholars. The figures for this year are, Schools, 1,327; Teachers 
1,459; Scholars, 47,232. 


Leagues, 


The Leagues also show a falling off in numbers and members. 
There are 23 fewer Senior Leagues and 14 fewer Junior. And the 
membership reported is 610 less in the Senior and 162 less in the 
Junior. The figures are:

Christian Workers. 


Christian Workers. Counting workers of all grades there are 64 
more than last year, but most of the grades showed a slight decrease, 
There is a somewhat encouraging feature to this which lies in the 
fact that the greater part of the increase is, in the ranks of the 
voluntary workers. We now have 2,102 workers of all grades, of 
whom a trifle over 20 per cent. or to be exact 435 are voluntary, 


The Medical Work. 


The Medical Work shows an_ increase in the volume of work, and 
a decrease in the amount of fees collected. Last year 120,420 patients 
were treated. Of these 1,179 were taken into the hospitals and 119,241 
were treated from the dispensaries. The fees for the year totalled 
Rs. 1,181-12-0 a decrease of Rs. 612-12-0 


Colpurtage. 


The record in Colportage for the current year is, 281 Bibles sold 
or distributed, 1,174 New Testaments sold or distributed, 45,114 
Portions sold or distributed. 
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This represents a decrease of 37 Bibles, an increase of 559 New 
Testaments, and a decrease of 1,292 portions, 


» Church Finances. 


There has been a steady and normal growth in the value of the 
property that we own. Our property is now estimated at Rs. 2,749,027 
This is not very far short of $1,000,000. 

A slight depreciation in the estimated value of churches and 
parscnages will be readily understood to be the result of the floods. 
Ministerial support has increased gratifyingly. The total raised was 
Rs 16,550, or Rs. 1,714 more than the previous year. The question of 
Benevolent collections may fittingly be left for fuller discussion by the 
Conference Treasurer. 


Education. 


A glance at the tabulated results of efforts at the education of 
our coming generation of Christians shows us that we have here a 
serious problem and one that must be carefully faced.

Report of the Secretary of the Board of 
Edueation. 


The work of the Board of Education has suffered noticeably dur- 
itig the year under review owing to the serious illness of the Secre- 
tary, W. F. Kumlien, which made it necessary thatan acting-secre- 
tary be appointed in the middle of the year, consequently much that 
was planned for at the beginning of the year has not been brought 
to a successful conclusion. Nevertheless we can point to some fea- 
tures that are encouraging. 

The training school for village teachers in Moradabad has had 4 
good year, ons: of the candidates at the Government examination last 
spring being so successful that he was recommended for a scholar- 
ship at the Government Training School in Moradabad. Other boys 
have gone back to their Districts and are reported to be doing well. 

At the last Conference Session the Secretary was instructed to 
investigate the question of the advisability of combining some of our 
schools. The result of his inquiring showed that some boys’ schools 
could profitably be closed, and in others that certain classes might be 
sent elsewhere. Accordingly,in the mid-year meeting held at Naini 
Tal it was ordered that the Tirhoot Boys’ School be closed and the 
boys sent to the Local Government School; also that the girls of the 
fifth and sixth classes in Rijnor be sent to Moradabad. The room 
thus left in the New Bijnor School building for girls will be taken up 
by a Training Class for girls who have passed their Fourth Class, but 
who cannot profitably pursue their studies, in the Middle Section. 
The thought is that sooner or later we will have several of these 
small training classes for teachers inthe Conference which will better 
prepare the girls for their work in the villages as Bible readers. 

The past year has shown splendid increase in the matter of new 
buildings. Lucknow Christian College has a new College Hostel, 
Shahjahanpur is putting up a magnificent two-storey High School 
building while Bijnor has completed a hostel for boys, and has an 
excellent new plant for girls almost completed. 

We regret that we are unable to report any noticeable gains or 
improvement in the matters of attendance of Christians in our insti- 
tutions; and the village school problem remains as baffling and apall- 
ing as ever; however our faces are not turned backward, but toward 
the future; and we are confident that year by year, as this Board goes 
on accumulating experience, improvements in policy and practice will 
be madé which will ultimately lead to a greater efficiency and unity 
in our educational work.

The State of the Church. 


Christian Community. 


Yor the first time in fourteen years the total Christian community 
of the Conference shows a decrease. Our total community now 
stands at 81,548, which is 67 below the number at the end of last 
year. This slight decrease itself is negligible, but is disappointing 
in a field where we might have had an increase of thousands. 
The haptisms for the year are fewer by 2,383 than those of last year, 
the total number baptised this year being only 5,095. The decrease 
is almost wholly due to our inability to baptize as large a number in 
our mass movement area (Ballia and Arrah) as we might have. This 
inability is due in part to the lack of village workers for that dis- 
trict, and in part to the want of missionary supervision. The Rallia 
and Arrah side of the district has had only one missionary this year 
instead of two. In other districts also the shortage of village 
evangelists and pastors made impossible such an advance as condi- 
tions invite, Yet our chief regret is that in the one district where 
genuine mass movement conditions prevail, and where we might 
have baptised by the thousand, we have had but 772 baptisms during 
the year. 


Prubationers and Full Members, 


The old question of a disproportionate number of Probationers on 
our rolls in comparison with that of Full Members still faces us. In 
this matter we seem to be making little improvement. A study of 
our statistics of the past five years gives us reason to bestir ourselves 
in the matter, The following table of figures will show this :—

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This show that in the five years Probationers have increased 
nearly 6,000 while Full Members have increased only 2,462. During 
the same period the number of adult baptisms has been nearly 14,000. 
It is not sufficient for us to say, “The people are really not ready 
for full membership.’ Our problem is howto get them ready, real- 
ising that they are not. During the past year, in one Cirenit con- 
taining nearly 600 Christians, not a single full member was added 
to the rolls! To have about three-fifths of our membership ¢on- 
tinually on the list of Probationers is a most undesirable condition. 
Let us hope that 1916 will see a definite improvement in this matter. 


Lapsed Christians. 


The action of the Gonda District in striking off 130 names from 
the Church registers because the people refused to be any longer 
known as Christians, and are living in open opposition to our belief 
and teachings, has come before this Committee by your request. This 
isa matter that probably affects other districts also. Your Com- 
mittee recommends that special efforts be made to reclaim such 
backsliders before their names are cut off, especially that the 
best possible arrangements be made for their further instruction in 
the things of God anithe Church. If even then there appears to be 
no probability that they can be reclaimed, we advise that there bea 
definite warning given them that their names will be cut off, before 
resort is had to this drastic measure. 

The Lord’s Supper. 

It is a matter of deep regret that in some of our rural places 
sufficient provision has not been mide for the administering of the 
Sacrament to our people. Indeed, we learn that there are a few 
places where a whole year has gone by without the Lord’s Supper 
being celebrated. We are satisfied that this is very rare, but it still 
seems necessary to urge that we do our utmost to give our people in 
full measure the spiritual help and consolation of this blessed Sacra- 
me nt. ‘ 


Revivals. 


As a rule, a truly spiritual condition in our community will be 
mauifested through frequent Revivals, among those outside the Church, 
and those whose religion has become cold and formal. The absence 
of Revivals over large areas for long period of time is an indication 
that spiritual fires are burning low. The year has not been marked 
by much in the line of Revivals in our midst. A few places report a 
special work of Grace that might be looked upon as a Revival. In 
Budaun there was such a season of blessing in the schools. A num- 
ber of our Christian pupils were led out into a definite experience, 
and many were quickened in their Christian life. This work was 
the more welcome as it was brought about largely by one of our own 
Indian Christian young men, the son of a leading member of our 
North India Conference. Reference is made to Prof. N. K. Mukerjee, 
B.A., L. T. of the Muir Central College, who was also responsible for 
a similar awakehing among our boys and girls in Shahjahanpur. We 
thank God and take fresh courage as we see such things. Naini Tal 
reports a genuine work of God in the lives of boys and girls of our 
schools, through the instrumentality of Rev. E. Stanley Jones, and 
Pithoragarh was the scene of a deep work of Grace atthe time of 
the District Conference. Lucknow, of course, has its annual Dasehra 
Meetings for the deepening of the Christian lives and the reclaiming 
of the backslidden, and there was, in addition, this year a gracious 
outpouring of blessing on our community at the Charbagh Church in 
Lucknow, ; 
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When, however, we have recorded these things, we still feel that 
the year might have brought us much more abundant spiritual bless- 
ing through Revivals. It is not amiss to urge that plans be made 
and faith be exerted definitely to make 1916 a year of greater spiri-. 
tual uplift to our people as a whole. 


The Theological Seminary. 


For several years now we have found ourselves lamenting the 
educational limitations of our students in the |heological Seminary 
at Bareilly. This condition has not changed for the better, and we 
are facing at present a condition in which we find that the number of 
candidates in the Seminary from districts in our Conference has 
fallen considerably below that of the North-west India Conference. 
There are now only 27 of ours as compared with 41 from the other 
Conference. We should have a larger number sent in from our 
various districts. The need for workers was never So great as now 
and it is suicide not to train them in sufficiently large numbers. 


W. F.M.S. Work in the Villages. 


Your Committee is of opinion that in the work of the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary Society sufficient emphasis is not being laid on 
the evangelistic work in our rural areas. The spiritual condition of 
the women of our rural communities should be a cause of grave con- 
cern to us, and the more especially as our present force of mission 
ageots is not able to cope with the work for our village people, es- 
pecially that for the women. This is a problem that presents many 
and great difficulties, and one which for its proper solution demands 
the fullest possible co-operation on the part of the Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society with our Board. 


The Committee notes with satisfaction the continued excellent 
work being done by our sister Society in the field of education. Their 
schools are efficiently managed, and the educational results are of a 
high grade. »sWe would especially commend the wise and whole- 
hearted way in which the important problems of our school-work are 
faced by the ladies. The plan looking to the appointment of two 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society ladies to each school is one 


that commends itself to all who have experience in this department 
of mission work. 


The Committee would, however, record its hope that the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society will not, as a result of this very proper 
and needed emphasis on its school work, allow the great and growing 
work of evangelism, and the spiritual teaching of our large rural 
communities of women and girls to suffer. This statement is made 
with our present serious condition before us, in which we have only 
three lady evangelists for our whole conference area with its Christian 
community of more than 80,000, Any considerable experience in our 
village work in this Conference reveals the fact that we need to sum- 
mon all our energies and wisdom if we are to deal satisfactorily with 
this great work. This statement is made with the hope that the 
special attention of our Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society will be 
drawn to it, and that they will be led to take immediate steps to meet 
this emergency in the villages. 


Self-support. 


Progress, on the whole satisfactory, has been made in the matter 
of what we call “Self-support.” The total collected for ministerial 
support during 1915 is Rs, 17,515 as compared with Rs. 15,839 during 
the previous year. This increase of Rs. 1,676 is gratifying. Your 
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Committee would single out the Bareilly District in this matter as one 
deserving very special mention in accounting for this encouraging 
increase. s 
The total raised by the Indian Church for pastoral support is 
Rs. 10,881, as compared with Rs. 8,873 during the previous year. This 
increase of almost Ks. 2,000 is recorded with much pleasure. 
Your Committee learns with regret, and some surprise, that the 
rule passed by our Conference at its session last year in Bareilly, 
whereby each District was instructed to collect as a minimum two 
_ pice a month from each family of five persons, has not been generally 
observed. Where it has been followed the results have been highly 
satisfactory, and in this connection it is nothing butjfair to state that 
the Bareilly, Moradabad and Bijnor Districts have brought the law 
into effect. Your Committee would recommend strongly that nothing 
be done to do away with this minimum, and urges that our utmost 
endeavour be made in each District to collect up to this amount. We 

- note, however, so strong a sentiment against the manner of collecting 
it, whereby the amount is deducted from the salaries of workers, that 
we would suggest the employment of some other method if possible. 
The minimum should be collected, but the method of its collecting 
might be improved upon. 

The very great success that has been attained in some portions of 
our upper India field in employing the village chaudhri for the pur- 
pose of collecting money, leads your Committee to urge our District 
Superintendents to make a larger use of this class of people. Con- 
ditions in our Conference are not exactly as they are in the North- 
west India Conference, but the lessons they have learned in this 
matter in that field should help us also. One large District there in- 
creased its collections 400 per cent., last year as a result of the volun- 
tary work that the chaudhris did in the matter. Many other Districts 
considerably increased the amount raised during the year by putting 
responsibility upon the chaudhri for this work. 

Your Committee also urges that still further efforts be made to 
realise as much as possible in kind, when taking collections in the 
villages. The possibilities in this line have only just been realised, 
and we are losing much every year because of our failure t>» accom- 
modate our village people adequately in this matter. 


Primary Education. 


The most pressing question before our mission as a_ whole is that 
relating to the instruction of our village communities. Both religious 
and secular education confront us as our supreme need. The situation 
has become serious forus. Intwenty years ovr Mission has not in- 
creased the attendance of Christian boys in our schools by more than 
a thousand, while in the same period we have increased our Christian 
community by 260,000. It is not to be wondered at, then, that there 
are now reported about €0,000 young people in our Christian commu- 
nity for whose schooling we have no provision. Along with this difficul- 
ty in our mission as a whole, our Conference still faces that of a grow- 
ing inequality in the numbers of girls being educated in proportion 
to boys. This menace has been indicated for several years, and we 
pow have to face the peculiar situation where aimost twice as many 
Cbristian girls of our Church are being educated as boys. In addition 
to this, we have the.unpleasant realisation that our schools for boys are 
decidedly inferior in their management and results to those for girls. 

With this condition of things before us, a special effort has been 
made to put a detailed statement before the Conference in this report: 
The figures quoted have kindly been furnished by the District Super- 
intendents. The annual statistical report itself shows an alarming 
decrease in our figures for schools, In the first place, we have a re- 
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duction in the number of primary schools by forty-one. Of these, 21 


are schools for boys and 20 for girls. 


The total attendance in our 


schools has decreased by 885, in which number are included 477 Chris- 


tian pupils. 


In the sixteen columns devoted to the, statistics concern- 


ing our schools, we have this year only tw» that record any increase, 
and these are relatively insignificant. Here if we add to these figures 
for primary schools those for our higher grade institutions, we have a 
total of 44 schools fewer this year than last, with a decrease of 1,416

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for these, whether through indigenous effort or foreign aid, are we 
ready to face the future? 

The establishment of these schools, though the expense were only 
Kis. 10 a month for each, would cost more than Rs. 30,000 a year. 
Where can this money come from? This is indeed a large financial 
problem, 

But money is not the only need in this case. It will be almost 
as difficult to secure the necessary number of Christian teachers as 
to obtain themoney. Most of the District Superintendents are hope- 
ful as to the matter of getting teachers, but the process is likely to 
be a longer one than appears at first sight. The immediate need in 
this matter is to open Training Classes or small Normal Schools for 
the training of teachers for village schools. Such a school as is now in 
existence for our field in Moradabad should have several counterparts 
in various parts of our territory. It is perhaps not too much to say 
that every district should have a Training Class for preparing teachers 
for primary schools. 

The most space in this report has been given to the subject of 
primary education, and on a review of the whole situation, this seems 
to be in keeping with the situation. Our cause cannot prosper if we 
fail to raise our people out of the illiteracy that is prevalent all 
through our village communities. Only thus can we banish the ignor- 
ance and superstition that prevail, and provide the kind of human 
material on which we can hope to build a strong, enlightened and 
self-supporting Church, 


Conclusion. 


We have now presented nine of the most important matters that 
come naturally into the purview of a committee on the State of the 
Church. There is much else that calls for attention, but this report 
is already sufficiently long. We could profitably spend some time in 
considering such questions as Temperance, Sunday-schools, the Mp- 
worth League, Debt, the production and use of literature, the relation 
between our missionaries and Indian agents, the Indian Church with 
reference to self-propagation and the influence upon it of surrounding 
non-Christian communities, the new spirit of nationalism and its 
effect upon our present position, and other questions of like import- 
ance to us. Let us hope that these may receive due attention in the 
near future. 

We have much, as a Church, to be thankful for. The reports of 
the District Superintendents have presented many encouraging 
features. Progress, however, does not come through congratulations 
over past achievements. Rather we must face our difficulties, and, in 
the light of past experience and with the help of God, address our- 
selves to the great work still awaiting us. The object of this report 
can be attained only if it leads us asa Conference to larger and better 
things.

Course of Studies 


For Missionaries. 


The Manual of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church provides as follows; — 

“Failure to acquire the language will be deemed a sufficient reason 
for the recall of a missionary at the end of two years, and, unless 
such missionary can be given work in his native language, the 
Bishops in charge of foreign missions are requested to recommend 
to the Board of Managers the return to this country of those who 
fail.” 

In view of this provision, the Board of Bishops in India has 
passed the following rules to govern the examination of all mission. 
ary candidates :— 

(1) All examinations shall be arranged by the Conference Board 
of Examiners. Advancement in Conference classes shall he condi- 
tioned on the candidate passing a satisfactory examination in the 
combined vernacular and English courses. 

(2) The following course of studies in English shall be combined 
year by year with the vernacular course of studies as printed already 
in the Conference minutes ;—

(3) Missionaries appointed by the Board, arrivingon the field 
previous to having been received into Conference, in lieu of the usual 
examination required for admission on trial may take the first year of 
the course of English studies, and be received on trial if a satisfactory 
examination be passed. The remaining ;artof the course may then 
be completed in three years, but advancement in conference classes 
may not be expedited thereby. 

(4) Members received by transfer after having passed a part of 
or all the English Course as provided in the Discipline, shall not be 
excused from taking the vernacular studies as prescribed, unless sent 
out for specifically English work. However, members transferred to 
this Conference in the second, or some subsequent year of Conference 
relationship, shall not be denied the right of regular promotion in 
Conference classes, provided they passin the English studies of the 
class to which they belong, and also in the vernacular studies of the 
eurrent year. 


Vernacular Studies. 


I.—This course shall consist of three standards of two sections 
each viz., Lower Middle and Proficiency Standards, in both the Urdu 
and Hindi Languages. 

II1.—The Urdu and Hindi of the Lower Standard shall be compul- 
sory, and one section, either the Urdu or the Hindi, of the Middle and 
Proficiency Standard respectively. 

III. The candidate will be expected to pass the first section of the 
Lower Standard examination within, or at the close of his first year’s 
residence, and he may be allowed to complete both sections in that 
time; but must pass in both within two years from time of joining 
his Conference in India. 

IV. All Conference examinations shall take place under the direc- 
tion of a board or six or more examiners appointed by the bishop, 
which board shall], as far as possible, remain unchanged from year 
to y<ar,

For Indian Members of Conference. 


I. No candidate will be accepted for examination for Admission 
on Trial who has not either passed the Middle School examination 
or graduated from the Theological Seminary with a first class 
diploma. 

Ij. Examinations in all four years of the Regular Conference 
Course shall be held before the time of meeting for the Annual 
Conference, and only the examinations for Admission on Trial, Local 
Deacon’s and Local Elder’s Orders shall be held at the time of the 
Annual Conference. The examinations for the Regular Conference 
Course shall be held within a month of the time set for the opening 
of the Annual Conference, the exact date to be specified by the Regis- 
trar in due time. These examinations shall be held only in centres 
where District Superintendents or foreign missionaries of our Church 
are stationed, who shall themselves act as supervisors of the ex- 
aminations, receiving the papers in the various subjects from the 
Registrar, and forwarding to him, by registered post, the answer 
papers of the candidates. ee 

The President and Registrar with ‘one other member of the 
Board of Examiners, one of whom must be a missionary, shall com- 
prise an Editing Committee who shall receive all question papers 
at least six weeks before the time fixed for the examinations and 
shall carefully consider each paperto make sure that it is a fitting 
paper for examination. 

IIJ. When a candidate in any of the four years’ course of studies 
fails in only one book of the course, he may at the judgment of the 
Conference be conditioned in that one book and promoted to the 
studies of the next year, except where Admission on Trial or into 
Full Membership is involved. 

In case a candidate should fail in two books of his course, he 
can not be promoted to the next class. 

In case a candidate should pass in three or more books he 
shall be given credit for these books and be required to give a second 
examination in only those books in which he failed. 

IV. In the cases where books in the course of study are not 
available, and in cases where certain books are in languages with 
which workers from certain quarters are unacquainted and for which 
they will have no use, the Board of Bishops has authorized the Board 
of Examiners to allow such a substitution of subjects as it may 
deem best, provided the examiner gives notice of a desire for the 
change at least six months previous to the session of the Annual 
Conference. 

V. In view of the fact that missionary candidates are excused 
from appearing for examination in such books of the course of Eng- 
lish studies as have already been covered by them in their Theological 
Seminary course in America, the same rule will apply to graduates 
of our Bareilly Theological Seminary who come up for admission to 
our Conference and to Deacon’s and Elder’s Orders, but only to such 
candidates as may have received at least 70 per cent., in the Seminary 
in any book in question.

Memoirs. 





Miss Salina Alcesta Easton. 


Miss Salina Alcesta Easton was born in the beautiful lake region 
of New York State, September 12th 1831. She was one of the 
youngest of a large family of children, and her father, for whose 
memory she had the greatest love and reverence to the day of her 
death, died when she was only seven years of age. Her mother re- 
married. She was not happy in the new environment and when she 
was fourteen, she went to live with a beloved sister, Mrs. J. Powell 
= Lien Yan, N. Y. with whom she made her home until she came to 

ndia. 

Miss Easton received her college education at Genesee Wesleyan 
College, Lima, N. Y.,andthe Wesleyan Female College, Cincianati, 
Ohio. From the latter institution she received the B. A. degree, in 
1854 and later the Master of Arts. 

Her whole life’s work was teaching girls and Young women, 
After 1854 she taught three years in Perry, N. Y., two years in Wes- 
leyan Female College, Cincinnati, seventeen years in the Wesleyan 
Female College, Wilmington, De]., and three years in Mt, Vernon 
Seminary, Washington, D. C. then in 1878 at the age of forty-seven 
she came to India. 

Miss Easton came to India specially for English Work and took °* 
over the Cawnpore Girls’ High School, which had been started by Miss 
Thoburn in 1877 she put in seven strenuous years and when she went 
home for the one furlough, which she took in her whole [Indian Ser- 
vice she left the school out of debt and with a reputation equal to the 
best English Schoolin India. Her reputation as an educationist had 
been made in America, but her wonderful financial ability was. not 
utilised in any School until she came to India. 

Miss Easton returned from her furlough at the end of 1887 fully 
expecting to go back to Cawnpore but Miss E. L. Knowles who had 
founded the Wellesley Girls’ High School, was ready for her furlough 
and Miss Easton was appointed to Naini Tal where she remained until 
her death which occurred August 14th, 1915. 

The history of Miss Easton’s life from 1887 is the history of 
Wellesley. The improvements to.the estate, the buildings she erected 
and the additions she made can be seen with the eye; the school 
work done year by year is recorded in the registers and reports, but 
her real work the influence of her life on the hundreds of girls who 
came under her care can neither be seen nor read. 

“ Place a wreath on the grave, for one who calls her Blessed,” 
was the first telegram received by Miss Sellers after her death, and 
the scores of letters received from old pupils and friends all show the 
love, gratitude, high esteem and admiration held for her, by those 
who knew her. The following are a few quotations from the letters 
of former pupils which give the spirit of all. 

“ Those of us, who have had the great privilege of being her 
pupils, can not be sufficiently grateful, for having come in touch with 
one whose life has been spent ina long, grand service for others.” 
“LT and many others have not forgotten what we owe to-her. She 
gave herself to Wellesley.’ ‘“‘ A personality like hers, powerful and yet 
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simple, was the very thing needed for the moulding of the character 
of the girls of this country.” “Iam grateful that [ came under her 
influence at the character-forming age of my life.” “May God 
rest her soul in peace, for she was so good and kind always.” “I 
am sure that every Wellesley girl feels that a strong kind friend has 
been taken away. There are scores of us who have not been to the 
old school for years, but Miss Easton’s influence has not gone out of 
our lives, and fur myself 1 can honestly say that it is she who has 
built up my life and brought it to what it is to-day.” é 

Miss Easton came to [ndia to teach, not Indian, but Anglo-Indian 
Girls and her girls are all over India to-day as Missionaries, teachers, 
school inspectresses, doctors, nurses and wise mothers in happy 
homes, Two ofthe above quotations written by the Principals of 
large Government Training Schools for Indian women, so Miss Easton’s 
influence exerted through her pupils, even upon Indian homes who 
can measure, 

The following are the tributes of the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion and her Bishop. - 

“ She has left behind her, in the institution to which she devoted 
her life, a deathless memory, Her life and work will now pass into a 
tradition to be handed down with pride, from generation to genera- 
tion of teachers and scholars.” ‘ Miss Easton was an exceedingly 
rare soul—and yet speaketh,” 


Mrs. Sarah D, McMahon. 


Mrs. Sarah D. McMahon was the daughter of Henry and Angelina 
Douglas. She was born at Gorham, N. Y., January 16th, 1839. She 
, was graduated from Genesee College in 1870, andthe same year was 
married to her classmate, Rev. John T. MeMahon In September of 
the same year they sailed for India, and at the Conference of 1871. 
they were appointed to Rae Bareli, where they are still remembered. 
In 1881 their appointment was at Pauri, where there only daughter 
died. In 1884 they went on furlough and she was obliged to remain at 
home for some years On account of her health. In 1891 she was able to 
return with her husband and, as he was appointed Presiding Elder of 
the Kumaon District, their home was in Pithoragarh, In 1892 they 
removed to Dwarahath, where Mr. MeMahon died in 1896. After his 
death she returned to America with her children, and died February 
22nd, 1915, survived by five sons. 

Her life was simple, sincere and loyal to Christian Principles. 
She had a taste for literature and was specially fond of the study of 
languages and could read several. She was a woman of strong reli- 
gious faith, and did well and faithfully the work given her. At a 
farewell meeting held in New York just before sailing, she said, “I 
want tobe a Voice to carry the gospel Message to the women of 
India.” In her last report of her work in Dwarahath, after mention- 
ing some difficulties and disappointments she wrote, “If all were 
easy, as Great Heart says, we should not need to be here.” She had 
had a busy year looking after the Bible readers and orphans, her last 


work in India, She never lost her interest in the work and did what 
she could to interest others in it. 


Mrs. Lois Parxer, 
Miss E. M. Ruddick, 
Miss Ruddick arrived in [ndia in November 1900, From the first 
she seemed to belong to the country and the work. She was most 


certainly one whom God had called to live with and to love the 
Indian people, 


. 
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During the years of service which God gave her inthis land she 
worked in Moradabad, Gonda, Budaon, Naini Tal and Pauri. 

She was at different times in school work and Evangelistic work 
and was efficient and successful in both; but her heart was in the 
Evangelistic work for which she seemed especially adapted. She loved 
the people and they loved her, and her gentle, sweet disposition en- 
abled her to win the hearts of the simple village Christians and also 
the non-Christian women in the Zenanas and villages. 

When her health began to fail she was appointed to Pauri, think- 
ing the hillclimate would help her toregain her strength, but she 
continued to be weak and not much improvement was seen. As word 
came that her mother was in very poor health, Miss Ruddick thought 
it best to go home to be with her asshe was her mother’s only child, 
and also to get medical aid for herself. 

Miss Ruddick hoped to return as her three years’ stay in America 
had seemingly restored her health, and she was appointed at the 
last Conference to Shabjahanpur for Evangelistic work but God had 
willed otherwise. She was taken suddenly ill and after two weeks 
of intense suffering in a hospital she arose to meet the Master whom 
she loved so much and she * Was not, for God took her.” 

Her mother wrote to Miss Gantzer, who had shared her labours 
in Gonda and Naini Tal, and said “ Lizzie took such good care of me 
until she become ill. She was taken to the hospital. I think she had an 
idea that she was not going to live for she made her will. She was 
always very precise in her business affairs and kept everything up-to- 
date. 

We had planned so many things here for the Church and Mission- 
ary Society. 

She took a course of S. S. study aud Bible study and she graduate. 
ed in them both. She took a term in Physical Culture anddid some 
fine work. She was very handy to do things around the house and we 
took so much comfort together. We cannot understand why she had 
to go when we all needed her so much, but the dear Lord knows best, 
and does the best for us all. Lizzie was laid away in a mass of flowers 
The Lusiness men sentso many beautiful pieces that showed their ap- 
preciation, and there were many from other places until the Church 
was such a mass of flowers they could hardly find recom for them. 

Her classes thought so much of her and now the King’s Heralds 
have given up. She loved them so much, how [f wish I could 
teach them, but I am so deaf I cannot hear. They have to write what 
they want to say. It isso hard since Lizzie is gone.” 

Miss Ruddick was loved in India, she was loved at Home and now 
she has gone to that brighter country and is loved by the Prefect 
Love which has said with that infinite tenderness, ‘‘ Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant enter into the joys of Lord.”

Joseph Culshaw. 


The Rev. Joseph Culshaw was born in Ormskirk, Lancashire, 
England July 16th 1872, and died in Naini Tal 8th April 1915, after 
a long illness his family had been converted from Roman Catholicism 
and joined the Wesleyan Church, in which the father was a local 
preacher for many years. The family were poor and Joseph left 
school at the age of twelve and took a post in a printing office. He 
was converted at the age of fifteen and resolved to consecrate his life 
to the service of God. 

In a special revival call was made for service in India, and Joseph 
volunteered, arriving iu Rombay in 1892 and began his labours here 
by selling Bibles and tracts and presenting the claims of Jesus Christ 
on all opportunities. Up to this time he had but little advantage of 
education and seemed ill-fitted for the heavier responsibilities of a mis- 
sionary. But he had the elements in him that lacked only opportun- 
ity fordevelopment. He was a bundle of energy and set his mark 
high, Bishop Thoburn soon recognized the fibre of his make-up and 
called him to a position in the Methodist Publishing House in Caleutta. 
He steadily rose to be agent of the press, pastor of a church, presiding 
elder of a district, and latterly editor of the Jndian Witness. 

The following are a few of the multitude of commendations that 
the leaders of the church have written about him: 

“Mr. Culshaw was an omnivorous reader, I have met very few 
‘men who could get so much out of a book at a single reading. Hardly 
anything interested me more than the remarkable improyement in 
his style of composition. Through the practical training which he 
had to undergo as he passed along from grade to grade in the minis- 
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try of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and from one official position 
to another, he attained to a measure of culture and missionary useful- 
ness seldom achieved by men who have enjoyed much greater advan- 
tages in early life. He put to the blush many who have carried off 
university honours and graduated from divinity schools. Untiring 
industry, confidence in himself growing out of confidence in God, the 
example and stimulous of fellow-workers—these combined with other 
factors to enable one gifted with a keen, logical mind and _ possessed 
of a laudable ambition, to pass on to places of power and influence 
under the economy of a broad, generous, and progressive Church,”— 
BisHop J. E. Ropinson. 

“Joseph Culshaw was a born editor. Under him the Witness 
became an influence far beyond the bounds of the Church it represent- 
ed, and spoke with authority on all questions relating to aggressive 
mission work and higher moral standards. He returned to India after 
his last furlough a broken man and with little hope of life; but with 
a courage magnificent in such a broken body, with a mind undimmed 
to the last, and with a heart warm with love for his fellow-workers, 
his adopted India and his God, he served faithfully until death re- 
lieved him of his sufferings.”

Butas the Central Government of 
India looks about the districts and chooses out the most likely and 
promising young officers for promotion to headquarters, so, God has 
chosen our brother because of his fitness for higher service at head- 
quarters. Let us rejoice in his promotion though we are sore over 
our loss.

With great pathos we are. writing these few Jines as a tribute to 
our dear departed friend. He was born on January ist, 1855, and was 
translated on September 28th, 1915. We use the word ‘translation ” 
for his end came so suddenly and peacefully that it was, properly 
speaking, not deat', but translation. On September 28th, he went 
fr.m Hardoj to Pihani, a place abont 17 miles from Hardoi, to ):old 
the last quarterly conference. He rode all this distance inan ckka 
through au unmetalled road, and after finishing his work returned to 
Hardoi the same day, and within two boursof his arrival, he found 
eternal rest, Wewill now briefly deal with the following: 

1. His relation to ministry. 

He was fully consecrated tothe service of God. He hada good 
physique, and a well-balanced and good mind, which he well used in 
His Service. He was zealous for the Master and devoted aJl that he 
possessed to His glory. He worked in different capacities, first as 
Preacher-in-chargé, and then as District Superintendent, for 24 years, 
and his work has always been perfectly satisfactory. He was a good 
administrator, an able manager, and a wise counsellor. He was 
bold and firm in his position tv stand by the right. Hewas thonght- 
ful, considerate, and sympathetic in his dealings with the people in 
general. He had amarked ability as a preacher and public speaker. 

2. His relution to friends. 

He was obliging, selfssacrificing, and true to his friends, and he 
never failed them. 

3. His domestic relation. 

He was a good husband, and a good parent. His wife died when 
he was comparatively young, buf having many children to support and 
educate, he never married again. He brougbt up his children with 
great love and self-sacrifice, and he had all through his life domestic 
peace, and happiness. 

4. His last days. 

It seems that he knew that the time of his departure was drawing 
nigh. When his friends remarked that he was getting reduced, and 
seemed to be ill, he said he was getting ready for heaven. He was as 
happy as éver. His end came rather too soon, but not without warn- 
ing. His earthly career was finished and he was called to his eternal 
rest ahd reward, Our heart-felt sympathy and prayers go out for the 
dear bereaved ones.—H. L. Muxurune.

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District Superintendents’ Reports. 





BAREILLY DISTRICT. 


Rev. H. H. Weak, District Superintendent. 


Bareilly District has on the whole had a good year. All the hopes 
entertained have not materialised and there have been plenty of 
incidents to make us feel humble. Chief among these has been a 
Spirit of discord in some places and of sinin others; but we have 
also seen the signs of victory and overcoming, and we feel sure that 
God is with us. 

It has been my privilege during the year to hold fifty-one Quart- 
erly Conferences, two District Conferences, and to travel over a 
thousand miles in this work alone. In addition I was able to visit 
ten Circuits and to do some touring in each, while the headquarters 
of each Circuit have been visited several times, and frequent visits 
with the workers have enabled meto know fairly well what was 
being done. I must record here my deep appreciation of the cordial 
and ready assistance always accorded me by Missionaries and Hin- 
dustani workeis alike; truly it has been a delight to co-labor with 
such helpers. 

According to the Statistics the Christian community shows a 
decrease of about 400 as compared with last year. This is due partly 
to the cutting off from the records of a number of names whose 
owners died years ago, the carelessness of two Preachers-in-charge 
failed to coun’ in a number of people who had quite recently left 
their Circuits, and to the much closer survey of the whole question 
of membership which followed immediately on the beginning of 
carrying out the plan adopted by the last Annual Conference for self- 
support. Thus there has been no real decrease but rather an increase 
in the community of nearly five hundred during the year, and there 
are now over 14,000 Christians in the District. Two Lundred and sixty 
died, and 738 received Baptism. The latter number is only a little over 
half of that of last year and rather disappointing. The main expla- 
nation is that the workers now go more systematically to the Chris- 
tians in order to cultivate their acquaintance and tbus realize the 
amounts assessed for self-support, while formerly they used to go 
far and wide in search of Baptisms. Very few Baptisms are now 
given except to candidates who are prepared to pledge regular sup- 
port to the church. If the greater care in baptizing shall mean a 
better and stronger church it is well, but if it means a lack of enter- 
prise and aggressive evangelism. it is much to be regretted. Time 
will tell. In Pilibhit city where we have a very large number of 
Christians there were only four Baptisms during the year. No expla- 
nation could be given for this, and I trust that I shall not have to re- 
port so little for this great city again. 

Our church at Miranpur Katra suffered severely by reason of 
Plague and Cholera, 41 dying of these dread diseases. With the 
exception of this Circuit the loss from death has been small though 
Cholera has raged for months in almost every village and thousands 
have died among the Hindus and Mohammedans. There have been 
many wondrous answers to prayer when there seemed no way open 
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to relief, and the Gentiles have marvelled at seeing the faith of our 
people, and the wonders God has wrought among them. Thus in 
one ease the roof of a neighbouring house caught fire aud threw the 
sparks on the dry grass roof of our Mission house adjoining, but a 
bucket of water extinguished the kindled fire and the wind suddenly 
veering into another direction carried the flames from the burning 
roof away. In another case a little child was suffering from teething 
and Ophthalmia simultaneously, and shortly after nearly the whole 
family got Small-pox, yet all survived. 

In Nawabganj Circuit nearly all of the Sweeper community has 
received Ba''tism, and unless a movement among other classes is be- 
gun our work here will be stationary for the future. Such a move- 
ment :eems possible among the Chamars, and in Bhojepura Circuit 
the outlook for a Chamar moyement is very bright. 

The District lost during the year by death five workers, two 
resigned, two were dismissed for idolatrous practices, and five were 
employed, One low-pay worker will be discontinued from January 
next as he refuses ta improve himself in any way. Two workers 
who have developed Leprosy will also have to be discontinued. The 
Chaudharis and Leaders among the Christians are being increasingly 
used both in evangelistic work and in helping to settle difficulties 
among the members; four have been granted certificates which are 
highly valued. The hope of developing our village churches lies very 
largely with these leaders, Inquirers are reported to the number of 
685, and are mostly from the lower classes, but there is a sprink- 
ling of others also. -Scriptures numbering 7,971 were sold, and while 
this is only twc-thirds the number of last year, yet in view of the 
strained conditions of the country, the high prices, aud widespread 
sickness among the people this is by no means discouraging, 

The greatest noticeable progress has been made along the lines 
of developing self-support, and the receipts for the year show about 
Rs. 600 more than last year. This is purely village collections and 
formerly did not reach us if any was received. A few complaints 
have been made from the workers that the amounts apportioned were 
not received, but the majority have assumed the new responsibility 
and are trying to measure up to it. . 

The only new properties acquired were a house in Barhkhera, 
Bisalpur Circuit which was offered for sale at a moderate price. It 
makes a good home for our worker. A piece of land was given by the 
Rajah of Powayan for the purpose of building a worker’s house, and a 
small piece of land was received in the Bhojepura Circuit for tha 
same purpose. A Brahman Zamindar of Madnapur has just given a 
large piece of lind adjoining our present property for the purpose 
of building a church; he only requests that a tablet bearing his 
name be placed in the building when erected. The Government is ~ 
likewise arrangiig to grant us a cemetery in the same place. Consi- 
derable damage was done to our houses during the heavy rains in 
August; thus the roof of our church at Bhojepura fell in, and less 
damage was done to a number of houses all over the District. The 
chief damage was done however, at Lodipur. Here large sections of 
wall fell, several outbuildings collapsed, and the Dormitories and 
Bungalow leaked until there was hardly a dry spot in any of them. 
A new Bungalow and some new Dormitories is the most crying need 
of this ever needy Institution. \s to improvements a new roof was 
be i! the church at Panah pur, while the one at Bisalpur was repair- 
ed. Extensive repairs were also made at Kherabaj 7 
Khutar, Tilhar, and Pilibhit. ghee Newebeats 

Dr. Core reports an attendance of 76 in the Theological Semin- 
ary. Of these 70 are now present and out of this number 27 come 
from the North India, 41 from the North-West India, 1 from the 
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Bombay, and 1 from the Central Provinces Conferences, North India 
Conference needs to take note of this. The educational standard of 
the students is still very low, only four out of the seventy having 
read up to the entrance, and nineteen having passed the Middle exam- 
inations; this in spite of the fact that the time of opening the 
Seminary was changed to agree with that of the other schools so as 
to make it easy for men of better training to enter, but it would seem 
that the standard is going down instead of coming up as shown by the 
quality of the Junior class. This is very serious, for our older men are 
passing away rapidly, our principal Churches are clamouring for good 
and well qualified men, but we have not got them, nor is there any 
prospect of improvement immediately. We most urgently need right 
’ now at least a half dozen higher trained men for these churches, but they 
are not to be had. The Seminary, staff, and equipment is here complete, 
Inay we not urge our Principals and Head Masters to press upon the 
Christian students this urgent need of the church, and get them to see 
the opportunities of the Christian Ministry. If we are to hold to the 
church the increasing number of educated laymen now found in every 
- large city, and impress the higher classes of the Indian community 
among whom are found men of the highest training and finest possi- 
bilities we must make a serious effort to improve the quality of our 
Indian Ministry. 

The Woman’s School conducted in connection with the Seminary 
- is as vital in its way as the Seminary for obvious reasons. Mrs, 
Mansell who has charge of this work reports that she has 42 women 
under instruction; out of these ten have passed the four years’ course 
of study for Bible Readers, and she is using these as Pupil Teachers 
in the School. Kindergarten training is daily given, some have begun 
' the study of a second language, and there is a marked increase in 
their desire for reading. Real spiritual and mental improvement have 
been noted in many cases. The Seminary women maintain a Sunday 
School in a neighbouring Mohulla, and 25 out of the 45 Seminary 
children are receiving kindergarten training. 

Miss I. G. Loper, the Principal of the Girls’ School, Bareilly reports 
as follows : ‘“ Thenumber in attendance is 200 or 24 less than last 
year. Other Boarding Schools report a like decrease in numbers and 
the reason seems to be the lack of Eyangelistic Missionaries to work 
up interest in the District aud to gather the girls into School]. A class 
of ten girls who appeared in the Government examination all passed, 
one receiving a scholarship. The war seems to have given an impetus 
tothe subject of self-support, and the effect on the school has been an 
encouraging increase in fees; the amount received during July and 
August being almost the same as for the whole of the year 1914.” 

Dr. Gimson, in charge of the Woman’s Hospital makes the follow. 
ing statement regarding her work: ‘“ The Hospital has been full most 
of the year, and we have donea fair amount of surgical work, some of 
it being difficult. The Bible Readers have been faithful every day and 
all who have come have heard the Gospel message in song, or talk, or 
prayer. Many, especially from among the children, have learned to sing 
our Christian hymns. We have given out many Gospel portions and 
song books. ‘The women aud the children like the ‘‘ Rafiq i Niswan ” 
- and the story papers in their own language which we are able to supply 
them, and they find their way into many homes. There were two 
baptisms. The work may be summarized as follows:—431 surgical 
operations, 17,055 new cases in Hospital and Dispensary, 35,698 return 
eases, total 52,753 in all. There are six nurses in the Senior class and 
ten in the Junior class, 16 in all.” 

The Middle school for boys under the care of Mr. Rockey has had 
a good year, but the difficulties pointed out in my report last year 
remain the same. A little Branch day school has been opened and. 
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this has been very successful. In one of the mohullas a fairly good 
school is also maintained. 

Zanana work has been carried on extensively as usual under the 
leadership of Mrs. Blackstock ; she says: “I am glad to report that we 
have four schools among our mohulla sweeper Christians. The attend- 
ance is small, but we feel that it is something for these people to 
have their girls taught. The Zananas have been faithfully visited, and 
we feel sure that several of the women who are thus visited, in their 
hearts know and believe that Jesus is the only Saviour.” 

Coming to Shahjahanpur it may be worth while to mention that 
our new Mission High School building is now well under way and 
should be completed in March, 1916. Bishop Warne has just cabled 
the welcome news that he has secured enough money in America to 
finish the building without debt, and to make the erection of a Hostel 
possible in the near future. The corner stone of the building was laid 
by the Collector of the District on July 27th in the presence of a 
number of guests, the student body of the school, and a host of friends. 
The attendance is now over three hundred, and this yearthe Govern- 
ment gave an added grant of Rs. 60 amonth for improving the salaries 
of the staff, so that the total monthly grant is now Rs. 406, and this 
with the fees is sufficient to meet the current expenses of the schools. 
Religious instruction is daily given, and the Sunday-school continues 
its good work. The Government also gave Rs. 500 towards the improve- 
ment of the Playground. 

The enrolment at the Industrial School, Lodipur is at present 102, 


The Principal says that owing to the collapse during the rains, the —~ 


high prices, and the lack of equipment for the farm _ especially, he 
has had a hard year, but he hopes to finish without debt. The two 
higher classes were sent to the High School from July, and this was a 
good thing, saving money and providing better training for the boys. 
About twenty-five full scholarships are needed for this school. The 
Industrial Department has had a fair year, anda lotof furniture and 
vehicles have been made. Most of the furniture for the church at 
Meerut was made here. 

In the Bidwell Memorial Girls’ School the enrolment is 117 or 
about twenty less than last yeaty As has already been noted this is 
the condition of all our Boardiug Schools, and the main reason in my 
judgment for this shortage is that we are more careful in the selection 
of pupils, and are observing the rules of the Board of Education with 
reference to territorial bounds. Formerly girls used to come from 
everywhere without reference to the location of schools. Another 
reason is doubtless the fact that formerly parents were given Railway 
and travelling expenses to bring the childreu while now nothing is 
given and fees are moreover required according to the scale. On 
the whole it may be said that if we had a better system of village 
schools there would be no harm done if the number attending the 
Boarding Schools were select. 

There are three day schools for non-Christian girls in the city and 
hundreds of homes are being systematically visited by our Bible 
Readers. Just to what extent this work will be fruitful only the God 
of the harvest knows, At present t here are but few signs, but it may, 
be that some day a wondrous harvest will spring from all this sowing 

Our best village school in the District is located at Kherabajhera, 
It has now an attendance of 120, and is recognizedas a regular Upper 
Primary School. The District Board increased its graut in July to 
equal one-half the salary of the staff, and also gave a grantof Rs. 50 
for repairs.’ [f we had more schools, like this for our Christian boys 
we should soon see great things. 

‘There are many other things which must be emitted because the 
report is already toolong, We thank God for all the good things 
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sent to us, and also for the lessons learned. Our prayer is that as long 
as the day lasts we may be faithful to Him who hath called us, 
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L. A, Core, District Superintendent. 


While the growth of the work during the past year is not over 
encouraging in all respects, yet when we take a look back over the 
previous four years as well, there is much to indicate that some solid 
advance has been made as the following facts will show. 

During the past year there has been an increase in the total 
Christian community of 219, but for the quadrennium there bas been 
an increase of 1,564 of nearly 400 per year, the total number of Chris- 
tians at the present being 8,872 against 7,307 in 1912. The baptisms in 
1912 were 171 more than those of this year, and in 1914 the number 
exceeded that of the year under review by 219, still there were in all 
in 1915 baptisms to the number of 484, more than half of which num- 
ber represe nt families rescued from the darkness of paganism. 

Sunday -schools show an increase of 21 for the year, and 24 for the 
quadrennium, while there have been substantial gains in attendance 
during both periods, the present enrolment being 2,747. 

Epworth Leagues have been on the increase, too, there being 6 
more Senior Leagues than there were in 1912 with48 more members, 
and 3 more Junior Leagues with 17 more members, 

While the total number of paid Mission workers is less by 6 than 
it was in 1912 in spite of the increase in our community since that 
time, yet I believe that on the whole the quality of work being done 
is better at present than formerly which more than makes up for the 
loss mentioned. 

In church finances we find a marked improvement all along the 
line. Although there were no church buildings erected during the 
period under review, and tbere are at least four circuit centers where 
churches and parsonages are badly needed, yet we are grateful indeed 
for the following additions to our material equipment. 

The Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School plant, with the exception of the 
manager’s house, costing about Rs. 45.000 has all but been completed 
during the year; and the Boarding House, the gift of two generous 
friends of the District, has been erected. This latter has accommoda- 
tion for forty boys, besides the House-Father and his wife. It is a 
most welcome addition to our list of District buildings, which will 
count for much in the futurefor the advancement of our Christian 
work. By the erection of these two plants our property value has 
increased from Rs. 24,120 to nearly Rs, 65,000, with not a price of 
debt on anything. 

Perhaps the most heartening feature of progress of the whole pe- 
riod under review is to be found in connection with Self-Supp»rt. In 
1912 Rs. 363 were raised on the district, in 1914 Rs. 468, whilein 1915 
Rs. 910 were reported, which figure is not far short of three times the 
amount raised in 1912, and more than two and half times as much as 
was raised last year. The local congregation almost supports its 
pastor, and next year it hopes to assume the entire burden. The net 
gain for the past year over 1914 on all money raised was Rs, 822, and 
for the past four years Rs, 878: the total for 1915 being Rs. 1,386. 

The work of selling Gospels has gone on with the same object in 
view as we had last year, namely, to put a portion of God’s.Word into 
every Christian home; and we believe that our task has been in the 
main accomplished. Portions and Bibles to the number of 3,108 were 
sold during the year, which is slightly less than last year, 
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In the new Boys’ Boarding House at Bijnor 29 boys are given a 
home from which they go every day to the Government School. So far 
this has proven a very good arrangement, and satisfactory alike to the 
Government School authorities and the Mission. Regular Bible classes 
are conducted every day in the Boarding House by competent teachers, 
the boys’ morals are carefully guarded by the Missionary and an effi- 
cient House-Father, while the mental training the boys get in the local 
school is at once excellent and inexpensive. One of our boys leads his 
class of thirty, he being the only Christian in the class; and two hold 
‘Government scholarships. There is only one thing that we have to re- 
egret so far and that is the fact that we have not been able to get as 
many of our village boys into the Boarding House as we had hoped 
for. In the first place they do not like to leave home, and in the 
second place their parents do not want to give up what little they may 
be able to earn for the family; but this is a difficulty we hope to over- 
come gradually. 

Concerning the Girls’ School Miss Alice Means, the Manager writes :— 
“The most important thing in “connection with the year’s work of 
the Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School has been the arrival of the new mis- 
sionary Miss Edna Abbott of the Cincinnati Branch. This is prob- 
ably the first time in the history of Bijnor that two W. F.M. S. mis- 
sionaries have been appointed there. Miss Abbott is a graduate of the 
Ohio Wesleyan University and arrived in Bijnor October 28th. 

“By the action of the Board of Education last June this School 
was changed from a Middle School to an Upper Primary School, and 
affiliated with the Middle School in Moradabad which takes the girls 
of the Middle Section, and sends to Bijnor an equal number of lower 
class girls. This was done because of the difficulty of securing capa- 
ble assistants to carry on a Middle section. The action has met with 
the hearty approval of Government who now wish this to be made a 
first class Upper Primary Schoo], and have also suggested that a Juni- 
or Normal School be opened here for girls who have passed their Up- 
per Primary. This suggestion will probably be followed out. There 
is already a Government course for such a School covering two years 
of training and with a Government certificate to those who pass. 

“The new quarters when completed will accommodate 150 girls, so 
that there will be room for consicerable increase in numbers, as the 
present enrolment is only 82. These quarters should have been occupi- 
ed before now, but owing to unavoidable delays are still in process of 
erection. It is expected, however, that both hostel and School-house 
will be occupied next July. 

“The health of the girls has been excellent considering the crowd: 
Si Peele they have been occupying, no serious illness having occurr- 
ed! 

Village education is our greatest problem: to teach all the people 
about Christ first, and in addition to teach the children how to read 
the Bible at least. There are only four centers in the District where 
real progress has been made during the year, progress of the sort that 
is worth noting. Ina these places the boys, girls, men and women have 
been so taught the Life of Christ, Bible stories and verses that they 
come gladly to the central church to display their knowledge: and in 
their mohulla schools these boys and girls are actually learning to read 
and write. One bright boy is even studying English and making fair 
progress. So in these four places we are solving our problem —and the 
solution is solely and simply good teachers: This is the essential. 
What is being done by these four ought to be done everywhere, but the 
teachers are wanting—and teachers for the most part are born and 
not made, 

The Spiritual life of our community is not what we would like to 
see, though even here in this most difficult task of building character 
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some progress has been made as is evidenced by a considerable num- 
ber of non-Christian shrines that have been torn down during the 
year. In one place, too, where a large number of our Christians from 
the Natt criminal tribe live, the people have so impressed the police 
authorities with their honesty and real change of heart that they now 
enjoy complete immunity from persecution. A large ‘part of this 
change is due to the fact that for several years they have had a Chris- 
tian preacher living in their midst who calls them together for worship 
every evening. This is an ideal condition, and we look forward with 
longing to the day when every village in the land will have its pastor 
who will guard his sheep as this mandoes. Then in truth will there 
be “one flock and one shepherd !” 


BUDAON DISTRICT. 


J.N. West, District Superintendent. 


The late William Peters left the District the first week in March 
and I arrived from furlough and took over charge the first week in 
November. 

In the interval the work of the District was administered by Dr. 
L. A. Core, Principal of the Bareilly Theological Seminary. In view 
of his heavy work in Bareilly it wags remarkable that he could find 
the time to hold all the Quarterlies in Budaon District make the pay- 
ments each month to the workers, make occasional visits to distant 
points and make one or two weekly visits to Budaon, although 
Budaon has felt the alsence of a resident missionary yet the well- 
known administrative ability of Dr. Core, coupled with the confidence 
of the Indian brethren in his ability enabled him to hand over to 
me the District in the high state of efficiency in which it was left 
by that good man Wm. Peters. 

At this point it will be fitting to speak a word regarding the 
late William Peters, our strong Indian District Superintendent who 
for eleven years efficiently directed the work of the District and 
shaped its policy. .His work and character are as straight and clean 
as a new pin. When his name is mentioned, not a word but of love 
and admiration is to be heard. He knew his men and was familiar 
with every detail of the work they were doing. His vision rested 
with keen insight on every part of the field. 


As they were about to leave for their new work, some one said 
laughingly to Miss Peters who for years had devoted her life to make 
a home for her father, “Miss Peters do you think you will ever 
come tolike Rae Bareli as much as you have liked Budaon?’’ With 
an affectionate glance toward her father she replied, “I have never 
seen Rae Bareli and so cannot say so far asthe place is concerned but 
I shall Jike any place where my father is.” No fitter word of praise 
eould have been spoken of William Peters. In his death the Indian 
Church has lost a worthy son, a wise and able administrator, a man 
with clear cut convictions and with tbe courage of his convictions, a 
powerful preacher, a helpful and deeply spiritual minister of the 
Gospel. May he be the first fruits of a great harvest of such men, 

The statistics of the past four years do not show striking pro- 
gress along any line. There has been a healthy growth in the 
Christian community and also in the number of Sunday-schools and 
of the pupils in attendance. While in the matter of money collected 
there is a falling off as compared with four years ago. But this 
seems to be due to the fact that in that year there was a special 
effort to raise money for some purpose. We believe that there has 
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been a substantial increase in the amount of money raised for the 
Christian community and this after all is the standard by which to 
judge of the progress made. Our people are beginning to give now 
as they have never done before and this is the encouraging feature 
of the work, There has been a marked falling off in the number of 
Christian boys in attendance on our schools—a fact to be greatly de- 
lored. 

The Christian community now numbers 14,115, an increase in four 
years of nearly 2,000. A large number of people have hitherto been 
counted who have this year been reported as ‘‘whereabouts un- 
known.” It has been five years or more since any thing has been 
heard from many of these. There are now 164 Sunday-schools against 
111 four years ago with an attendance of 9,866 against 6,863. There 
are Only about half as many Christian and non-Christian boys in 
attendance on our schools as there were four years ago, The num- 
ber of girls has slightly increased. The total enrolment is this year 
90% against 1,207 four years ago. The Christian Boys’ Boarding 
School in Budaon contains seventy-five boys against 126 girls in the 
Girls’ Schoo]. In order to preserve a proper balance there should be 
nearly twice as mavy boys in school as we have at present. 

A beginning was made this year at what we hope may in the 
future develope into a movement that will exercise a poten’ influence 
on the work of evangelizing the District. A day was set apart at the 
time of the District Conference for the Chaudbris or head men of the 
village communities, These men were invited to attend. Twenty-six 
men responded to the invitation and came wholly at their own 
charges and some of them remained severa! days attending the Dis- 
trict Conference. They were intelligent, keen men deeply interested 
in all that concerns their people and moreover they are men of tre- 
mendous influence among their communities. These men have in 
their hands the future of Christianity, more than do the missionaries, 
more yet than do the Indian workers, If they can be captured for 
Christ and saved from their old lives, filled with a love for Christ, 
they can doa work in extendive the horizon of light, that no man 
can estimate. 

Outside the larger cities, our people are for the most part small 
cultivators. Almost every family owns one pair of oxen and a few 
two and even three pairs. This fact makes them much more independ- 
ent that are their less fortunate brethren in other Districts who 
depend largely on daily labour or service for their living. It also 
makes the caste a little more respectable in the eyes of their Hindu 
and Mohammedan neighbours. It also remoyes them farther from 
non-Christian influences and makes them somewhat more accessible 
to Christian influences. 

The Chamars or leather workers are very numerous here as every 
where. There are many hopeful indications in widely distant places 
over the District that in the near future they will be coming in 
large numbers into the Christian fold. There is no more promising 
field in all the Conference. This is the settled conviction of some 
who know the field most intimately and who have been in touch with 
it for years. Under the wise sympathetic leadership of a man full of 
zeal and of the Spirit, able and willing to spend his time largely 
among the people, coming ivto close touch with the people and 
especially with their leaders, there ought to be in this field a mass 
movement Christwards within the next five years, unsurpassed in 
depth and breadth in any part of India, 
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EASTERN KUMAUN DISTRICT. 


Rev. J. R. Chitambar, District Superintendent. 


At the last Annual Conference the Rev. G. C. Hewes, Superintend- 
_ ent of Eastern Kumaun District was granted furlough and I was 
~ appointed, his successor. Being aware of my lack of experience of 
District work, I took charge with a great deal of hesitancy. But the 
faithful co-operation of Misses Budden, Reed and Sullivan lighten- 
ed our work toa considerable extent. In the past years Eastern 
Kumaun has had such leaders as J. T. McMahon, S. Knowles, F. L. 
Neeld,S. S. Dease, A. Corpron, and G. C. Hewes—men whose real faith 
and devotion are the rich heritage of the Church. 

The year under review has been one of varied experiences to us.. 
We took charge of the work in the last week of Marcb, but within 
less than a week of our arrival in Pithoragark, I was taken very ill, 
and was confined to my bed for nearly ten weeks, doing only the 
most important work, When I began to conyalesce the epidemic of 
cholera broke out in Pithoragarh and in the neighbouring villages, 
and nearly twenty of our Uhristian men, women and children suecumb- 
ed to it. Our work kad to be suspended until about the beginning 
of July. We were again unable to do our work satisfactorily owing 
to the very serious illness of one of our family members. It was not 
until about the end of July that we were able to begin our work in 
real earnest. 

We began our tour in the District in the last week of July and 
by the time of our District Conference in Qetober we were able to 
visit all our circuits and siib-circuits once, and some places twice, and 
our Christians living therein. 

At the time of the last Annual Conference there were seven Cir- 
cuits in this District, but with the permission of Bishop J. E. Robin- 
son, these circuits were slightly readjusted at our District Conference, 
and two new circuits were opened, while Badari was merged into 
Pithoragarh Circuit. There are at present eight Circuits under eight 
preachers-in-charge, of whom four are Conference members. This 
readjustment means that our work will now be efficiently superintend- 
ed. Specially in Bhabar and Terai, Tanakpur has been made a separate 
circuit because last year our work amongst the Tharus showed us that 
God’s spirit was workingin many hearts, and with a worker per- 
manently settled in their midst and Miss Budden’s personal supervision 
we are sure that very soon there will be asmall Christian community 
who will be the means of zathering in many more. 

During the year two congregations, viz. Champhawat and Pithora- 
garh made remarkable progress in Self-support and have supported 
their pastprs and paid all their local church expenses. The members 
of the Champhawat congregation have, under the able leadership of 
Miss Sudden, in addition to paying the salary of their pastors support- 
ed three workers and have also paid the itinerating expenses of their 
preacher-in-charge. The amount raised for Pastoral support in the 
District was Rs. 440-8. While the total of collections of all kinds 
raised in the District was Rs. 664. Next year the amount will be 
considerably more, perhaps double, because at District Conference 
almost all our workers pledged themselves to be tithe givers. 

There were 27 baptisms during the year of these only 5 were 
adult. There are about a dozen men and women waiting for baptism, 
and we hope to baptized them very soon. Last August I had the 
pleasure of baptising at Champhawat 1 young high caste Hindu who 
had been a seeker for sometime. He is the first Hin?u convert in 
this region, the first fruit of this harvest. He was under Miss Bud- 
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aden’ s instraction and altho oti his patents and othe relatives tried 
their best to dissuade him fron accepting Christ he remained firm 
and boldly accepted Christ in public. His mother and younger 
brother came to see him immediately after he was baptised. 
The three wept together. The mother seemed to be broken 
hearted because her be loved son had for saken her but Dan Singh had 
burot the bridges behind him and dared not go back. His bold 
confession of faith and his resistance to all inducements to recant 
have been an object lesson which has influenced the people far and 
wide, for he belonged to an influential family. He is ba ppy in the 
Lord and is in our Pauri Mission High School under Dr. Hyde. It is 
his determination to go back to his people and win them for Christ, 
we are hoping 4nd praying that this may mark a breakin the high 
caste communities which form the bulk of the population of Hastern 
Kumauno, and which have thus far been practically untouched in spite 
of mauy years of missionary effort. 

Our Christian community numbers 675, men, women and children. 
They are found in about 39 villages, scattered over the District. Some 
of these live in-out-of-the-way and solitary villages without the bless- 
ings of Christian community life but the majority live in Pithora- 
garh, Bhot and Ciamphawat. We lost 28 men, women and children, 
by death during the year. During the year our men and women 
preached at three large melas of the Hindus namely at Debi Dhura. 
Thal and Chandag. Tracts were distributed and Gospel portions sold. 
Large crowds were drawn by means of the Magic Lantern. Only 
eternity will reveal in full the result of this seed sowing. 

Education is backward in Eastern Kumaun, but our Mission 
Schools have given the Hindus a stimulus to give more attention to 
it, and Government also does all it can by means of liberal grants to 
encourage it. Our vernacular schools in Pithoragarh and Lohaghat 
have done good work and the work of the teachers has been highly 
spoken of by the Government Inspectors. One -of the boys of our 
Pithoragarh School wona District Board Scholarship at tbe last” 
Upper Primary Examination. Of late there has been earnest longing 
on the part of non-christians as well as Christians for English Edu- 
citiou and they have repeatedly asked us to open an Anglo-Vernacu- 
lar schoolin ‘ithoragarh. We think we have sueceeded in getting a’ 
good Headmaster and hope to start this achool from the Ist of 
February. 

The Epworth League and the Prem Sabha have done good work while 
efforts have been made with encouraging results to reorganize the 
Central Suniay-school at Pithoragarh. Miss Sullivan’s co-operation 
and sympathetic counsel have been of inestimable value to usin our 
work. The Girl’s School and Woman’s Home under her able adminis- 
tration has had a very prosperous year. Miss Sullivan writes: 

“Our Girl’s School islarger than ever. We have eighty scholar- 
ships, and ninety-four girls to feed clothe and teach. The In- 
spectress who has just visited us reports marked improvement 
and a very satisfactory condition. The Cholera epidemic caused 
the loss of a month’s time, but we are grateful for the health of 
the girls. 

With regard to our Wonan’s Home and Farm, several new women 
from heathenism have come to us aoe we hope they will be 
saved for oternity. 

The women’s work has been lightened vibe iaTiy by the gifts from 
America of several machines, a wheat grinding mill, a fanning 
mill, and a hand power threshing machine, as wellas a mill 
for the extracting of the juice of Sugar cane. This enables us 


to make large quantities of syrup and ¢ gur, which is a luxury 
to our people. 
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. Our Medical Work this year has suffered’ from our having. 
no permanent doctor of our own with us but we were blessed 
ip, having as our guest inthe summer a Lady M, D., from the 
plains, who especiallysduring the cholera epidemic was a great 
comfort and blessing, though even her skill and care could save 
the life of only one of our four patients. We hoye next year to 
have our own Doctor with us. A wide and needy field of use- 
fulness is awaiting her here.” i 

Miss Reid in her quiet and inobtrusive way has carried on her work 
at Chandag Heights with remarkable success. 

In addition to her work in connection with the Leper Asylums 
under her supervision she has regularly taught in her school] and has 
conducted a very good Sunday-school. She has also been our Dis- 
trict Sunday-s' hool Superintendent and much of the improvement in 
our Sunday-school work is due to her leadership. She has also 
found time to help us in ourvarious activities. The initiation and 
progress of our Anglo-Vernacular School will be very largely due to 
her keen personal interest in the matter. 

Miss Budden, our energetic Missionary District Evangelist 
stationed at Champawat writes thus of her work. ‘* The Bible 
Readers have all worked faithfully and there has been a loving spirit’ 
of helpfulness for all those in sickness and sorrow. This year I had 
the privilege of going to the Debi Dhura mela. The attitude of the 
people towards Christianity was an astonishment to our workers and 
1 was more convinced than ever that the Spirit of God was brooding 
over the hearts of these people, and He Himself is convincing them 
of sin, of righteousness and of judgment to come. The Bible Keaders 
met many, who told them that the pleasure of meeting them, and 
hearing the sweet songs they sing, and the blessed truths they have 
to tell, was their greatest pleasure in coming annually to the Mela. 
Miss Hayes absence as well as our compounders made it impossible 
to distribute inedicines, and the keen disappointment of those‘who had 
come long distances expecting help for themselves or their dear ones 
made me determine I would never subject them to it again. 

Miss Hayes has had a very busy year and as Miss Butcher M.D. 
has now left Lohaghat her place having been taken by a Hindu 
Hospital Assistant and a Government Hospital Miss Hayes’ medical 
work for women will probably increase considerably. The only de- 
partment of work about which I can report a marked increase is 
girls’ schools of which there are now five and every prospect of having 
several more, if I can secure the funds. My visits tothese are our 
inspiration, for not only are the girls eager to learn bdut the village 
people gather round in crowds, take books eagerly, and respond to 
the message of salvation in a way, which reveals hungry hearts and 
gives hope of a rich harvest. 

I step out in this new year of service believing that it will bring 
us much that will be to the glory of God, and Salvation of souls.’’ 

Our work in Bhot is full of promise although, perhaps, of late 
there has been little to encourage us. The reason for it is that the 
work has not received our dueattention. But conditions are changing 
and with an adequate staff of workers, men and women, we are con- 
fident there will soon be a plentiful harvest for the Master. It will be 
asad day for Bhot where the people are hungry for the Bread of Life, 
when the work there is neglected or given up. There isa wide field 
of influence aud usefulness for a married medical missionary. We 
have the bungalow but we need the man. We have medical work in 
Dharchula supported by a nephew of the late Mrs. P, T. Wilson of our 
Mission, and also in Champhawat and Pithoragarh, Since the death 
of Harkua Wilson we haye not been able to get a qualified doctor for 
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our Pithoragarh male dispensary. The District Board have offered to 
take it over, if we are willing to let them have it. Miss Sullivan has 
also been handicapped because she has had no doctor for her female 
dispensary, but she hopes to have one this year. 

The good work dore by Miss Hayes in Champawat dispensary 
has already been alluded to by Miss Budden in her report. 

- We have many educated non-Christian Hindus who daily read the 
Bible and are convinced of the truth of our religion. The leavening 
influence of the Christian religion is noticeable in the District where- 
ever we go. Someof these men regularly attend our church and 
Sunday-school services and listen with attention and reverence. God 
is touching their hearts and some day in the near future there will be 
an abundant ingathering. 

Our Training School and District Conference lasted nineteen days 
and these days were acause of joy and encouragement to us all 
Nearly a hundred workers, men and women, assembled together in this 
occasion. I willlet Miss Budden tell us about this conference, in 
her own words, She says, “Every day I have realized that our prayers 
have been accepted and answered. Daily dealings with our men and 
women revealed to us many noble characters and have given us reason 
to believe that God is yet going to do great things by their means in 
Eastern Kumaun, 

The outlook has not been so bright for many years and the bless- 
ings that we have received are undoubtedly going to produce much 
fruit during the next twelve months.” ; 

Through the generosity of a personal friend in America we were 
able to defray the heavy expenses of our District Conference without 
taking anything from our appropriation for District evangelistic work. 
Very valuable assistance was rendered by Misses Budden, Reed, Sul- 
livan and Hayes. We wish to thank all our kind American friends 
who have enabled us through their gifts to carry on our work. 

We are trying to concentrate our energy and attention on the 
Christian community with a view to leading them to higher and bet- 
ter living Some thing is being done to improve their social and 
economic condition. In the year of the Jubilee of our Mission in 
India plots of ground were purchased with the money contributed ly 
our Chri-tians and given to a few poor and deserving Christians far 
cultivation. These cultivators are tennants of the Mission and are 
responsible to the local Jubilee Land Committee. This is an effort to 
encourage self he]p among our people and to save our Christian farmers 
from being amenable to non-christian landlords. But we feel that their 
spiritual welfare is of supreme importance and our conviction is that 
when our christians develop a true type of Christian life the coming 
of kingdom in Eastern Kumaun will be hastened. We are glad to say 
there is much to encourage us and make us hopeful for the future. 
Now that Chandag Heights is alsoa separate cireuit our Christian com- 
munity at Jagtar will have the personal pastoral supervision of two 
of the our best workers and also of Miss Reed and this will mean much 
cate to we noe than can be described in words. 

ur istrict is very poorly financed. Our month 
amount to about Rs 120, or $40.00 mere than our a pit 
the generous help of our Finance Committee and of Bishops Warne 
and J. W. Robinson and our kind-hearted friends in America we would 
have been obliged to close our years account witha heavy deficit. How- 
ever the needs are still just as great as they were when | took charge 
in fact they are greater and more pressing. In order to put our pre- 
sent work ona sound financial basis and enable us to go on without 
any serious handicap we need ten sixty-dollar preacherships and _ thir- 
ty twenty-five dollar scholarships for our Christian boys who in educa- 
tion are far behind the girls for whom there is a well equipped schoo] 
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and hostel in Pithoragarh. These are our most pressing needs and 
we feel they must be met at once. We also need at least four primary 
vernacular schools, a cheap church building for our people at Jagtar 
and a Hostel in Pithoragarh for our Christian boys. The schools will 
cost us about $5.00 each per month, and the church building at Jagtar 
about $100.00, and the Hostel about $3,090.00. May the Lord move the 
hearts of the generous people of Americato come to our help and 
thus help us establish the Kingdom of the Mcssiah in our part of this 
vast Empire. 

Our first vear in the District has been a hard and trying one, but 
we are not at all discouraged, Our work is doubtless slow, but we 
have evidence of Jarver things to come. Eastern Kumaun is not aland 
of exile, Eastern Kumaun is a jand where God is soon going to manifest 
His glory, Eastern Kumaun is a region with tremendous possibilities 
and we are glad to be priveleged to work there. The time is not 
far, when our prayers shall be answered and our fond hopes shall end 
in glad fruition, and Eastern Kumaun, with all her ignorance, supersti- 
tion and idolatory shall.

GARHWAL DISTRICT. 
P. S. Hyde, Superintendent. 


Ancient observers of Goii’s people once declared, “Their God s a 
god of the hills.”” Present day observers may be inclined to the belief 
that conditions are changed here inIndia. Work inthe Himala es— 
it is the common comment) is very slow. | am not authorized to sj} eak 
for all our mountain districts but for our vast “neck of the woods” it 
must be admitted that progress is slow. We have no mass movement 
on,—no movement in fact taking shape in actual conversions to Chris- 
tianity. While during the year we had five adult baptisms, these do 
not (to be honest) represent conversions to our faith. They were in 
most cases baptisms of women that had been bought up for matri- 
monial purposes and inducted into the Christian community. Bought 
up? Yes, really. But the distressful thing about it is not in the 
purchase of the women, ugly as the fact appears in bald statement. 
What hurts is that we haven’t women enough in our Christian com- 
munity to meet the demand—that is, women that are not educated 
beyond the sphere of the ignorant villager, who by the sweat of his 
brow, and especially of his wife’s brow, teases a precarious living 
from infertile fields. And this Jandsus plump into the heart of a 
very serious situation with us. The generous Women’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society are doing a great and admirable work in tne educa- 
tion of our Christian girls. They have eighty girls in their splendid 
schoolin Pauri. And give a missionary to devote all her time to 
them. We of the parent board have 30 boys in our boarding school. 
Most of our Christian girls are being educated. Most of our Chris- 
tian boys are growing up unschooled in the villages under influences 
dominantly Hindu. Their parents are in many cases serfs, their 
employment subject to the whims of their Hindu taskmasters. ‘The 
boys grow up and want wives but find that there are no Christian 
girls available for them. The girls are a good many notches above the 
level of the life their suitors would take them to. And so the boys 
must buy for themselves. It is the only way into matrimony left 
them. The situation has provoked the most earnest study on the part 
of the leaders of our Garhwali Church. It would be very interesting 
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{O narrow our minds into the tiny outlook of a Christian villager as” 
he sees his girls taken care of by the Mission while his boys are given 
no ** place in the sun.’’ The Women’s Foreign Missionary Society are 
spending more for their school than the parent board is for the 
entire district with its large High School, Christian and Hindu Board- 
ing Departments, and 8 village schools and 16 preachers. We must 
have more schoiarships for our Christian boys. It is my policy to 
retreat a bit in evangelist work to save money for the education of 
our boys. Five workers have been Jaid ‘aside this year. But still the 
solution is far off, The school we have is not what most of the boys 
require. The district has few places for well educated men, Car- 
penters, blacksmiths and shoemakers are in great demand. Experi- 
ments being tried this year discourage us from sending boys to in- 
dustrial schools in the plains. ‘To do our full duty by our hill boys we 
must have such a school here in the hills as will put them in the way of 
making a living. The greatest check to the expansion of our work in 
the district, in my opinion, has been the fact that except for the few 
that own their own land and for these in Mission employ, there has. 
been no way for Christians to make decent living and lead a free, 

respectable life. We are in urgent need of an industrial school. 

[I was explaining our adult baptisms. In some cases these were a 
real triumph for the faithful pastor. Our Christians of the ignorant 
village sort have not always troubled to go through the form of mar- 
riage with the women they have taken from among their Hindu neigh- 
bours. Some of these have been persuaded to marry their wives by 
Christian rites and these then must first be baptized. 

While we have not gained in numbers, we have gained as a Church 

in strength. We have been “consolidating our position.’? For one 
thing there has been a very encouraging development in the self- 
government of our Christian community. Following Bishop Warne’s 
earnest instructions, we have organized panchayats wherever pos- 
sible. And now the wonder is we did not loug ago employ so useful an 
instrument. For the benefit of readers at home, it should be said 
that the panchayat is the governing body of an Indian community. 
We may say that in our Methodist parlance it is the Leaders’ and 
Stewards’ Meeting. But practically there is all the difference of an 
exotic and indigenous plant. The exotic has not taken root in Garh- 
wal, while the indigenous has at once sprung up a very vigourous 
growth. We have a local panchayat in each community and a saddar 
(central) panchayat, which is composed of elected representatives 
from the local bodies and serves as a court of appeal and maintains 
as well oversight over the entire Christian community. An instance 
will serve to illustrate the tasks these panchayats have undertaken. 

At the foot of the hills we have a very distressing situation. Two 
men, educated and among the paost prosperous of the Christiane of the 
district, some years ago became bigamists. One has two, the other 
three wives. This is known to everybody and the influence, because 
of the prominence of the men, has been inealeulably bad. Ina court 
case in Pauria prominent lawyer wished to prove that Christians 
allow plural marriages and pointed to these cases as examples, Every- 
thing possible has }een done to save the families concerned and to 
remove the disgrace fromus, But all to no avail. This year the 
panchayats have of their own accord taken the matter up, have ex- 
communicated the families and have ordered all social relationships 
with them stopped. These orders are being observed by the commun- 
ity, except a few that have joined the outcastes, who ‘appear to le 
aiming to establish a sort of Mormon community. The panchayats are 
accomplishing what the Mission failed to in the past. 

Some progress has been made toward self-support. The Pauri 
church has assumed a larger share of the support of its pastor but is 
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still receiving a small grantin aid from the Mission. But the Church 
has got the idea that the pastor is theirs. not a Mission servant. That 
has been’a very great gain. Indications are that the Church will 
require more of its pastors than the Mission did. 

During the year we have sustained heavy losses, First, in the 
death of D. A. Chowfin, member of this Conference, who as Headmast- 
er of our High School and as one of the largest landowners-in Garh- 
wal, was the most prominent member of our Christian community 
and was universally respected while deeply loved by his pupils. His 
place as Headmaster was taken by Mr. E. McMullen, an Anglo- Indian 
of the finest type, who had already spent half a century in educational 
work. But his career was also ended suddenly by death. The District 
Superintendent because of the strategic importance of this school and 
of the difficulty in getting qualified masters for a school so far in- the 
mountains, is compelled to devote most of his time to the management 
of the institution and to actual teaching. 

We are rejoicing in the acquisition to the staff of the High School 
of the first Garhwali Christian to receive the B. A. degree. He is the 
son of our late Headmaster, Mr. Chowfin. 

It is easy to raise the cry of crisis, but no other word serves in- 
describing the present situation of our High School. The school is 
really in danger. The Inspector threatens to take away our recogni- 
tion asa High School. That would mean death. The Commissioner, 
the chief British official of the Division, whose word goes. far, thus 
wrote after a visit to the school this year: ‘Unless the school can 
be put on a satisfatory basis, I fear that the result will be that it 
will have to shut down. This would be a calamity and would be very 
hard on the Mission, which has a very good past history as Pioneers 
of Education in Garhwal.” ‘To lose our High School would be to lose 
our chief hold on this district, our prestige and our biggest opportun- 
ity. 

The trouble is simply this. Our buildings are outgrown and 
delapidated. Our equipment. is insufficient. Our staff is not up to 
standard. We have asked Government for a building grant. Tke war 
has evidently blocked their intention to help us, though there has 
been no assurance that they would help us to the extent. we asked. We 
want Government to put down four-fifths of the estimated cost of the 
building. We have been asked to undertake a larger share of the 
cost, which will be about Rs. 75,000, then the school is supposed to be 
selfsupporting. Butit isnot. The income by fees and Government 
grant does not meet current expenses on the present basis. If the 
school is brought up to Government requirements, the outlay will be 
larger still. Thus it is up to us to find a snug sum for building, say 
Rs. 30,000; and for a time at least a monthly grant of about a hun- 
dred rupees on the current expenses. The Commissioner has promised 
to approach Government for a larger recurring grant for the upkeep 
of the School but at the same time insists that we must do more 
ourselves, 

I eannot exaggerate the urgency of immediate action regarding 
this school situation. Money must be forthcoming to save the school. 
Just now there is a particularly fine opportunity for us. Government 
is thinking of Garhwal. This district—a distinct country in itself— 
has given two regiments for the war. The district is to be rewarded. 
And it has been intimated to me that the reward will probably take 
the form of an increased educationa! grant for the -District. The 
Government High School is unfortunately located for climate reasons. 
The Commissioner intimated to1ae that it is ;Government’s intention - 
that there shall be a first class high school in Pauri. They prefer to 
let our school continue to hold the right of way. But the Commission- 
er told me in as many words that if we do not put our sehool on a 
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satisfactory basis, Government would start a school of their own here 
in Pauri. And that would be the death blow toours. Butit is evi- 
dent that Gov:rnment is willing to reward this great district for its 
part inthis war by making our high school what it really ought to be, 
provided we do our part. It is the opportunity of this half century 
for us. 

Yes, Garhwal is taking part in the war. Though one of the very 
remotest nooks of the [ndian empire, she is at the front spilling life- 
blood for the King-Emperor. And she has won two Victoria Crosses. 
The war is having some unexpected results, the permanent value of 
which cannot as yet be determined. It is a sorry looking procession 
that comes straggling up our hills, the wounded returning from the 
war, I have yet to hear of a returned soldier in the district that is 
unfriendly to Christianity. They have seen and felt the horrors of 
war. They have also experienced the tender ministries of the Chris- 
tian spirit, Eoglish nurses will long have their praises sung in Garh- 
wal. Caring for tne wounded in Hurope they have helped our cause 
here in the distant Himalayas. A native officer that returned home 
minus an eye but with a pension of Rs 80a month, shocked his neigh- 
bours by inviting one of our Christian preachers to tea and sitting 
down and taking tea himself on the same mat. He praised Christiarn- 
itv before the people, saying he had accepted it in his heart, and 
bitterly denounced the caste system. The same preacher, whose 
work is ina region from which many soldiers have gone to the war, 
has been able to render a deal of the same sort of service that the 
Young Men’s Christian Assoviation is doing at the front, writing 
and reading etters to and from the war for illiterate relatives. He 
has had opportunity to comfort some whose dear ones will never 
return from the front. Christianity has a message that some hearts 
here are hungry for. 

I have admitted that our work is slow. But it is wonderfully, 
gloriously sure: 

It is a pleasure to refer to the work of the Women’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society for it is well done. The Mary Ensign Gill Girls’ 
School has prospere’l under Miss Yeager’s efficient management. 

Our District Evangelist, Miss Hardie, for health reasons was com- 
pelled to give up most of her plans for touring the district and to be 
content with service inthe school. While the district has suffered, 
the aa has benefited and Miss Hardie’s health seems to be quite 
restored. 


GONDA DISTRICT. 
J. O. Denning, District Superintendent. 


On our arrival from furlough last March Mrs. Denning and I 
‘proceeded to our appointment in Gonda and took charge of the dis- 
trict. Our predecessors, Dr. and Mrs. Rockey, had started for America 
a few days previous. 

I found our mission district comprised of three civil districts with 
a population of four and a quarter million people of all classes and 
castes. I found 35 Christian men workers,’ receiving from five to 
forty rupees salary. The wives of most of these were doing more or 
less work among the women. [I found 01e Woman’s Foreign Mission- 
ary Society missionary in charge of a flourishing girls’ school. At 
the last conference a Christian community of 1,327 had been reported. 

I found the following property of the Board of Foreign Missions: 
A good bungalow; 13 Indian parsonages of various grades; 4 churches 
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one of them of brick and the others made of mud; two pakka school 
buildings and two kachcha ones; a small dormitory. for Christian 
boys; a few cemeteries. The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society 
property consists of a good bungalow, good school building, and ex- 
cellent dormitories capable of accommodating a hundred and fifty 
girls. 

Education: I found a Vernacular Middle Boys’ School in Gonda 
with an enrolment of two hundred, twenty seven of them Christian 
boys who live in the hostel; a primary school of seventy-six boys 
near the Gonda railway station; three similar primary boys’ schools 
in Bahraich, Balrampur, and Nawab Ganj respectively with seventy- 
five to one hundred and twenty boys each. Also a few irregular small 
schools in the district. The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society has 
an Anglo-Vernacular Middle school for girls in Gonda with eight-five 
boarders. 

There are in the bounds of this district six small independent 
American missions. 

In the middle of the year the health of Miss Rexroth, who was in 
charge of the Girls’ Boarding School, became impaired necessitating a 
long rest in the hills. On her return she was transferred to the Col- 
lege in Lucknow. She had thrown herself heart and soul into the 
work of the school and had'got it in splendid working order. She had 
carried the burden of it on her mind and heart day and night and the 
strain was too hard on her. > 

Mrs. Thoburn very kindly came to our aid and took charge of the 
school for some weeks until in August we secured Miss Charter who 
has finished out the year. The school is well housed, is of the Anglo- 
Vernacular Middle grade, has an English matron, a good staff of young 
women teachers, and a Mohammedan Munshiof many years experi- 
ence in charge ,of Government schools, to teach Urdu. The school 
has eighty-five girls, and is well reported by the Government Inspec- 
tress. It isa great factor in the district and we would not lessen its 
grade or its influence for anything. 

Mrs. Denning has charge of the zenana work and district schools, 
She utilizes the wives of the preachers as much as their babies, house- 
hold cares, and,sicknesses will permit. She has, also, three detached 
Bible-women. The zenana work in Gonda and the surrounding Vil- 
lages is cared for very systematically by Mrs. Grey, widow of a former 
member of this conference, and her associates. A number of the 
wives, also, are regular and faithful in their work. There area few 
small girls’ day schools in the district, but these are irregular, and 
this work needs to be pushed. Mrs. Denning, as President of the 
National Woman’s Christian Temperance Union has been in labours 
abundant for the cause of Temperance. 

I hold English services in the Railway Institute every Sunday even- 
ing for European railway employees. 

We had a Summer School in September and October, lasting three 
weeks. All the preachers were present and all the wives, except three 
who were detained by sickness, There were classesin, The Parables, 
The Acts of the Apostles, and in Buck’s book on Preachers and Preach- 
ing, also sermons, lectures, discussions of district topics, lantern 
pictures, gramaphone, a Temperance society organized, and a tea 
party—a sort of Chautauqua. Forty mixed questions on the Acts of 
the Apostles had previously been given to the preachers, and at the 
Summer School prizes were given for the best sets of answers. The 
two Badleys, Rev. Machin, of the Wesleyan mission, and Brother 
Chitambar were with us part of the time and rendered excellent 
service. 

Arrangements are being made for a “circulating library” for our 
preachers and their wives. A friend in America has promised the 
money and I am now purchasing books. My idea is to get our workers 
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to read more. They are too poor to buy many books, Lut in this 
circulating library I propose to take a bunch of books with me on my 
rounds of the district, lend them to the workers, one or two at a time 
to be changed the next round. They are to read, and write a synop- 
sis. At the next district conference the best synopsis in number and 
quality will receive prizes. I think by this method we can greatly 
improve and broaden the minds of the workers. | ; 

Dr. Rockey had done his best for the district. He was editor of 
the Sunday-school lessons in English, Urdu and Hindi, and also of the 
Children’s paper aud the Woman’s Friend. Thisis a man’s full work 
without a district. But be managed to visit the stations and todo a 
considerable amount of itinerating. He left the finances in good 
shape, having done a fair share of building, and leaving some money 
towards other needed buildings. He also put mein connection with 
some interested friends. 

Our great need is more workers and more efficient ones. We 
have started a plan to try to remedy this defect by opening a Training 
School to train young men and their wives for village work, The 
school was in progress for four months, closing the last of Novem’ er 
to give the students three months practical preachi g work among 
the villages. We have difficulty in getting suitable material to train, 
but we take the best available. 

We have no church building on Gonda. My predecessor was en- 
deayoring to secure funds to erect a church as a memorial to the late 
Rey. Samuel Knowles who began the work in this district fifty years 
ago. Not more than a fourth of the money required has as yet been 
collected. We hope that he will strike someone at home who will be 
interested in this enterprise. We now use the girls’ school building 
for our services. 

The hostel for our Christian boys is located in one corner of the 
bungalow compound. Itis unsatisfactory and too small to warrant 
any expansion of the school, Dr. Rockey had been planning to luild 
new accommodations, and had interested a patron in America in the 
enterprise. .That brother had sent some money lefore I arrived, and 
since then he has sent me sufficient, I think, possibly a little short, to 
erect the building. He wants us to build large enough to accom- 
modate one hundred boys. Iithe money already in hand is not sufii- 
cient he will supply what is lacking. This is a very generous offer and 
the thanks of the conference are due to him, and alsoto Dr. Rockey 
for getting into connection with sucha brother. J have drawn plans 
for the building and as soon as they are approved by the Finance 
Committee and the Building Committee I expect to begin the work, 

We are’needing mission houses for our preachers in three centers, 
Basti, Balrampur, and Nanpara. I have applied for land in Basti and 
in Balrampur. With what means we have and whatI have good 
reason to believe will be forthcoming we shall be able to build without 
incurring debt. We want to put up substantial brick houses and avoid 
the expense of annual repairs. 

I have had to repair a great deal since coming to the district. 
The excessive rains destroyed two of the parsonages entirely, and 
damaged many others, and especially mud walls around compounds. 
These repairs have cost a considerable amount of money. We have 
improved the bungalow in which we live, adding a barsati (covered 
driveway), and rearranging the compound. Mrs. Denning has paid 
the cost of this last and the mission has been out nothing for it, 

Of our 35 men workers two have died, two have gone to other 
fields, one has become a pensioner, and one has fallen out of the pro- 
cession. I have taken on two new young men. We have suffered a 
great loss inthe death of the Gonda pastor, Rey. M. L. Harris. I 
need say nothing of his abilities and virtues in this report as his 
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memoir will be presented later, I called Brother Massey from 
Bahraich to fill out the year as pastor of Gonda, and he has done 
excellent work. Brother Robert Peters, a local preacher and son of 
the Jate Rev. Wm. Peters, offered to care for the Bahraich circuit 
until conference, and [I gladly accepted the offer. I must have a 
strong man from the conference to take the place of Brother Harris, 
I could use fifty more to the greatest profit if I could get the men 
and their support. 

The field seems a good one. [ have been to all the centers and to 
all but two of the outstations. ‘he people listen to the Gospel splen- 
didly, both high and low castes. [ never had better hearing among 
the non-Christians. The people seem hungry for the Gospel. We 
have just spent two weeks in camp near Basti. We have several con- 
verts among the Chamars there. These converts are nearly all rela- 
tives of a man who spent several years inthe West Indies and re- 
turned here some years ago. I think that by much prayer and care- 
ful teachirg we can make this the beginning of a mass movement, 
There are more than three lakhs of Chamars in Basti civil district, 
and, if this movement starts as we hope, I see no reason why we 
should not have a great work. Weare not sufficient for thisof our- 
Selves, but are spending much time in prayer trying to connect up 
with the Almighty, for He only can lift these people out of their sins. 
IT ask special prayer for the Gonda district. Aud I ask you to help 
answer your ewn prayer by giving us some of your good workers, 


Gonda must come to the front. 





HARDOTL DISTRICT. 


H. H. Weak, District Superintendent. 


Hardoi District has been passing throuzh the unusual experience 
this year of having toadjust itself to three dilfe:eut Superintendents; 
each with his own ideas, habits, and trainiag. If, in the midst of a 
voyage, a ship should have to change ibs captain so often there might 
be some doubt as to its reaching port, and if iu the District there has 
been no great forward movement we should not wonder, but rather 
give thanks to God that matters are no worse, and rejoice that while 
the Generals were being shifted the Captaius and the Privates were 
true to their duty, and that the ‘“‘Message of the Kingdom” was 
faithfully proclaimed during the year throughout the District. 

Rev. Ganga Nath Shukul was appointed at the beginning of the 
year as Superintendent to be followed a few months later by Rev. 
William Peters, who, in addition to his own Rae Bareli District was 
also asked to bear the added burden of the Hardoi work. On the 
24th of September, in the midst of his last round of Quarterly Con- 
ferences, he was suddenly taken from us, and the writer was request- 
ed to finish the year. In Brother Peters our North India Conference 
has lost a man whose value to the church is beyond price. He was a 
leader of men, eminently spiritual and evangelistic, and faithful to 
his duty. We need many such men to lead the Church on to better 
things. 

The condition of the Church in the District may be stated in a 
very few paragraphs: There are reported to be Christians in 187 
villages, the Christian community numbers 1,857; there were 114 
Baptisms, and 40 died. As far as reports go this shows that the 
number vf Baptisms was less by 43 than last year, and the total num- 
ber of Christians less by 74, while 28 less died this year than last, 
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From the standpoint of Statistics this does not look very encourag- 
ing, but fortunately Statistics do not always tell the whole story. 

While the rules regarding self-support were not carried out yet 
it is encouraging to note that last year Rs. 5 were received from vil- 
lage collections, while this year Rs. 63 was received from the same 

-source. We hope to get on the same Wasis in this respect as other 
Districts. The reports so generally circulated and believed that the 
Christians of this District are so much poorer, and otherwise inferior 
to those of other places is in my judgment more of a myth or a tra- 
dition than a fact. ‘The main difference being that the old method of 
extensive help to new converts has been longer continued here than 
elsewhere with the result that the Church has made little progress. 
Neither the workers nor the people seemed to believe that they could 
do anything themselves. As asign ofa better day it may be men- 
tioned that during the District Conference the Board of Stewards of 
the Hardoi church decided to assume the entire support of their Pastor 
during the coming year, and all the Preachers-in-Charge showed a 
readiness to fall into line with new plans for progress and growth 
that was wholly commendable. 

In some respects the conditions here and in other places differ 
greatly. Thus owing to the fact that we have very few Parsonages 
or Mission houses in the District we are compelled to rent at very 
high rates, and at times houses are not available; the resultant hard- 
‘ships which the workers are called on to endure are in many cases 
very real. Then again there are a large number of workers who are 
living at their own homes,—presumably for the reason above given. 
The service rendered by these men is often doubtful value because the 
temptation to engage in other pursuit of to become shareholders 
in the general living of the family is often too strong to be resisted. 
Of the same kind is the practice of using a number of men on small 
pay who accompany the Preacher when he makes his round and other- 
wise follow their old vocations. This leads to many abuses for if 
the Preacher is kept from coming for any reason the man generally 
stays true to his own calling instead of attending to the duty of visit- 
ing and instructing the Christians. The pay too being so small no 
great pressure can be brought to bear on such men to attend Con- 
ferences and to improve their minds by study, hence they remain il- 
literate, and command the respect of no one, while in not a few cases 
they are ;artakers in old customs and practices distinctly heathen in 
origin. While such men may have served a purpose at one time there 
is now no longer any excuse for their employment and the general 
opinion is that they should be dropped as soon as circumstances will 
permit. Another thing which stands out prominently in this District 
is that in proportion to the Christian community the money expended 
is relatively large, the monthly expenditure for Salaries, rent and 
Itinerating alone being over Rs. 750 out of which the W. F. M.S. con« 
tributes Rs. 175, If the repairs, Incidentals, Superintendents, Itiner- 
ating and the maintenance of the Boys’ School at Hardoi be added 
the monthly expenditure would be close on to Rs. 900 or about § the 
expenditure of say Bareilly District with its Christian community of 
over 13,000. Asa striking illustration of this fact is Sandi Circuit 
with 54 Christians and a monthly expenditure of Rs. 120. Nine Bap- 
tisms were reported from this Circuit for the year. Itisa very graye 
question whether it is worth the effort to continue in such places 
especially when we have no Mission properties which would suffer by 
our withdrawal. If this money and effort could be used in some 
more promising field Tam inclined to think that the Kingdom would 
thereby be better served. There are over one hundred paid workers 
in the District, and if all of these were subject to transfer and liter- 
ate, and we could place them in the places seemingly most ripe 
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there would be doubtless be better results, and the places which 
now seem so hard and unyielding would in the end be compelled to 
fall into the procession,;, Much constructive work needs to be done 
along these lines. 

The Boys’ School at Hardoi isin many respects unsatisfactory ; 
the Dormitories do not admitof very large numbers, there is no en- 
closure wall, and the Discipline very lax. The three back rooms of 
the church have been used to accommodate the school, but these are 
not well adapted for school purposes. On the 1st of October when I 
took over charge there were 18 boys in attendance while five teachers, 
costing nearly Ks. 50 a month, were employed to do the teaching; 
the Head Master receiving Rs. 20 to teach four boys. Fortunately he 
thought this salary was insufficient and resigned, the resignation was 
instantly accepted, two more teachers were out into the District to 
work, and the boys of the three upper classes will in future be sent 
to the Government High School where they will have better teaching 
at less expense to the Mission. lf the Mission could see its way to 
purchase the adjoining garden onthe north there would be room to 
put up a fair Boarding School, or at least to extend the dormitories, 
and this must be done in the near future as a District with almost no 
schoolcan not hope for any large success. Perhaps Rs. 1,500 to 
Rs. 2,000 would purchase the added ground needed. 

In striking contrast with our weak boys’ school stands the fine 
school for Christian girls, the fruit of Mrs..Parker’s toil and Prayer. 
With a modern Bungalow, a good school building, a new cook-house 
and store-rooms, and with the old Dormitories the plant is fairly 
complete. About 70 girls have been in attendance during the year, 
being most carefully instructed and cared for in every way. Sixteen 
of the girls were received into full membership on Sunday of District 
Conference. During the heavy rains in August large sections of the 
enclosure walls fell in, and are now being rebuilt in a more substan- 
tial manner. Miss Wright is especially to be congratulated that the 
health condition of the girls has been so good during the year in 
spite of a very discouraging beginning, and the girls are taking a keen’ 
interest in self-help by doing grinding, cooking, sewing and other 
work. It is to be reyretted that both in the number of students and 
in general efficiency our schools for boys are far bebind those main- 
tained by the Woman’s Society for the girls, and an unequal situation 
is thereby created which will increasingly cause annoyance in years ° 
to come. The remedy is not todo less for the girls but to do more 
for the boys, and this seems impossible under present conditions. 

It has been observed that if the standard of the workers is to he 
improved this must be done from within. For this reason we are 
urging greater efforts to better educational methods and to get more 
young men into the Theological Seminary and the Christian Ministry, 
Good men from outside are not to be had, and we are therefore driven 
to the necessity of developing the material God has givenus. We are 
not without hope for the future. 

The Hardoi church has undergone extensive repairs during the 
year, and the money for this work bas been raised locally. The 
church building is one of the finest in our Conference and will be ample 
for the needs of the congregation for some time to come, Better or- 
ganization and closer economy will make the Hardoi church self- 
supporting for the future. 

Our other properties in the District did not suffer so badly during 
the rains as might have been expected. Considerable damage was 
done, but in comparison with that suffered by others it was not 
heavy. At Shahabad we have a large church with a bad roof, and the 
houses used by the Preacher are far more extensive than heneeds. A 
condensation of reduction in the number of houses here will accom- 
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plish a considerable saving on repairs. Asmall piece of land adjoin- 
ing the church, if the Mission could afford to buy it, would increase 
the value of the whole property a great deal, It would cost in the 
neighbourhood of ls. 150. 

A report of this District without some reference to Mrs. Parker, 
our veteran Missionary in India, would be most incomplete. She 
seems to thrive and to renew her youth On work for during the year 
she has done considerable itinerating in the District, and she has 
also done systematic work in the Zananas of Hardoi. She occupies a 
rented house which is ample for herneeds, and she fiuds her greatest 
happiness in doing something for others. Toher India and its child- 
ren seem her very own, and she shares very largely in all their joys 
and sorrows. 4 

Whatever the arrangements. for the coming year may be I trust 
they will be such as to insure continuity of supervision, and a har- 
monious co-ordination of all the availab'e forces in the District, and 
so distributed as to insure the best results. The District is large, 
with large tracts not under cultivation, and the people rooted and 
grounded in Idolatry and superstition. Mohammedanism is strongly 
entrenched, and prejudice in many places is very strong, but in His 
strength we shall conquer for unto Him is the power and the victory 


unto all the ages. 


KUMAUN DISTRICT. 


S. S. Dease, District Superintendent. 


In regard to our workin this district, we can report that this past 
year though not marked by any special feature, has been a year of 
steady and successful work. The institutions including the college, 
the high schools, the primary and boarding schools have all had good 
attendanzes and there have been no set backs. Education is a prominent 
feature of the work in this district, and we are all teachers. Philander 
Smith College and Wellesley have been free from sickness, so that 
the work has not been interfered with as it has in other years. 
Wellesley sustained a great loss in the death of Miss Easton, who as 
lady principal has for so many years conducted that insitution so 
successfully. With wonderful ability and sound judgment she 
managed to pay off the indebtedness and build a school that is 
second to none of its kind. The large addition to the Humphry High 
School, that will provide all the class rooms needed by that institution 
will be completed by the end of the year. It has cost a large sum, but 
the Government has been very generous in its help. Naini Tal being a 
sanitarium is visited by many of our missionaries who have broken 
down in health. This year it has been our sad duty to bring three of 
our missionaries, in the beautiful cemetery that already holds so many 
of our departed fellow-workers. The large number of missionaries 
here during the summer enabled us to hold a most successful 
Missionary Convention, and to hold a joint meeting of the Finance 
Committees of North and North-West India Conferences. We also had 
a series of special meetings conducted by Rev. E. Stanley Jones, that 
were a great blessing to the boys and girls of our Wuropean schools. 
Both the English and Indian churches have been privileged to have 
the help of many of our visiting brethren; in the case of the Indian 
congregation, Mr. Jordan of Moradabad filled the pulpit for near two 
months to the gratification and profit of the people. This enabled 
the pastor to pay long visits to the Tarai stations, where through his 
efforts the work has been systemized and pushed till it is now our 
most successful field. A very serious epidemic of cholera for some 
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mouths disorganized our Dwarahat Circuit. The doctor lost his son 
and daughter and almost fell a victim himself to the disease. Miss 
Oram, wholooks after theswork of the parent board as wellas of the 
Woman’s Society, most faithfully and successfully cared for the work. 
The disast rous war that has prevailed all this year has had its effect 
on Our work. The Eng ish Church has had but few soldiers in at- 
tendence and its funds have been crippled, as a large portion of its 
income is due to the military attendance allowance. The attendance 
of civilians has been as large as that of any previous years but that 
does not make good the loss from there being no soldiers in attendance. 
A sewing class hela weekly, at the parsonage has been weil attended 
and a great quantity of clothing has been sewn for those on service 

and for the hospitals. ; 
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LUCKNOW DISTRICT. 
EK. Stanley Jones, District Superintendent. 


We have been asked by the Home Office to make a statement as 
to the progress of the District within the quadrennium and to give 
figures. This is impossible to give for the District as a whole, assome 
circuits have been cut off and some have been added. The progress has 
not been spectacular, but steady and there have been no reactions.. 

In the beginning of the year I asked the preachers in charge to set 
up the standard of double the number of baptisms over last year, 
With two exceptions this was accomplished. Last year the Dis!rict 
led in the number of Bible portions sold within the Conference. This 
year we fell behinda bit. Lut the ravenous appetite of the neople 
for war Lews may account for this. We are still above the ten thou- 
sand mark. The day schools for non-Christians have hada hard time 
to maintain themselves in face of the competition with the schools. 
now started by Hindus and Mohammedans. This is one place where 
our work is stationary. This should not give us concern for we 
will have our hands fullin the future to educate our own growing 
Christian community and it will be money better spent. This general 
statement cannot be made however about the schools and college at 
Lucknow for there is a greater demand there for admission from non- 
Christian students than can be supplied. Lakhimpur also must be 
cited as an exception for theschool there has registered an increase 
quite a substantial one. A general statement about our Christian 
schools would be that they were never in better condition and have 
never done better work in producing real Christian character and 
training. 

To go more into details, the Puranpur OCircuitis the furthest 
point north. Here we are in sight of the snow-capped {mountains and 
here we have one of the most encouraging portions of the work. 
With a baptised community of over seven hundred sweepers neverthe- 
less there is fresh ground broken every year. This year a new untouch- 
ed section of these people has been opened and there is much en- 
couragement. The work is entirely among these despised ones, but it 
was encouraging to find a brahman buniya asking for baptism the 
other day, though he knew full well that the community to which he 
was attaching himself to was made up of these despised ones. He 
wanted to be baptised on bazaar day in the midst of the bazaar so 
that all would know. Asan example of how the people respond to 
those who love them may be cited the little incident of one of the 
Biblewomen who had heen in hospital for a serious operation. She 
isof such sweet Christian character that the doctor wanted to keep 
her in the hospital longer for the Christan influence she had 
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among the other patients. When she came back to her village the 
simple people met her with a band outside the village and she was 
conducted into the village with bands and banners and General 
rejoicing. 

The Lakhimpur Circuit had a splendid year under Bro. Smart. 
This circuit touches the borders of Nepal, the closed country. On these 
borders we have several preachers who tell the story to those who 
come over. Some have been baptised and have gone back to spread 
the News. This is wild country and here the ordinary Englishman’s 
account of India is true: tigers are more plentiful than converts. 
One of these striped beasts looped up the track in front of the engine 
I was behind one day, But even here the Englishman’s definition 
is doomed for tigers are decreasing and converts are increasing: 
The sitution in this circuit is about the same as that in the Sitapur 
circuit in regard to the sweepers. There may be 500 baptisms this 
next year and there may be five. It all hangs on a thread. The people 
seem ready, but are afraid to move before his neighbour does, lest his 
neighbour, who to-day is so well disposed, may turn around to-morrow 
after he has become a Christian and put him out of the brotherhood. 
Some influential chaudhris have been baptised however and this should 
make things easier. It was in this circuit that I was attending the 
the great Gola mela. After preaching about eight solid hours one 
day showing my magic lantern a‘; night I stumbled into bed tired. 
Before I went to sleep however piled allmy earthly belongings be- 
side meso J couldreach them with my hand. About four oclock I woke 
up and found all my things gone—clothes and all. The thief (clever 
man, kad opened all my things in search of money by the light of my 
lamp, not two feet frommy head. My feelings of indignation were 
very much softened by admiration for the cleverness of the thief. After 
_ cutting up what he could not open he only got seven rupees. A raja 

in the tent next to mine lost seven hundred the same night. Poverty 
has it’s compensations. 

The Mohammdi Circuit under Bro. Din Dayal has hada good year, 
Perhaps the most encouraging thing is that new villages have been 
opened and now there are many enquirers enrolled aud while the 
number of baptisms were double last year they should be double this 
year’s for next year. 

The Sitapur field is, at this present time, presenting the most 
encouraging opportunity that we have in the District. Last year when 
the whole sweeper caste here numbering about three thousand were 
thinking of coming over in a body, a small portion of these succeeded 
in splitting the caste on the question and divided it into two sections. 
A false court case brought against the Christian section deepened the 
breach. The people feared the panchayat more than they feared God, 
so the work was held up and baptisms were practically nil. Now the 
two sections have come together and they have proclaimed in the 
panchayat that no one will be fined if he becomes a Christian, so that 
now the field is open and we have baptised about thirty in the last 
week or so. These people cling with a pathetic steadfastness to the 
Hindu religion that has so outraged them and oppressed them for 
centuries. [ut the spell is being broken and they see in Christ the 
way out of this degradation. Going along in the train the other day 
we stopped at a wayside station and the station master and the guard 
and a group of villagers gathered together (after the manner of the 
Kast) and began to discuss in an excited manner the fact that some 
sweepers nearby had become Christians, They were angry. One said 
inamost conclusive manner and all agreed with him: « This is a 
calamity on our country that all these are being so raised that they 
become munshis,” (respectable people.) What these Hindus were look- 
ing on as a calamity is looked on by God, by the Sweepers and by us 
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Christians as a blessing. Just there is the difference in the practical 
outlook of the Hindu and the Christian. 

The boys’ school at Sitapur under Mrs. Jones has had a splendid 
year. The enrolment has- increased and the staff improved. The 
quality of the boys taken in too is much better than last year. We 
believe the school fills a definite place in the educational work of 
Be India, The last Goverament Inspector’s report is as fol- 

OWS: 

**The other school in the Mission compound—that under Mrs. 
Jones’ control —is in much better condition than that of the Thompson. 
ganj school. It was a plsasure to visit it and watch the boys, Under 
the care of their mistresses they have advanced far further than the 
boys of any corresponding school [ have ever seen.”’ 

“ A few questions showed that boys are being thoroughly well- 
grounded. [I have no comments to offer and no suggestions to make. 
It seemed to me the work was admirable and was proceeding as well 
as could possibly be desired. If the masters of the bazaar school 
applied themselves to their work in anything like the same way as 
these mistresses do, the condition of the bazaar school would be a 
great deal better than it is. 

“JT congratulate Mr. and Mrs, Jones on the excellent condition of 
the little school under their immediate care,” 

In regard to the Girls’ School at Sitapur, Miss Hoge writes: 

“ The past year has b2en one of changes. Miss Ekey:had b2en here 
three years and had hoped to remain throughout her first term of 
service. But the last of March plague broke out among the girls. 
Those who know how this dread disease will sweep away whole 
families will realize what one’s feelings must be when it breaks out in 
a school. All the girls who had homes were sent away and the rest 
put into tents in the outside compound and every precaution taken. 
The nurse needs special praise. There were no deaths fortunately. But 
the extra work and anxiety proved too much for Miss Ekey and as 
she had not been well before this, the Bishop decided to transfer her to 
the Deaconess work at Lucknow to save her from a complete breakdown. 
I was transfered in April from the place she took. 

«“ Yhe matron, Georgiana Jacob who had been here for 25 years had 
to leave on account of ill-health. She is greatly missed for she was 
a faithful worker.” 

Following the recommendations of the Sanitary Commissioner of 
Lucknow after his visit to the school we put in new drains and other 
sanitary arrangements. We hope that this will improve the health of 
our girls. Dr. Gimson also came and found some of our girls 
weak. They are now being fed up. In Novemb2r we had one 
case of measles and three of chicken-pox bub it did not spread. 

ss We gave a Zenana party to a number of the wives of the Indian 
officials. The girls entertained them with songs and games. The sis- 
ter of the Deputy Commissioner presented the matter about making 
comforts for the troops at the front. Our girls have already made a 
number of things.” 

“ We have organized two societies, a Senior and a Junior the 
purpose of which is to make the girls h2lpful to all, to teach the ser- 
vants’ childrea to read etc. The nam; of the organization is ‘Masih ka 
Madadgar’ or Christ’s Helpers. There has been a mirked effect in 
improving the spirit of helpfulness. Weare also trying to get the 
girls to b2come tithers. Our greatest need after the blessing of God 
On our work is to have another missionary in the school, Tuis is an 
absolute necessity.” 

We have about finished biilding ia Sitapur. This year w2 put up 
a new row of servants’ quirters ani a house for the head n 1wter. 
This his all b2en paid for. This makes in all about thirty thousand

rupees worth of buildings we have put up in Sitapur without debt and 
without any help from the Society. We are grateful to God,” 

In the Sidhauli, Fatehpur, Barabanki and Itaunja Circuits there 
has been a marked increase in the number of baptisms. In one of 
these circuits the brother of a Raja desires to be a Christian. If he 
should come out it would create agreat stir. In Fathpur circuit one 
of the workers, not acolporteur, sold the highest number of Scrip- 

tures in the District. 

The outstanding feature of the work of evangelism in Lucknow 
city is dear old brother Yaqub Shah. He is a love-filled saint and the 
| poor down-trodden people among whom he labours look upou him as 
| their best friend and father. He sheltered about forty people in his 
house during the floods. He had over a hundred baptisms and has 
| many more ready. A new school has been opened and besides this he 
| teaches the children by the way side and under trees wherever he can 
| find them, He reminds one of the Apostle John. This ageiag saint 
goes among his people entreating them to love one another and he 
gives them the example. 

The Lucknow Hindustani Church at Lucknow has had a good 
year but there has been a falling off in the pastoral support, simply 
because the people did not have to raise as much money as they did 
last year, so they did not. ‘hey rested and rusted. 

Brother Simpson, pastor of the English Church at Lucknow writes: 

“On the whole we can look back on a good year, and thank God for 
His grace and mercy, 

The finances of the church have, in spite of the hard times caused 
by the war, kept up fairly well. We will end the year with a balance 
in hand, though it is not very large. A smajl additio: has been made 
to the parsonage. Also new servants’ quarters have been built. On 
these expenditures about Rs. 1,800, have been paid this year. 

A few new members have been added to the church, and we may 
also thank God for several conversions. Our Sunday-schools, especially 
the one in Char Bagh, are doing well. The Epworth League is grow- 
ing. Quite a number of young men have been coming to the meetings 
regularly of late, and some of them have joined church. 

We have much to thank God for, and nothing to complain of.” 

In February last we were asked to become Agent of the Methodist 
Publishing House for two weeks. It has now extended to nearly a 
year. This would have been a very heavy burden had not Miss 
Madden and Mr. Ganga Nath relieved me of much of the drudgery of 
the position. [register my deep gratitude to them. 

Miss Robinson Principal of the Isabella Thoburn College writes: 

‘““Garfield’s famous definition of a college as consisting of a log of 
wood with Mark Hopkins at one end and a pupil at the other seemed 
likely to be realised in our case at the beginning of September. ‘The 
collapse of the Hazzard Building during the heavy floods was a calam- 
ity so unforseen that at first we hardly knew how to meet it without 
closing some of the College and Normal School classes and sending the 
students home for the rest of the year. By dint of much crowding, 
however, We have been able to arrange for the accommodation of all 
who had been living inthe dormitory of the Hazzard Building, and all 
the College and Normal School classes are being held in the Lois 
Parker High School Building.” 

‘One thing that the loss of the Hazzard Building has made clear 
is that it was inadequate to our growing needs. We shallhave to plan 
more largely for the expansion of the College and Normal School, 
and hereafter limit the number of boarders in the High School. We 
have at present 150 boarders and 70 day scholars in the High School, 
making a total of 220. IJnthe College we have 47 and in the Normal 
School 27, practically all of whom are boarders. Wecan comfortably 
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accommodate in our present buildings 50 College and Normal Schoo] 
hoarders, and ought to pian a new hostel with accommodations for at 
least 100 more. The number of students in the College science classes 
is 23, and our accommodations for them were barely adequate. We 
ought to plan a building for Coliege and N >rmal Schoo! classes contain. 
ing the same number of recitation rooms and space for a library that 
the Hazzard Building had, and doubling the number of science labora- 
tories. The Director of Public Instruction has been approached for 
help and has promised to consider plans and estimates for both build- 
ings, but said that, owing to war conditions, help could be given this 
year only on the most necessary building, which in our opinion wag 
the hostel? Weare therefore hoping that money to enable us to 
rebuild will soon be forthcoming.” 

“ There have been several vacancies on the staff, but these have 
been filled by new arrivals. Miss Davis, Miss Oldroyd, Miss Barber, 
and Miss Moore left on furlough in the spring, and Miss Flora Robin- 
son leaves at the end of 1915. Miss Moore returned at the end of six 
months furlough to the Head Mistress’s work in the High School, and 
Miss Henschen was very kindly loaned to us for five months by the 
North-West India Conference to take Miss Barb2r’s place. Miss Con- 
stance Blackstock, who accompanied me on my returnin August will 
take Miss Flora Robinson’s place, and Miss Peterson has been added 
to the High School staff as a contract teacher.” 

“ All thirteen of our candidates for the ‘Matriculation Examina- 
tion passed this year, and four out of five of our eandidates from the 
Normal School passed the Government Examination, The large in- 
crease in the number of students in this department, however, makes 
the work of criticising the practice teaching far too heavy for Miss 
Finch, in addition to full-time teaching. So we are glad to know that 
another missionary is to beadded to this department this year. A 
special feature of the Normal School is the addition this year of a 
two-year course of special Kindergarten and primary training for those 
students who have not passed the Matriculation Examination. This 
will greatly increase the number of well-trained teachers available for 
the lower classes of our district school.” 

“Our disastrous examination results in the College meke us realize 
that if we are to keep up to the standard we must increase our staff, 
It is therefore gratifying to know that three more missionaries for 
this department are shortly to be sent out to us,” 

“Things not in the curriculum are often more effective in charac- 
ter-building than the ordinary routine. Among the new subjects 
introduced this year is a short course for the older girls in the High 
School on physiology and sex hygiene, taught by Miss Bacon along the 
lines on which she had taught this subject in the New York State 
public schools. A bit of very valuable training was given to our 
College and Normal School girls during the floods, when Miss Flora 
Robinson organised them and the teachers and missionaries on our 
staff into a corps of assistants tothe municipal authorities in making 
a sanitary investigation of tle women’s quarters, providing tempo- 
rary shelter, and distributing public relief funds. The returns made 
by this band of workers were praised by the chairiman of the local 
relief committee as the only complete ones that had been sent in.” 

“An idea that we have borrowed from the Madras Christian 
College for Women isthat of inviting the College and Normal School 
students in small groups once a week to dinner with the staff. Among 
our College students this year are several Kashmiri Brahmins. One 
of them oa receiving her invitation remarked to one of the Christian 
girls, “I should like very much to get better acquainted with my 
teachers by going to this dinner, but being a Brahmin [I cannot.” 
‘Why not?’’ answered the other girls; ‘you need not eat meat, but 
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you can surely attend the dinner.” We have been careful to have a 
strictly vegetarian menu on the nights that our Hindu girls have been 
our guests, and only a few nights ago, one of these girls invited her 
teachers to a dinner at her home on the eve of her wedding, at which 
seven members of her family, both men and women, sat on the floor 
and ate with us, if not at the same table, at least around the same 
table-cloth. Things do move, even in India.” 

“Such deeply spiritual talks as have been given to our students 
this year by Mr. B. A. Annett of the India Sunday-school Union, by the 
Rey. A. A. Parker at our Student Conference, Mr. J. N. Farquhar 
on ‘What has Christianity to offer to t e non-Christian of 
India?’ and Mr. Sherwood Eddy ou ‘India’s Four Needs’ have set 
our students, especially the non-Christians, thinking. One of them 
asked the other day if it was necessary to be a Christian in order 
to go to heaven. Another told me that, although she was com- 
pelled by her family to practice caste here, she felt ashamed now 
whenever she thought of it, and could not understand how India alone, 
of all countries in the world, had invented such a cruel custom, Some 
of our girls who were only nominal Christians have been converted 
and we are trying to set them at personal work among the non-Chris- 
tians.”’ ; 

“Within the past few months there has sprung up among our 
College girls without any outside suggestion, a desire to organise 
themselves into a band pledged to a life of definite Christian service 
The two missionaries consulted by the students suggested a Student 
Volunteer Band, which already has eight members and expects several 
additions, very soon. One of our girls who expects to study medicine 
in England took the ground that she would be able to serve her own 
community (the Anglo-Indian) better by occupying a Government 
position and using her knowledge to help other girls to an education. 
But Miss Wise, the travelling secretary of the Home Missionary 
Society also one of our graduates, when she was here on a yisit not 
long ago asked her, ‘What if God should show you that your life was 
worth more to Him than your money?’ And shedecided to join the 
pand. Another had along struggle over the question whether she 
could work with all sorts and conditions of missionaries, and finally 
decided that she could. This movement is stirring our girls to unusual 
seriousness and deep thinking.” 

“A plan which we hope will materialise before long is that of 
publishing a children’s magazine for India called ‘Kyeryland.’ The 
committee which publishes the magazine of the pamein America has 
promised to subsidise the venture, and the National M-ssionary 
Council has endorsed the suggestion that the magazine be edited from 
the College. Since there is a staff large enough to furnish original 
stories and articles, and adapt others to Indian readers. At present 
there is no one onthe statf with sufficient leisure to undertake the 
editorship but it is hoped that the Society will set apart someone for 
the very important work of creating a good Christian literature for 
our boys and girls.” 

es C. Badley, the Principal of the Lucknow Christian College, 
writes :— 

“Yhe enrolment in the college for 1914-1915 was 342 which re- 
presents an increase of 24 per cent. over the previous year; Depart- 
ment of Commercial Education, 107; CoNegiate School, 310; Nakhas 
School, 220. 

Harly in the year a Government grant in aid of Rs. 60,000 was 
received for the New College Hostel, the foundation stone of which 
was laid by Secretary Ff, M. North during his visit to India on the 
20th February. The work was pushed to rapid completion and dur- 
ing the year more than one hundred students have been accommodated 
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in this spacious building. The hostel together with Sanitary instal- 
lation and associated buildings cost about Rs. 95,000 and is an in- 
valuable asset to the work of the College. 

About seven acres of Jamd adjoining our property on its northern 
and western boundaries was leased from the government at a nominal 
rental for 30 years with the option of renewal up to a period of 90 
years and a grant of Rs. 8,473 was made by the Director of Public 
Instruction for the purpose of levelling, terracing and fencing this 
ground which has enabled us to secure splendid play grounds for 
the institution. 

The sanitary installation plant for the High School and Osman 
Caldwell Hostel was completed during the year ata cost of about 
Rs. 12,000. The entire plant is now connected up with the city sewage 
system and conditions are as sanitary as modern engineering can 
make them. 

The college staff was strengthened during the year by the addition 
of aprofessor of history, a demonstrator for science and Professor 
J. J. Cornelius, M. A., for the chair of Philosophy. Thecollege is to 
be congratulated upon securing Professor Cornelius who has spent 
seven years in America, having secured his B. A. degree from Ohio 
Wesleyan University, his S.T. @., from Boston School of Theology 
and his M. A.in Philosophy from ‘Harvard. He isa devoted Indian 
layman and will undoubtedly render most valuable service to the 
cause. 

Through the energetic efforts of Professor Wood the athletic 
activities of the college have been thoroughly organized. He has 
secured handsome solid silver trophy cups to be awarded to the win- 
ners of the Inter-class tournaments in Football, Hockey, Volley Ball 
and Tennis. The athletic record of the year is a most encouraging 
one. 

Professor and Mrs. Branch returned from furlough early in the 
year and under the direction of Professor Branch the University Com- 
mercial Certificate Course was started. This course as well as the 
regular courses of the Department of Commercial Education have 
been efficiently conducted during the year. 

Professor Hollister has been in charge of the Osman Caldwell | 
Hostel for Ghristian boys and renders a most excellent report for 
the year, there being no serious case of illness and it being unneces- 
sary to summon a physician for more than three months. These 
splendid results are due to (1) Well-cooked, nourishing food, (2) 
insistence upon systematic physical exercise apart from games, (3) 
precautionary methods to ward off seasonal diseases, (4) the newly 
installed sanitary system. Y 

The hundred and more students in the non-Christian Hostel have 
been splendidly cared for by Professor Wood. 

Upon the recommendation of the Board of Trustees, and the Fi- 
nance Committees of the North and North-west India Conferences, 
the Goard of Foreign Missions sanctioned the plan of separating the 
finances of the College from those of the North India Finance Com- 
mittee. This action is one of far-reaching importance and will result 
in greatly facilitating the financial administration of the College. 

The year will be memorable on account of the series of evange- 
listic meeting held by Mr. Sherwood Eddy and Mr. Frank Buchman 
during December. It is impossible to measure the results of these 
meetings but it is safe to say that they register the high water mark 
in the spiritual experience of the College. One hundred and twenty- 
four non-Christians signed pledge cards promising to read at least one 
gospel with open mind, and the Christian students of the school and 
college.together with the professors and teachers received a new vision 
of the possibilities and obligations of personal work. Itis felt that 
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these meetings will result in maintaining a more aggressive tone in 
the work of the institution and we thank God for the prospects of 
doing more direct evangelistic work through the agency of the Col- 
lege. 
i Gratifying material progress, substantial increase in attendance, 
and a fine spirit of hearty co-operation among the members of the 
staff, are the outstanding features of the year under review. 

Having had to take over the Publishing House and the Rae Bareli 
District beside my regular appointment has given me little time for 
the work I so long to do, namely, that of evangelism and work among 
the educated Indians. I have been privileged to hold a few series 
of revival meetings and have given a few addresses to the educated. 

I sat one night having a heart-to-heart talk with a pujari of one 
of the largest temples in the District. He had the marks of his god 
upon his brow and the paraphernalia of the priest about him. He 
looked orthodox enough. But the outward signs were only signs with 
no substance. At heart he was otherwise. The New Testament was, 
his constant if hidden companion. He suddenly left his Sanskrit and 
said to me in the purest English, “Sir, there is this difference between 
Christ and the other religions of the world: All the others are pass: 
ing away or will passaway. Christ alone shall remain.”

Institutions.—Bisbop Parker Memorial High School, Conference 
Normal Training School for workers, Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society, Girls’ School and Boarding, Normal Training School, English 
Work and Sunday-school. 

The addition of outside circuits during the last quadrennium 
makes a comparative statement more or less difficult; but consider- 
ing this we mention the following statistics to show the progress we 
have had in some of the departments of our work. 

i aetes present Christian community is 29,337, actual gains near 
,000. ; 

Total number baptized during the four years 7,452. 

Total deaths and removals during the four years 3,452. 

Sunday-schools now number 315 with membership of 10,477 gain 
of 48 schools and 895 scholars. 

Village schools for boys are now held in 169 places and enroll 
1,625 boys and girls—the latter in few numbers. Gain of 23 schools 
anu 152 pupils. 

Increase in valuation of property Rs. 7,858 over the amount four 
years ago, 

In all the ot er department of the work we have held our own, 
and a very few have fallen behind. There are some rema:ks that I 
would like to make regarding some of the above statistics. The num- 
ber of deaths and remoyals has been large as we have had some special 
seasons of plague, cholera, and yarious other sicknesses that remove 
large numbers in a short space of time. This last year has been one | 
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of them and we have had an extra large number of deaths in some 
villages. In some of the circuits taken from the Pilibhit side we have 
found a large number of names on the roll of those who had been gone 
for years; of course this needed making right but it has reduced our 
numbers in several places considerably. Our Sunday-school work ig 
greatly inspired with the placing of a District Sunday-school Secre- 
tary. His continual visitations through the district has had the effect 
of pulling up this splendid work amon» the entire community. We 
hope to keep on this worker in this capacity and reach a perfection 
in the work that we have never had before by the ordinary means. 

One of the things that we have most pride in bas been the progress: 
of Self-support in the village communities. Inthe statistics for the 
year we find that there has been almost Rs. 1,000 increase over what 
we were getting before. ‘This practically represents the increase of 
the quadrennium but it is all in the last year. Weare now uniformly 
getting six annas or twelve cents a year from each of the Christian 
families in the entire district, or what works out to that amount. 
There are some that give more and from some we are not able to get 
even that. This is agreat alvance and when we are able to get this 
without trouble we will be able to make further advance. We now get 
from 10 per cent. to 12 per cent. of the expense of the pastor in his 
circuit in most of the village communities. All have not learned to 
give equally wel] but that all are giving is a great point and they will 
be educated to give more as time passes. The means use largely is 
the chaudhari or what corresponds to the Leader and Stewards at 
home. ‘They have been found to be a great help and as we learn to 
use them and they give their time and talents to the Lord, we are 
going to have a strong and established church. At our District Con- 
ference I gave a call to these men to come in for a three days con- 
ference and meetings. ‘There were present more than 80 of them and 
we had some of the best meetings of the entire time with these men, 
who had left their harvests to come in to be present with us. It was 
a real inspiration to see their zeal and enthusiasm and to hear their 
fervent prayers for their own needs and for the betterment of the 
Church. In the last meeting we had a consecration service and they 
offered themselves to the Lord for service without reserve. The 
special meetings we had with them were such as to teach them Chris- 
tian customs and doctrines so as to impress upon them the need of 
establishing these things in the hearts of the people. There seemed 
to be no doubt in their minds as to the right and wrong of things as 
we see them. Iam going to make this an annual affairand am sure 
that I will be able to get many more in for the next meeting we have 
for these people. A movement of this kind in the Church is of more 
value than any other that could be imagined since it is the moving of 
the real church upward for better things and amore vital union with 

~the Head, our Lord. 

As usual we have some brilliant triumphs in the evangelistic 
work. Our converts are not alone from the low caste from whom we 
have drawn so many but our work is carried on among many of the 
high caste people. Our work is much like the placing of the leaven in 
the measure of meal that in time the whole may become leavened. 
After seeking in many a shrine, after many a pilgrimage, a young 
man came to us this year to find the Truth and the Way. He was a 
Brahman. Under the teaching of one of our ministers he soon came 
to see his duty and being anxious he urged that he be given baptism. 
After some delay it was given and he came t9 our District Conference 
with a face radiant with his new found joy. In one of the experience 
meetings he gave a bright testimony to the saving power of Jesus and 
the consecration of his life to His service. He is fairly well educated 
and speaks English well. In like manner in the many places of our 
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work we are getting hold on these classes and definite progress is 
being made toward Christianity. A Mohammedan seeker came to our 
meetings at District Conference having come from a distance of 40 
miles just to be with us. He expressed his conviction that we have the 
Truth and that he is coming into the light. He is a man of consider- 
able means. He is now doing a great deal to assist the worker in 
the place that he lives. At another place at the other side of the dis- 
trict there are seven families of Mohammedans that are asking me to 
come and make them Christians. They themselves are ready so they 
say but their women folk are not so ready to take the final step. 

A former priest of the low-caste people came to us this year and 
to show his faith brought all the various insignia of his office and po- 
sition and gave them to the minister of that circuit. It is a great 
thing to get such mea to really turn to the Lord, for the effect on 
the comm nity, to say nothing of the saving of his own soul, is great. 
He is now trusting in the Lord and doing His work. What a vast 
change this man has made! 

We have a large number of seekers among the Chumars whom we 
hope to be able to receive into the church at no distanf time. From 
among these people we have at last a really Christian village. The 
fact of the matter is that there is one family which is yet to be 
brought into the fold but we hope to have them soon. No other castes 
live in this village. They are trying to get money to make a church 
building which I hope willsoon be found. There are other paces 
that are like this one where almost all the people are seekers and of 
the same casts chumars, It is not at all improbable that we will have 
village after village that will be entirely Christian as is Mausampur. 
There are other castes where we are finding an increasing welcome 
among large numbers. The outlook for India is to-day brighter than 
eyer it has been in the history of Missions. 

The Bishop Parker High School has had a good year. Our num- 
bers are not larger than usual but we have our classes full and in 
some instances double sections. We look forward to the new building 
that we hope to get up in 1916 in which we will have large and com- 
modious rooms and ample scope for enlargement as the case may 
demand. It has been a long process to get the land through the courts 
or we would have had the building up by now. Our staff of teachers 
is as good as we have ever had but the enforced departure of Rev. 
Kumlien on account of severe sickness, has been a very severe loss to 
the institution. We hope that his place may be filled soon and in 
fact we have made plans for his successor. Our result in the last Go- 
vernment examinatious was better than we have had for a number of 
years and shows that we have both a headmaster and staff that are. 
devoted to their work. The Boarding department is getting on better 
than for years. Weure getting almost one-third of the entire expen- 
ses of the Boarding from its patrons who have boys with us. In this 
matter we have made a splendid step in the Self-support direction 
which makes for the self respect of the boys and parents. They have 
a very definite part to contribute to the education of their children 
and I am delighted to say that they are doing it cheerfully. We have 
sent up to Government plans for additions to the buildings of the 
Boarding. We are in great need of a Vining Room and Kitchen as 
well asa place for the House Father. The Director of Public Ins- 
truction seeing there needs encouraged us to send up plans for the 
same which if granted will be an amount of about Rs. 15,000. Special 
plans and appeals are in the hands of Bishop Warne in the hope that 
the debt and special additions may find some one able and willing to 
help to minister to the needs of our vast and growing Christian com- 
munity. The Norma) Training School thatthe Conference has made 
a possibility through scholarships from the Board of Education ig get- 
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ting on well. It isnot yet able to get the class of young men that are 
best fitted for this work—they are not up well enough to take the sub- 
jects that ought to be taught in an institution of this character. Still 
we are making as much as we are able out of what is sent us and they 
are finding a place in our work. : ik 

The Institutions of the Girl’s School are doing better than usual, 
We have in prospect great things in the enlargement and extension 
of the buildings on the new land that we are getting through Govern- 
ment for this purpose. The Director of Public Instruction in looking 
over the situation both as regards our property and the needs of so 
large a Christian community, has asked us to put up a request for an 
entirely new plan on a Jarge scale. There plans have been sent in and 
their total cost is large. We hope through his influence and interest 
to have such a grant that, with what we have, we will be able to build 
not alone for the present but for the future which holds such great 
things for us. The Normal School opened at the beginning of the 
year with a full number and many who were not able to be admitted 
to the classes. This school has established itself by its good work 
done and has a permanent place in our midst. The girls are in great 
demand all over our field of work and among other promoters of 
female education in India. 

The District Evangelist has a great report to make but we must 
pass with a few remarks on the situation. Miss Peters is the only 
one who is devoting herself to regular visitation among the women of 
the district. She has visited hundreds of villages this last year but 
with a work so vast we need at the very least another who shall be 
given for this particular work. It transpires that we are working 
more with the male part of the community when we have just as 
great « call to work with them, if possible, more needy part of the 
community constituted by the women and girls. In fact until we 
bring the mothers up to the standard that we must, we will not he 
able to see such advances among the rank and file of the church as 
will satisfy our hearts.

Rev. Wm. Peters, one of our strongest and best Indian men in the 
Conference was transferred at the beginning of the year to take 
charge of this District. It is amatter of profound regret to us all 
that this beloved brother is not here to give this report to-day, Butit 
is in higher service that he labours to-day. And it was at the very 
close of the year’s work with but a week intervening before the Dist- 
rict Conference time that we were called upon to take up the work 

_ dropped by his noble hands. : 
So it has given very little time to become acquainted with the 
work. Hence this report must be brief and incomplete. 

The number of baptisms are a few less than last year. There 
seems to be quite a number of enquirers in a number of places, hows 
ever. Since District Conference in my itinerary in the District the 
most interesting people I have come across are the people called Ban- 
manush. They are the jungle people. I note that Bro. Finch in his 
report of a year ago describes his visit among them and how the boys 
stayed in the trees like monkeys. There has been a big improvement 

_in them for this year those same boys I found sitting in a row sing- 
ing Christian hymns and reading books, I baptised twelve of these 
Zaccheus’ and had Iarrived a few days sooner would have baptised 
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fifty for they had all come in from distant places to receive baptism 
but I could not get there till too late. That same day in the same 
neighbourhood I had the privelege of baptising three Mohammedan 
men (and it was in the very midst of Moharrum when Mohammedan 
fanaticism runs high), also a Brahman and a Thakur and these Ban- 
manush. I mention this to show how the gospel is touching all classes. 
That day in that obscure little place I had baptised people of ever 
social scale in India. And the Brahman sat among the Banmanus 
people while they took baptism. Christ is breaking down the middle 
wall of partition. - 
The usual lines of activity have been carried on during the year. 
As the Ganges River runs through this District there are abundant 
opportunities for preaching and selling Scriptures in melas. With 
what hunger and avidity of soul the people seex these sacred waters 
can be gathered from the story I listened to the other day from one of 
the workers whose territory borders on the Ganges. During a mela the 
people pressed to get into the river to bathe and wash away their 
sins. Crocodiles came up and in sight ofall the people carried away 
five of the bathers. With the screams of these ,oor unfortunates still 
ringing in their ears nevertheless the people still dared to go down in 
the water and bathe. “For” as one old woman put it, ‘I have come 
from so far and now I cannot go back until I have washed away my 
sins even if I do risk being caught by the crocodiles.”” Such pathetic 
earnestness is worthy to be laid atthe feet of Jesus. In the great 
mela just over at the time of this writing splendid work was done by 
our workers on the borders of the Ganges. The purpose of this mela 
was to wash away the sins of the farmers committed by killing insects 
and worms etc., when they ploughed their fields. 
In the five circuits there are seven schools for boys. There were 
several boarders in the school at Rae Bareilly city. These we have 
sent away to other better boarding schools. ! 
This circuit too suffered heavily from the fioods. About seven 
preachers houses belonging to the Mission fell down. There are no 
funds to replace these as the District is running behind financially. © 
Mr. Navitt was appointed pastor of the Church at Rae-Bareilly 
at District Conference time and has entered on his duties with enthu- 
siasm. There were minor changes at District Conference. 
Rae-Bareilly District presents a splendid opening for work if pro- 
per supervision is given. Bro. Peters heroically tried to give this 
during the last year, but his enfeebled health would not permit it. 


TIRHOOT DISTRICT. 
C. L. Bare, District Superintendent. 


The Christian community has increased from 3,720 in 1912 to 
5,678 in 1915. Such is the statistical growth for the quadrennium. 
Lapses to Hinduism and concessions to the German: Evangelical Mis- 
sion on our southern border have to account for considerable Josses. 
This we regret; but we still have the mass movement among the 
Ohumar people, and it is decidedly toward Christ. There are thou- 
sands of inquirers who are sure to increase the foregoing figures in 
the near future, The solution of the whole problem turns upon the 
question of securipg men and means to shepherd the host. when it 
comes. This is the call from every part of the field. 

There were 754 baptisms last year, 2,431 the last two years, and 
4,458 during the quadrennium, or an average of over 1,100 per year. 
This is nearly 100 a month for four years. 
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Pastoral support by the native church increased from Rs. 266 in 
1912 to Rs. 532 in 1915, or doubled during the quadrennium. The sup- 
port of Conference Claimants also doubled. But we are frank to con- 
fess that this District is not doing what it should in the matter of 
self-support. Wise and prayerful leadership is needed here, one that 
shall persist in securing larger contributions from the Mission em- 
ployes, and in enlisting their co-operation in pressing the matter 
home upon the hearts of the village Christians. Nothing short of 
vais should be the ideal for every Mission employee, foreign or 

ndian. 

We regret that there has been no increase in the number of 
schools and in school attendance. Tirhoot needs at once 25 primary 
schools for village Christians and inquirers. These would be centers 
of evangelism from the start. But we cannot open them until we get 
the money. ; 

- Our Boys’ and Girls’ Boarding Schools in Muzaffarpur have had a 
good year. Government asked us to put into the Boys’ School a 
higher salaried staff of teachers. This, we found, would just double 
the cost of teaching. At the same time Government proposed to give 
only a small increment to the grant-in-aid, intimating that if we were 
not prepared to comply with Government requirements we should be 
asked to give up the grant we were already receiving. Wehad not the 
money to double the salaries of teachers. There were only two boys 
reading inthe Middle classes. There were good City Schools which 
these two boys, by paying fees, could attend. It was therefore sug- 
gested that we reduce the status of the School from a Middle to an 
Upper Primary, and send all our boys passing out of Primary to Go- 
vernment schools where they would be under trained teachers and 
teaching. We laid the matter before the Conference Board of Educa- 
tion last June in Naini Tal, and they approved of our suggestion, and 
authorised us to reduce tae grade of the School, and utilise Govern. 
ment Schools near by. We have accordingly done so. Five of our 
boys, two inthe Middle, and three who were already in the High See. 
tion, are now attending City schools, and doing well. This is a far 
cheaper way of educating our higher-class boys, with the added aq- 
vantage of giving them instruction by normal methods. 

’ The year closes with 48 in the Curistian Hostel, most of whom 
arein school. We still continue to prepare young men here for Mis- 
sion service. As many as 8 active workers are now in Mission service 
in Tirhoot who were educated at the Columbia Boys’ School. Others 
are getting ready. The School is doing well under the Head Master, 
Mr. O. B. Zecky. ; 

’The Indiana Girls’ School has had a very successful year under 
Miss Means. She came a year ago a stranger to the school. Work 
and life in Tirhoot were wholly newto her. But she took hold with 
vigor, and has shown a wise and tactful spirit, oftentimes under very 
trying circumstances. Last August the School was driven out of its 
hostel and bungalow by floods. These swept over large portions of 
the civil district and city of Muzaffarpur. Ten thousand villages were 
reported as having been wiped out, crops destroyed, and some 50 lives 
lost. The flood burst its bounds on the north, and flowed into the 
city. “Malighat,’’ the location of the Girls’ School, was one of the 
worst exposed. Water flowed through the filthy drains of the city, 
and then poured into the girls’ compound and dormitories, and rose 
to three and four feet round the ladies’ mission bungalow. It was a 
dréary waste of waters that met the eye for miles andmiles. Houses 
were falling on every side and people were fleeing for their lives, our 
school with them. Fortunately our Columbia Boys’ School was on 
higher ground, and the floods did not reach it. The boys seeing that 
the girls had no where to go chivalrously turned out and invited the 
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girls to come in and occupy their dormitories and grounds, while they 
lodged here and there as best they could. Verandahs of hostel and 
District Superintendent’s bungalow were turned into school-rooms, 
and both schools were soon running as if nothing had ever disturbed 
the even tenor of their way. Meanwhile search was made for a suit- 
able building where the girls could be housed and, be safe from fur- 
ther floods. A large 16-room bungalow was found, taken on hire, and 
the school moyed into it. But what an experience! One thought of it 
all will linger long in memory. In the midst of the raging floods we 
all felt that God was very near, and was caring for His storm-stressed 
children. Many of our village Christians lost heavily. We had to 
help them. The pastor’s house at Belsand fell, and we have not been 
able to hire another, much less rise and rebuild. Building requires 
money. 

But the Girls’ School was to have another soreexperience. Flood- 
ed districts are very apt to be visited with cholera, and this was no 
exception. Cholera broke out among the girls, bringing a time of 
great anxiety to Miss Means and her staff. Unceasing prayer was 
made, new sanitary precautions were taken, the Civil Surgeon was 
called, another house was hired, the cholera patients moved into it 
and completely segregated from the other girls. After a protracted 
illness, especially of one of the girls, they began to mend, and finally 
all recovered. Again we realized that the good hand of our God was 
upon us. And so a considerable part of the year was passed in great 
weariness and anxiety. Looking back upon it all we again rejoice 
that none was lost either in the flood or the cholera epidemic, though 
many all round us fell from this dread disease. 

Reviewing the history of the year we cannot but refer to little 
Musa, an incident of the Muzaffarpur floods. Word was brought to 
our Magistrate one day that some one had been seen clinging to a 
raft far out in the middle of the stream. He at once sent a rescue 
party out, and they brought off a woman and her little babe. The 
raft was a portion of the thatched roof of a village hut. It is sup- 
posed that when the hut fell in the floods the woman grabbed her 
child and climbed upon the roof, and was carried out into the current 
and borne away. Whence she and her babe had come, how long they 
had been on this frail craft, exposed-to wind and rain and flood, with- 
out food and shelter, there was none to tell. No information could 
be got from her. She seemed dazed, and would not, or could not speak, 
Evidently fright and continued exposure had unhinged her mind, 
The Magistrate very wisely sent them to the City Hospital, where 
they were carefully looked after by the Lady Doctor and her nurses, 
They were slowly brought back to strength, and both mother and 
child seemed to be getting on well. But early one morning the mother 
was missing. Search was made all through the Hospital and grounds, 
but no trace of her coul'! be found. And what was worse the mother 
had taken away with her allthe little garments the Hospital peo- 
ple had so kindly provided for the child. Crazed or not, the mother 
had sense enough to do this senseless thing. The Lady Doctor proceed- 
ed to find a home for the motherless child, and in her search came to 
us, We took the child, got a nurse for him, fed him on Horlick’s Malted 
Milk—he wouldn’t eat anything else—and Mrs. Nelson, the wife of 
our Hindustani pastor, kindly offered to see that the child was pro- 
perly cared for. But Musa had been drawn out of the water. He had 
suffered so much while in it that his not very strong constitution had 
been sorely undermined ; and it soon became evident to see all that he 
was too frail for the storms and stress of this world. So after ree 
maining among us for 10 days the Lord took him where storms never 
come. But Musa went into Jesus’ presence baptized in His Name. I 
was awakened about 2 o’clock in the morning, and asked to come and 
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christen him, as it was evident he was rapidly passing away. I rose 
at once and went to the nurse’s room. [I found it filled with our 
Christian people, each trying to render some service that would hold 
the little life among them—so completely had he captured the loving 
hearts of our people. I saw he was rapidly going, and christened him 
Musa (Moses). With the morning came a great company of loving 
Christian friends, They wrapped the little body in a white shroud 
and covered it all over with flowers; four of our Boarding House boys 
bore it away and lovingly and tenderly laid it in the little Mission 
cemetery. Sut Musa had ben a little angel to us all. 

The Medical work has grown to immense proportions. Mrs. Doctor 
Ilahi Bakhsh at Rasra has treated over 25,000 patients, and Mrs. Dr. 
Sukh at Raghunathpur the same number the past year, besides visiting 
many outpatients. These two medical ladies, through their dispen- 
saries and kindly ministries in healing, have already become tremend- 
ous auxiliaries to the evangelistic work in their midst. Fortunately 
for evangelism this ministry of healing is located in the very heart of 
the mass movement areas of the Arrah and Ballia Divisions of this 
District. Bros. Sukh and Nicodemus have baptized hundreds of people 
who live near these dispensaries. J can think of no stronger pair for 
evangelism than a man who faithfully looks after the cure of souls 
and his wife as faithfully that of their bodies. Such a couple are 
Bro. and Sister Sukh at Raghunathpur; and such were Mrs. Doctor 
Ilahi Bakhsh and her devoted husband before his translation. The 
great mass movement work among the Chumars in and about Rasra 
is indebted for its initiative and momentum to this devoted couple. 

A year ago Government offered to give us a site at Raghunathpur, . 
build a dispensary thereon, and make us an annual grant of Rs. 800 
for its up-keep, the dispensary to cost Rs. 3,500, saying nothing of 
the value of the land, if we would provide the money for the house of. 
the lady doctor and her staff, to cost Rs. 3,000. Wehad not a kauri 
in hand at the time, but it seemed wise to accept the offer. We did 
so, and wrote to Bro. and Sister Denning, then in America, and told 
them of Government’s offer. What is the result? The Dennings 
raised $1,000, cabled us to proceed with the work of building; Goy- 
ernment has given us a beautiful site and is now erecting the build- 
ings for dispensary and residential quarters; and ere long we shall 
have a plant there worth from 7,000 to 7,500 rupees, free of debt, 
with a grant-in-aid of Rs. 800 for its annual expenses. We must 
have something similar to this for Rasra. We have the good news 
that the ladies at home have sent out $1,500 for the doctor’s house, 
But we must have help and rooms for poor patients. ‘ 

The zanana work in and about Muzaffarpur has been in charge of 
Miss Moyer and her assistants. They report that the people with few 
exceptions continue favourably to receive their visits and hear their 
message. 

Mins Perrill, as District Evangelist, has brought the Gospel story 
this year to many a group of village Christians and inquirers, She 
and her assistants were every where gladly welcomed. They went 
primarily to tell the story of Jesus and His love to the village women 
but the men gathered round them, and menas well as women heard 
the word. It is very evident from the Evangelist’s accounts that 
what the Tirhoot District needs is the appointment of a permanent 
evangelist who will give all her time to this very needy village work, 

The Training School for Village Evangelists has had a splendid 
year under Bro, Chas. Dowring. Several have gone out this year into 
the mass-movement field, in the midst of which this School is situat. 
ed. It was intens-ly interesting to hear their reports in our recent 
District Conference. There lies a great future immediately, before 
this School, if we can get the means to support it. Instead of 10, 
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we should have 50 men in training, and instead of two men on the 
teaching staff, we should have at least double this number, Then we 
should have the money to build and properly house such a School, 
Here is an opportunity to invest money that will bring a thousand 
fold of an income, gathered right out of the “heart of this mighty 
ma3%s-movement. Some body will invest and reap the income. 

A school for teaching boys and girls to read and memorize selected 
portions from the Bible, and to do all kinds of handiwork, such as 
kaitting, sewing, crocheting, etc., was opened in Samastipur by Bro. 
and Sister Sampson. The School has been very favourably received. by 
the public; and leading citizens have given commendably towards 
thecurrent expenses of the work. The Sampsons have also met with 
great succe3s in temperance work, He was invited to give an address 
before the Hindu and Mohammedan Club on the eyils of the use of 
strong drink and tobacco, especially that of cigarettes, and was lis. 
tened to with the greatest iaterest. He.took occasion to show the 
attitude of our Church towards intoxicants and tobacco, in every 
form. He was later. elected vice-president of the Club. 3 

‘The past year was a splendid one on the Sitamarhi Circuit. More — 
were added to the Christian community by baptism than any year 
duriog thé quadrennium, We mention Sitamarhi for the reason that 
the mass«movement has not appeared there yet, as on other circuits. 
of the District. But the past year brought some indications that we | 
may expect the people to begin ere long to move toward Christ en 
masse. Twenty-one were baptized in one service alone, It was a 
unique company. There were Brahman, Banyz, Kurmi, and Koiri 
castes represented. It is raré to find these four castes seated toget- 
hef ‘anywhere, much less in a baptismal service. Four of them were 
Ch#tudhris., Back of these 2,160 others of the same castes were report- 
ed-asS under instruction. ~ == ae 

‘Two it2ms in the foregoing ‘cause our hearts t) rejoice. Here 
were péople of four different sections of the Hindu community, whom 
the relentless cruelties of casts had separated for a thousand years 
and, more, now made one in Christ Jesus. No wonder the little com- 
pwny of believers broke forth into singing, ‘“ Raja Yesu Aya,” “Raja — 
Yesu Aya,”-“ King Jesus has come.” Then there was the conyert 
from the: Koiri caste. Mission work has been carried on among these 
people for. years. Many of thém have been sincere inquirers, learning. 
our hymns and the Lord’s prayer and other portions of the word, all. 
the while renouncing idolatry and its practices, and accepting instead 
the-teaching of our Lord. But all attempts to lead them openly to 
confess Him and recéive baptism in His Name have apparently failed 
and. we had about come to the conclusion that it would be wise to 
withdraw work from their midst, So it is not to be wondered at that 
our people rejoiced to see the'Koiri come to Christ and openly ackuow- 
lelge ae a eenes’ it is the beginning of a great work among this —

_ _It is with some hesitation that I undertake to report for “Arrah 
and Ballia Sub-Districts. The eye of our Mission in India has been more 
or less centered upon this field. Our name has gone abroad through 
out the world, in fact, and such prominence carries with it © certain 
embarrassments. From this field of “mass, movement ” promisé a 
glowing report is expected. Past records are to be excelled as a matter 
of course, explanations will fail to satisfy, where triumphs havé been 
anticipated... “<= ieiubdole des ; ; ey te.i8 

Clearly realizing all this. I must begin a report with a note of 
regret. I do not mean that we have not made progress, but TF d6 
mean that I am convinced that far greater progress might have heen 
made if the field had been better manned. I think ‘we could havé 
had, double or tripple the namber of baptisms, if we had more strong 
Indian pastors to carry forward the campaign. As it is the number 
baptized is just under eight hundred, 

In the Ballia work alone, last year there were many more than 
this baptized. But it must be remembered that the villages are 
scattered far and wide and we have practically the same force careing 
for the work that we had two years ago. I could not bring myself to 
encourage the preachers to go very far afield with the Gospel when 
they had more newly baptized Christians than they could properly 
care for, Those baptized this year in most cases were people closely 
connected with our Christians, who could be cared for without greatly 
extending our lines, 

Two-thirds or more of all this work is supported by special gifts. 
Any expansion means that a greater strain must be placed upon this 
weak link in the chain of our Mission policy. Knowing the burdens 
already resting upon the District Superintendent I have been slow to 
advise any thing very venturesome where finances were concerned. 

When Mr. Schutz went home in the spring he left the Ballia work 
orphaned, He had beenthe dynamo that ran the entire plant. The Sub- 
District was made into four circuits just before he left, which implied 
four new Preachers-in-Charge who were to direct the work of a num- 
ber of new workers of a lower grade, gathered from various parts of 
North India. Such a situation needed more careful supervision than 
I could well give. I have only words of praise for the Preachers-in- 
Charge who in their new and difficult positions, carried forward the 
work. It is a dangerous policy that takes new, untried men and places 
them in responsible positions. But we have had to do just this. The 
sort of recruits we get is not always the best. In fact the reverse is 
often true. And to put these new workers over newly baptized Chris- 
tians is a dangerous policy. In some cases difficult situations have 
arisen. I feel grateful indeed that nothing more serious has deve- 
loped. 
ae We come to the end of the year with things running smoothly and 
I believe the prospects are the best, : 

Persecutions continue. Some severe and some ordinary. But this 
does not seem to hinder progress. When the Christians feel that 
they have our sympathy and that the Indian pastors are doing their 
best to help them, they bear their persecutions with true Christian 
fortitude. 2 

Considerable time and expense have been expended on repairs of 
property on the Ballia work. I hope that we may be able to build 
pucca buildings in the future. = “as: : 

Miss Perrill has been able to greatly help in the administration 
of the work on the Ballia side. It would have been difficult to carry 
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on the work without her help. The village women every where have 
welcomed her. 

On the Arrah side the work has gone steadily on. Especially 
around Raghunathpur a noticeable break has come. This promises to 
develope into a very extensive work. Government is now erecting a 
dispensary building for us at Raghunathpur while we are providing 
the quarters for the docter. With a yearly grant of Rs. 800 we are 
able to carry on medical work under the directions of Mrs. Dr. Sukh, 
that has greatly surprised Government in its extent. 

As I view the entire field under my charge I cannot help but feel 
that God hath great things in store for it. The great outstanding 
need is for strong Indian leaders, upon whom dependence can be 
placed. With half a dozen more, such men, who could direct the work 
of the exhorters and pastors, I believe we could soon double the 
Christian community we now have.

District Superintendents’ Reports. 


BAREILLY DISTRICT. 


Rev. H. H. Weak, District Superintendent. 
Introduction :— 





Bareilly District was further enlarged by the addition of three 
more Circuits by the Annual Conference held in January, so that there 
are now 18 Circuits in all, comprising nearly ail of three Civil Districts, 
and with a Christian community of 16,510. ‘[o oversee all this territory, 
roughly 40 miles wide and 80 miles long, is a tremendous job when it 
is borne in mind that there are more institutions and small properties 
to look after in this District than in any other within the bounds of 
the North India Conference. I desire to record here with deep grati- 
tude to God that I have kept perfect health throughout the year, and 
that I have never failed to meet my appointments. I have been able to 
travel extensively, using the Railways, the Motor Cycle, and the Bul- 
lock Cart. It has been a year of excessive rains with numbers of earth- 
quakes, much sickness among the people, and high prices continuing as 
before. There has been no marvellous work in any of the Circuits, 
nor any signs of a Mass Movement among any class of people, but we 
have been making steady growth, and all of the various interests of 
this extensive work have been carefully supervised and safeguarded. 


Christian Workers:— 


There are 28 ordained and 100 unordained workers in the District, 
making a total of 128. Aside from this number 69 women, the wives 
of workers are employed by the W. F. M. S. not including those who 
are working under Missionary supervision in the cities of Bareilly and 
Shahjahanpur. The number of Non-Christian Teachers out in the 
District is 7, and there is a large number, both Christian and Non- 
Christian, employed in the various schools, while a large number of 
retired workers give much help in the places where they live. At our 
District Conference 26 men were fcund to be graduates of the Seminary 
at Bareilly. But while this seems very good it should not be forgotten 
that not one of these men had passed the High School standard 

There are about 635 Christians for every ordained worker and 
about 181 for each worker, including those who are ordained. The 
Christians are widely scattered, and every worker has from 15 to 40 
villages to visit. Aside from the Salvation Army with Headquarters 
at Bareilly we are responsible for the evangelization of this entire ter- 
ritory with over three million inhabitants and while we hold all the 
strategic centers of the field, and have gone out into all the territory, 
we yet would need about 90 more workers to do what ought to be 
done; and out of this number at least fifty should be Seminary gradu- 
ates, with special training qualifying them to work among the higher 
classes. Five workers resigned during the year, two were dismissed 
because of idolatrous practices, and three new men were employed. 
There were no deaths among the active workers, but two from those 
on the retired list passed away. One of these was W. R. Bowen, who 
gave about fifty years to the Ministry and whose loss is deeply felt 
by many. At the District Conference three men were recommended 
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for Deacon’s orders, one for admission on trial in the Annual Con- 
ference, and two for admission to the Seminary. There are six Christ- 
ian ‘* Chaudharies ” in the District to whom Certificrtes have been 
given, and there are many Laymen who render valuable help in all 
the work of the church. 


State of the Church:— 


(1) Membership.— Chere were 765 baptisms during the vear. 
409 were received on Probation, 216 into full membership, and there 
were 649 deaths. This is the largest death roll in years, and cholera, 
plague, and fever were responsible for most of them. There were 43 
weddinss according to Christian rites and a good many more, I fear, 
according to the old customs ; yet we are gaining ground even here, 
The Christian community is about equally divided between full Mem- 
bers, Probationers, and Children. There are 223 Sunday Schools with 
8,128 pupils enrolled; 19 Epworth Leagues with a membership of 7803 
11 Junior Leagues with 423 members; 1,678 villages in which Christ- 
ians live; 2,058 villages visited systematically by the workers; 
636 Inquirers; 2,847 are reported able to lead ina brief prayer; 383 
children were born; 5,657 portions of Scriptures were sold; there are 
174 Village Leaders; and outside of our schools 442 boys and 253 girls 
have been taught to read. 

(2) Spiritual Condition.—Many weaknesses yet appear among 
the people; thus in the matterof marriages we often stand helpless 
before the hoary traditions bound up with child-marriage and idolat- 
rous rites. Two of the lower class workers had to be dismissed during 
the year for participating in such rites,and I fear that the reason 
why our church is not gaining ground morerapidly is because so many 
of our workers are not entirely purged from the old leaven, and do not 
take a determined stand against idolatrous practices. Only one-third 
of those who died were buried according to Christian usage, but the 
reason for this is largely that the workers are so few and the seasons 
so inclement that no word can reach the worker; the burials often 

‘taking place a few hours after the death. ‘Thans or Idols are occa- 
sionally found, as in one instance where [I found one hid in a corner of 
the compound and in anotherright in the common meeting place, but 
in all cases we have succeeded in getting them broken down, and they 
are disappearing, never to return. In one village 26 of our people died 
of plague and fever, and those who remained have broken and cast out 
every idol from among them. They trusted to the idol for help but 
since none was given why should they be continued any longer? 

(3) Self-Support.—At the beginning of the year there was one 
acknowledged Tither from among the workers in the District, but at 
the close of the year there were 35 who had pledged themselves to 
give a tenth of their income, and this number was further increased 
at District Conference. Rs. 600 were collected in village offerings, 
Rs. 444 as Pastor Fund, Rs. 204 as fees from non-Christian Students 
in the Village Schools, and over one hundred Rupees from other 
sources, making a total for the year of Rs.1,348. Including the Annual 
Conference Collections Rs. 5,230 were collected during the year 

‘as compared with Rs. 3,656 of last year. This is encouraging. The 
churches at Bareilly and Shahjahanpur are entirely self-supporting, 
and are able to look after all repairs and improvements of their 
respective church properties. On Easter Sunday as a fitting culmina- 
tion of the Passion week services Rs. 489 were given as a thankoffer- 
ing, and Ks. 43 of this came from the workers and people out in the 
villages. Many Non-Christians hearing of this offering, asked to be 
permitted to have a share in it. The best part of it all, however, was 
the spiritual blessing that came to the people by having a part in this 
Special memorial of our Lord’s Passion and Death upon the (ross, 
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Even the boys and girls in our schools, who have almost nothing to 
give, brought what they bad and in many cases it was their all and 
they gave it gladly. We are trying to gather in all those who have 
been Jeft over from amoag the relatives of those who have previously 
become Christians, and it was my privilege to baptize in one village a 
man over 80 years old who had resisted ali these years; and the next 
day I baptized in another village a man and his wife, both over 80 
years of age. During the District Conference which was attended by 
121 men, 81 women, and 124 children many were blessed and helped 
both amoag the workers and among the students in the schools. Many 
confessed sius and habits which had hindered them in their own lives, 
and a higher standard was set for the coming year. It is hoped that 
this out-pouring of Divine grace will be reflected during the coming 
months everywhere outin the District. I believe that our work is on 
a better basis than it has ever oeen before, and though there is a 
great deal yet to be desired, nevertheless [ feel sure that we are gain- 
ing ground. If we had the trained workers required I am sure that 
many among the higher castes are ready to receive Christ. The prob-

lem with me is not so much more money for Evangelistic work as it: 


is more and better trained workers. We have confined ourselves during 
the past mainly to the low caste people uatil our workers themselves 
are imbued with the idea that they have no message for any one else, 
and the Non-Christian high caste men think as we do on this subject 
since they are seldom approached, and very few of the workers are 
able to talk to them intelligently about the way of salvation. To lift 
our Christian community we need better trained men, better and more 
system atic teaching, and quantities of brotherly love. 


Our Schools :-— 


Tae number of boys and girls in school is about the same as last 
year, and the proportion is relatively the same. Of the 5,600 children 
reported in the District about one-fifth are receiving systematic 
school instruction. The rest are being taught more or less by the 
itinerating worker. The proportion of boys to girls is in favour of the 
girls in the ration of almost three to one as far as the boarding 
schools are concerned, and this is because we have two schools for girls 
and only one for boys. Out inthe District, however, the boys far 
outnumber the girls, r 

There are in all ten educational institutions in the District of 
some importance. Among these the Theological Seminary at Bareilly 
holds a unique place, and by far the most important, since our entire 
Evangelistic work is most intimately related to the work of this 
school. Its graduates are found throughout the entire Hindustani- 
speaking area, and they invariably hold the highest, and most re- 
sponsible positions in the church. This year there are 84 students on 
the rolls out of whom 15 will graduate next May. The Institution 
stands ia urgent need of better dormitories for the married students 
and even more in need of ahigher grade of students; for it is a deplor- 
able fact that not one of the 84 students now on the rolls have passed 
even the High School standard. The outlook for capable Pastors for 
our large churches is very depressing, and for the immediate future I 
can see no way out, The number of highly educated laymen is con- 
stantly increasing, aud if we are to hold these to the church, and im- 
press the higher classes of the educated, non-Christian community we 
must find some way to send better qualified men to the Seminary for 
training in the immediate future. The woman’s School in connection 


with the Seminary, and under the leadership of Mrs. Mansell, has an ~ 


attendance of 48 women which is the largest number in five years, 
Out of these, 15 have completed the course of study for Bible readers 
and the educational grade of the women is inclined to show improve- 
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ment. There are 67 children for whom kindergarten training is pro- 
vided. What a large family to look after. 

The completion of the new High School at Shahjahanpur marks 
the biggest single achievment of the year. It was occupied in July 
and in August had an enrollment of 420 students of whom 19 were 
Christians. Through the generosity of friends in America the build- 
ing has been completed without debt, and the school will in future 
be known as the Abbie Leonard Rich Christian High School in memory 
of the generous giver. The property, including the playground repre- 
sents a value of Rs, 80,000 and is one of the finest in our Conference. 
The School is furnished with American Desks and Blackboards, is 
recognized for the School leaving Certificate Examinations, and has a 
flourishing Business Department. A regular Sunday School is being 
conducted for the students and this has a good attendance. In con- 
nection with this Institution we need a Non-Christian Hostel or Dor- 
mitory for students from the country, and better Dormitories for our 
Christian boys. 

The Shahjahanpur [Industrial School and Orphanage has had a 
good year with an enrollment of 115. Twowomen teachers are em=- 
ployed for the lower Classes in the school with marked success. The 
boys make and repair their own clothes,a Bible study class meets every 
Sunday, two boys have pledged themselves to the ministry, and about 
thirty of the boys were specially blessed during the meetings of the 

| District Conference. The Dormitories have been mended, collapsed 
walis rebuilt, and a new line for servants is under construction. The 
Industrial Department has had more orders than it could execute, and 

| the health of the boys has been fair. 

The Bidwell Memoriai School for Girls at Shahjahanpur has an 
enrollment of 120; 8 appeared for the Middle examination and seven 
passed. Out of these two are in the College at Lucknow, two are 
taking training as Nurses at Bareilly, two are in the High School at 
Meerut, one is being Normal] trained at Moradabad, and one is teaching. 
One girl died from cholera during the Summer, when for a time it 
seemed as if an epidemic of the disease might visit the school, but 
there were no other cases. About fifty of the girls were helped by the 
special services in the District Conference, and many of these expres- 
sed a desire to live a better life. 

The Girls’ School at Bareilly also reports a good year with the 
enrollment of 184 girls. The Principal reports that the seven girls 
sent up for the examinations all passed, one in the first’ division and 
the others in the second division, and four cut of the seven received 
scholarships. This isa remarkable record. The school also had a 
clean bill of health with no sore eyes, no tubercular cases, no itch 
and one girl returning from the Tilaunia Sanitarium cured. During 
a series of meetings conducted by Mr. Hallowes of the ‘Union Church 
Mussoorie, every girl of responsible age expressed a desire to serve 
Christ. Both Teachers and pupils have since been anxious to be 
helpful to others. 

The Middle school for boys at Bareilly has had a larger attendance 
this year than usual, aud in spite of some discouragements there has 
been marked progress in many ways, and the school has_ been entirely 
self-supporting. Religious instruction is given regularly, and many 
Christian boys also attend. Scolarships sufficient to maintain a good 
ca ates for Christian boys at Bareilly is one of the urgent 
needs. 

fn connection with the Woman’s Hospital at Bareilly there is a 
two year’s training course for Nurses, and girls who have passed the 
Middle examinations and show special aptitude for it are sent here. 
The graduates are found in most of the Girls’ schools and are filling 
a large place in the life of the Schools where they are ministering. 
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At Kherabajhera, Powayan, and Tilhar there are good schools for 
boys and in each of these there are a few Christian boys in attendance. 
The enrollment at Kherabajhera is 120, and we are now trying to open 
a fifth class for those boys who desire to continue their studies. 
The Sunday School lesson is taught on Saturdays before the pupils 
are dismissed, and thus every boy gets the benefit of the teaching. 
‘he school has a productive endowment and the District Soard pays 
one half of the salaries of the staff and a yearly grant for repairs. 

Aside from these schools and many smaller ones out in the District 
there are six schools for Non-Christian girls in Bareilly and Shahja- 
hanpur with a total enrollment of 170, and aside from being taught 
the school curriculum they are very faithfully instructed in the Bible. 
Sunday Schools are held for the girls, and collections for the work 
received. In these two cities about a thousand Zananas are sys- 
tematically visited during the year and much good is done in this way. 

Not least among our Institutions is the Woman’s Hospital at 
Bareilly. The following is a brief summary of the year’s work:— 
18,079 new cases, 36,756 return cases, 649 out calls, 919 Hospital cases, 
76 maternity cases, 488 surgical operations, and Rs 954 received in 
fees and donations. Dr. Gimson and her faithfull staff of helpers do 
a lot of work of which no record is ever made, but those who have 
benefitted by the unselfish service of love will remember a long time. 

The Dispensary at Lodipur is not only a boon to the boys of the 
school but to thousands of others who come for treatment. We are 
trying to secure a Christian Doctor for this place and to put it on a 
more definite basis of Christian service. The Local Government gives 
a regular monthly grant for the maintenance of the Doctor, and also 
an annual grant for the purchase of Medicines. 


Our Properties :— 


Mention has alrerdy been made of the completion of the fine High 
School at Shahjahanpur. Aside from this a piece of land was bought 
in the Bisalpur Circuit, and a house has been built there for the worker 
who formerly lived under a tree. New wells have been made at 
Barhkhera, GBaraur, and Neoriya; and new houses have been built at 
Dhanaura, Mirganj and Semkhera, while the rebuilding, with some 
additions of some rooms back of the Church at Shahjahanpur has 
greatly inproved the sites and also added to our capacity for entertain- 
ing District and Annual Conferences, Summer Schools, etc. Enough 
money is in hand for the building of a little church at Shahi, and part 
funds are available for similar buildings at Bhojepura and Baheril. 
Storms, excesive rains, and several severe earthquake shocks have 
damaged a number of buildings in the District, but on the whole our 
properties have been well maintained and are in better condition than 
they were last year. As we leave the District after three years of 
service for a sojourn in the homeland we feel that we can hardly 
leave, as there is so much yet to do, but we know that the work will 
goon as the Master of the Vineyard is ever present. 





BIJNOR DISTRICT. 
M. T. Titus, Superintendent. 


This is the Annual Report of the 57th year of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in the Bijnor District, It represents the measure of pro- 
gress the cause of Christ has made in this area, not only in the past 
years but in the past fifty-seven years as well. It deals not only with 
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progress, but also tells of sorrows and defeats, without which not even 
the life of the most optimistic missionary would or could be real. 

And while every one is searching the daily newspapers for the 
latest events and effects of the world war, it is not to be wondered at 
that requests come for a bit of news as to how this great cataclysm 
is affecting our work here. To tell the truth, if it were not for the 
newspapers, we would hardly realize, if at all, that all Europe is a battle- 
field. Prices are much higher, it is true, and some of our flock have 
gone to France and Mesopotamia as servants; but aside from these 
two things it may be truly said that the war has not touched our work, 
or our people, Our work is moving as though peace in iarge letters 
were the order of the day throughout the world. 

Our work has suffered, though, to a certain extent, and in a certain 
part of the district through the interference of a non-co-operating 
Protestant body, which to all appearances considers it more important 
to convert our workers and village Christians to their peculiar way of 
thinking, than to work among the hitherto unevangelized masses about 
them. So far our people have not been led away to any great extent, 
but the very presence of this unfriendly camp in our midstis an un- 
fortunate source of danger to our workers and village Christians; and 
demands constant vigilance and the exercise of great tact on the part 
of those in charge. 

The general evangelistic work of the district has been carried on 
with a force of fifty paid workers and their wives which means that 
on the average each pastor is responsible for one hundred and eighty 
Christians, besides carrying the Gospel message to the non-Christians ; 
or taking the population as a whole each pastor and his wife are 
responsible for the evangelization of 20,000 people scattered in forty 
villages and cities—clearly too large a task for the average man. In 
fact the work is seriously handicapped by the shortage of workers, 
and we are looking forward to the time when Bijnor will receive its 
share of the fruits of the Conference Training School in Budaon, 

Through the efforts of this small band of pastors and teachers 432 
baptisms are recorded for the year, of which more than forty were 
from among the Chamars, and one even was a Brahman, who gave up 
his family and all for Christ, receiving baptism with great joy. Asa 
result of this in-gatheriug the Christian community now numbers 
9,001; or one in every 100 of the district is a Christian. There is ever 
increasing hope that this 1umber may one day be suddenly increased 
by the baptism of large numbers of Chamars, who haye been taught 
for years, and who are apparently just on the verge of taking the 
great forward step. 

The development of the church in the matter of self-support may 
be outlined as follows. The Bijnor congregation is the only one that 
supports its pastor entirely, and even this would not be possible with- 
out the assistance of the missionary members, who provide one half of 
the pastor’s support. Nevertheless, considerable progress has been 
made in the district as a whole, and this year shows an increase over 
four years ago of 125 per cent., or a total of all money raised for all 
purposes in 1916 Rs. 1609-0-0 as against Rs. 752-0-0 in 1913. Next year 
we may expect a still further increase, owing to the commendable fact 
that at our recent district conference all of the workers voted to begin 
tithing from January 1, 1917, This is a matter of much encourace 
ment, and points to the day when the whole Christian community will 
follow the divine financial plan, and become a strong self-supporting, 
self-propagating church, having for its motto, “Every member a tither 
and every tither a worker.”’ 

Special emphasis has been laid during the year on Sunday School 
Teacher Training, and at the district summer school all of the work- 
ers, both men and women, were enrolled in the three Special courses of

the Indian Sunday School Union for the training of teachers, and at 
the end of ten days all were required to take the special examinations 
provided by the [.S.S.U. These courses are admirably adapted for 
developing teachers of village Sunday Schools, and in the past three 
years since we first tried the first book we have been able to notice 
definite practical results in the methods used by the workers—in every 
case tbe story being the manner of presentation of the Gospel truth. 
Special mention should be made of the fact that our success in 
this line has in no small measure been due to the splendid help and 
instruction given by the Rev. D. M. Butler. 

The district is proud of its two institutions now operating in 
entirely new plants. These are the Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School and 
the Christian Boys’ Boarding School. Miss Alice Means in charge of 
the girls’ school writes :— 

“ The new plant of the Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School has been 
completed during the past year and is now being occupied. There 
are 88 girls in attendance, coming from three district: Bijuor, 
Roorkee, and Moradabad. After completing the Upper Primary course 
the girls are sent from here to Moradabad for their Middle course, 
and an equal number of small girls are taken from them to make 
rdom for the girls we send. The aim is, by spending more time and 
labour on the Primary (classes to make them better, and to lay found- 
ations for further education than was possible when we had to divide our 
efforts with the Middle section as well. A Junior Norma] Training Class 
has been opened also, with six girls in attendance. This is to be for 
girls who have passed their Upper Primary, and is to fit them for teach- 
ing in the lower classes of our boarding schools, or for work in the 
villase Schools when they marry and go to the villages to live. 

“The staff has been increased by the coming of Miss Ethel Cal- 
kins, a graduate of Baker University, and by Mrs. Bose, a converted 
Bengali Brahman widow with normal training. 

“The new school building was opened on the 2ist of October, 
while the workers of the district were all here attending the district 
conference, by Bishop F. W. Warne. Mrs. Parker, for whom the school 
was named, was alsohere. The remarkable thing about it was that it 
was within a few days of being the 57th anniversary of Bishop 
and Mrs. Parker’s first coming to Bijaor; and as Mrs. Parker told us 
a little of the conditions which met them in{those early days we were 
able to understand a little what changes she saw in the present days. 
At the time of this opening of the school house one of the oldest 
Hindustani preachers of the district was also present, Peter Merrill, 
and he and Mrs. Parker greatly enjoyed seeing each other again, and 
talking over old times.” | : a 

In the boys’ boarding school there has been the same policy this year 
as last of sending the boys to the local government school for secular 
education, while providing daily Bible instruction in the hostel. This 
has proven such a success that we hope it can be continued inde- 
finitely. We record with pleasure that the accommodations of the 
hostel were taxed to the utmost at the opening of school in June when 
43 boys appeared for admission, more than half of whom were 
village boys, the sons of farmers and servants. oid 

The great out-standing event of the year was the district conference 
and summer school which met for the last two weeks of October. 
From its opening to its closing service on the evening of November Ist, 
there was 4 remarkable presence of the Spirit noticeable, and the 
results of the daily revival meetings were such that the oldest 
preachers in the district said they had never before witnessed such a 
working of the Holy Spirit. Hearts were cleansed, bad habits given 
up; and many including school boys and girls showed by the change 
in their lives that they had been truly converted. The whole conference 
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seemed tinged with the spirit and hope of victory over sin in each 
life, and over the powers of evil in the world around. The Conference 
closed its work by the adoption of a most hopeful programme for the 
coming year, emphasizing tithing and chaudhri meetings; and 
finally the whole body in its last session filled with the desire and 
spirit of conquest rose and sang : 


“Glory, glory hallelujah! 
Our God is marching on!” 





BUDAON DISTRICT. 
Rey. J. N. West, District Superintendent, 


The average Missionary feels that he is too busy making history 
to stop to record it. A sense of the inadequacy of written record to 
represent the living, throbbing vitalities of aggressive mission effort 
makes the writing of a report a reluctant task. But this reluctance 
is overcome by the knowledge that for those whom we represent and 
for ourselves also, it is a good thing once a year, at least, to sit down 
and put in black and white the things that we have been doing or have 
been trying to do. 


1. Membership and Baptisms :— 


In Budaon District our church has now a membership of 17573. 
This is the first fruit among the more than million people of the 
District whom we hope to gather in the garner by and by, There 
were 116 baptisms during the year. 


2. Christian Marriages :— 


In the campaign to displace heathen customs there has been much 
emphasis placed upon christian marriage with the result that there 
have been 41 Christian marriages. Only two of these occured in Budaon 
city, the remainder being in towns and villages, and eleven of them 
in One circuit where there are no large towns, This evinces a healthy 
growth of opinion toward Christian rites. 


3. Heathen Altars Falling :— 


One of the delightful experiences of the year has been to see pagan 
shrines voluntarily demolished by the hands that had erected them. 
Not fewer than sixty such places of heathen sacrifice have been de- 
stroyed this year. 

At one village near Budaon, where we baptized 23 candidates, we 
had fully explained the duties of the new Christian life that were being 
taken up. We had mentioned the collection (chanda) and the cloth 
being spread out a generous assortment of grain and eggs and pice 

‘was given. Then we enquired whether, there had been a family than 
(altar). We were told that there had been one outside somewhere 
but were assured that it would be removed. We felt that now was 
the accepted time and so we adjourned the meeting and went with the 
men outside the yard and there underatree was the earthen altar. 
But the men and the boys, too, tore it down.in our presence and we 
returned to the baptismal service. 

At another place, Kakrala, we were told that there was an old 
Christian who many years ago was baptised and to remedy a disease 
of the eyes he had erected an altar to a heathen goddess. His eyes 
did not improve but he continued the heathen altar. He had often 
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been reproved and had promised repeatedly that he would tear it down 
but it still remained. It was the revival month and we had reached 
Kakrala and in the dusk of the evening we went to this brother’s 
mohalla to hold a revival meeting. The old man received us gladly 
and with great courtesy asked us to be seated. We told him, how- 
_ever, that we could not doso nor could we hold a meeting in his mo- 
halla as long as the idol image and altar was there in our presence. 
He promised to tear it down; he told how loved ones gone before had 
helped to build it; and made many similar excuses; he hesitated; he 
stood with folded arms above the altar, but through the prayer and 
help of the people he was victorious and with his own hands destroyed 
the idol and tore down the altar. It was a sight never to be forgotten 
to see that nearly blind old man, on his knees with one hand feeling 
for the corners of the altar and then for the form of the idol and with 
a brick in the other hand smashing to pieces the thing he had vainly 
worshipped, while the Christians were happily singing “ Jai Prabhu 
Yisu” (To Jesus victory.) Then followed a revival meeting of power in 
which idols were taken out of hearts as well as out of houses. These 
eee alae show how the heathen altars of India are one by one 
falling. 


4. Self-Support:— 


The total collected this year for ministerial support and other 
collections is Rs. 1734 as compared with Rs. 1103 last year, an increase 
of Rs. 633. There is a gradual improvement in the collections although 
we are not yet up to the full standard of two pice from each family 
every month. We hope to reach this within the coming year.

5. The Ganges Mela:— 


The Ganges River is for about 75 miles the South-Western bound 
of the Budaon District and at Kakora about midway is a famous bafth- 
ing place at the annual Mela. It is the natural place for Hindoos from 
Budaon, Shahjahanpore, Bareilly and even Moradabad to bathe and 
hence the great crowd that assemble there for a week once every year. 
It was estimated that over half a million were there this year in Novem- 
ber, This is an opportunity that we seized and with forty Christian 
men and women we spent three delightful and strenuous days in preach- 
ing the word of God, selling Bibles and distributing Christian litera- 
ture. Mrs. West and Miss Fannie Scott and two Bible-women went to 
‘the tents and wagons and bathing places to tell the story to our sisters. 
We had the large District tent with us which served as a comfortable 
restiug place for our preachers at night and an excellent auditorium 
‘for preaching in the day. Bands of preachers went out into the bazar 
‘and conducted public services and onthe banks of the ancient river 
‘told of the Stream of Calvary that takes away the sins of the world. 

‘In the big Tent, services were held continuously from 7-30 A. M. to 
7-30 P. M. The audience changed many times but the meeting went 
‘right on and closed with a full audience. The opposition on the part 
of a certain Somaj was intense, organized and open. Attempts were 
made to destroy our literature, to disturb our meetings, to hinder the 
people from listening but in answer to definite and earnest prayer- 
-often public, united prayer, our people inevery case came off victorious. 
Seven hundred portions of God’s Word were sold and six thousand 
‘Christian pamphlets were ieft in the hands of the people as well as the 
messages of the spirit annointed messengers will bear fruit. 
‘ ‘ 
6. Two Sadus:— 


.One day in the Big Tent sat a Sadu with the usual braided and 
dishevelled hair and the minimum of garments. He was intently listen- 
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ing to the message while by his side was a respectably dressed Christe 
ian man, one of our workers, who had once been a Sadu but had been 
thoroughly saved by Jesus. This Christian man was whispering into 
the ear of the Sadu the meaning of the gospel message and punctuat- 
ing it with his own personal experience. It was such a contrast that 
I thought it a subject fit for Mrs. West’s kodak. The picture reveals 
the possible transformation of a naked, blank minded man into a man 
with joyous heart and happy face serving the true and the living God. 


7. Institutions :— 


1 The North India Conference Traiming School for Village 
Workers. Atthe January session of the Finance Committee, a Com- 
mittee of five was appointed to establish at Budaon this much needed 
Training School. The Committee met, established a Staff, anda three 
years curriculum, and started with the meagre funds in hand to lay 
the foundation of this work, The plan was to have 33 students the 
first year of which 11 should be married, 66 the second year of whom 
22 should be married and 99 the third year with 33 married, making 
when complete a school of 132 sending out a yearly contingent of 44 
trained men and women to work in the villages of India and bring 
them to Christ. The first year’s programme is being carried out. The 
school barracks formerly occupied by the Sigler’s Girls school have 
been remodelled and 22 single men and 11 married men have been in 
attendance, while the Headmaster and one teacher are housed in the 
same compound. 

_ There is a Headmaster, Mr. P. L, Smart and two teachers, Mr. 
Sher Singh and Mr, Isaac Joel in the men’s schoo], while the Woman’s 
Department under Mrs. West has two good women teachers one of 
whom is normal trained. The work has heen taken up by the Head- 
‘master and teachers with enthusiasm, and the public considering their 

_previous limited privileges have made commendable progress. We 
believe that God’s blessing will be upon this vine of his own planting, 
and we solicit your prayers that the young men sent to us may be 
realiy called of God for. this service. 

It should be clearly understood that this Training School is in no 
sense a rival of the Bareilly Theological Seminary, We take men who 

_ because of lesser education could not be admitted into the Seminary. 
The graduate from the Training school will receive an Exhorter’s 
License just as a graduate from the Theological school receives a 
Local Preacher’s License, There need never be any conflict between 
the two. Our Training school has been affiliated 1o the Seminary by 
an action of the Board of Trustees of this institution, It may be well 
to announce that the next class will enter next July and that none will 
be admitted except those who have at least completed the First Book 
in Urdoo or Hindi. Do not send us worthless mea, nor men for whom 
you cannot find a place, nor men who have been a failure elsewhere, 
nor men you do not know what to do with, and do not send us new 

- untried converts. We want simple hearted men, in whom there is a 
reasonable hope of success and who seem to have been called to the 
work. It must ever be remembered that ina special sense this Train- 

_ ing school is a child of faith and prayer, Pray that the means may be 
sent to carry it on, , 

2. The City Mission Boys Schaol, Budaon, has 225 students. Of 
these 90 are Christians who live in the Christian Boys’ Boarding Schoo], 
’ This Boarding schoolis now under thorough management. A paid 

Chief Monitor has been added to assist the Manager, and Mrs, West 
gives a motber’s care to the boys to see that their food is clean and 
wholesome, their clothing neat and proper and she has a dispensary 
where she daily dispenses medicines to the boys of the Boarding as 
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well as to the men and women of the Training School. When Mr. 
Peters left Budaon there were 58 boys in the Boarding; there are now 
90 and we could have 200 if we had scholarships and Buildings. 

3. The Sigler Girls’ School under Miss C, Easton has had a good 
year. There are 124 girls in this schooland good work of religious 
inspiration and growth as well asintellectual progress is manifest, 
Revial services were held in both the boys’ and the girls’ schools and 
nearly all were definitely converted. Mrs. West has been with me in 
our itinerating trips. We have visited all the circuit centres at least 
four times from which we sometimes make short detours into the 
villages. Besides this we have visited for revival work, at least, once 
thirty eight villages in which Christians live. It has been a year of, 
great joy and blessing. The District Conference was peculiarly help- 
ful and was permeated with the spirit of prayer. 

I cannot close this report without making reference to the labours 
on this District of Miss Fannie E. Scott for the past eight years. She 
has been faithful in searching out our Christian women in the lonely 
villages, in the Melas and bazars and in the Zenanas and has every- 
where been a blessing and benedictions. She has also conducted 
successfully the school and zenana work of Budaon city. She goes on 
her well earned furlough leaving behind her a record of undivided and 
acceptable service and a host of loyal friends, 





5 EASTERN KUMAUN DISTRICT. 
J. R. Chitambar, Superintendent, 


Our second year in thedistrict brought us unique experiences 
which will not be easily forgotten. Within less than a month of our 
return to Pithoragarh prices of things went fearfully up and it seem- 
ed as if a severe famine was imminent. The winter crops were a total 
failure, and grain became scarce and by the beginning of April we 
were in the midst of a famine which grew worse as the days went by. 
Through the generosity of our dear friends, both in India and in Ame- 
Tica, and in answer to prayer wereceived enough money to start 
relief work for our people, most of whom being cultivators, felt the 
Pinch most keenly. There Were cases of actual starvation among them. 
The Executive Board alsohelped us generously. Weare deeply grate- 
ful to all our friends for the timely and generous help they sent us. 
Although the year 1916 has passed the prospect for this year is not 
very promising. The sky is cloudless and the sun shines brightly and. 
prices are going still higher up. We do not know what isin store forus 

We were yet in the grip of famine when on August 28th another 
calamity overtook us, Severe shocks of eartquake were felt practically 
all over the district, seriously damaging our Mission property, The 
W. F. M.S. dispensary at Pithoragarh is almost entirely gone, while 
almost all our preachers’ houses, the late Miss Sheldon’s bungalows, 
and the church building in Bhot are in complete ruins. Our people 
are still living in chhappars. The road to Bhot was rendered quite 
unsafe for travelling, yet the District Superintendent went as far 
as Choudas in November to the scene of tragedy. From where is the 
money to come togive us these buildings without which we cannot do 
‘our work, unless we withdraw from Bhot, and give up the medical 
work in Pithoragarh either of which courses will weaken and render 
ineffective, our work in the entire district. 

Among the notable events of the year we would mention first our 
Summer school and the starting of the Anglo-Vernacular school in 
Pithoragarh. Both these weré.the first ventures of their kinds, but 
God graciously blessed them both. 
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The Rev. B. T. Badley, General Secretary of the Epworth League 
was with us for nearly ten days and his visit to us will be remember- 
ed fora long time to come. Our workers went back to their fields with 
a fresh assurance of victory and a new hope seemed to dawn in our 
hearts. ‘ 

Brother 8. J. Shaw has done his work as Head Master of the 
A.-V. School most satisfactorily. The Hindus have enthusiastically 
welcomed the school, and Bro. Shaw has proved to be a popular Head 
Master. Efforts have been, and are still being, made to start a rival 
Hindu school, but thus far we have held our own. Nearly Rs. 350 have 
been realised from fees and over 60 boys have been enrolled since 
April 1st, when the schovul was started. Miss Reed has regularly con- 
tinued her generous support. The school is almost self-supporting. 

In addition to Mr. Badley we had the pleasure of having with us 
the Rev. R. I. Faucett, superintendent of the Moradabad district, and 
the Rev C. D. Rockey, vice-principal of the Bareilly Theological Semi- 
nary. Their addresses and sermons were enjoyed by all and their 
visit did us much good. Our people are still talking about these three 
men of God and of the spiritual uplift they have had through them. 

Towards the end of our District Conference the devil had set him- 
self strong against us, and tried to discourage us in every possible 
way. Disunion among the workers of a circuit resulting in open 
quarrels and a false court case did considerable mischief, because our 
people talked and thought, of other things less than of these things. 
However the Lord’s cause triumphed and thedevil bas been put to 
eghame. Let me quote the following extract from Miss Budden’s re- 
port; ‘ 
“ n May Mr. Chitambar had aSummer School for all our men 
workers,... We had a most blessed time. Mr. B. T. Badley gave a series 
of talks on the Spiritual life, which it was a privilege to hear. For 
me it was a joy indeed to share in such services without any eare or 
anxiety, but just to watch the Spirit of God through His two consecrat- 
ed servants on the hearts of many, who had often been a cause of 
sorrow, because they had “left their first love,’ and back slidden in 
their Christian life. The awakening of souls that the meetings of Jast 
year’s District Conference had occasioned had made them better able to 
appreciate these deeply spiritual meetings and I praise God that He 
has permitted me to live to see the answerto many years which Miss 
Reed and I have offered together with tears and anguish of soul. 

District Conference this year was in Septemher instead of Novem- 
ber so as to secure the presence and help of Mr. Clement Rockey and 
Mr. Faucett. Again Mr. Chitambar gathered in almost all our workers, 
men and women with their children, and had ten days Training School 
before District Conference. The devil planned and carried out a count- 
er-attack which prevented our receivingthe full out-pouring of the Holy 
Spirit, for which we had believingly prayed. But when the “enemy 
came in like a flood the Spirit of the Lord lifted up a standard against 
him,”’ and we have not only been saved from any real harm, but much 
good will be worked out because of the trying experiences, which were 
permitted.” 

Some unsatisfactory workers have been severely and firmly dealt 
with, and we hope the Lord will give us grace to regard these trials of 
our faith as » ‘stepping stones to higher things.” At this time our fel- 
low workers stood by us most faithfully, and the sympathetic help and 
co-operation of Misses Budden and Reed in particular were the means 
of much encouragement to us. 

Our Christian Community has increased numerically as compared 
with the year 1915, It numbers 720 against 675 of the year 1915. 

The number of baptisms also rose from 27 to 32, of whom 15 were 
adults, this year. Last year there were only 5 adult baptisms. 


o 
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A remarkable advance was made in Self Support. Most of our 
workers tithe their income for the sake of the work, with the result 
that we have supported 6 workers from the money raised in the dis-= 
trict during the year under review. The amount given by our people 
for all collections is Rs. 1,440-10-6 against 663 of last year. 

This averages at 2 annas and 8 pies per head per month for the 
whole Christian Community. In other words in spite of the famine 
our people have given Rs. 2 per head annually towards all collections. 
Our two congregations have continued to be self-supporting and both 
report satisfactory increase in their collections. 

Our people observed the week of self denial, and out of their pover- 
ty gave over Rs. 36 in cash and in kind, which they voted to send to 
their brethren in Garhwal early in the year. The women of the District 
sent a small contribution to help Miss Livermore in her work. All 
this in spite of a severe famine. There has been a noticeable improve- 
ment in the work of the Sunday School and the Epworth League under 
the leadership of Misses Reed and Budden. Six new Sunday Schools 
were started last year and the number of pupils has risen from 1,157 
to 1,367. 

The Girls’ Boarding School and Women’s Home under the able 
management of Miss Sullivan and her noble associate Miss Mc- 
Mullen have had a good year, and growth and development are notice- 
able along many lines. Miss Sullivan has had noeasy job managing 
these two institutions with their nearly 160 inmates during the 
famine, but God has opened the way, and thus far the work has gone 
on smoothly. Miss D ’Abreu the school inspectress in her recent 
visit in November spoke very highly of the Girls’ School. In the 
absence of a doctor Miss McMullen has carried on the Medical work, 
which has been very successful, and much appreciated both by Christ- 
ians and non-Christians. 

Miss Budden,our energetic District Evangelist, her noble assistant 
Miss Hayes,and their noble band of women have carried on their work 
with their wonted efficiency and success. Their work in the Bhabar 
among the Tharus especially will yield fruit in the near future. 

' Last year I expressed the desire to have a church in our Christian 
village called Jagtar, little hoping that my desire was soon to be 
fulfilled. To-day we have a strong beautiful Stone Church standing 
conspicuously in that village. The church has not cost us Rs. 300 
but over $300, but it is a solid and strong building built by the people 
themselves. Most of the $300 was given by my American and English 
friends, to whom I am deeply thankful. The building has not only 
given our people in Jagtar a beautiful worshipping place, but was also 
the means of supporting nearly 50 of them during the famine. 

The church at Champhawat also is near its completion, and our 
prayer is that we may have a beautiful church at Tanakpur ere long. 
The church at Tanakpur will mean much to our work and give per- 
manence to it. 

Under the head of Spiritrial Victories two special incidents might 
be mentioned, This year two families which had lapsed into heathen- 
ism have been reclaimed, and this has added 23 men, women and 
children to our fold. 

A remarkable thing happened during the month of the Evangelistic 
Campaign which we observed from the 20th of March until Easter 
‘Sunday inclusive. There had been no rain during the previous months 
and the drought was causing anxiety. The Hindoos once challenged 
our Christians thus: “‘ we have tried to appease our gods and goddesses 
but have failed; they have not given us rain. Now pray to your God 
and if He gives rain we shall know that He is the true God. To our 
great surprise our people accepted the challenge, and began to assem- 
ble every evening in the church to pray for rain. Such earnest pray- 
ers we have seldom heard. It seemed as if our religionwere at staké, 
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One evening as we were on our knees the sky darkened, thick clouds 
gathered and before we were through a heavy shower fell and continued 
for some time. The Hindoos were convinced that ours is a prayer hear- 
ing and a prayer answering God. They are still talking about that 
memorable incident—but it is not easy for them to forsake everything 
and follow Christ, convinced though they are of the truth of our re- 
ligion. The leaven of the Gospel is at work and some day in the near 
future we hope to gather a rich harvest. 

Through the kindness of the Secretary of North India Bible So- 
ciety we have had a District Colporteur since last May. 

Our friends in America have held up our hands through the year 
and théir generosity has enabled us to keep our work going and also 
to engage several new workers without going into debt, To them we 
are under everlasting gratitnde. We have felt that our first and fore- 
most duty in the district with the help of God is to see to it that 
every one of our workers without a single exception has a personal 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ as his or her Saviour, and we have 
emphasised this almost to the exclusion of other things. We are fully 
convinced that if we and our people live close to God in incessant com- 
munion with Him the Evangelisation of Hastern Kumaun will be has- 
téned. We will ever keep this in view, and also continue to preach the 
Gospel and try to win souls for the Master “in season and out of sea- 
son,”’ 

Our needs are practically the same as those of last year, only they 
aré more pressing now. We need twenty fifty dollar preacherships, 
thirty twenty-five dollar scholarships, a New Hostel costing about 
$3,000 for our Christian Boys, four Primary Schools each costing $5-00 
per month, two parsonages costing $300 each, and two chapels, one of 
which, Bhot is to be worth about $300. We are ‘confident the Lord 
will hear our prayers regarding these needs,as He has heard us about 
Our other needs thus far. 

Our two years in the District have been hard. Our progress is 
slow. Butthe Lord who has been with us has promised to be with us 
always. Pray for Eastern Kumaun, and help us as the Lord directs you 


GARHWAL DISTRICT. 
P. S. Hyde, Superintendent. 


Garhwal is the holy land of Hinduism. Small wonder that tc the 
Hindu the majestic Himalayas should seem the abode of the gods. No 
spot throughout the world would seem more fitting for their residence 
than these lofty, snowcovered peaks. From my study window I see a 
huge mass of stone and snow, standing almost foursquare and rearing 
itself to an altitude of over 25,000 feet. At the base of this great 
pile is a shrine, one of the most sacred in Hinduism, and thither pos- 
sibly not fewer than 50,000 pilgrims make their tortuous way every 

ear in hope of a vision of the greatest of their gods. It was chiefly 

o reach these pilgrims that work was opened in this district just 
fifty years ago. And one of the first things that Bishop Thoburn did 
when he came here, his second appointment in India, was to make 
the journey to this famous shrine that he might preach to the _ pil- 
grims, The work that he started has beep continued and at three 
stations on the long winding road that leads to the shrine our work- 
érs have preached to the passersby. But we almost never hear of 
any results of this work. We have cast our bread on these waters 
that spread throughout India but the many days of the promise have 
not yet been fulfilled. This year, however, an incident occurred that 
reminds us that labour is not in vain in the Lord. 
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One of our preachers was preaching to a company of people’ on. thé a 
aver route. A man, whose appearance marked him out as. differ- : 
ent from the common run, observed the preacher very closely. ‘Pres.. 
sently he called out, “ Yow are my master!’’ (guru), The preacher fe 
modestly demurred to such a title, saying that only Jesus is the great j 
master of usall. But the man,a high caste and educated Hindu ,, 
with the deference and respect which a MHindu shows his - 
teachers said. “ Yes, Lhave come to know through your influence . 
of your great Guru.’ He then took three books from his bundle, , 
saying. ‘“ These three books you gave me nine years ago. 
They are very dear to me and | keep them carefully, for in Teading ; 
these books I have come to know your great Saviour and have taken. .. 
Him as my Master.” In the conversation that followed it was learn- , 
ed that this man was manager of some large rest- houses, maintained » A 
by a Raja on the plains for the convenience of pilgrims travelling to .. 
the shrine. He had given up all idolatry, he claimed, and was preach- 
ing Christ among his own people, believing that he could do so more;: 
effectively by keepiny his place in his caste, but he expected shortly ., 
to cast in his lot with Christian people. 

But our work is not only among the pilgrims, but also and chief... : 
ly among the natives of the district, a gentle, lovable, yet hardy, even . 
warlike ‘mountain folk. In a half century of work among these , 
people we have gained comparatively few converts. Our present), 
Christian community numbers only 751. But perhaps nearly half as ; 
many more that becime Christians in this district are now in other - 
parts of India. The good, however, that we have done cannot be 
measured by the number of baptisms. We have had very perceptible 
influence on the whole district, in enlightening the moral sense. of ; 
the people, in stimulating a desire for an education and in proving a, 
way to an education. Leading men of the district gratefully acknow- 
ledge their debt to the Mission. 

It is our High School in Pauri that has been the agency in bring- 
ing about these results upon the Hindu community, though it is not 
claimed that any converts have been made by the school. But thous 
sands of boys have studied in the school, which for many years was. 
the only school in the district affording an English education, and. 
these boys returning to their homes to become men of influence in 
their. communities have carried with them a knowledge of the spirit’ 
and teachings of Christianity. These we hope will help to pave 
the way for a great mass movement sometime, when the prayers and 
toil of a half-century will bear their fruit. 

In comparing results here in the mountains with those on the 
plains where great mass movements are now on, it must be remembers | 
ed that the population of this district is largely high caste and that 
the castes among whom successful work isnow in operation on the 
plains are very few and far between in the hills. Itis the “far be- 
tweenness ”’ especially that makes progress among them difficult, 
They are largely the serfs of the high castes and are held in their 
power, They are too scattered to be moved in masses towards Christ- 
ianity. That they are worth Christianizing finds abundant proof in 
our Christian community, which numbers some very fine types of 
Christian character, 

A great problem just now before us is in connection with our 
High School, - This has been the theme and burden of my previous 
reports. But the situation is now acute. Government clearly inti- 
mates that we must either move forward or clear the road. To move 
forward means an expenditure of not less than $20,000 for building 
and equipment and a greatly enhanced annual expenditure for the up- | 
keep of the school. Government is pressing us for an immediate 
decision, They propose to put up a school here, if we do not at once’ 
take steps to bring up our school to their standard. That their de- 
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mand is fair no one disputes. Our school is far behind educational re- 
quirements of the present day. 4 

‘The question was recently considered by the Finance Committee 
when no fiaal desition-was made but it was evident that there was 
strong sentiment in favour of selling out our school to Government. 
It was asserted that our missionary interests could.be conserved by 
establishing in connection with the Government school hostels for 
both Christian and non-Christian boys. With the burden of the school 
lifted the District Superintendent and his workers could then devote 
full time and strength to evangelistic work. 

Our Garhwali church stands almost solidly in the conviction that 
the school should not be given up. Lt is the crown and glory, they say 
of our church. It is the school that gives us prestige and because of 
the school that our preachers are received in the villages with respect. 

_ As our work is so largely among the high castes, educational agencies 
are the most effective. 

That this has been my own conviction is clear when I confess 
that not only have I continued to teach in the school as heretofore but 
on the death of our late headmaster I took over complete manage- 
ment of the school as headmaster. That has meant to sacrifice my 
work in the district. And that is why this report tells so little of 
work done. The writer is a Superintendent that does not superintend 
except from his office, at long range. Very long range indeed, as the 
district is 12 days’ journey long and 6 days’ journey wide. Most of 
the district has been unvisited during the year. But the results in 
the high school justify the step taken. 

The year has been one of great difficulty for our people. Owing 
to failure of crops, the price of food has been more than double what 
it usually is. We have been able to distribute some relief but condi- 
tions have seriously interfered with our work, making any plans for 
extension of self-support impossible. 

The great war comes very close to us in Garhwal Many of our 
neighbours and friends have gone to the war, some never to return. 
Some have come back, battle-scarred. Strange and paradoxical as it 
may seem, the war is actually helping our cause along. A soldier, 
who had fought in France, recently came to our church in Puri, 
while a service was going on- Hesaid he had walked sixteen miles 
just to say something to the Christian congregation. He was given 
an Opportunity to speak and said that he had been wounded in France 
and though he was but a poor soldier in a strange land five ladies 
nursed him in a way that the women of his own family would not 
have done. Such love and devotion as he saw manifested there in 
England convinced him that our religion is the true religion. His 
own religion he knew was false because it did not produce such love, 
He wanted to learn more about our religion. 

This testimony, thus given in public, was very impressive indeed 
and as there are a number of returned soldiers, some of them officers, 
that are openly showing their leaning towards Christianity it is 
hoped that there will be an opening among this warrior caste, very 
few of whom have in this District hecome Christians. ; 


GONDA DISTRICT. 
J, O. Denning, District Superintendent. 


The past year has been one of strenuous labour. The superin- 
tendent of the Lucknow district, with its many lines of activity, in 


addition to the Gonda district, and the repairs that had to be attended 
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to, committee work, correspondence, and various other duties made 
the year a very full one. [ have travelled nearly twelve thousand 
miles during the year. I praise the Lord that He has granted me and 
mine good health. It has been a good year for me spiritually 
especially tbe latter half. I think I have a richer experience in Christ 
than ever before. 

The spiritual tone of the workers, too, has improved. The preach- 
ers in charge attended the Dasehra meetings and all received an 
uplift ef soul and a clearer insight into the possibilities of divine grace 
and also a keener sense of the responsibility that is upon us to bring 
the people into a saving knowledge of Christ. Our Summer School 
and District Conference which followed the Dasehra was very spirit- 
ual. Our responsibility for the salvation of the people of Gonda 
district was specially emphasized; and I think all the workers felt 
the burden of souls on them as never before, 

I greatly regret that the double work upon me during the year 
prevented me from touring among the villages and mingling with the 
people and the workers as should be done. I have held the quarterly 
conferences, visited the circuit centres several times and most of the 
out stations. The most cordial feeling exists between the superintend- 
ent and the workers, and among the workers themselyes. We have 
had no quarrels to settle, and all is harmony. 

The three civil districts included in our mission district cover an 
area of 8,256 square miles, with a population of 4,290,310 people. 
These live in 11,584 towns and villages, averaging 370 to each. We 
have no large towns. Bahraich has a population of 26,907, Balrampur 
13,937, Gonda 12,567, Basti 11,447. These are our largest. ; 

Very little manufacturing is done, the people being occupied 
almost wholly with agriculture, which supports a population of 520 to 
the square mile. 

The Brahmans number 499,274, or 1114 per cent of people, while 
the Mohammedans compose 17 per cent. Of those castes who are 
called most accessible to the Gospel, the sweepers are but few, only 
7,602. The Chamars number 401,111. Basti civil district is second in 
all [nda in the number of Chamars having 280,387, Gorakhpur being 
first. Bahraich district has 75,576, while Gonda has 45,148. But there 
is another caste which is practically Chamar and I presume were 
originally the same, that is the Kori. I find that where the Chamars 
are fewest the Koris are more and vice versa. Basti has only 4,949 
Koris while Gonda has 128,477. The total number of Koris in the 
three civil district is 182,896. The Kurmi caste number 348,573, 
A caste called Khatik has 21,090 They are practically Chamars, — 
They eat pork and raise hogs, but if they touch a horse they break 
caste. The Ahirs are second only to the Brahmans in number, with — 
432,458. 

Then if we count the Chamars, Bhangis, Koris, Khatiks, and 
Kurmis, and Ahirs as the accessible castes we have in Gonda district 
1,393.642. This gives an idea of the present possibilities of the 
district. 4 

What have we to meet this opportunity? In the whole district 
we have 34 preachers, big and little. If we are supposed to work 
the whole district, then each one of the 34 preachers would have to do 
340 villages, and each would have a parish of 125,800 people. Of 
course, this is utterly impossible. But let us count 15 villages to each 
preacher, taough this estimate is too high. On this basis the 34 
preachers would serve 510 villages, while 11,074 villages would never 
see a preacher, 12,580 people would have the opportunity of hearing 
the Gospel, and 4,177,730 people would never hear it. On the basis of 
one preacher to every 15 villages, Gonda district would require 477 
preachers instead of the 34, 
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. This indicates that up to this time we have scarcely begun to 
attack the problem of briuging the people of Gonda district into the 
kingdom of Christ. At present we have only 1,065 Christians. The 
past year there were 83 baptisms. Wehave 57 Sunday schools with 
1,612 pupils. Six senior Epworth Leagues and one Junior. There are 
8 ‘day schools for boys with 514 oo the rolls, and two girls’ schools 
with 87. 

~- We have two day schools for boys in Gonda, one a Vernacular 
Middle with 186 boys, and the other at the railway station of primary 
grade with 79 onthe roll. There are 26 Christian boys who live in the 
mission compound and attend the Middle school in the town. The 
dormitories are small and not suitably located. A friend in America 
has given money for new dormitories, but as yet we have been unable 
to secure a suitable location. All the available land in possession of 
the mission is rather near the girls’ school and it is a question 
whether we should build there. All suitableland is owned by the 
Ajbudia Raj, and is in litigation and we are not able to purchase. 
We have applied to Government for a site and are awaiting the result. 

' The Chambers Memorial Boarding school for girls, has had a 
good year under the direction of Miss Charter. There are about 85 . 
girls in the school and 77 in the classes. The dormitories and the 
school house are in good condition. 

Four Bible women besides the wives of the resident preachers, are 
erigaged in Zenana work in Gonda and the surrounding villages under 
the direction of Mrs. Denning. ‘hey have good attention given to the 
word and we feel sure it will produce abundant fruit. The wives of 
the preachers in the villages are working among the women, under 
Mrs. Denning. 5 

~ We were happy to welcome Miss Hyneman from America in the 
latter part of the year. She is one of the number that were asked for 
at the last conference to supply the evangelistic work in the districts. 
She has begun the study of the vernacular and we hope her tongue is 
limber enough to get around the twisty Urdu and make proper distine- 
tions between kana, khana, and khana and all the other hard words. 
May great grace be given to her in her linguistic struggles. 

“ Mrs. Denning has been in labours abundant in the Temperance 
work. She has seen the Women’s Christian Teniperance Union of 
India grow from 1,400 members to 4,000 in thefive or six years she 
has been the national president. I would like to urge all our workers 
and missionaries to push the temperance work. The necessity for this 
is becoming more and more apparent inthis land Mrs Denning has 
organized a District Women’s Christian Temperance Union in each of 
the two districts we have, among the workers, the men being honorary 
members. 

We are making a special effort to win the Chamars. The 401 
thousand of them in this district give us good material to work 
upon. In Basti where they are so numerous we have a hundred or so 
converts from that caste. The work there has been hindered to some 
extent this year by one man who turned against the mission his sick 
child having died. I had sent it to the hospital and did all I could 
for it, but he thought we should have cured it. He has since repented 
and come back to us. I think the work will now progress there. In 
Colonelganj there is a community of Chamars that are much interest- 
ed in our preaching and give promise of coming out for Christ before 
long. ‘ 

' In certian parts of this district the Gospel has been preached over 
and over again for many years and many of the people believe it to 
be true, but the usual hindrances of caste and social relations keep 
them from accepting it openly. The power of God is needed to bring 
them out. We realize that in order to get that we workers need much 
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prayer and wrestling with God. We are emphasizing this subject 
everywhere among the workers and have several times appointed — 
special days for concerted prayer. I believe the Lord is preparing us 
to receive the blessing. We can plant and water but God alone can 
give the increase. J ask your united prayer for Gonda district that 
God may work mightily among us. ; 





HARDOI DISTRICT. 
Prem Singh, District Superintendent, 


Our hearts are full of gratitude to Almighty God that He has help- 
ed us thus far to work. The Mission work in Hardoi was organized in 
1871, and district was made by Bishop J. M. Thoburn in 1900. The 
district is about 78 miles long and 46 miles wide and has a population 
of. about 301,999, Among the lowest caste the Chamars are the most ' 
numerous and they are about 189,293. Our work is chiefly among 
Chamars, Pasis. and Lal Begis. The baptisms of the year have num- 
bered 194, the deaths 30. The results of work on the district have been 
on the whole encouraging. The following is an abstract from the 
statistical report ;:—

Hardoi district is like a stoney field in which for a farmer differ- 
ent sorts of troubles and difficulties are found. Owing to such hard- 
ships no farmer leaves his field, but works and labours hard and makes 
the soil fertile and fruitful. 

There are many inqguirers in this district, specially among Cha- 
mars. We hope they will soon accept Christ. 

In the Hardoi district all the preacbers and Bible-readers are 
those who were baptized in this district, except eight workers. I have 
been over the district several times with the workers and have looked 
into the condition of our Christians. We have to zonfess that all are 
not of the right sort, but in many villages I have met with Christ. 
jans who are in many respects far superior to the non-Christians liv- 
ing around them. 

During the Revival month our preachers held meetings, specially 
for Christians, many of them were convicted of theirsins, and receiv- © 
ed a new heart. oe. 

Our city and village Christians observed the passion and self- 
denial week and gave about Rs. 20 in self-denial collection. 

Inan exhibition which was held during the Revival month in 

- Hardoi tracts were distributed and gospel portions sold. Our preach- 
ers’ band preached twice a day to a big crowd nearly five days. 

Owing to the lack of room in the old Government cemetery, the 
Deputy Commissioner asked me to have separate land for the Indian 
Christian’s graveyard. We were very anxious to solve this hard prob- 

lem. God heard our supplications and prayers and he managed through 
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both the Finance Committees, and by their generosity we bought three 
kachcha bighas of land for Rs. 250 for this purpose. The Hardoi 
Christians are very grateful and thankful tothe Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society ano North India Finance Committees. 

The boys Anglo-Vernacular Upper Primary School has made excel- 
lent progress. Owing to the lack of funds and teachers we send our 
boys upwards of If Class to the King George School and pay fees for 
them. We are greatly indebted to our beloved Rev. J, N. West, Super- 
intendent, Budaon District; Rev. H. H. Weak, Superintendent, Bareilly 
District; Rev. Prabhu Dayal, Superintendent, Rai-Bareli District; 
Professors Rey. C. D. Rockey, Rev. H. L. Mukerji, Mrs. Mukerji, Mrs. 
Blackstock, Mr. N. K. Mukerji, and Rev. S. B. Finch for the their valu- 
able help in our district Conference—by their sermons we were.greatly 
benefited, Among the workers we had a most blessed time of refresh- 
ing in our recent District Conference. The closing meetings were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. J. N. West, they were marked with services that 
can hardly be described in which the spirit was manifestly present. In 
the recent District Conference nearly two days were spent in discussing 
about the “Tithe.’’ At last all our workers very gladly promised to 
pay tithe from next year. Blessed be the name. 

Our Veteran Missionary Mrs. L. S. Parker occupies a rented house. 
She has several times done itinerating in the district with us and has 
done work in the Zenanas of Hardoi City. Though she is old, she finds 
her greatest happiness in doing some work for the Saviour. She is 
good in council and a great help to me. 

Concerning the Girls’ Anglo-Vernacular Middle School, Miss L. S. 
Wright writes: Some 70 girls have been enrolled in the girls school. 
Four appeared for the Government Middle Examination, in April. All 
passed successfully and one won a government scholarship. We have 
just had word that a scholarship may be given to a second girl. Mrs. 
Roderick was untiring in her work with this and with other classes. 
Three girls were sent to Shahjahanpur for their Middle studies in 
August as the head mistress, Mrs. Roderick’s going on leave would 
make it difficult to carry out the work this year. This has enabled us 
to give more time to the lower classes which has been very profitable: 

Vhe healtk of the girls has been good. No serious illness has 
occurred in the school, One girl was ill at home and died of tuber- 
culosis a month ago. This is tbe third grown up girlof this family 
that has died of this disease within four years. How our hearts 
ache to see girls going in this way. Many of the parents are unwill- 
ing to let their girls be sent to Tilaunia Sanitarium, so we are help- 
less. 

Harpor Ciry AnD VILLAGE Work. 


The Bible-women have been busy with their work in the city, 
Many new homes have been opened this past year. The villages near 
are also visited where the women are well received. We want youto 
pray for the work and forthe workers. May we all, teachers and girls 
and Biole-women realize our responsibility in living and working 
among tbe non-Christians. 

We are tkankful for the privileges and many blessings of the past 
year. 


KUMAON DISTRICT. 
S. S. Dease. District Superintendent. 


In every part of this district scarcity has prevailed this year. In 
the Dwarahat section grain has been obtained with difficulty for our 
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boarding schools and it has been necessary to help our workers with 
advances of money. We have worried through but have been unable to 
do much aggressive work. It has been a year marked by great ad- 
vances in buildings. The Dwarahat School for boys has had a large 
wing added to one side and a similar wing begun on the other. When 
these wings are complete our school will have a accommodation for a 
much larger number of boys than we haveat present. To the high 
school in Naini ial a building has been added that gives eight large 
class rooms, and we now have all the accommodation we need. This 
building we had to undertake as the Government authorities insisted 
on it, our old class rooms being pronounced too small. A long-felt want 
has been met in the building of a parsonage for one Hindustani 
preacher. These buildings have added greatly tothe value of our pro- 
perty. Wehave had to incur debt but we have plans for gradually 
working it off, The hospital building undertaken by the Wellesley 
girls high school has been completed and has been in use this year. 
Philander Smith College has received a donation for a hospital 
and this will be soon built. Our English Schools have suffered 
severely from infectious diseases but we are thankful to say there 
have been no deaths. As far as the teaching in these schools is 
concerned it has been as satisfactory as ever and the results of ex- 
aminations reflect great credit on the teachers. The English 
Church in Naini Tal has hada trying time by reason of the ab- 
sence of the schools for parts of the year, but otherwise the attend- 
ance has been good and the collections equal to those of any previous 
year. The large number of missionaries who come to this station for 
their vacations enables the pastor to have help both in connection 
with the church and the schools. I[n Dwarahat a series of meetings 
held by a visiting evangelist resulted in the conversion of many of our 
boys and girls. In the Hindustani work the new pastor Samuel Dutt 
has done good work and been very acceptable. A converted Moham. 
medan of noble birth visited the station and held meetings. A lecture 
on the Atonement of Christ gave great umbrage to the Mohammedans 
and they found an opportunity to assault the lecturer with what 
looked at first with serious results. No case was brought against the 
guilty party as the convert refused to prosecute as he claimed it 
would not be Christ-like to do so. The best opening for work in this 
district is in the Tarai. We have opened up three stations and have 
had unmerous baptisms. With more workers we would have as pro- 
mising a workas is opening up in other,districts, but both our means 
and the number of available workers is limited. 


LUCKNOW DISTRICT. 
P. S. Hyde, District Superintendent. 


Lucknow district has had many blessings this year.. None of our 
workers has died and there has been no more than the normal amount 
of illness. Peace aid harmony have prevailed and we come to the end 
of the year with songs in our hearts. The Summer school and the 
Dasehra were seasons of refreshing to all of us, and we returned to 
our work with new zeal and larger vision, determined to spend more 
time on our knees in the presence of God. 

Lucknow district includes the civil districts of Lucknow, Bara- 
banki, Sitapur, Kheri, and the Puranpur thana of Pilibhit. The area 
is 8,152 square miles; tbe population 3,010,480. These live in 7,114 
towns and villages, besides the city of Lucknow, each village averag- 
ing 386 people. Lucknow city has a population of 259,798. . 
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In the city itself there is work carried on by the Wesleyans, the 
Church Mission Schooland two or three smaller missions, besides our 
own. Outside the city the territory is practically all ours, the Wes- 
leyans and the Salvation Army doing a little. Outside the city our Mis- 
sion has.58 preachers. If we are supposed to work the whole territory, 
then each preacher would have to be responsible for 123 villages, and 
each have a parish of 47,478 people. This, of course, is utterly impos- 
sible. But, estimating that one preacher take the Gospel to 15 villages, 
as we did in reporting the Gonda district, though this estimate is too 
high, then the 58 preachers could preach in 870 villages, each having a 
pari-h of 5,790 people; thus leaving 6.244 villages and 2,417,880 people 
without the Gospel. On this basis the Lucknow district could require 
474 preachers in the villages instead of the 58 that we have. In this 
count I have left out the city. 

This gives some idea of the contract we have undertaken in try- 
ing to evangelize this district. I have not counted inthe grace of God 
which cannot be computed by us mortals. If He can “use a worm to 
thresh a mountain” then surely He need not search long for the ins- 
trument we are here. 

Twenty-one and six tenth of the Population are Mohamedans. 
Of the Hindus, .the Brahmans number 279,721; Chamars, 447,92735 
Bhangis, 21,559; Koris, 81,472; Kurmi, 335,918;Ahirs, 373,793; If we 
reckon the Chamars, Koris, Bhangis, Kurmis, and Abhirs as specially 
accessible at this time then we have aconstiuancy to work upon of 
1,260,659, 

The district has a Christian community of 3,874. There were 400 
baptisms during the year. One hundred sixty-nine Sunday schools 
with 7,580 pupils. Total scholars in our day schoolsis 1,949. This 
includes the colleges and high schools, The reports of the colleges 
are given separately, 

We held our Summer School and District Conference in Lucknow 
for nine days preceeding the Dasebra. All the workers, both men 
and women, with three exceptions, were present. Although the rain 
caused inconvenience the meetings were exceptionally profitable. 
Most of the addresses were given by workers of the district. Bishop 
Warne gave us an inspiring address and two or three professors in 
the local colleges addressed us. One of the special features of the 
week was the Woman’s Conference. No babies were admitted. The 
fathers had to care for them during two hours a day and the mothers 
had freedom to read their essays and discuss the problems pertaining 
to their special lines of work, Mrs. Denning was the Chairman, and 
was assisted by several ladies of the district. Nearly all the women 
that had not already finished their reading courses took their ex- 
aminations, and the passes were very creditable. A District Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union was formed: This was inevitable when 
you consider who was chairman, 

The Joneses left on furlough at the beginning of the year, and 
Mrs. Thoburn very kindly took charge of the school for little boys in 
Sitapur. About 90 boys have been cared for, fed, clothed, taught, petted, 
and spanked as necessity required. The school is a decided success, 
Mrs. Thoburn has been living under great difhculties as the bungalow 
was torn up for several months while anew roof was being put on, 
But I heard no complaint. I wish to thank Mrs. Thoburn Specially for 
the work she has done and the way she has done it. 

Miss Hoge has had a successful year with the Girls’ Boarding 
school in Sitapur. There are 134 girls in the school. It is Anglo- 
vernacular grade. Miss Gantzer has been directing the zenana work 
in Lucknow and has itinerating in the district. This district evangel- 
istic work is of the greatest importance and we are glad to have 
some one to push it. Miss Hoge has directed the zenana work in Sita< 
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pur and the surrounding villages. Mrs. Denning is making persi 

effort to get the women workers of the siateiot to start anGelE td 
their villages. Dr. Butcher’s proverb, “Teach some body something 
every day” is very essential ta the suceess‘of our work. The ladies 
connected with the colleges and with the Press in Lucknow have each 
persued her special lines of work. Miss Ekey has had charge of the 
Deaconess Home and has the deaconess work of our English Church. 

We were very happy to welcome brother and sister Taylor in 
February for our English work. They have taken hold of the work 
just like good missionaries should do, and the people say he is a fine 
preacher. We are sorry that Brother Taylor’s health has not been 
good. But I hope he will soon be acclimated and remain long with us 
for the service. John Samuel Taylor arrived in the home in October 
and has taken hold of the workhe is fitted to do with zest and com- 
mendable ability. , 

I have had a great deal of repairing to do. I have put anew roof 
on the bungalow at Sitapur, with steel girders. Parts of the walls 
also, had to be rebuilt. I have madea stairway ready for Brother 
Jones to build a sleeping room on the top when he returns with sufii- 
cient funds. Several of the Indian preachers’ parsonages need to be 
renewed. The house in Itaunja fell during the rain, fracturing the leg 
of one of Brother Sigler’s children. This has been a great grief to us, 
At least twenty new houses for preachers are needed at once, 

Brother J. H. Smart, at the last conference, was appointed assist- 
ant to the superintendent. He has shared no small part of the work 
in the north part of the district, and has been my right hand man. 
He is in great need of a new parsonage at Lakhimpur. The old one 
is really not fit tolive in. The Learned Chapel, built by the legacy 
of Brother Learned of America, is used for the church services and 
also for a day school of about 75 boys. We should be gladif a score 
more of our friends would follow the example of this brother. 

Lucknow district greatly needs the strengthening of its staff of 
workers. First and foremost it must have a superintendent who can 
spend his whole time and strength in the work of the district, and re- 
main in-charge long enough to carry out a definite policy. If he is 
loaded up with other work and is able only to hold the quarterly con- 
ferences the work will suffer. Heshould be able to spend several 
months each year among the villages. Weneed alsoa much larger 
proportion of strong men. A campaign should be inaugurated in the 
college and in the high school to induce our educated young men_ to 
go into evangelistic work. We need them. We must have them. God 
surely has called many of them and they must heed the call. 


MORADABAD DISTRICT. 
R. I. Faucett, Superintendent. 


At our last Conference Session the boundaries of the Moradabad 
District were changed so that five circuits were given to adjacent dis- 
tricts, Bareilly getting three and Budaon getting two. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact we are still the largest district numerically in the North 
India Conference. What we gave away has made the supervision of the 
remaining circuits much easier. 

From the statistics it is seen that we are now 24,567 souls in our 
Christian Family. We added 1,663 this year by baptism. In some places 
we have practically all of the Sweepers so that among them we may 
not expect great advances for the future, in other parts of the district 
we still have hundreds and even thousands that are still to be brought 
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under the influence of the Gospel. These will within a few years be 
exhausted, so it means that we must loo< to other quarters for the 
increases of the Community. : 


Our Christian Community. 


The vast numbers that we have in our community are not yet fully 
separated from their old customs. Some of them are, and we are glad 
that this condition is extending among the villages and peoples so that 
in time we hope to have a strong Church free from all the heathen 
customs of the past. his means however avery determined attitude on 
our part with such teaching as is needed tu lead them into the Light. 
To reverse the customs of centuries is no mean task end it is hard for 
the people to yield obedience toe such suggestions. For instance when 
the marriage rite has been performed in a certain manner for hun- 
dreds of years it is hard to have it on an entirely new feshion and so 
it is with many another thing that must be changed. The reason that 
these must be changed is that they have so mixed the rite with hea- 
the ceremonials that in order to be free from the bad, one has to 
reject the whole. We are thankful that we are making progress 
against all these odds. Year by year we advance more and more to- 
ward the goal that is before us. We find that one of the greatest 
means of success is the Chaudari or village leader. The Pastor is not 
able to do nearly as much in the matter of control as this key man. 
In all that has to do with customs this is the person of all, who is 
hest fitted to make our work successful. We are giving a larger place 
to this man in our work than in formers times and we believe that if 
we get them converted to our way of doing things we have won the 
battle. At our District Conference we had about a hundred of these 
men in attendance. They were a source of inspiration to us and we to 
them. 

It was determined to nave a special mela for them, and all the 
Christians that we might be able to get out, at two centers in the dis- 
trict next February and the manner that this was received by these 
men shows that they are able to do great things. They take all the 
financial responsibility of the plan and it promises to be a time of 
great help to all. Welook forward to the good that will come from 
the course of study which is being prepared for the Chaudhari people 
and to the giving of certificates showing their standing. This will 
give strength to the movement and to them as they work. 

Through these pople and the efforts of the Pastors and Preachers 
we are trying to move the great numbers of Probationers up to Full 
Membership. This is a very important step, and while we have been 
working hard at this, yet we are going to make still further attempts 
to bring about this end. : 

The education of the Boys and Girls of the Christian Community 
is very important and we are much concerned about its progress. The 
clear fact of the case is this, we are able to fill double the aceommoda.- 
tions that we have now in the Boardings in Moradabad. While weare 
looking forward to the extension of both of those Boardings yet even 
the proposed plans when worked out will not be sufficient for all that 
are to be had. It is a clear situation, the people are poor and all that 
they are able to give are the children except in the case of the workers 
and a few of the better class whose earnings are more than just their 
food. Still with this gift of the children we are in a position to do 
our hearts desire, provided we are able to get for them scholars 
for apod and clothes and other neccessaries. 

illage Schoo!s for these chil:iren are doing a great de 
them to read and write. We have 126 such eabenle aug oss en 
but for lack of funds we have to use the Pastors for their teaching, 
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That means that in most cases we are not able to give more than from 
one to three days a week of instruction. It is far from ideal and we 
are anxious that from these schools we may be permitted to bring in 
those boys who are fit and give them the instruction that they deserve. 
This will mean that we will have to support almost entirely the poor- 
est who can give but little, To educate the peopie is the only hope 
they have for rising in the social scale of the land. What we have 
educated of them haye fully demonstrated the wisdom of our every 
effort in this needy work. 


Our Seekers. 


We thank God that we have this class with us and in increasing 
numbers. We have them among those classes which have given us the 
larger part of our Christian Community. Itis fitting that we push 
the work among these until all of them have become Christian. In 
some places we have already gained this end but in many others we 
have still quite a large number that must be reached. Rampur has a 
large number that are easily to: e had assoon as we are able to meet 
the situation with workers. Further, we have seekers among the 
Chamars and they number thousands. Inthe District we have about 
1,50,000 of this particular caste or class. This year we had about 75 
converts from among them— perhaps the most that we have had in one 
year since Bishop Parker worked among them years ago. They are 
glad to have us work among them and inall parts of the district we 
have ap open door in our work among them. There are some places 
where hundreds are now almost ready to be baptized and we trust that 
in the coming year our hop:s will be realized. Passing this class we 
come tothe many of other castes that are looking to us for their part. in 
the Gospel. In this class of seekers we have those that range from the 
Chamar to the Brahmin, in some castes more and in some less. From 
among the Brahmirs a young man came who for a year has desired 
baptism. Atlast weaccepted him and it was the moment for his people 
to begin serious and severe persecutions. ‘the Westis not able to un- 
derstand the extent and limit of tiie persecutions that are thus given 
to those who leave the fold of Hinduism. Wehave many who are will- 
ing to give up all and follow Him who is able to give Everlasting Life. 
Of this class 1 have about ten young men in one city, 

It should be noted that the workers that we have are so busy in 
looking after their flock that they have little time for the Seekers 
among other castes. When each man has from ten to twenty villages 
one can easily see where this lack of time comes in. \We are in need 
of other workers to fully man the situation with regard to our early 
preparation of our Seekers. 


Self-Support. 


In the progress that wehave made this year we have much to be 
thankful for. This is the first year that Tithing has been accepted by 
the district asa whole. At the first of the year it was put to a vote 
after full discussion and circulation of literature on the subject. The 
result was as I havestated. Almost all of the people voting to make 
it the rule we should follow. It has beena most blessed year of ex- 
periences and the entire conference at the close of the year rejoiced in 
the new way of acknowledging Him as supreme in all things. We have 
taken the stand once for all and will never revert to the old method. 
Its spiritural benefits aside from its financial increases to our efficiency 
have made it a matter for profound thankfuiness toall. I can only say 
to those who have as yet not taken this foward step that it is fraught, 
with great blessings when taken. Aside from this we are getting the 
regular village chanda which the pastor collects from month to month 
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or at the times of the harvests. From a careful enquiry it is found 
that we are getting this in most of the places in full. If a pastor is 
not able to get this there is something wrong in his service to the peo- 
ple asarule. Wehave collected this year from the two above sources, 
Rs. 3,300 or $1,100 direct from the people on the support of the pastors 
and for all ministerial support including benevolent collections the 
District has reached almost the Rs. 5,000 mark or $1,666. Aside from 
the amount noted we have collected Rs. 900 or $300 in school fees 
just from the people that live in our district. This makes a grand 
total of Rs. 5,900 or $1,966. In making an estimate of the percentage 
of support that we are now getting it comes to near 20 per cent. of all 
that is spent in the villages. It should be made clear that our central 
church is fully self-supporting and that this percentage represents the 
village condition. We are devoutly thankful for all that we have been 
able to do to get the Indian Church on toa sound financial basis and 
God speed the time when not alone the 20 per cent is raised on the 
field but the entire amount. Then and not until then will the church 
know the joy of life more abundant which is manifest in Service for 
others. Jn leaving this subject it would not be complete unless I noted 
that our villagers give their Chaupals for the place of worship in 
many villages. ‘his takes the place of a small church and serves _ the 
sameend. They not only give the use of them but keep them in repair, 
the whole costing the Mission not a pice. This is certainly worthy of 
mention. I suppose that not less than 500 of the places are in use. 
Some of the more.zealous have built churches but as yet we have but 
few that have thus been made. 

I would also like to call attention tothe blessed District Confer- 
ence that we had this year. It was not one of the ordinary kind but 
one of unity unmarred with any one speech or act of any member. 
The result was that we had our altars full of seekers from both schools 
and many of the workers entered into new experiences. Some said 
that in their knowledge of the work from the beginning there had 
never been a conference like this for spiritural blessing, brotherly 
love, and hearty service for the Master. Personally I have not seen any 
like it but I trust it may be but the beginning of better and more 
blessed times of refreshing in the Lord. May God bless the noble and 
Se oeriecire band of workers who have been the leaders in this 
work. 


Incidents of Interest. 


In looking over the large number of interesting incidents that 
were written out by the workers I find that the larger number of them 
have to do with answers to prayer. 

I am glad that it is so and that our people are fiinding that they 
have one of the most powerful of weapons at their disposal. They 
are learning the Power of God through prayer and it is but the begin- 
ning of great things that God is going to dothrough the ones who learn 
His secret. One tells of a sick child healed through prayer; -the con- 
version of a hard hearted idol worshipper through prayer is the story 
of another; another tells how prayer removed idol altars ; another tells 
how thieves came to rob and hearing him in prayer departed ; converts 
are won through prayer; new villages opened and many other sure 
testimonies to the work of God through prayer are to be found in the 
year’s work that has past. Among some of the striking incidents are 
some that read like the Acts of the Apostles, and why not, since God 
is the same and the link that binds us to Him is the same as in the 
early times. In one place a woman protects her idol altar by falling 
on it but hearing the Message rises and with her own hands tears it 
from its unholy place and casts it out forever; A man finds the wisp 
of hair that he has on his head in the name of some god is sinful and 
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not waiting to have it cut off he pulls it out by theroots. A Brahmin 
of high standing turns from persecuting the Christians to become one 
who should learo the Truth at their meetings and becomes a follower 
in secret of the Master; a woman takes a club and drives the priests 
from her house who were once the feared masters of her life; one 
tells how his Christians, who have died this year with their last 
breath gave clear testimony to the work and power of Jes.s; a woman 
possessed by an evil spirit is healed by the prayers of her Pastor; 
children tear out the altar of the home when their father is trying to 
defend its being there; the home of a Christian burns by fire and he 
kneels in its ashes with all his family to give praise to the Father of 
all blessings; a very influential man known in all.the district, calied 
the pastor to hold services in his place, calling a congregation of not 
less than 200 to be present, none of them being Christians; a man 
under persecution was told that his house would be burned if he did 
not give up Christ, his answer was that he was ready to give even 
his life for the Master. There are literally scores of other incidents 
of like nature which go to show that the days of wonderful works are 
not at and end. The same God, the same Lord, the same Spirit are able 
to show the non-Christian world that salvation and power and glory 
are still with us on earth. 


The needs of the District. 


We hope to represent them in the coming Centenial celebration 
but it may be well to say that we always are able to find a place for 
more workers if we can get the money. Circuit centres are badly 
needed inseveral places. Houses for a pastor are needed in still 
more places. A church is needed in some of the larger places which 
is better than the people alone are able to build. Money is needed 
for building houses for summer schools in Moradabad. Extension of 
our Boarding for the boys is urgent and thus we might mike a long 
list of things that we need to work to the best advantage the hard 
field with its many-sided problems. 

I have asked some little report from each of the Missionaries 
and with pleasure add them to this report. : 

Rev. C. E. Simpson writes: The year 1916 will go down in the 
records as one of the best years of work at Moradabad. We have 
nothing to boast of but in all humility let it be said, God has been 
with us. At present we haveinthe Bishop Parker Meworial High 
Schoo! 330 students out of which 102 are Christians. We have 17 
teachers in the schools. We greatly rejoice in the increase in the 
number of boys in the higher classes. In the Government examinations 
we passed six out of 19 which is higher than the general average through 
the Provinces for allschools. The School Leaving Certificate Course 
has been sanctioned by the Government ard we have itrunning this 
year. We have had to lay in about Rs. 2000 of extra science material 
in order to meet the needs of this new course. Our new High School 
building has finally been sanctioned and the Plans and Estimates 
after long delays have been prepared. It will cost $26000 out of 
which Government has given Rs. $30000 or $10000 and will give more 
as we are able to give proportionately fromthe Mission, We are in the 
process of securing the land for a play-ground which is alongside this. 
Tt isthe chance of a lifetime but it is going to cost near on to 
$5000. Government will give at least half of this. It is not. a matter 
of option but we must have this land. That will make a plot of 10 
acres for the school and play-ground just on the edge of the city. 

Our District Conference was a time of refreshiog to all. During 
the visit of Bishop Warne 36 boys signified their desire to follow 
the work of the ministry and many others were blessed in the meetings 
nearly all of them were at the altar during the services either for 
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conversion or consecration of their lives to God. The circuit work is 
beiag well looked after. We have about 4000 Christians in our 
charge. Our benevolent collections have been very good this year. 
The English work is being looked after, one service being held on 
Sundays and a Sunday School for the children The attendance is’ 
keeping up well in both of these. Our needs are many: for large assist- 
ance for the buildings that are proposed, and for the land, as well as 
for the scholarships for the boys in school. 

' Miss A. G. Blackstock who has the Girls’ School and Boarding, 
writes :—There are 155 girls in schoo]. The school year has been a good 
one which is to the credit of a good staff. The Government examination 
in April gave us passes of 66% of all the girls sent up. This’ is very 
good considering all things. We haveaclass of nine going up for their 
Examination, this year. We have had little illness in the school during 
the year. The health of the girls being generally good. The girls have 
their Auxiliary Missionary Society and we have enjoyed the study of 
China this year. Uheir Offering amounted to Rs. 40. At our District 
Conference a large number of the girls reconsecrated their lives to 
the Master and they are making progress in the spiritual life. 

Miss R. Warrington who has charge of Normal School reports 
that at the beginning of the year we had 20 girls in the Normal 
School, six in the second and fourteen in the first year. All six of 
these have taken up workinthe middle schools from whence they 
came and are doing satisfactory work. At the opening of the new 
school year in July we began with 16 in the senior class and 9 in the 
junior class. We could take many others but we are not permitted 
to take more than 20 to 25 by Government order. There is a very 
great demand for the girls who finish their work here in Normal and 
we hre glad to be doing such needed work for the community. 

Miss J. Peters who is the District Evangelist writes on coming 
home from a trip into the villages: We have visited over 200 villages, 
ridden nearly 700 miles in.a bullock cirt and have seen more than 
1000 baptized women in their villages. Of course many others have 
heard the Message as we worked among the Christians and many men 
have been -present in the services, to say nothing of the many 
children who are always present. We rejoice that over 60 shrines 
have been destroyed and more than 150 charms torn off. We have 
sold many Gospel portions and from all sides comes the plea for some- 
one to come and teach them. The little basket of medicines we always 
take with us are a great blessing to the pec ple and many are the persons 
who are made happy by the little assistance that we are thus able to 
give. (t is good to see the change of spirit among the peoples. We 
visit the low castes and from there we are able to go to the highcastes 
with no objection made as to what we have doxe. It is a joy to give 
out the 8. 8. cards that come from home and they are highly appre- 
ciated. Miss Watson has the Zenana work of the city and goes into 
the homes of some of the best people of the city. Godis blessing the 
work, 

Miss Rexroth says:—The Message of Jesus has been given to the 
city and circuit women and in the 123 meetings held we have reached 
more than 2000 Christians and non-Christians. The attendance in the 
Hindu S. S. isas good as the day school attendance which is a splendid 
showing. The two Hindu schools in the city have eighty girls in 
regular attendance and the inspectress speaks wellof the results. 
The teachers are very happy in their work. Those promoted in the 
mohalla school were two very interesting cases, One was a mother 
with a baby in her arms and another a girl of fourteen but this little 
may be the beginning of great change and may ‘leayen the whole 
lump.’ It is indeed true that the harvest is ready and plenteous but 
the labourers are few, 
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THE RAE-BARELI DISTRICT. 


Rey. Prabhu Dayal, District Superintendent. 


The Rae-Bareli District can boast of the fact that it was founded 
by our beloved Bishop F. W. Warne D. D. To my knowledge this is 
the only district in the North {ndia Conference which he revived, and 
so it would not be inappropriate to name it after him. This district 
is an infant three years old, butin this period it has passed through 
varied experiences. Every year, and once twice in a year, its district 
superintendents have changed hands, thus there have been four 
superintendents within three years. Thank God that these repeated 
changes have contributed to the welfare of the district, because each 
incumbent evinced his heartfelt interest in the work. 

This year the Lord has blessed us much according to our capacities 
I have great pleasure in mentioning the fact that we received great 
help from the counsels of Dr. J. O. Denning. Though carrying: at 
present the burdens of two districts he cheerfully helped us in our 
work, and this clearly proves that he can easily bear the burdens of 
more than two districts. 

Plague raged rather severely the first four months of the year, 
and this caused some hindrance to our work, as many of our inquirers 
died, and quite a number were scattered here and there. In one Christ- 
ian family two persons died oue and the same time, and these two dead 
bodies lay in the same house for two days. Mission workers risking 
their lives and committing them to God buried these bodies. God 
blessed them so that they were not attacked by that fell disease. His 
promise is true that when we pass through the waters they would not 
drown us, and through the fire, it would not burn us, 

There aie six circuits in this district, a newone being added this 
year. In order to provide for this new circuit a brother was _recom- 
mended forordination last year. The last Annual Conference approved 
him and the circuit was made. : 

The total Christian population amounts to 850, that is a gain of 55 
over the figures of last year. There were 80 baptisms duriug the year 
of which 72 were from non-Christians ‘of various castes, e. g. from 
amoung the Brahmens, the Thakurs, Lodh, Pasi, Chamars and’ Doms. 
According to the baptismal figures we should have reported an increase 
of 75, but the decrease is due to 20 deaths in our community. I 
would like to write something about a caste known asthe Pasi. They 
are regarded by the Government as a criminal tribe. In the Sataon 
circuit as many as 60 of these Pasis sued for baptism, but we did not 
grant their request lest they should be persecuted for becoming 
Christians. In order to safegurad that I interviewed the Superintend- 
ent of Police, who approved of their embracing Christianity, but at 
the same time recommended that stringent measures might be taken 
to supervise them. For want of men adequately to supervise them we 
did not consider it advisable to assume the responsibility of so large 
a community. 

The Arya Samajists are very strong in one of our circuits known 
as the Purwa Road circuit. They do not wish any Christian worker 
to live in that place. lf any landlord would rent his house to us, they 
would bring pressure on him to cancel his agreement with us. 
Should the worker be delayed in occupying the house rented, they 
would tear down the roof, During the course of the year the Preach- 
ersin-charge of that circuit bad to shift three times from one place to 
another. A man was willing to sell to us an old crumbling house and 
the ground on which it was standing; we -were waiting to receive 
the sanction of the Finance Committee to purchase it, butin the 
meanwhile the Arya Samajists got wind of the affair, and one o¢ 
them immediately stepped inand purchased it. When they hear of 
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any man who inquires after our religion they notonly draw him aside 
but actually make him anopponent of Christianity. Still there are 
great possibilities in this circuit, but they can hardly be realised till 
we have a Mission house there. ; . 

We thank God that our people are progressing in spirituality. 
This year 29 people were received in full membership. Ks. 243 
were raised for pastoral support of which Rs. 81 were realised from 
non-Mission employees. Our receipts show an increase of Rs. 79. The 
contributions towards self-support would have been larger but for 
the fact that most of our people migrate to Cawnpore in search of 
employment. A very pleasing feature of our report is the fact— that 
all of our workers have agreed to put themselves on the tithing list. 

There are 5 day-schools in our district with an attendance of 102 
students, 22 of whom are Christians. Most of our boys and girls have 
been sent to our boarding schools either at Hardoi or at Sitapore. 
Last year the boarders of this place were sent away to Sitapore. A 
Primary School for boys and girls is greatly needed in the district for 
the children of our new converts who are not willing to go to schools 
outside their own district. The Parent Board has some arrangements 
for boys. If the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society also could make 
some provision for the girls, a great need would be supplied. When 
visiting our District Conference and Summer School, Mrs. Parker also 
realised this need. 

During the Revival Month we worked equipped with special 
preparation and much prayer. Wedistributed something like 12,000 
tracts and a thousand portions of scriptures. Two-thirds of these 
were distributed during the Revival Month. Our thanks are due to 
the Methodist Press at Lucknow for providing us with these tracts. 
The week was observed in our district and asum of Rs. 10 was raised 
as self-denial collection. ; 

The Rev. T. G. Peters, the Assistant General Secretary of the 
Epworth League, toured through four of our circuits during the 
Revival Month and not only created interest in the Epworth League 
work but also aroused the people to live a spiritual life. We have 
? chapters of the League with a total membership of 104. The 
Epworth League really at the session of the District Conference was 
a great success. We had the pleasure of the company of Mrs. Bishop 
Parker, the founder of the Epworth League in India and of the Rev. 
B. T. Badley, the General Secretary of the Epworth League in India. 
Mr. Badley spent two days with us in our Conference, and his mes- 
sages were very helpful. 

Our District Conference and Summer School was in session for 
nine days. We made special study of the Epistle to the Hebrews and 
of the parables of our Lord. In our Bible study both men and women 
read together. This was the first time that we had a session of the 
Woman’s Conference. Mrs. Parker conducted the examinations, and 
after her when Mrs. Denning came down, she heard the reports of the 
women and gave us several addresses. She also started a branch of 
the Temperance Union. Bishop Warne was also present with us in 
our District Conference and we cannot describe adequately the very 
great blessing that we derived from his presence and his messages. 
During his stay with us for two days our people were greatly blessed. 
His story of Lizzie Johnson’s quilt strangely moved all hearts, and our 
people received the spirit of consecration. In the consecration service 
that he was conducting a Moslem young man that had come with the 
spirit of frivolity, just to make fun of the Christians, was so deeply 
affected that he came up to the altar like the Christians, joined in 
our prayers and consecrated himself to God. For fear of his relatives 
he is not yet able to accept baptism, but he will do so just as soon as 
the outlook becomes favourable for him. Another Young Mohamedan 
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came fo the Bishop and asked for baptism, This young man has 
asked for baptism ere this, but being a minor, we did not feel free 
to baptise him without the consent of his parents. We ought not 
fail to mention the help our District Conference derived from the 
messages of Dr. J. O. Detning, the Rev. S. 8. Finch, the Rev. T. C. 
Badley, and Professor N. K. Mukerjee. 

Sunday School work has been carried on regularly in this district. 
We have 40 Sunday Schools with 1145 scholars. 

Though this district cannot lay claim to any mass movement 
within its bounds, yet we are expecting some day a movement among 
the Chamars; for, some years ago, a nimber of them accepted Christ- 
ianity, but for some reason or other offences came in, and they went 
back. Provided we can have an adequate staff of workers, we are 
expecting a mass movement among them, as well as among the 
Banmanush and the Pasi people. We are trying to raise workers from 
among our own people. In the work of evangelisation, we are glad 
to record that the women take their share with the men. They goand 
work among the Christian and non-Christian women, and testify of 
their Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. Sometimes, when it is known 
that their teaching among non-Christian homes is taking effect upon 
the women, the husbands of those non-Christii1n women prohibit them 
to enter their homes. Thus the women are also doing a great work 
for the Lord though it is carried on very quietly. 


TIRHOOT DISTRICT. 
H. J. Schatz, District Superintendent. 


This District like the rest of the world has been affected by the 
great European War. Our work isin the same region where the so called 
“Gossner Mission ” has been at. work for years. Since this Mission 
depends for its financial support upon Germany it has been compelled 
to dismiss nearly all its workers and as a result the work is suffering 
badly and the Christians are being grossly neglected. Many of these 
Christians representing scores of villages in Ghazipur District, North 
of the Ganges and in Buxar South of the Ganges, have come to us and 
begged us to shepherd them. Since most of these belonged to our 
Mission in the first place and were baptized by usand still regard us 
as their spiritual father, it is very natural that they should look to us 
in this hour of their trial. Bishop Warne has advised me to take over 
the work of shepherding them, but alas! when we cannot properly 
shepherd our own flock, whence shall we get under-shepherds for all 
these additional sheep in the Ghazipur and Buxar fields? The bigness 
of the task fairly overwhelms us. Until we can very materially in- 
crease our corps of workers, it will be utterly impossible to take care 
of these hundreds of neglected ones from the German Mission. We 
are in a dilemma for logically we are the only mission who can care 
for them:so far as accessibility and knowledge is concerned, but on 
account of the paucity of workers our hands are tied. On the other 
hand if we do not do something very soon, these neglected ones will 
be Christians in name only and some of them may even lose their names, 
Their spiritual conditio. is bound to affect that of ours and we can in 
a sense save ourselves only by saving them. They all belonged to the 
same brotherhood before conversion and they are still very intimately 
bound up one in the other, and what one does sooner or later affects 
the other for good or ill. 

Since the war began our foes have hurt our work by spreading 
false reports among the Christians. For a while they circulated news 
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to the effect that any child or baby who became a Christian would be 
melted up into lard to be used for the greasing of bullets in Europe. 
Asa result of this report, one our Missionaries was nearly mobbed 
at a village service. Again the report w.s spread that any who were 
Christians would be sent to the front and the plea made was that if 
any wanted to escape being seized for the King’s army, he had better 
deny his Christianity forthwith. Asa result not a few denied the 
Christ from fear while still confessing him in their hearts. Latterly 
a report has been spread to the effect that the Government had issued 
an order that because of the war all that were Christians were to go 
back into heathenism, When one remembers the credulity of these 
illiterate folks is it any wonder that certain ones have become fearful 
and in the presence of their foes have denied their Christ? 

We too are embarrassed because of the high prices. It is getting 
more and more hard for the Indian workers to subsist on their meagre 
salaries during the war period when famine rates are in evidence 
everywhere. It also makes it almost impossible for our Christians to 

exist on the pittance they get and to contribute even a mite for the 
‘ support of the Gospel. 

This has been a year of testing. The Arya Samaj people invaded 
the Ballia field and with the help of the landlords caused thousands of 
‘our enquirers and some few Christians to lapse. Appealing to the 
material side of the Chamar leaders they won them over and con- 
verted them into enemies of all those Christians who formerly had 
been Chamars. By socially ostracizing them, they caused consider- 
able disaffection among the Christians and for the time being have 
impeded the onward rush of the Mass Movement. With hardly an 
exception [ have discovered that wherever Christians have allowed the 
Chutiya to grow again, they have done so, not because they had any 
desire to leave Christianity but because fear and intimidation drove 
them to it. This is the testimony of many: “At the time when we 
were surrounded by the enemy and in his power, we cried for help and 
there was none to deliver.”” Where we had one worker, the Aryas 
had a dozen and humanly speaking it was impossible to cope with our 
foes. These some Christians say, ‘“ We are still Christians and intend- 
ed to remain so.” Had our corps ofjworkers been sufficiently large to 
have enabled our men to be on the spot to contradict the lies of the 
Aryas and to instill courage and faith in these babes in Christ there 
would not have been a single lapse.. For while the pastor was shep- 
herding one of his many flocks, the other unprotected sheep had to 
ward off single handedly the attack of the Arya wolves, 

The pressure brought to bear was tremendous. In one village one 
chaudhri stood out against all the others. He was ostracized and 
taunted and in the many ways known to Hindustan pressure was 
brought to bear on him but he stood firm as Gibraltar. What fhappen- 
ed? One night while we were at dinner he arrived with the blood 
streaming down his face, with a deep cut in his forehead and with 
bruises over his body. The others incensed at his obstinacy had fallen 
on him and mercilessly beaten him. He was laid np in the Hospital 
‘for a week, went back, forgave them and has continued in his definite 
stand for Christ. 

In another village after various fruitless efforts had been made 
to get the Christians to lapse, the landlords fell on three of the Ohau- 
dhris, and crying “ We will teach you not to let your Chutiyas grow; 
we will fix you for not forsaking your Jesus,” they applied the “ big 
stick” till the men were left bruised and bleeding but undaunted 
on mother earth. When shortly afterwards I saw them, my heart 
cried out in agony ‘ How long! O Lord, how long!” Consoling them 
more than as best I could I asked why theire of the landlord had not 
fallen on others. ‘The reply was, ‘‘ We are the leaders and if we fall 
away he thinks all the rest will follow our example; but don’t fear 
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Sahib, we will not leave Jesus. If we die, we die, but we will not put on 
our Chutiyas again or in any way deny Jesus.”’ 

Is it any wonder that a short time after this the preacher of this 
very village should write as follows:— 

** Now I wish to let you know that this week we have got the victory 
over Satan at last,so much so that when his children were driven 
away they turned their faces no more towards us who are Christians, 
What [I mean is this that the 500 chamars had mes together in the 
form of a panchayat. This panchayat was to continue for seven days 
in my village. In the meantime I told all the men of my village to be 
ready and the men of my village told the men of the other villages to 
be well prepared for it. In this way we had about a hundred men on 
our side also. These one hundred men began to oppose those five hun- 
dred men. At last the latter were defeated to such an extent that 
they were not even able to answer one single question and were so 
much ashamed of themselves that they left all their utensils and fuel 
etc., the store of seven days behind and ran away. Our men marched 
out from the village victorious, singing ‘Masih ki Jai, Yisu’ Masih ki 
Jai.’ Thelandlords of the village were amazed to see this procession. 
Thus we were victorious. Kindly join with us in prayer for the joy we 
have received in gaining this victory.” 

A few weeks ago we hada big Chaudhri meeting of about four 
hundred Christians and Chamars and there it was decided that no 
Christians should be socially ostracized, that inter-dining and inter- 
marrying between the Chamars and Christians was a social matter 
and not a religious one, that Chamars became Christians for the sake 
of “mukti’” (salvation) and they should be encouraged and not hinder: 
ed. It wasa great triumph for the Christians as wellasa great for- 
ward step for the Chamars, Think ofitinthis land where religion is 
a matter of the stomach and not of the heart, of observing caste rules 
and not the commandments of God, this meeting composed of the most 
influential Chamar Chaudhris in this region after an all night’s ses- 
sion, agreed with the Christians that there wasa clear line of demarka- 
tion between Christianity and social customs, that the motive prompt- 
ing the Chamar to forsake the old for the new was a religious oneand 
therefore most commendable. 

As a result of this meeting I look forward to the most successful 

year iu the ten year’s history of the Mass Movement here. The Cha- 
mar leaders who had been opposing us tooth and nail the entire year 
were the dupes of the Aryas. The action of this meeting has freed 
them from their malignant influence. In fact a motion was passed 
that any one who opposed Chamars becoming Christians or endeayour- 
ed in any way to bring pressure to bear upon the Christians to forsake 
their Christianity would be fined and punished. Their whole attitude 
was most sympathetic to Christianity and decidedly hostile to Aryan- 
ism. — 
: The task of teaching the converted Chamars, a caste so low that 
it is said of them they have-to reach up to touch bottom is no light one. 
Not only are they low in the social scale, but in a religious and intel- 
lectual sense as well. To teach them the simplest truth requires “line 
upon line, precept upon precept, here a little and there a little.” To 
jllustrate: One of my best men was telling the story of the crucifixion 
to avillage group. All were attentive, but one man seemed to be all 
ears. “That man is drinking it all in,” thought the preacher. Accord- 
ing to his practice, upon the conclusion of his sermon, he began to 
eatechize them. ‘Whom have I been telling you about?” “Jesus.” 
«© What shall we do with Him?” ‘* What!” Kill Him “Yes, do what 
the Jews did,kill Him.” 

Again the preacher explained, line upon line and the man compre- 
hended and cried out; “Forgive me. I misunderstood. Oh, He was 
killed in my stead that I might have salvation. What do with Him? 
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Believe in Him; follow Him, and if need be, die for Him. He died for 
me; I will live for Him. 

We believe that Christianity is not the survival of the fittest, but 
the revival of the unfit’? and that allout of Christ are “unfit.” For 
this reason we spend and are spent not only for the literate but for 
all classes in India. Weare giad to report the thorough conversion 
and baptism of a highly educated, high caste Mohammedan young man 
and his wife in the Samastipur circuit. He has literally left all to 
fellow him. ; 

Figuratively speaking,the floods descended upon us when the Aryas 
came in our midst, but with the coming of the rains, the floods liter- 
ally overswept the district. Thousands of houses were demolished in 
the Muzaffarpur and Sitamarhi circuits, thousands more in Ballia and 
the Arrah divisions. Herein Ballia city, the overflow of the Ganges 
coupled with the floods swept away 1100 houses, including the jail 
and part of the Post Office. All of the streets, the bazaar and practi- 
eally all of Baliia was under water. Throughout the District the same 
conditions prevailed and hundreds of lives were lost and thousands 
were made homeless. Most of the country on both sides of the Rail- 
way embankments for miles and miles was a sea, and huge country 
boats sent out on life-saving expeditions rescued many from drowning. 
There were whole villages where only the thatched roofs of the houses 
were left and where one could see only the tops of the trees. 

Hundreds of our Christians lost all they had, but fortunately no 
lives were lost. One Christian woman pathetically told one of our preach- 
ers :—‘“ All we had has been swept away but our lives are spared and 
we thank God. Our hearts are sad however that we will not be able 
to give an offering as usual to the Lord this year. We love to give but 
there is nothing to give. Weare happy io Jesus and praise His name.”’ 

The preacher in charge at Sitamarhi wrote me as follows :—About 
ten o’clock last night the floods came upon us. Never in my life had I 
seen anything like it: It was like unto the floods of Noah’s day. In 
the house there was a foot and a half of water. For 24 hours I had to 
sit onatable in my own house while all the furniture etc, that I 
possessed was swimming about the room. There was no way of cook- 
ing anything so I fasted and kept awake wondering when the waters 
would begin to subside. My well overfl wed, my stable was demolish- 
ed and for a while I feared that the house too would go, but thanks be 
to God. no lives were lost. 

One Indian parsonage was carried away and another nearlyso. In 
the latter place the entire village was under water, hundreds of houses 
had fallen and the water came as far as the door steps. The Non- 
Christians prophesied that the parsonage would soon fall a prey to 
the floods, but the pastor-teacher who had been on his knees in prayer, 
said to them: ‘Our God is going to save us. He will let the water 
come as far as the door steps, but no farther. Watch and see.” They 
scoffed at the idea, saying that God could not single out one house for 
His special protection-when al] the others in the vicinity were falling 
down. To their great wonderment, all the other houses went down 
while the parsonage alone was spared. They went away testifying to 
the power of God to save His own. 

Since the work of the district is mainly evangelistic, and since it 
is wofully suffering from paucity of workers, our chief aim in con- 
nection with our schools is to raise up workers for this great field. 
The Columbia Boy’s Boarding School is made up largely of the sons 
of our preachers, and of orphans who have come to us. This school 
has served as a feeder to the Bareilly Theological Seminary. Many af 
our best workers in the district have been raised up in this way and 
at present there are two graduates of the former school in the Semin- 
ary preparing themselves for the ministry. Of course every boy in 
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the school does not turn out to be preacher but a large per cent of 
them do. 

The school has bad a hard year due to the fact that there has been 
no missionary living in Muzaffarpur. Mr. Perrill with his other mul- 
titudinous duties has given it what supervision he could and has been 
ably seconded by the house-father,Padre Nelson and the Head Master, 
Daniel Webster. 

Last July the Finance Committee of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society sanctioned the moving of the Girl’s School plan from. 
Muzaffarpur to Arrah for the following reasons:— 

1. The present location is unsanitary. 

2. The school premises are thoroughly infested with tuberculosis. 

Five have died from this disease within the past 18 months, 
This is not an exception but the rule, for every year Pthysis 
has claimed several victims. 

3. Even were the locality healthy, it affords no room for expan- 
sion and more buildings are imperatively needed at once, 

4. This school ought to be so located that it is more accessible to 
our Mass Movement area. This is accomplished by moving 
it to Arrah. 

Miss Means writes: —‘‘ The number enrolled on the school register 
now is 47. The number on the Kindergarten roll has doubled this 
year which we take as token of the possinle future growth of the 
school, The total number in the boarding, including our babies, 
extra workers and Junior teachers is 61. In addition, we have two 
away. The one in Tilaunia is to return to us shortly, the other one 
is taking ber second year’s work in nurse training in the War Hospi- 
tal in Moradabad. She is having an opportunity, thus, not only for 
her own training, but to do something for her country. 

“ The girls have done well in their school work, For the first 
time, we sent up one girl for the Government Lower Primary Scho- 
larship Examination, and one for the Upper Primary. The Upper 
Primary Examination especially, was very long and difficult. The 
results have not yet reached us. 

“ We have found a Roll of Honor with monthly stars an encour- 
agement to the girls, and an effective instrument in discipline. Our 
monthly Honor roll evenings have been one more means of coming 
into direct contact with the girls. 

“ The Passion Week services in April were a great blessing to all, 
missionavies and girls alike. Six girls and one teacher were received 
into full membership in the Church. It has been a peculiar joy to 
see the spiritual development of some of the girls. We have been 
tryipg by weekly prayer meetings for the girls, arranged in three 
groups, to conserve the results of the special services. 

“ We are eager for time to come when we shall have our new 
building, and new location. We know of several new girls who are 
to come to us at the beginning of our new school year in January. As 
we have but two who are finishing'with us this year, we are wonder- 
ing if we will have to say ‘“‘No” when others come. How we long to 
get out among our new Christians and encourage them to send their 
children in. But our success would be our embarrassment, if we 
should be compelled then to say, “ No room.”. We long for our 
school to be able to more adequately meet its responsibility in this 
great Mass Movement area, and ask you to join as in prayer and 
effort for this end. 

The Training School in Ballia has for its avowed object the rais- 
ing up and training of our most promising young converts for the 
Christian ministry. After a three years’ course in simple theology 
and the three R’s we send them out among their own people as teach- 
ers. of village schools, as evangelists and pastors of small churches, 
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Experience has proven that these humble workers are the greatest 
soul winners we have. They themselves are living illustrations of the. 
power of God to save and when they tell their former fellow caste 
men, ‘‘ What God has done for me, He can and wants to do for you. 
Won’t you give him the chance?” it strongly appeals to the man who 
is. down and out. We haye been compelled in the past few years to turn 
away thousands because we had no means of preparing them for bap- 
tism; our hearts have ached and ached because due to the undershep- 
herds being so few in number it has heen pos<ible for the wolves to 
enter the fold and play havoc with some of the flock. Countless doors 
are still open but alas! many doors that were open a year or two ago 
are now closed. Our outstanding need is more workers and the only 
way to. get them is to raise them up ourselves and for this reason this 
Training School is a sine qua non of conserving our present Christian 
community and of pushing forward and possessing the land before us. 
We have never. had more than 12 in the school at one time, but to 
cope with the situatien we ought to be sending forth at least this 
many each year. 

The Boys’ School in Arrah is another attempt to cope with one 
of the big problems of the Mass Movement, viz., the educational prob- 
lem. In this District we have 2,000 Christian children of a school age 
and only 12 village schools with 143 pupils. These schools are not 
only pitiably few in number but in quality are justas disappointing, 
To, improve hoth the number and the quality we appointed a School 
Inspector at our District Conference. Having no Boarding School of 
any kind in this Mass Movement area (Arrah and Ballia) we opened 
a primary school in Arrah ond hope to gradually raise it to the rank 
of an Upper Primary, In this school we are reaching out after the 
sons of our Christians believing that if we can get them away from 
their heathen surroundings an’ from crushing child labour that their 
ehanees of déveloping into normal men and worthy Christians will be 
enhanced a thousand fold. As Bishop South has said, these youngs- 
ters “ are not born into the world, but dammed into it.’’ 

‘* An infant crying in the night, 

An infant crying for the light, 

And with no language but a cry” 

This school is an effort to answer this ery. 

Concerning the Zenana Work in Mnzaffarpur, Miss Means writes :-= 
‘“« We visit about 150 houses regularly. Besides the Bible lesson and 
hymns for all who will listen, there are sixty-two Women and girls 
learning to read and write or do needle-work, They bear the expense 
of materials themselves and show their gratitude in many little ways 
for the teaching they receive. I note the eagerness, too, with which 
they arrange to have their new daughters-in-Jaw taught. More and 
more the women of India seem to be waking up to their new oppor- 
tunities. 

‘** Plague carried off several of our women this year and many 
others fled the city when the epidemic was at its height, and did not 
return until the rainy weather had begun. Some of these rented 
houses in new locations, and it has not been easy to find them all 
again, Only yesterday Lhassiya spoke to me of finding a woman ser- 
vant of one of our old families watching out for the Mission gari as 
her mistress was so anxious to get in touch again with the Bible wo- 
men. How joyfully they were received! 

“Rich and poor alike are visited. One Mohammedgn house spent 
some seventy thousand rupees on their son’s wedding, and we are now 
teaching the bride to read and write. In another women make their 
living by sewing little shirts for a cent,and a half each, to be sold in 
the bazaar streets. Both houses alike need Jesus. 

** One man who works in the Commissioner’s Office came to ask us 
‘about a little more advanced teaching in geography and history for 
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his wife. Before he left the house, he said. “I wish you would also 
try to give her a clearer idea of Christ, His work and teachings. I am 
not satisfied for her to hear lessons about Him. L want her to have a 
book and study tis life.” .Is he a secret believer trying to have his 
wife prepared that they may both come out and confess Him publicly? 
The future will tell. Oh that our mission might be able to take ad- 
vantage of the opea doors here among both men and women!” 

In the matter of self-support and self direction in the mative 
church the most encouraging sign is the work of the Chaudhris. These 
headmen in their villages are mighty factors in directing the affairs 
of the church, in disciplining refactory members, in collecting the 
free will offerings of the people, ‘in serving as assistants to their pas- 
tor and in winning their unconverted neighbours and caste brethren. 
When we remember that the high cost of living has reached India 
also and that our Christians are receiving as a wage the same pittance 
their forefathers received and that as a result they generally are semi- 
starved, we must for the time being be satisfied with receiving a mini- 
mum of one cent per mensem per family. This isour beginning toward 
self-support so far as taese poor villagers are concerned. 

To me itis a bright sign of the times, that whereas 10 years ago we 
had only two Indian preachers in charge, to-day they are in charge of 
eight of our ten circuits. As quickly as they evince ability to assume 
added responsibilities, we gladly put on their shoulders more of the 
burden of the administration of the church and of the ‘evangelization 
of India. 

We have just closed our District Conference and from beginning to 
end the shout of victory was heard in thecamp. Again and again we 
felt that we were oq holy ground and that the Shekinah was in our 
midst. The Sunday’s. Meetings closing with a special consecration 
service and the last day which wasa Day of Prayer and consecration 
were sigually blessed of God. Many entered into a deeper Christian 
experience and are now living the life that wins. 

The majority of our workers voluntarily became tithers. This is 
a great step in advance and most heartening for it is a trite saying 
that only in sof ar as the preachers themselves give can they expect 
their people to give. 

One man whom we had dismissed was so transformed that all voted 
him another chance and his name went down in the appointments. One 
preacher in charge who had come in discouraged over his circuit and 
had sent in his resignation caught such a vision of the power of God in 
the life of the consecrated worker, that he reconsecrated himself to'the 
Master and asked to be sent back and full of new faith, hopeand cour- 
age he returned to his hard field. These are but typical of the victor- 
ies won day by day in the Conference. The changes in the appoint- 
ments were many but every man went to his new field of labour with 
a glad spirit and with the tread of a conqueror. 

We now have’a Christian community of 6,080. There were fewer 
baptisms than usual, the number totalling 591. On account of ‘the 
temporary disaffection in the Ballia Division there were very few 
baptisms here, but the new year will see great increases. In the Arrah 
Division 333 baptisms took «place. Here, year after year the Mass 
Movement ‘has been gaining in power. ; : 

One preacher in charge writcs:—“ I have baptized 133 this year 
but God knows that it should have been 1,400 instead but XY do not 
receive into the fold more than we can care for. Oh, Sahib, do send 
mae more workers.” ‘ 

The Raghunathpur Circuit has advanced 30% in membership but 
were it not so undermanned, the gain would have been 100%. - 

In the Sitamarhi Circuit where the work is among the higher 
castes the year’s work has resulted in 50 baptisms. Where we have 
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4 workers there’ now we ought to have 10 or 12 to properly cultivate 
this rich field. : 

My heart is heavy when from all over this great Mass Movement 

District cries come for more preachers and [I am helpless to respond. 
Were a farmer to neglect his harvest field like we do ours, the result 
would be disastrous. If we dally much longer with these fields ripe 
unto the harvest, the results are boupd to be equally disastrous. Oh, 
Lord of the harvest, thrust out more laborers into this Thy harvest 
field. . 
Our two Dispensaries at Rasra and Raghunathpur have had a 
prosperous year. Think of what it means that in this land of neglect, 
disease and ignorance 30,779 sick people have come to those dispen- 
saries aud have not only been ministered to in body but also in soul. 
The influence of these in«titutions of mercy is simply incalculable. 

This report would be incomplete without adding a word of tribute 
to Brother Perrili, Though this has been his tenth year of uninterrupt- 
ed service, he has been carrying the work of two men and fora while 
the burden of tne entire District rested on -his shoulders. Like Paul 
he has been in labors abundant and at all times and in every task, he 
has shown himself worthy of His high calling, “ called and chosen and 
faithful.”’ A higher and more deserving tribute than his fellow work- 
ers laid at his feet at the District Conference I have never witness- 
ed. 

Our District Evangelist, Miss Perrill, has spent and been spent 
in evangelistic labors in the Ballia Division. In countless ways 
has she been an inspiration and a help not only to the village Christ- 
ians but to the Indian preachers and to us all. During the hot season 
while most Europeans were trying to keep cool in their commodious 
bungalows or bad gone to the hills \Miss Perrill, in order to better 
supervise her work lived in a mud house with its many inconveniences. 

We regret to lose her from the District for even a year, but trust 
that upon her return from furlough she will again return to this 
much needed work. ‘So vast territorially is this District and so rapid- 
ly is the Christian community growing in numbers that it is impera- 
tive that we forthwith not only have some one to take Miss Perrill’s 
place in the Ballia Division but have a second lady evangelist for the 
Arrah Divison. 

We' welcomed Brother and Sister Pickett in our midst last Octo- 
ber. Already they have won our hearts and those of the Indian preach- 
ers. They are not new to India and from the begining have taken 
hold of their new work with energy and understanding. 

*« What’s the use any way;’’ said one Chamar who had been oppos- 
ing the spread of Christianity, “ erelong we will all be Christians 
and there will not be a Chamar left in the District.” How significant 
is the testimony of Baldeo, the head Chaudhri (called “ Badshah’ 
(king) by his followers) of 360 villages, of tens of thousands of Cha- 
mars, Here is what he said to me a few weeks ago: “Sahib, Christ- 
ianity is the only hope of my brethren. Our religion has cast us in- 
to the pit and left us there to rot. Christianity alone can lift us up 
socially, educationally, religiously.” 

What these two men have said has hecome a conviction with us 
and our corps of workers. In this faith we goforward into the new 
year conquering and to conquer. 


Reports of Standing Committees and Boards 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


Christian Community. 


The year 1916 has, on the whole, been a very good one for the 
North India Conference. The Christian community has registered a 
substantial growth, and while the number of baptisms gave a smaller 
total than the year before. this has no particular significance for any 
who make an enquiry as to the state of the Church. The bitter per- 
secution experienced by our Christians in the Ballia area, together 
with the absence of the District Superintendent on furlough, made it 
impossible to register the usual advance in that portion of our field 
where such favourable mass movement conditions prevail and where 
we have had such large accessions in recent years. Paucity of workers 
both in that mass movement part of our work, and aljl other districts 
have again made it impossible to take advantage of the openings that 
present themselves in most parts of our field. 


Self-support. 


In the matter of self-support, the year 1916 saw marked and most 
encouraging progress. Not only was the amount raised by the Indian 
Church considerably increased, but in five of our twelve districts all our 
Indian workers voluntarily adopted tbe principle of tithing. These 
were the Bijnor, Moradabad, Hardoi, Rai-Bareli and Eastern Kumaon 
Districts. lt is noteworthy that the three last named are all under 
the superintendency of Indian men—the only districts that have 
Indian Superintendents. In some other districts definite advances 
were made in the matter of tithing, and it looks now as if 1917 will 
see all our districts in line on the matter of the payment of the tithe 
on the part of all mission employees. Weeagerly hope, and fervently 
pray, that this may be attained—not as a final goal, but as the first 
great step looking towards the establishment of the principle of the 
tithe throughout the whole community of more than 84,000 within the 
bounds of our Conference. The immediate outcome of the present 
advance in the matter of tithing has been an increase of Rs. 2,400, in 
the amount raised by the Indian Church for ministerial support of 
which one District alone (Moradabad) claims more than 4 thousand 


rupees. 
Eductional Conditions. 


_ The matter of primary education, and to some extent secondary 
education, in our territory continues to give us cause for apprehen- 
sion. The number of schools, as wellas the number of pupils, has 
again decreased, just as it did the year before. Careful estimates 
reveal the fact that we are not giving even the most elementary edu- 
eation to more than 25 per cent of our boys and girls. If any ad- 
vance is to be made, we must secure the necessary teachers and open 
at least two hundred more schools in rural areas. This is not an ex- 
travagant request, but an actual demand upon us as a Conference. 
When. in this connection, we realise how few of our village parents are 
in a position to give any instruction whatever, either mental or spirit- 
ual, to their children, we can better understand the gravity of our pre- 
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sent situation. This is a condition that we cannot hope to remedy, 
unless all our District Superintendents address themselves to the 
matter more vigorously and with larger and more mature plans than 
in the past. 


Ordained Agents. 


A study of the various districts reveals a marked irregularity in 
the matter of the supply of ordained men in proportion to the Christ- 
ian community of the district. In this matter, the twelve districts 
fall into two distinct classes. On the one hand we have five (viz., 
Bijnor, Moardabad, Bareilly, Budaun and Tirhoot) where we find an 
average of 780 Christian people to each ordained worker, and on the 
other the remaining seven districts (viz... Hardoi, Lucknow, Gonda, 
Rai-Bareli, Kumaon, Eastern Kumaon and Garhwal) where the aver: 
age gives fewer than 150 people to each ordained agent. This contrast 
can leave no doubt in our minds that in the five districts first named 
we must have a larger proportion of ordained workers. This applies 
with special force to Budaun and Moradabad Districts, where the 
number of Christian people to each ordained manis more thana 
thousand. The lack here noted is aggravated by the fact that in al- 
most every district the number of villages that each worker is respons- 
ible for is too great for effective work. The average number of 
villages to each worker comes to about fifteen, where seven or eight 
are enough to take up the full time of a man who is adequately work- 
ing his field. The unfavourable effect of this spreading out our 
workers over large tracts of land can be noted in many different de-— 
partments of our work, including that of self-support. 


Quality of Workers. 


The following question was put to our District Superintendents: 
‘‘What present condition in the work gives you the greatest cause for 
anxiety?’’. To this, eight of the twelve districts mentioned the need 
of more and better workers. One District Superintendent feels that 
ninety additional workers are required to man the present territory 
of the district adequately, fifty of the seminary grade and-forty of 
the ordinary village grade. Other districts ask for very decided in- 
creases in the number of workers needed for their fields, and it is 
clear that we must look towards a very much larger attendance at the 
Bareilly Theological Seminary if we are to meet the urgent need of 
workers. ; 

Not only do we need more workers, but also workers of higher 
qualifications, On inquiry, it has been ascertained that at present we 
have only three Indian men engaged in our evangelistic work who have 
passed the Entrance Examination. While the need for workers of no 
higher educational qualifications is greater than ever, there is a great- 
er urgency than ever before for us to have workers whose intellectuel 
equipment is such as will enable them to take the place of leadership 
that an awakening India, with a new national spirit abroad, demands. 
Results in this line cannot be quickly achieved, but we must now take 
those steps that will lead us on to ultimate success. Our Colleges at 
Lucknow, and our High Schools throughout the Conference, must be’ 
laid under tribute in this important matter until they yield a supply of 
high grade workers for our field such as they were established to turn 
out, and such as we can hope to secure only. from their halls of learn- 
ing. The state of the Church within the bounds of the Conference can 
never be what we know it should be, unless we have more in our 
ministry who can bear the responsibilities and undertake the work of 
real leaders among their people. Our duty is clearly not only to plan 
for larger aud better things, but to pray the Lord of the Harvest that 
He will thrust forth the labourers. 
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In this matter of preparing more and better workers for our field 
our District Superintendents are urged to makea larger and wiser 
use of Summer Schools and Training Classes. The establishment of 
the Budaun Training School for village workers is an advance in our 
work of fundamental significance, and may be said even to marka 
new epoch in our enterprise. It’s success, under the wise leadership 
and careful planning of Dr. West has been marked and immediate, and 
there can be no doubt that this school as the years go on will accom- 
plish things that will vitally affect the state of the Church in our 
midst. Our need now is to have in each District such Summer Schools 
(lasting from two to four weeks) as will. reach with an elementary 
training those workers from our rural sections who cannot be sent to 
Budaun for the fuller course of training. Such Summer Schools can 
be supplemented with small Training Classes at suitable points in 
each District where promising young men can receive an elementary 
training in methods of evangelistic work, as also instruction in read. 
ing, writing and simple accounts, which will make their work more 
efficient. In this important work it must be ‘here a little, therea 
little’? for us until we ourselves are able to secure an output of work- 
ers sufficient to meet our owa needs. Nothing seems cleirer, with the 
growing demands in each district, than that every District Superin- 
tendent must lay his plans, broad and wise, that will result in the 
training of an adequate corps of workers for his own field, Attention 
is invited in this matter to the work done in this line by the District 
Superintendents of the North-west India Conference, where such 
marked success has met their efforts. 

{n this connection mention should be made of the growing pos- 
sibilities in our field of supplementing our force of paid workers by en- 
listing the service of the Chaudhris. .Moradabad repots a new move in 
this direction during the past year, and a most promising one for the 
district. Tirhoot has been working at this problem for some years 
past, and there are indications that possibilities exist in other dis- 
tricts. No District Superintendent can claim the full approval of our 
Conference who has not done his utmost to utilise the voluntary and 
unpaid service that is potential wherever Chaudhris are found in our 


field. 
New Work. 


The times call earnestly to us in this Conference to make our 
utmost endeavours to open up new work among classes that are offer- 
ing us new openings. Enquiry reveals the fact that within our Con- 
ference, outside Tirhoot and the three hill districts, our Christian 
community bas been drawn almost entirely from thé Sweeper caste 
and its sub-castes. The percentage is estimated at 92 per cent. of the 
whole. Our gratitude to God for the success He has given us among 
these people need not be called in question because we call now for a 
larger and better directed effort to take advantage of the new open- 
ings among other castes. The work in our Tirhoot District is largely 
among the Chamars and is being followed up, but in Moradabad, 
Budaun, Bijnor and some other districts there is an opportunity now 
new of work, particularly among the Chamars that it would be wrong 
for us not to seize without the loss of any time. The means for this new 
work must be secured in some way. To a less degree we are urged to 
take advantage of the less marked but not less real openings afforded 
among the higher castes, é- g., the Jats, Thakurs-and some others. 
Our Church is here for all classes, and if in the past our openings have 
led ug more and more into work for the Sweeper caste, this is no 
longer the condition that confronts us, and your Committee would 
urge this campagin with all the resources that we can command, not 
forgetting, in our extreme need, the place and power of prayer. ‘Who 
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‘of us but feels that the resources of Intercession have not yet been 
fully utilised! 
Work among Women. 


Your Committee would voice with the utmost emphasis the section 
of our last year’s report on tne State of the Church which refers to 
the need of more successful efforts to reach our thousands of village 
women with religious instruction. ‘!here are some 40,000 women and 
girls in our Conference area for whose religious traiving we have not 
yet made what we can consider reasonable provision. This is not for 
want of concern on our part, nor entirely from want of means, but very 
largely from a seeming inability to solve the difficult questions involved 
in this part of our work. India has peculier difficulties that confront 
any who wish to reach the women of our scattered village communi- 
ties with any adequate secular or religious instruction. This we ail 
know, but what is not so fully realised is that until our Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society and our Board of Foreign Missions can 
co-operate more fully and wisely in this work, there is absolutely no 
hope of success. If there is anything in this connection that can be 
said in this report which will lead toa more serious and vigorous 
effort to solve this question of fundamental importance to our cause, 
that is the thing we would like to say. 

We rejoice to record our profound gratitude that our prayers and 
plans at our last annual session, looking to a large re-inforcement of 
lady misionaries for evangelistic work in our village areas, have by 
God’s blessing resulted in a noteworthy increase of lady missionaries 
for our Conference.

Report of the Board of Kducation. 


The following are the important features of the educational work 
of the North India Conference during the year 1916. 

The beautiful and commodious new High School buildimg in 
Shahjahanpur has been completed and marks a new era for this grow- 
ing school. The new plant for the Lois Lee Parker Girls’ School in 
Bijnor has also been finished and affords room and opportunity for 
developing educational work among the girls of that district. The 
foundations are laid for a new Boys’ School in Moradabad and it is 
hoped that during the coming year a beginning may be made on the 
new Girls’ School plant in the same station, for which Rs. 20,000 
has already been sanctioned by Government. 

On the other hand the outlook is not so bright in other places. In 
Garhwal the Government High School in Srinagar has not been suc- 
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cessful as it is not conveniently located for the district. The Depart- 
Iment has decided that the Mission High School in Pauri has the ideal 
ocation and they seem to be desirous of acquiring possession of it. 
They are requiring new buildings of us which will cost approximate- 
ly Rs. 1,20,000, and their demands for carrying on the work will 
necessitate a yearly current expenditure of Rs. 25,000. It seems im- 
possible that this great financial burden can be met by the Mission 
unless special help can be obtained, so the Board of Education recom: 
mends that in the coming Centenary Campaign a strong effort be 
made for this purpose, since this is our only Christian school for boys 
in Garhwal, and it should not be lost to us. Failing such financial 
aid, there seems no other outlook than to turn it over to Government. 

A somewhat similar situation exists in Naini Tal with regard to 
the Humphrey High School] which has been established now for over 
50 years. Some years ago Government also opened a school here and 
drew away many of the boys from the Mission School until now only 
about 150 remain, They are now looking about with a view to open- 
ing still another school which will probably take the rest of the boys. 
Here again the Mission location is the ideal one and they seem dis- 
posed to gain possession of it. Since there is no Christian Hostel in 
this place and no Christian boys in the school, it would seem wise 
to let Government have it if satisfactory terms can be agreed upon. 

The Educational Manual has gone out of print, and since a 
thorough revision of it and additions seemed necessary, a2 new oné was 
ordered. This has been completed and will be printed and ready for 
use in the near future. 

A Junior Training Class for Girls of the Upper Primary class 
has been opened in Bijnor where a simple Normal training according 
to the Government prescribed course is given to prepare girls of this 
grade, for whom further study seems impossible or inadvisable to go 
out as teachers in Jower classes and in Village Schools. 

A Conference Educational Service is also to be established which 
itis hoped will make Mission School work more attractive to our 
young men.

Reports of Special Committee. 


Report of Commission on Aggressive Evangelism. 


This Commission desires simply ‘to put emphasis, and strong 
emphasis, upoa the suggestions made by the Central Conference Com- 
mission on Aggressive Evangelism. The matter that should immedi- 
ately engage our attention is the plans for the approaching Revival 
Campaign month, February 15th Mareh 15th in general, and the Pas- 
sion Week services in all our Schools. 

1; Itis urged that, as far as possible, the fifteen days immedi- 
ately preceding the month designated, that is February ist to Febru- 
ary 15th be utilized for the preparation of Chowdris,leaders and Chris- 
tian workers, that they may receive the Pentecostal anointing. 

2. Great stress should be placed upon the spreading of Christian 
literature, and the sale of Bible portions. We call especial attention to 
the plan that an attempt be made to sell a New Testament to every 
family, whether anyone in that family can read or not, so that it will 
be available when friends call who can read and when the pastor 
comes to make pastoral visits. Beautiful New Testaments in Urdu 
and Hindi can be purchased for four annas, or with a. discount, at 
about three annas and one of these should be in every Christian home. 

3. Let the effort be made toreach every one of our Christian 
community, in schools, in the villages and mohallas to bring each one 
into a personal knowledge of Christ. 

4, Let us aim at definite conversion among our boys and girls in 
our schools. Let us encourage them to personally enter into the 
events of Passion Week and end it with a definite consecration to 
Christ for service for Him. Let us get the boys and girls to praying 
for the revival. 

5, Let us use the “ constituency roll”’ idea to hunt up and get 
baptized any remaining ones of a community who yet remain out of 
the fold. 

6. We urge that Passion Week be observed as a time for a Self- 
Denial Thanksgiving Offering and that we seek to get every one of 
our’whole Christian community to give something to Christ’s cause. 
We further recommend that, for this year, all the Self-Denial funds be 
sent to the Treasurer to be used for the mission Claimants Fund. 
It is deemed a very appropriate thing that this money should be used 
to relieve those who have worn out their lives in the Lord’s work,

Plan of Conference Examinations. 


For Missionaries. 


The Manual of the Board of Foreign Missions of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church provides as follows; — 

“Failure to acquire the language will be deemed a sufficient reason 
for the recall of a missionary at the end of two years, and, unless 
such missionary can be given work in his native langauge, the Bishops 
in-charge of foreign missions are requested to recommend to the 
Board of Managers the return to this country of those who fail.” 

In view of this provision, the Board of Bishops in India has 
passed the following rules to govern the examination of all mission- 
ary candidates : — 

(1) All examinations shall be arranged by the Conference Board 
of Examiners. Advancement in Conference classes shall be condition- 
ed on the candidate passing a satisfactory examination in the com- 
bined Vernacular and English courses, 

(2) The following course of studies in English shall be combined 
year by year with the Vernacular course of studies as printed already 
in the Conference Minutes:—

(3) Missionaries appointed by the Board, arriving on the field 
previous to having been received into Conference, in lieu of the usual 
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examination required for admission on trial may take the first year of 
the course of English studies, and be received on trial if a satisfactory 
examination be passed. The remaining part of the course may then 
be completed in three years, but advancement in Conference classes 
may not be expedited thereby. 

(4) Members received by transfer after having passed a part of, 
or all the English Course as provided inthe Discipline, shall not be 
excused from taking the Vernacular studies as prescribed, unless sent 
out for specifically English work. Mowever, members transferred to 
this Conference in the second, or some subsequent year of Conference 
relationship, shall not be denied the right of regular promotion in 
Conference classes, providedthey pass in the English studies of the 
class to which they belong, and also in the Vernacular studies of the 
current year. 


Vernacular Studies. 


I.—This course shall consist of three standards of two’ sections 
each viz., Lower Midle and Proficiency Standards, in both the Urdu 
and Hindi Languages. 

II.—The Urdu and Hindi of the Lower Standard shall be COmpul- 
sory, and one section, either the Urdu or the Hindi, of the Middle and 
Proficiency Standard, respectively. 

IIlI.—The candidate will be expected to’pass the first section of the 
Lower Standard examination within, or at the close of his first year’s 
residence, and he may be allowed to complete both sections in that 
time; but must pass in both within two years from time of joining 
his Conference in India. 

IV.—All Conference examinations shall take place under the 
direction of a board or six or more examiners appointed by the bishop 
which board shall,as far as possible, remain unchanged from year to 
year.

Examination Rules. 


For Indian Members of Conference. 


I. No candidate will be accepted for examination for Admission on 
Trial, who has not either passed the Vernacular Middle:examination 
or passed the VIII class of an Anglo-Vernacular School, or graduated 
from the Theological Seminary with a first class diploma, 

II. Examinations in all fouryears of the Regular Conference 
Course shail be held before the time of meeting for the Annual 
Conference, and only the examinations for Admission on Tria], Local 
Deacon’s and Local Elder’s Orders shajl be held at tse time’ of the 
Annual Conference. The examinations for the Regular Conference 
Course shall be held within a month of the time set for the opening 
of the Annual Conference, the exact date to be specified by the Regis- 
trar in due time. These examinations shall be held only in centres 
where District Superintendents or foreign missionaries of our Church 
are stationed, who shall themselves act as supervisors of the ex- 
aminations, receiving the papers inthe various subjects from” the 
Registrar, and forwarding to him, by registered post, the answer 
papers of the condidates. 

The President and Registrar with one other member of: the 
Board of Examiners, one of whom must be a misssionary, ‘shall com. 
prise an Editing Committee who shall receive all question papers 
at least six weeks before the time fixed for the examinations and 
shall carefully consider each paper to make sure that it is a fitting 
paper for examination. 

Ill. When*a candidate in any ofthe four years’ course of studies 
fails in only one book of the course, hemay at the judgment of the 
Conference be conditioned in that one book and promoted to the 
studies of the next year, except where Admission on Trial or into 
Full Membership is involved. 

In case a candidate should fail in two books of his course, he 
can not be promoted to the next class. 

In case a candidate should pass in three or more books he 
shall be given credit for these books and be required to give a second 
examination in only those books in which he failed. 

IV. In the cases where books inthe course of study are not 
available, and in cases where certain books are in languages with 
which workers from certain quarters are unacquainted and for which 
they will have no use, the Board of Bishops has authorized the Board 
of Hxaminers to allow sucha substitution of subjects as it ma 
deem best, provided the examiner gives notice of a desire for the 
change atleast six months previous to the session of the Annual 
Conference. 

V. In view of the fact that missionary candidates are excused 
from appearing for examination in such books of the course of Eng- 
lish studies as have already been covered by them in their Theological 
Seminary course in America, the same rule will apply to graduate 
of our Bareilly Theological Seminary who come up for admission to 
our Conference and to Deacon’s and Elder’s Orders, but only ta such 
candidates as may have received at least 70 per cent., in the Seminary 
in any book in question. 

Vi, No candidate in an examination shall write his name on 
his anSwer papers, but instead,he shall write only a register number 
given to him previously by the Registrar, by which number his papers 
shall afterwards be identified by the Registrar. 

All answers to examination questions shall be written only in 
special answer books to be provided by the Registrar of the Board of 
Examiners.

Mrs. J. H. Messmore. 


Miss Elizabeth Husk was born in Niles N. Y. September 2nd 18338. 
She was a lineal descendant of the noble martyr John Huss and often 
said that her name should have been Huss instead of Husk. Her 
parents died when she was quite young and she found a home with 
Mr. and Mrs. Fox of Weedsport N. Y. She was graduated from the 
Genesee Wesleyan Seminary in 1860 and soon after received her 
appointment for India from the Methodist Missionary Society,being 
the first single lady to be sent to India from dur Church. She sailed 
from Boston in company with Rey. and Mrs. Jackson, Rev. and Mrs. 
Houser and the Rev. J. H. Messmore, September 1860. In those days 
missionaries were sent to India in sailing vessels laden with ice for 
Calcutta, the voyage being made in about five months. : 

Miss Husk was evidently appointed with reference to work among 
the orphans. that Dr. Butler had gathered after the Sepoy Rebellion. 
and she proved a very efficient helper to Mrs. Pierce in this work. She 
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was married to Rev. J. H. Messmore October 21st, 1861 and went 
with him to Shahjahanpur when the orphan boys were sent there and 
cared for them until Mr. Messmore was transferred to Lucknow. 

In company with Mrs Pierce she commenced work in the city. In 
one of the first zenanas to which they were admitted there were two 
young widows who in after years became Christians and faithful 
workers in our mission. Gradually other homes were opened and 
girls’ schools organized. When the work was made over to Mrs. 
Badley in 1872 there were nine schools with four hundred pupils and 
many zenanas were being visited. It was while visiting in one of 
these that her daughter Eldora was exposed to small pox and she died 
of the disease. Another little daughter was buried in the little 
cemetery at Husainabad, Lucknow. In 1872 with the two remaining 
children she went on furlough and like many other mothers felt that 
it was her duty to remain at home with her children for some time. 
This was before our good schools in Naini Tal were established. She 
settled in Canada where she had many calls to give missionary ad- 
dresses and she was active in organizing societies. 

When she returned to India Mr. Messmore was Pastor of the 
English Church in Naini Tal. Shesoon bocame active in both English 
and native work. She assisted Mrs. Waugh in getting girls from the 
bazar who came to school and Sunday school.. She was a very enthu- 
Siastic Chautaugan and worked to havea circle among the ladies of 
the English Church having the meetings in her own house. She was 
a devoted, conscientious missionary active and energetic in the work 
in the several places where they were stationed. She will be remem-~ 
bered longest in Pauri where she laboured many years and where her 
last work in India was done. She spent much time with the Bible 
Readers and did much itinerating in the district with them. She 
taught the Christian mothers much which was helpful to them in 
their homes and in the care of their children. 

She had considerable literary and artistic ability. She edited the 
Vernacular Women’s Friend for several years giving to this work the 
very best of her ability that she might help many of India’s women to 
better lives. She was very active in Temperance work. 

In 1911 the year that Mr. Messmore finished his work on earth she 
wrote “ Now that J am alone I must bid good bye to home, people, 
and country for a short rest amoug the bairns in the home land.” For 
nearly five years she was with her loved ones much of the time in 
much suffering, but she did not forget India and often longed to be 
back in Pauri. In the delirium of her last illness she often seemed to 
be in India teaching the children. 

_ Her time was divided between the homes of her son and daughter 
but her last days were in the home of her daughter Mrs. Mclean 
where she was very tenderly cared for, The daughter wrote “Mother 
never said much about dying but often wondered why the Lord did, 
not call her home.” Her last words were ‘‘The Lord gathers His own- 
yes He gathers them in.” Then she closed her eyes and peacefully 
passed away May 2th 1916. eae 


Mrs. Nancy Burrell Humphrey. 


This year has brought the news of the death of Mrs. J. L, Hum- 
phrey at her home in Little Falls, New York State. 

Nancy Burrell was married in her early youth to a Mr. Green, 
but their married life was short as he lived only two or three years, 
but they had one son who.grew to manhood and married but the son 
also died several years before his mother. y 

Mrs. Humphrey was all her life interested in Mission Work and 
would have come to India in her youth, but she felt that her duty was 
te herson. At the end of 1894 she married Dr. J, L, Humphrey and 
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came to India arriving just in time for the Conference at Moradabad 
in January 1895, They were appointed to Naini Tal where she spent 
her five years term of mission service, and a happy useful service if, was. 
She made of the Parsonage acheery, pleasant home where every body 
who came received welcome hospitality, aud she was a welcome guest 
in the homes of all their people and she is still a happy memory to all 
who knew her. 

They went home in 1900 but her mission work did not cease. Her 
brother put up a Church in Little Falls where Dr. Humphrey worked 
to the end of his life but they did not forget India and she often wrote 
that their happiest days were the ones that brought Indian papers and 
letters. She survived Dr. Humphrey by six years, but was cared for 
lovingly by her relatives to her death, io her eighty fifth year. A life 
well spent, in the service of others.
